Mayor  WHITE  -  Councillor  Iannella,  Monsignor 
Griffin,  Mr.  Clerk,  my  distinguished  colleagues 
both  on  the  City  Council  and  School  Committee, 
guests  and  friends  and  citizens  of  the  city: 

Mayor  White's  State  of  City  Address 

January  2,  1978. 

Before  I  begin,  let  me  welcome  the  new  City 
Council  and  School  Committee  members  to  the 
Government.  This  is  really  more  your  day  than 
mine  —  though  it  may  serve  as  a  proper 
introduction  to  the  sacrifices  of  public  service  to 
spend  a  holiday  in  this  hall  listening  to  me.  I  won't 
keep  you  long. 

For  those  renewing  their  oath  of  office  today, 
and  for  those  taking  it  for  the  first  time,  it  is  a 
significant  moment.  You  have  won  the  right, 
through  a  legitimate  process,  to  help  govern  this 
city,  and  with  your  knowledge,  to  make  decisions 
that  will  affect  the  life  of  this  city. 

But  since  I  have  been  here  as  long  or  longer  than 
most,  let  me  risk  a  more  historic  perspective  on  the 
"State  of  the  City  -  and  it  is  this:  After  five  of  the 
most  difficult  years  in  our  history,  this  city  is  in 
better  condition,  its  prospects  are  brighter,  its 
potential  is  larger  than  at  any  time  in  recent 
memory.  By  any  measure,  by  any  standard  one 
could  choose,  we  are  back  on  our  feet,  as  a  city 
and  as  a  people,  and  we  are  going  to  stay  there. 

I  do  not  suggest  that  there  are  no  serious 
problems  ahead  at  this  critical  level  of  government 

—  there  always  are  . 

In  fact,  on  this  occasion,  in  some  previous  years, 
I  have  delivered  speeches  couched  in  the  language 
of  Armageddon,  or  the  Apocalypse  -  not  to  ring 
false  alarms  or  to  stir  panic  —  but  because  the 
seemingly  fatal  threats  to  our  community  were  all 
too  apparent,  the  obstacles  in  our  path,  all  to 
awesome.  I  need  not  recount  the  crises  of  the 
recent  past  today  -  they  are  fresh  enough  in  all 
our  memories.  But  we  endured,  and  a  new  cycle  is 
beginning,  a  new  phase,  and  if  there  is  one  way  to 
characterize  it,  it  is  "A  City  in  Balance." 

This  city  stands  on  two  legs:  The  downtown  and 
the  neighborhoods.  When  both  have  been  weak,  we 
have  fallen.  When  one  or  the  other  is  atrophied  or 
lame,  we  lurch,  and  stumble,  and  move  ahead 
slowly  and  unevenly.  Only  when  both  are  sturdy, 
stable,  and  strong,  can  we  be  sure  of  our  progress. 
For  the  first  time  in  this  century,  together,  we  have 
begun  to  achieve  this  balance. 

Our  older  citizens  will  remember  that  thirty 
years  ago  (which  is  an  incredibly  short  period  of 
time  in  the  life  span  of  this  city)  the  economy  of 
this  city  was  given  up  for  dead.  Our  proud 
merchant  past  was  in  a  shambles  —  our  economic 
base  had  dissolved.  The  only  question  was  how 
much  time  the  long,  slow,  slide  into  oblivion  would 
take. 

But  in  the  1960s  two  mayors  who  are  not  here 

-  and  some  City  Councillors  who  are  here  - 
committed  themselves  and  their  energies  to  the 
restoration  of  the  vitality  and  growth  of  Boston. 
They  began  to  convert  the  corpse  they  inherited  in 


to  the  dynamo  Boston  is  today.  The  fruits  of  these 
efforts  can  be  seen  in  our  skyline,  our  market- 
places, and  in  the  statistics  that  show  a  billion 
dollar  economy  that  is  the  Hub,  if  not  of  the 
universe,  then  still  of  this  state,  and  the  region. 

Now  this  administration  and  this  council  have 
more  than  maintained  that  commitment  to 
economic  revival.  In  the  last  year  alone  (and  I 
might  add  parenthetically,  with  help  from  the 
School  Committee,  as  well),  we  have  compiled  a 
record  that  will  not  be  surpassed  by  any  older  city 
in  the  country. 

We  —  held  the  tax  rate 

—lowered  the  crime  rate 

—gained  almost  3,000  new  manufacturing  jobs 
(which  is  the  largest  in  that  category  in  twenty-five 
years) 

—opened  the  most  successful  and  exciting  urban 
shopping  center  in  America  outside  this  very  hall 

-brought  almost  1,000  jobs  back  in  ship 
construction  at  the  Army  Base 

—and  signed  an  international  developer  for 
fifteen  hundred  units  of  housing  in  the  Navy  Yard, 
which  is  the  largest  land  acquisition  in  this  city 
since  the  Back  Bay  Infill. 

These  achievements  are  remarkable  —  because 
this  city  still  operates  in  the  confines  of  the  most 
restrictive,  and  anti-business,  state  tax  structure  in 
America. 

Ten  years  ago  (which  is  still  a  shorter  period  of 
time)  —  while  downtown  was  growing,  our 
neighborhoods  were  given  up  for  dead,  forgotten, 
neglected,  and  ignored  by  policy  makers  and 
planners  -  by  everyone  except  those  who  lived  in 
them. 

But  an  extensive  poll  of  city  residents  has 
revealed  an  interesting  fact,  that  there  is  today  a 
genuine  sense  of  optimism  about  life  in  the 
neighborhoods.  Those  are  not  my  words  or  yours. 
They  come  from  a  federal  poll  that  was 
documented. 

This  administration  was  conceived  —  and  will 
continue  -  on  the  precept  that  if  you  forget  about 
the  neighborhoods,  you  can  forget  about  Boston. 

To  illustrate  the  magnitude  of  our  commitment, 
let  me  show  you  some  comparative  figures.  In 
public  capital  construction;  in  die  things  that  show 
a  city  is  physically  committed  to  survival  and 
growth  -  parks,  police  stations,  firehouses,  health 
centers,  libraries,  and  schools  -  we  have  invested 
nearly  half  a  billion  dollars  since  1968. 

In  this  day  and  age  half  a  billion  dollars  doesn't 
seem  like  much.  We  all  talk  in  telephone  numbers. 
But  just  to  give  you  an  example,  in  four  random 
neighborhoods: 

—Between  1960-68,  less  than  $4  million  was 
spent  in  Dorchester.  We  have  invested  $52  million 
in  Dorchester  alone  since  1968. 

—Less  than  $2  million  was  spent  in  Jamaica 
Plain  -  we  spent  $21  million. 

-Less  than  $2  million  was  spent  in  Roxbury  — 
we  spent  $59  million. 

—And  less  than  $1  million  was  spent  in  West 
Roxbury  -  we  spent  $33  million  -  and  the  list 
goes  on. 

It  has  all  paid  off.  The  return  is  already  evident 
—  and  a  single  factor  makes  it  undeniably  clear  — 
population. 
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While  every  other  older  city  in  the  East  (and,  1 
will  add,  some  new  ones,  particularly  in  the  South) 
continues  to  lose  jobs  and  people  to  the  suburbs 
and  beyond,  Boston  alone  is  stable.  Most  older 
cities  in  this  country  are  hemorrhaging.  They  are 
losing  their  middle  class.  Boston  is  not.  Few  cities 
have  endured  a  fraction  of  the  social  upheaval  we 

have. 

But  it  is  not  an  accident.  It  is  neighborhoods  - 
the  neighborhoods  we  have  worked  to  save  -  have 
been  our  salvation. 

The  final  credit  (and  credit  is  due)  goes  not  to  a 

government,  not  to  a  mayor  -  but  to  the  people. 

People    who    never    bought    the    siren    song    of 

suburbia.  People  who  never  gave  up  on  this  city  — 

even  when  many  opinion  leaders  were  urging  them 

to  do  so. 

That  is  why,  in  the  coming  months,  we  will  try 

to  repay  that  faith,  that  resilience,  with  all   the 

imagination,  energy,  and  effort  we  can  muster,  to 

invigorate  and  sustain  the  neighborhoods. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will 
fight  to  force  the  federal  government  to  fund  the 
Boston  Plan.  It  will  mean  millions  for  Hyde  Park, 
Blue  Hill  Avenue,  and  Columbia  Point. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will  go 
forward  with  housing  projects  like  the  San  Marco 
in  the  North  End,  conceived  and  carried  out  with 
neighborhood  involvement. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will 
build  the  Marine  Industrial  Park  and  bring 
hundreds  of  blue  collar  jobs  to  South  Boston. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will 
build  a  new  police  station  for  West  Roxbury, 
which  residents  have  needed  and  deserved  for  a 
long  time. 

I  might  add  parenthetically,  while  I  am  about  it, 
simply  because  it  was  brought  to  my  attention 
within  the  last  forty-eight  hours,  that  the  homicide 
rate  in  the  City  of  Boston  has  gone  down  steadily 
and  has  been  cut  by  50  percent  in  the  last  five 
years.  I  am  sure  the  Police  Commissioner  on 
another  occasion  will  explain  how,  but  the  city 
should  take  credit  for  it  because  I  am  sure  if  it 
were  going  up,  the  complaints  and  criticisms  would 
be  in  reverse,  but  it's  in  the  order  of  con- 
gratulations in  terms  of  public  safety. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will  have 
rehab  housing  for  the  elderly  on  Peterborough 
Street,  in  the  Fenway. 

-Before  the  next  two  years  are  out  we  will 
construct  a  new  $2  million  park  on  Sumner  Street 
in  East  Boston. 

Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  will  be  reopened  with  new 
jobs,  homes,  and  the  promise  of  an  economic 
potential  double  that  of  the  present  Waterfront. 

—Before  the  next  two  years  are  out,  we  will 
increase  black  and  Hispanic  employment  in  city 
government,  and  we  have  already  begun  with  a  new 
police  recruit  class  of  70  percent  minorities. 

But  we  can  do  better  and  we  will.  As  the  recent 
School  Committee  election  shows,  this  city  can 
belong  to  all  of  us. 

Obviously,  our  resouces  are  not  endless;  our 
ability  to  control  our  own  fate  is  not  without  limit. 

I  will  tell  you  what  we  can  do  and  what  we 
cannot. 


-We  cannot  control  national  inflation  from  City 
Hall,  but  we  can  control  city  expenditures  and  we 
will. 

-We  cannot  end  unemployment  in  this  city  but 
we  can  lobby  for  federal  funds  for  jobs,  and 
business  for  Boston,  and  we  will. 

-We  cannot  banish  crime  entirely  from  city 
streets,  but  we  can  lower  the  crime  rate,  and  we 
have. 

-We  cannot  eliminate  fiscal  strain  under  the 
present  tax  structure,  but  we  can  hold  the  tax  rate, 
and  we  will  hold  it  at  or  under  the  cost  of  living. 

Our  limits  are  most  sharply  defined  by  action  — 
or  inaction  -  at  other  levels  of  government. 

Our  affairs  are  profoundly  affected  -  not 
usually  for  the  better  -  by  federal  and  state  policy. 

Things  should  be  changing  for  the  better.  We 
now  have  a  President  willing  to  aid  the  cities  of 
America.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  his  promise  will 
be  fulfilled.  Our  test  will  be  the  response  to  the 
Boston  Plan. 

We  have  a  state  that  can  do  much  to  aid  the 
cities  and  towns  within  it.  It  is  also  my  fervent 
hope  that  obligation  is  honored. 

But  whether  or  not  the  federal  and  state 
governments  meet  their  commitments,  we  will  be 
prepared  to  wage  the  battle  from  within  and  from 
without. 

Tliis  year,  we  will  carry  on  the  fight  for 
property  tax  reform,  and  it  shouldn't  be  necessary 
to  tell  anybody  why.  It's  been  put  off,  postponed, 
and  swept  under  the  rug  for  too  long.  It's 
becoming  an  ancient  tradition  at  the  State  House 
to  ignore  the  number  one  issue  in  the  Common- 
wealth. 

/  don't  have  to  tell  you:  Both  major  newspapers 
have  featured  informed  and  enlightened  columns 
and  editorials  on  the  subject. 

/  don't  have  to  tell  you:  Elderly  who  have  to 
meet  rent  bills,  newlyweds  trying  to  buy  a  home,  a 
business  struggling  to  stay  in  Massachusetts;  they 
all  know  that  property  tax  reform  is  number  one. 
Until  we  have  property  tax  reform,  court  reform, 
-  or  any  other  kind  of  reform  -  is  a  joke;  a  sham. 

This  year,  we  will  fight  again  for  every  piece  of 
fiscal  legislation  we  have  filed  and  -  this  year  we 
will  fight  for  a  just  share  of  the  surplus 
accumulating  in  state  coffers  -  money  drained 
from  cities  and  towns  -  that  should  be  pumped 
back  in  a  formula  fair  to  Boston. 

Finally,  this  year,  I  will  fight  to  pass  the 
classification  amendment,  which,  because  of  our 
efforts,  is  on  the  November,  1978,  ballot.  If  passed 
it  will  kill  the  ugly  spectre  of  100  percent 
valuation.  Short  of  wholesale  property  tax  reform 
that  amendment  is  our  only  hope  for  long-term, 
tax  stability  in  the  neighborhoods. 

I  have  a  haunting  suspicion  and  fear  that  90 
percent  of  this  town  does  not  know  what 
classification  means.  It  means  one  thing:  your 
homes.  Two  years  ago  we  fought  against  100 
percent  valuation.  We  won  it  by  putting  a  question 
on  the  ballot.  It  will  come  up  on  the  ballot  in 
1978,  and  the  question  says  simply:  For  the 
first  time  you  have  a  chance  to  have  your  homes 
assessed  different  from  business.  If  you  don't  win 
that  fight,  then  you  will  have  every  reason  to  want 
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to  abandon  the  place  in  which  you  live.  There  will 
be  people  who  will  fight  against  us.  Many  large 
segments  of  the  community  will  not  want  homes 
separated  from  the  procedure  of  business.  It  is 
necessary  for  our  survival,  and  and  we  will  fight 
any  way  we  can  and  all  ways. 

These  will  not  be  easy  battles,  but  I  believe  we 
will  win  them. 

My  words  have  been  of  optimism  this  morning  - 
warranted  by  more,  I  believe,  than  the  ritual  of 
acknowledging  a  new  year.  The  simple  reality  is 
that  our  self-confidence  is  back,  our  condition  is 
stable.  We  look,  for  the  first  time  in  a  long  while, 
to  a  future  made  of  more  than  gloomy  alternatives 
and  dark  possibilities. 

We  are  in  a  position  now,  not  merely  to 
articulate  visions,  but  to  act  on  them,  not  merely 
to  be  a  victims  of  events,  but  to  shape  them,  —  not 
merely  to  accept  our  fate,  but  to  master  it. 

"The  City  is  the  Flower  of  Civilization,"  Charles 
Lamb  said,  "It  gives  to  men  the  means  to  make 
their  lives  expressive.  It  offers  a  field  of  battle,  and 
it  could  be  made  a  livable  place  it  its  sons  would 
stand  and  fight  for  it  instead  of  running  away." 

Let  that  not  be  a  quotation,  but  a  description  of 
this  city,  in  1978.  Thanks.  A  Happy  New  Year  to 
all  of  you.

In  the  rear  of  their  land  on  the  map  enclosed, 
there  is  a  private  way,  which  exists 'as  a  mere 
imaginary  line  across  land  owned  by  Puritan. 
Puritan  requests  that  the  City  Council,  pursuant  to

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  part  of  a  plan  of  land 
dated  1915.  I  represent  Puritan  Ice  Cream  Co.  of 
Boston,  Inc.,  which  has  a  building  on  Lots  260  and 
267.  It  also  owns  275  and  277,  and  owns  and 
leases  278,  279,  280,  281,  and  282  to  A.  and  M., 
Inc.,  which  operates  a  junk  yard  on  those  lots. 

Lanesville  Terrace  is  actually  land  belonging  to 
Puritan  according  to  city  engineering  records,  and 
the  right-of-way  the  city  set  out  prior  to  1915  is 
not  used  for  the  benefit  of  any  land  on  the  Puritan 
side.  A.  and  M.  has  access  from  Arboretum  Road, 
and  also  seems  to  lease  or  own  Lot  283,  and  has  a 
driveway  space  on  Lanesville  where  it  says 
"32.28".  The  other  side  of  Lanesville  enters 
Washington  Street,  and  those  abutters  can  use  this 
exit. 

Puritan  would  like  to  have  the  city  discontinue 
this  private  way  from  Arboretum  to  the  MDC 
"Stony  Brook"  road  (which  also  is  not  a  road  at 
all,  but  land  never  used  for  that  purpose). 

Lanesville  Terrace  now  is  actually  the  back  yard 
and  access  to  Puritan's  loading  ramp.  The  junk 
yard  fence  extends  along  that  opposite  line  marked 
80.00,  43.00,  43.00  along  Lots  278,  281,  and  282. 

Discontinuing  this  unused  and  unnecessary  way 
on  this  portion  would  allow  Puritan  to  fence  and 
improve  the  back  lot,  and  all  other  abutters  would 
still  have  a  way  out.

thereof,  the  following  new  section  and  heading: 
Provisions  Regarding  Holdovers 
Section  105.  The  term  "holdover"  as  used 
herein  shall  mean  a  person  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  pursuant  to  statute  or  ordinance,  as  head 
of  a  department,  board,  agency,  commission, 
authority,  or  office,  or  as  a  member  of  any  such 
department,  board,  agency,  commission,  auth- 
ority, or  office,  for  a  term,  the  duration  of 
which  is  fixed,  including  those  who  are  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  9  through  14  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended 
and  those  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  these  statutes  have 
been  amended  and  are  now  in  force,  who, 
having  served  the  term,  or  initial  term,  provided 
by  such  statute  or  ordinance,  is  continuing  to 
serve  in  the  office  or  position  to  which 
appointed,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor,  or 
is  continuing  to  serve  in  the  office  or  position 
to  which  appointed  pending  reappointment,  or 
pending  appointment  and  qualification  of  a 
successor. 

Any  person  who. is  a  holdover  for  sixty  days 
or  more  in  a  compensated  position,  including 
those  who  are  compensated  on  a  per  diem  basis, 
shall  be  compensated  while  a  holdover  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  year,  apportioned  for 
length  of  service  and  such  compensation  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city 
and  county,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of 
any  ordinance  (including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  Ord.  5,  section  105 
and  section  107.)  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  an  office  or  position  occupied  by  a  holdover 
in  an  office  or  position  which  is  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  City  Council  if  the  Mayor 
has  transmitted  the  appointment  to  the  City 
Council  and  the  Council  has  failed  to  act 
thereon. 
Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 

City  of  Boston  Code,  section  752,  this  ordinance 

shall  be    published   by    the    action   of  the  City 

Council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  Dual  designation  not  only  reinforces 
Boston's  role  as  the  gateway  to  the  Northeast,  by 
also  encourages  competition,  resulting  in  more 
efficient  service  to  the  public;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  resolves  and  memorializes  the 
President,  the  Congress,  the  Department  of  State,

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Concorde  Supersonic  Transport 
has  become  an  increasingly  visible  presence  in  air 
travel,  both  foreign  and  domestic;  and 

Whereas,  Community  opposition  to  this  aircraft 
in  a  number  of  American  cities  is  mounting; 
reasons  for  opposition  being  the  abnormal  noise 
pollution,  possibly  dangerous  infringements  on  the 
ozone  layers,  and  continued  air  pollution;  and 

Whereas,  Economic  gains  should  be  meticulously 
weighed  next  to  the  environmental  hazards  and 
community  feelings  of  allowing  the  Concorde  to 
land  at  neighboring  airports;  and 


Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  on  record 
as  opposing  the  landing  rights  of  the  Concorde  at 
Logan  International  Airport  in  East  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion report  has  questioned  whether  the  Concorde 
presently  meets  United  States  safety  standards  and 
is  undecided  about  approving  the  Concorde  for 
purchase  and  operation  by  domestic  carriers  within 
the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  urgent  need  for  the 
Concorde  to  operate,  either  in  the  United  States  or 
the  rest  of  the  world;  that  the  sole  reason  for  the 
very  existence  of  the  Concorde  in  this  country  is 
purely  based  on  economic  reasons  rather  than  the 
need  for  faster  air  travel  by  consumers;  and 

Whereas,  Under  existing  law,  aircraft  can  operate 
at  United  States  airports  without  certification  of 
United  States  safety  standards  as  long  as  the 
operating  owner  is  not  a  United  States  owned  firm; 
and 

Whereas,  Should  the  Concorde  fail  to  meet 
American  safety  certification,  it  would  not 
automatically  forfeit  the  right  to  land  at  Kennedy 
International  Airport  in  New  York  and  Dulles 
International  Airport  in  Northern  Virginia;  and 

Whereas,  This  policy,  with  foreign-owned 
Concordes  being  able  to  operate  and  land  in  United 
States  cities  without  minimum  United  States  safety 
standards  being  met,  could  possibly  jeopardize 
American  lives;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  American  firms  —  along 
with  foreign-owned  ones  —  are  bidding  for  air 
routes  with  Concorde  service;  and 

Whereas,  Further  use  of  the  Concorde  in  this 
country  is  unwarranted,  unwanted,  and  vehement- 
ly objected  to  by  a  large  number  of  America's 
urban  population  in  cities  designated  as  being 
possible  future  landing  ports  for  the  Concorde; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  hereby  oppose  the 
granting  of  a  United  States  safety  certification  to 
any  firms  -  foreign  or  domestic  -  for  Concorde 
supersonic  transports  until  they  have  met  rigid 
United  States  safety  certification  standards;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  opposes 
any  suspension  of  United  States,. being  applied  to 
the  Concorde  supersonic  transports  owned  and/or 
operated  by  foreign  firms;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
Secretary  of  Transportation  Brock  Adams  to 
restrict  the  operation  of  the  Concorde  supersonic 
transport  in  this  country  until  all  aspects  of  United 
States  safety  standards  are  scrupulously  adhered 
to. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

BIDS  ON  CONTRACTS

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  increase  the  figure  above  which  city  and 
county  contracts  must  be  formally  advertised. 
Formal  advertisement,  including  notice  in  the  City 
Record,  is  now  required  where  a  contract  amount 
exceeds  $2,000.  This  figure  has  not  been  changed 
since  1890,  and,  in  terms  of  constant  dollars, 
$2,000  in  1890.  would  be  worth  over  $17,500 
today.  The  legislation  which  I  here  propose  would 
increase  the  limit  to  $10,000. 

The  formal  advertisement  and  bidding  procedure 
takes  approximately  six  weeks  and  entails  costs  to 
the  city  and  costs  to  the  prospective  contractor. 
The  latter,  of  course,  are  added  by  the  prospective 
contractor  to  his  bid  and  therefore  are  paid  by  the 
city. 

In  contrast,  we  have  used  for  some  time  an 
informal  bidding  procedure  in  connection  with 
contracts  below  $2,000.  This  informal  procedure 
insures  that  the  city  is  getting  a  competitive  price, 
but  it  avoids  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the 
formal  procedure.  Over  one-half  of  the  city's 
contracts  fall  in  the  $2,000-to  $10,000-range. 
These  would  now  be  subject  to  informal 
solicitation  of  bids,  and  the  city  can  expect  to 
enjoy  substantial  savings  by  eliminating  the  formal 
procedure. 

The    Home    Rule    Commission    recommended 
raising  the  $2,000  figure,  and  I  urge  your  speedy 
and  favorable  action  on  this  proposal.

I  am  writing  in  response  to  a  letter  received  on 
December  8,  1977,  addressed  to  me  on  December 
6,  1977,  from  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  director, 
Administrative  Services  Department,  regarding  a 
Boston  City  Council  resolution  adopted  on 
November  30,  1977,  requesting  information 
concerning  the  Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age 
Center,  Inc.  (section  17F  of  the  City  Charter). 

This  Commission  has  had  a  long  association  with 
the  Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age  Center,  Inc. 
Before  the  AAA  was  fully  developed,  South  Cove 
was  one  of  three  public  agencies  to  receive  the 
Title  III  federal  Funds  conduited  through  this 
office.  In  February  of  1977,  the  AAA  became  fully 
staffed  and  began  its  first  round  of  Title  III  (Older 
Americans'  Act  of  1965)  proposal  review  and 
funding.  South  Cove  was  awarded  $15,000,  to  hire 
a  full-time,  planner/program  developer  to  enable 
the  agency  to  coordinate  its  many  existing 
resources,  to  explore  program  possibilities,  and  to 
pursue  new  funding  sources  toward  expansion.  The 
AAA  remained  available  to  this  person  for 
technical  assistance  and,  in  fact,  met  with  the 
planner  on  four  separate  occasions  during  the 
summer. 

South  Cove  responded  to  the  standard  request 
for  proposal  sent  out  in  late  July  to  all  agencies 
serving  the  elderly  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Please  see 
enclosure  No.  1.) 

I.  Submitted  were  two  proposals,  one  for 
"expanding  a  multi-purpose  senior  center"  and  the 
other  for  "start-up  money  for  a  geriatric  day  care 
center."  Both  proposals  are  enclosed.  (No.  2  and 
No.  3.)  The  multi-purpose  senior  center  expansion 
proposal  reflected  poor  planning  and  concept. 
Three  staff  people  were  requested;  broad  activities 
were  outlined  but  no  clear  job  descriptions  were 
included  which  would  indicate  role  relationship  to 
existing  program  and  function  accountability.  No 
letters  of  other  agency  or  community  support  were 


offered.  The  two  areas  of  greatest  concern  were  the 
distinct  lack  of  specific  program  objectives  and 
implementation  and  the  indication  that  the  bulk  of 
service  effort  would  be  directed  toward  Quincy 
Towers  residents  and  would,  by  necessity,  because 
of  space  and  staff  restrictions,  inhibit  service  to  the 
greater  elder  community.  This  commitment  to  the 
private  building  residents  is  stated  in  a  Community 
Development  lease  and  appears  under  objective  No. 
1  of  the  Title  III  application. 

The  Adult  Day  Care  proposal  lacked  the  same 
type  of  technical  items,  such  as  demographics, 
program  concept,  recruitment  of  clients,  agency 
and  neighborhood  support,  narrative,  program 
model,  etc.  More  seriously,  there  was  no  indication 
of  interaction  with  the  essential  medical  and  social 
backup  services,  i.e. :  Neighborhood  Health  Center, 
training  for  professionals,  etc.  There  is  no  mention 
of  securing  the  eventual  financial  case  reimburse- 
ment from  Department  of  Public  Works,  Tide  XIX. 
In  order  for  Tide  III  funds  to  be  used  as 
"start-up,"  the  AAA  must  have  a  letter  of  intent 
from  the  primary  funding  source,  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare.  (Please  see  letter  of  November 
10,  1977,  enclosure  No.  4.) 

In  light  of  these  submissions,  the  AAA,  using  a 
standard  proposal  review  form,  cannot  fund  the 
Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age  Center,  (enclosure 
No.  5.) 

II.  The  AAA  is  the  designated  planning  and 
coordinating  body  for  all  programs  and  activities 
affecting  the  elderly  residents  of  Boston.  Stated  in 
the  most  recent  memorandum  of  agreement 
(enclosure  No.  6)  negotiated  between  the  State 
Department  on  Aging,  DEA,  and  the  Commission, 
The  AAA  has  "the  responsibility  for  planning  for 
better  community  programming  for  the  elderly, 
and  shall  coordinate  or  carry  out  programs 
designed  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  elderly  in  the 
City  of  Boston."  This  document  gives  us  complete 
and  ultimate  program  and  funding  review  and  sign 
off  on  all  activities  which  impact  on  our  residents. 

In  this  capacity,  the  AAA  works  closely  with 
other  agencies.  Whenever  we  are  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  programs  for  funding,  we  conduct  a 
thorough  survey  of  all  aspects  of  that  program. 
Specifically,  in  the  case  of  the  Greater  South  Cove 
Golden  Age  Center,  external  agencies  contacted  us. 
The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  requested  a 
meeting  with  the  AAA  to  discuss  some  of  their 
professional  concerns  about  South  Cove's  Day  Care 
Proposal.  The  director  of  the  AAA  met  with  the 
staff  of  DPW  long-term,  health  care  unit  on 
October  24,  1977.  Secondly,  the  AAA  works 
closely  with  other  city  departments  to  insure 
internal  communication  and  to  avoid  duplication. 
In  fact,  Community  Development  contacted  the 
AAA  Director  last  February  regarding  South 
Cove's  $15,000  CD  application  and  the  AAA  staff 
has  developed  and  maintained  an  ongoing  daily 
relationship.  Further,  Federated  Dorchester  House 
requested  aid  from  the  AAA  in  June  to  help  rectify 
what  appeared  to  be  a  serious  misuse  of  Tide  VII 
(Nutrition)  service  monies  on  the  part  of  the  South 
Cove  Center.  The  AAA  director  worked  through- 
out the  summer  to  reverse  that  situation  and  both 
the    AAA    and    Federated    Dorchester    (Project 
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Grantee)  have  seen  a  system  improvement  in  that 
program  area. 

Therefore,  while  it  is  fully  appropriate  for  the 
AAA  to  initiate  such  contacts,  in  fact,  the 
community  consulted  with  us  and  sought  our 
involvement. 

III.  The  AAA  has  been  in  continuous  contact 
with  the  Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age  Center. 
South  Cove  has  received  more  technical  assistance 
and  support  that  any  other  of  the  137  agencies  in 
Boston's  aging  network. 

Prior  to  any  formal  proposal  process,  through- 
out early  spring,  Ms.  Moy  spoke  with  and  visited 
one  of  the  AAA  coordinators.  In  addition,  the 
AAA  director  met  with  the  Title  III  funded  South 
Cove  planner  on  the  following  dates:  Wednesday, 
June  8;  Friday,  July  22;  and  Friday,  August  5. 
Both  the  South  Cove  director  and  planner  attended 
the  Title  III  education  workshop  on  August  15, 
1977. 

Based  on  the  amount  of  time  acctually  spent 
with  South  Cove  and  the  content  of  the  visits, 
discussions  around  program  planning  and  develop- 
ment, the  AAA  afforded  South  Cove  adequate  and 
highly  professional  assistance  and  support. 

Correspondence  to  South  Cove  regarding  their 
submissions  were  timely  and  detailed.  South  Cove 
was  sent  the  form  letter  used  to  notify  agencies  of 
AAA  funding  decisions  at  the  same  time  that  all 
other  agencies  were  advised  (November  1,  1977). 
Further,  a  special  individualized  letter  was  sent  on 
November  10,  1977,  regarding  the  Day  Care 
Proposal  (enclosure  No.  7).  At  Ms.  Moy's  request,  a 
similar  letter  regarding  the  Senior  Center  will  be 
forthcoming. 

While  these  issues  are  of  an  administrative  nature 
and  can  be  handled  through  the  AAA  process,  Ms. 
Moy  brought  the  perceived  situation  in  the  form  of 
demonstration  to  the  Mayor's  Advisory  Council. 
At  that  meeting  on  November  4,  1977,  she  was 
reinvited  to  establish  a  meeting  with  the 
Commissioner;  she  had  met  with  her  originally  on 
October  27,  1977.  Ms.  Moy  postponed  a  scheduled 
meeting  on  Thursday,  December  8,  1977,  and  met 
with  the  Commissioner  on  Tuesday,  December  13, 
1977. 

Both  the  AAA  and  the  Commission  have  been 
and  continue  to  be  sensitive  and  accessible  to  the 
Greater  South  Cove  Golden  Age  Center.  We  are 
committed  to  service  for  all  of  Boston's  elders  and 
remain  available  to  work  with  the  South  Cove 
Golden  Age  Center  to  that  end.

In  response  to  the  City  Council's  order  dated 
November  30,  1977,  please  be  advised  that: 

1.  The  rates  for  the  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission have  not  been  set  yet.  However,  proposed 
rates  have  been  advertised  and  a  hearing  on  these 
proposed  rates  scheduled.  Attached  is  a  copy  of 
the  legal  advertisement  containing  the  specifics  of 
the  proposed  rates. 

2.  As  of  November  30,  1977,  one  employee  has 
been  selected.  Mr.  Charles  R.  Scales,  Jr.,  will  be 
serving  the  Commission  on  a  part-time  basis  until 
he  relocates  into  the  City  of  Boston  in  January, 
when  he  will  begin  serving  the  Commission,  as  its 
director,  as  a  full-time  employee.  His  current  legal 
address  is:   17191  Cherrylawn,  Detroit,  Michigan. 

3.  Ten  to  fifteen  employees  are  projected  to  be 
hired  in  the  next  four  to  five  months. 

4.  When  Mr.  Scales  assumes  his  duties  on  a 
full-time  basis,  his  salary  will  be  $38,000.  The 
salaries  of  persons  projected  to  be  hired  will  be 
primarily  in  the  $10,000  to  $20,000  category,  with 
a  few  in  the  $20,000  to  $30,000  category  and  a 
few  in  the  under  $10,000  category.

6.  The  residency  law  has  been  complied  with.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  December  16,  1977)  for  transfer  of 
$628,500  to  the  Property  Tax  Review  Project  - 
recommending  that  the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the 
following  new  draft: 

It  is  with  reluctance  that  your  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  today  recommends  passage  of  this 
transfer— even  in  its  reduced  form.  It  does  so, 
however,  in  order  to  preclude  further  court 
involvement  in  our  municipal  affairs. 

Failure  on  our  part  to  act  on  this  matter  will  be 
viewed  as  facilitating  court  control  of  the 
revaluation  process. 

Compliance  with  the  law  is  required.  There  are, 
however,  steps  which  this  Council  can  take  to 
assure  that  our  legal  rights  are  protected  and  to 
ease  the  impact  of  revaluation.  To  these  ends,  your 
committee  supports  the  order  submitted  today  by 
Councillor  Langone  calling  for  the  retention  of 
legal  counsel  in  the  cases  now  pending  before  the 
Superior  Court  and  urges  each  member  of  this 
body  to  support  the  "classification  amendment"  to 
the  State  Constitution  which  will  allow  property  to 
be  taxed  according  to  its  class  or  category  at 
different  rates. 


After  careful  consideration  of  the  transfer  order, 
and  taking  into  consideration  that  seven  months  of 
the  current  fiscal  year  have  elapsed,  your 
committee  has  recommended  that  the  order  be 
reduced  as  follows: 

Personal  Services  be  reduced  by  $158,000. 

Contractual  Services  be  reduced  by  $175,000. 
This  reduction  eliminates  $125,000  which  was 
allocated  for  technical  assistance  in  preparing 
legislation  needed  if  the  "classification  amend- 
ment" is  approved  and  $50,000  which  was 
allocated  for  legal  services  over  the  amount 
contracted  for  with  the  city's  special  counsel. 

The  total  amount  of  the  transfer  recommended 
by  this  committee  is  $295,500. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $295,500  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
under  the  authority  of  section  3B  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
specified: 

From  1-33-73,  Reserve  Fund,  Special  Ap- 
propriation, $295,500,  to  1-13-29,  Property  Tax 
Review  Project,  1.  Personal  Services,  $100,000;  2. 
Contractural  Services,  $179,500;  3.  Supplies, 
$10,000;  5.  Equipment,  $6,000. 

Coun.  LANGONE,  Vice-Chairman,  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means,  offered  the  following  minority 
report: 

This  is  a  Minority  Report  on  the  appropriation 
of  $628,000  for  revaluation  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  am  surprised  and  somewhat  chagrined  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means 
would  report  out  favorably  Docket  3342  without 
taking  a  poll  of  the  members  of  the  Committee. 
Certainly,  the  new  rules  of  the  City  Council  do  not 
grant  the  Chairman  of  any  committee  the  right  to 
report  out  any  matter  out  of  Committee  without 
consulting  the  members  of  that  Committee. 

Relative  to  the  $628,000  for  ^valuation  of  the 
City  of  Boston  by  the  Mayor,  a  ,  iblic  hearing  was 
held  on  this  yesterday,  which  I  attended.  The  main 
contention  of  the  proponents  of  revaluation  is  that 
the  money  should  be  appropriated,  otherwise,  the 
judge  will  order  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
the  money  and  impose  a  master  to  conduct  the 
revaluation  of  all  the  assessments  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  This  is  a  much  used,  hackneyed,  and 
shopworn  argument.  It  has  been  used  before.  The 
revaluation  of  all  the  properties  in  the  City  of 
Boston  will  drain  the  already  overburdened, 
property  owner.  The  benefits  are  minimal.  The 
deficiencies  could  eventually  cause  the  abandon- 
ment of  more  properties  than  are  now  being 
abandoned  as  well  as  the  exodus  from  the  city  of 
many  of  our  taxpaying  residents. 

Revaluation  has  not  worked  in  most  of  the  cities 
in  the  Commonwealth  that  have  implemented  it.  In 
fact,  it  is  a  regressive  form  of  tax  in  that  perhaps 
only  during  the  first  year  or  so  it  shows  a  holding 
of  the  line  or  a  slight  decrease  in  the  tax  rate,  In 
principal,  it  is  supposed  to  balance  the  increase  in 
value  by  the  lowering  in  taxes.  In  practice,  this 
theory  does  not  work.  The  cities  of  Brockton  and 
Quincy  and  many  of  the  other  towns  that  have 
tried  it  find  it  does  not  work.  The  fact  that  this  is 
the  law  and  we  should  live  up  to  the  law  is  no 
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excuse.  Boston  is  in  a  unique  position.  We  have  the 
least  number  of  taxpaying  residents  of  any  city, 
proportionately,  in  the  Commonwealth.  We  have 
the  most  poor,  the  most  people  living  on  fixed 
incomes,  such  as  elderly  and  handicapped.  We  have 
school-o"rdered  busing  which  is  costing  the  City  of 
Boston  in  excess  of  $50  million  extra  a  year  as  well 
as  capital  improvements  ordered  by  the  courts. 

Geographically,  we  are  a  small,  land-poor  city. 
There  are  no  more  good  lands  available  for 
development  while  the  blighted  areas  are  getting 
larger  and  larger  causing  the  tax  rolls  to  shrink 
because  of  the  blight,  decadence,  social  problems, 
and  other  factors.  The  argument  to  be  presented  in 
favor  by  the  proponents  of  the  revaluation  is  that 
we  cannot  any  longer  delay  the  implementation  of 
the  eventual  court  order.  This  is  false  and 
erroneous.  The  City  Council  has  just  been  made 
party  defendants  in  the  suit  of  Berman,  et  al.  vs. 
Cameron  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

At  yesterday's  hearing,  former  Chief  Justice 
McLaughlin,  who  is  the  attorney  for  the  city,  in 
answer  to  a  question  posed  by  myself,  says  that  the 
City  Council  has  the  right  to  go  in  and  be 
represented  by  separate  counsel  as  well  as  having 
certain  procedural  and  judicial  rights  to  make 
pleas,  motions,  and  arguments  in  their  behalf  prior 
to  the  implementation  of  a  court  order  of 
revaluation. 

With  the  proposed  change  in  the  law,  the 
so-called,  Constitutional  amendment,  which  goes 
on  the  ballot  this  fall,  any  time-gain  in  the  delay  of 
the  implementation  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  the 
taxpayers  in  that  the  eventual  implementation 
would  be  forestalled  and  the  taxpayers  could  save 
money  if  the  question  wins  on  the  ballot.  The 
longer  we  delay  the  expenditure  of  $628,000  for 
revaluation  and  other  purposes,  there  would  be  a 
savings  to  the  taxpayers  in  the  event  of  victory  in 
the  fall  election  on  the  Constitutional  question  on 
the  newly  proposed,  revaluation  law.  The  argument 
raised  by  some  of  the  proponents  of  revaluation  is 
that  even  with  the  passage  of  the  new  Constitu- 
tional amendment  that  the  assessments  would  have 
to  be  at  100  percent  valuation  and  it  would  make 
no  change.  This  is  completely  erroneous  and  false. 
The  small  homeowner  with  a  one-family  house 
would  only  be  assessed  100  percent  like  another 
one-family  house  of  a  similar  kind  but  suit  brought 
by  the  commercial  owners  of  real  estate  is  that  the 
residential  property  owners  should  pay  as  much  as 
or  proportionately  as  much  of  an  increased 
valuation  as  the  commercial  property  owners.  This 
is  a  different  ball  of  wax  than  what  the  new  law 
would  provide  for. 

Finally,  any  delay  by  some  members  of  this 
Council  is  already  being  characterized  in  this 
morning's  Globe  as  grandstanding.  This  is  an  old 
chestnut.  We  have  already  gone  through  it  in  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  case.  Certainly,  we  have  saved 
the  taxpayers  money  in  that  case.  Had  we  done 
what  the  court  ordered  in  the  original  order  of 
October,  1975,  we  would  have  rebuilt  the  prison  at 
Deer  Island  at  a  cost  of  $8.5  million.  I  pose  this 
question-would  we  have  got  the  $15  million  from 
the  federal  government  for  the  sale  of  the  Deer 


Island  land  where  they  plan  to  reconstruct  a  new 
sewerage  treatment  plant?  Supposedly,  we  now 
have  $15  million  dollars  without  spending  $8.5 
million  dollars  and  we  have  saved  the  taxpayers 
money  because  Charles  Street  Jail  has  been  opened 
longer  than  the  original  court  order  which  provided 
for  its  closing  on  July  1,  1977. 

Webster  defines  grandstanding,  "to  try  to  gain 
the  applause  of  an  audience  by  or  as  by  making  an 
unnecessarily  showy  play  (grandstand  play)  as  in 
baseball." 

I  hardly  think  that  I  will  get  any  applause  from 
the  bare  gallery  that  is  here  today  for  what  I  am 
doing  but  what  I  will  be  the  recipient  of  is  more 
editorial  criticism  and  many  instances  of  unfair  and 
factually  untrue  criticism  by  the  Globe  because  of 
my  popular  stand  to  try  and  gain  time  for  the 
people.  I  wonder  if  an  appeal  had  been  filed  in  the 
school  busing  order  four  years  ago  whether  or  not 
we  would  be  in  Phase  III  of  school  busing  at  this 
point  at  a  great  cost  in  excess  of  $50  to  $60 
million  to  the  taxpayers.  I  wonder  how  many 
people  in  the  grandstand  containing  the  taxpayers 
would  applaud  the  act  of  the  City  Council  in 
approving  revaluation  when  knowing  full  well  that 
only  last  October  this  Council  unanimously 
rejected  a  previous  appropriation  for  revaluation.  I 
wonder  who  was  grandstanding,  just  before  the 
election,  to  those  poor  taxpayers  and  rentpayers. 

Some  of  you  made  this  an  issue  with  press 
releases  during  your  campaign  that  you  were  going 
to  fight  revaluation.  Some  of  your  memories  are 
short  and  you  may  vote  today  for  this.  However, 
the  people  will  not  forget  your  vote  on  the  sewer 
and  water  commission.  How  can  they?  The  new 
water  and  sewer  bills  come  out  with  sharp  increases 
that  will  be  enough  reminder  to  the  people  that 
you  were  grandstanding  before  the  election. 

I  am  amused  at  the  new  Council  President's 
memo  yesterday  to  the  City  Council  that  he  was 
notified  that  the  chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  filed  a  report  prior  to  the  3:00  p.m.' 
deadline.  He  is  more  privy  to  this  knowledge  of 
what  is  happening  in  the  Committee  than  the 
vice-chairman  of  the  Committee. 

It  appears  that  we  have  two  ball  games  going  on 
with  the  so-called  new  Council  and  the  Globe  and 
the  other  with  the  old  Council  who  are  fighting  for 
the  people  and  attempting  to  keep  taxes  and  other 
so-called  indirect  taxes  down.  I  suspect  it  will  be 
the  same  ball  game  here  today  and  there  are  the 
necessary  votes  to  vote  some  of  this  money  out 
after  only  a  less  than  two-hour  hearing  yesterday 
and  keeping  in  mind  that  we  have  two  new 
members  in  this  Council  who  haven't  even  had  an 
opportunity  to  get  their  feet  wet  and  one  of  the 
new  members  who  is  a  member  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  expressed  concern  by  the  lack  of 
information  provided  by  the  director  of  this  new 
unit  and  the  proper  breakdown  of  the  ap- 
propriation and  who  asked  for  a  detailed  account 
before  this  morning. 

In  the  meantime,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the 
chairman  had  sent  this  report  several  hours  later  to 
the  City  Clerk's  office  prior  to  the  three-o'clock 
deadline  on  the  same  day  of  the  hearing  which  ran 
until     at     least     one     o'clock.     Maybe    I    don't 
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understand  the  new  Council,  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  for  the  last  thirteen  odd  years,  but  never 
have  I  seen  something  steamrolled  through  a 
Committee  with  such  great  speed  as  the  revaluation 
appropriation. 

Last  year,  the  chairman  of  Laws  and  Ordinances 
was  accused  of  steamrolling  the  Charter  Reform 
through  the  Council  and  even  characterized  him  as 
a  thief  in  the  night  in  scheduling  meetings  just 
prior  to  the  Christmas  holiday.  I  wonder  how  that 
person  would  characterize  this  act  even  though  I 
know  he  is  going  to  vote  in  favor  of  this 
appropriation. 

I  hope  that  I  have  covered  the  whole  spectrum 
of  the  question  which  is  before  us  today  and  I 
sincerely  move  that  we  substitute  this  Minority 
Report  for  the  so-called  Majority  Report  which  has 
been  presented  to  this  body  for  the  simple  reason 
that  acceptance  of  the  Majority  Report  would  be 
just  as  fatal  to  this  city  and  have  the  same  impact 
of  the  exodus  of  the  taxpaying,  rentpaying 
residents  from  this  city  as  the  school  busing 
question  did. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Coun,  LANGONE  to  substitute 
the  minority  report  for  the  Committee  report  the 
motion  was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  6:

The  ordinance  requires  the  awarding  authority 
in  such  circumstance  to  request  my  permission  to 
award  the  contract  to  the  Boston  firm.  The  request 
will  then  be  referred  to  a  committee  composed  of 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  the 
Collector- Treasurer  and  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
If  a  majority  of  the  committee  endorses  the 
request,  it  will  recommend  to  me  that  I  approve 
the  award  of  the  contract  to  the  Boston  firm. 

Needless  to  say,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  city  to  do 
everything  reasonably  possible  to  encourage 
Boston  business.  I  am  convinced  that  the  adoption 
of  this  ordinance  will  enhance  that  effort  by 
increasing  the  number  of  Boston  firms  receiving 
business  from  the  city  itself.  It  will  also  have  the 
desirable  effect  of  enlarging  the  opportunity  for 
minority  firms  to  do  business  with  the  city. 

I  urge  your  prompt  and  favorable  action  on  the 
proposal.

An  Ordinance  to  Enable  City  Departments  to  Give 
Preference  to  City  Firms  in  the  Purchase  of 
Certain  Goods  and  Services 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the 
term  "city  firm"  shall  mean  that  for  the  term  of 
the  contract: 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a  sole  proprietorship,  the 
person's  principal  place  of  business  and  residence 
are  located  in  the  city,  or  a  majority  of  his/her 
employees  are  residents  of  the  city; 

(b)  in  the  case  of  a  partnership,  a  majority  of 
the  partners  reside  in  the  city,  or  the  principal 
place  of  business  of  the  partnership  in  the  city,  or  a 


majority  of  the  employees  of  the  partnership  reside 
in  the  city; 

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  corporation,  a  majority  of  its 
shareholders  are  residents  of  the  city,  or  the 
principal  place  of  business  of  the  corporation  is 
located  in  the  city,  or  a  majority  of  the  employees 
of  the  corporation  are  are  residents  of  the  city. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  officer  or  board  in 
charge  of  a  department  of  the  city  or  county 
invites  proposals  to  do  any  work  or  make  any 
purchase,  except  work  done  or  purchases  made  in 
accordance  with  G.  L.  c.  30,  s.  39M,  or  G.  L.  c. 
149,  ss.  44A-L,  and  a  responsible  and  eligible  city 
firm  bids  a  price  no  higher  than  5  percent  above  a 
non-city  firm  which  is  the  lowest  bidder,  said 
officer  or  board  shall  request  the  Mayor's 
permission  to  award  the  contract  without  further 
advertising  to  the  city  firm. 

Section  3.  The  Mayor  shall  refer  such  request  to 
a  committee  composed  of  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services,  the  Collector-Treasurer, 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel.  If  a  majority  of  said 
committee  recommends  the  award  of  the  contract 
to  the  city  firm  notwithstanding  that  its  bid  was 
not  the  lowest,  the  Mayor  may  approve  such 
award.

(5)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  a 
commercial,  industrial,  or  public  utility  struc- 
ture a  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars; 

(6)  for  farms,  forest  land,  and  all  other  real 
property  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars.

TRANSFER  OF  $478,000  TO  PROPERTY 
TAX  REVIEW  PROJECT

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt 
an  order  transferring  $478,000  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  Property  Tax  Review  Project.  These 
funds  will  enable  the  city  rather  than  a  court  to 
control  the  process  of  bringing  its  assessing 
practices  into  compliance  with  Constitutional 
requirements.  We  must  review  our  assessment 
practices  and  institute  changes  which  will  make 
them    fairer.    There    is    no    question    that    some 


dislocation  will  occur  —  far  less,  however,  if  we 
control  the  process  than  if  it  is  controlled  by  a 
court. 

These  funds  will  also  allow  the  city  to  continue 
to  use  the  services  of  former  Chief  Justice  Walter 
McLaughlin  and  his  partners  in  defining  just  what 
those  requirements  are.  At  the  moment  the  law  as 
articulated  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in 
numerous  cases  culminating  in  the  Sudbury 
decision  in  1974  is  too  simple  to  be  applied  to  a 
taxing  jurisdiction  so  complex  as  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  needs  elaboration  and  modification  so  as 
not  to  burden  our  taxpayers  harshly.  Judge 
McLaughlin  is  ideally  suited  to  represent  us  in  that 
process. 

I  do  not  exaggerate  the  importance  of  your 
approving  this  recommendation  when  I  say  that 
the  survival  of  the  city  depends  upon  it.  Yesterday 
Judge  Sameul  Adams,  before  whom  are  pending 
two  cases  questioning  the  validity  of  the  city's 
assessment  practices,  indicated  that  if  the  city  did 
not  commence  the  process  of  reviewing  its 
assessment  practices,  he  would  consider  enjoining 
the  sending  of  tax  bills  this  spring.  Such  an  order 
would  prevent  the  city  from  selling  tax  anticipa- 
tion notes  next  month  at  which  point  we  would 
cease  to  function  altogether. 

I,  therefore,  urge  your  early  adoption  of  this 
order.

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INTERIM    REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
HOUSING   AND   URBAN   DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  submitted  the  following: 
Interim  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 

Under  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act 
of  1977  the  City  of  Boston  is  applying  for  Urban 
Development  Action  Grants  (U.D.A.G.)  funds. 
These  funds  which  will  be  awarded  on  a 
competitive  basis  to  various  municipalities  in  the 
country,  can  be  used  to  stimulate  new  and 
increased  private  investment,  expand  job  oppor- 
tunities for  Boston  residents,  and  increase  Boston's 
tax  base. 

The  applications  (see  below)  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  by  January  31,  1978,  for  Boston  to 
receive  consideration  for  funding: 

1.  Charlestown  Naval  Shipyard  ($2,480,000). 

2.  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  ($5,415,260). 

3.  Lafayette  Place  ($11,877,600). 

4.  Blue  Hill  Ave  ($7,681,200). 
Total,  $27,454,060. 

On  January  11,  1978,  these  four  applications 
from  Mayor  White  were  forwarded  to  the  City 
Council  for  consideration  and  referred  to  your 
Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Devel- 
opment to  conduct  a  required  hearing. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  immediately  scheduled  two  public 
hearings  for  Thursday,  January  19th,  and  Friday, 
January  20th,  at  Boston  City  Hall.  Due  to  adverse 
weather  conditions,  Friday's  public  hearing  was 
sparsely  attended.  Councillor  Rosemarie  Sansone 
and  I  informed  the  public  at  that  time  that  we 
would  both  be  available  during  the  weekend  to 
elicit  testimoney  from  interested  citizens.  Several 
community  groups  and  citizens  called  us  and  asked 
whether  another  public  hearing  could  be  scheduled 
to  permit  the  office  of  the  Mayor  and  the  BRA  to 
explain  what  was  actually  contained  in  the 
U.D.A.G.  (Boston  Plan)  application  and  how  it 
affected  their  communities. 

Given  the  short  period  of  time  available  to 
schedule  hearings,  the  bad  weather,  and  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  legitimate  concerns  and  ques- 
tions of  these  interested  people,  another  public 
hearing  is  scheduled  for  Thursday,  January  26, 
1978,  at  10  a.m.,  at  City  Hall.  While  the  four 
applications  were  scheduled  to  be  considered  by 
the  full  Council  on  Wednesday,  January  25th 
session  it  is  my  hope  that  you  will  agree  not  to 
take  up  the  matter  on  Wednesday,  but  rather 
support  a  special  Council  session  for  Monday, 
January  30,  1978,  at  2  p.m.  This  will  allow  us  to 
meet  the  January  31,  1978,  deadline  for  filing  an 
application  for  federal  assistance.  I  am  aware  that 
if  we  do  not  file  by  January  31st,  Boston  will 
forfeit  its  right  to  solicit  these  federal  funds  at  this 
time.  However,  the  city  may  apply  again  at  a  later 
date,  though  it  is  likely  that  funding  chances  may 
be  reduced. 

Among  many  questions  of  concern  to  the  people 
that  remain  unanswered  by  the  Mayor's  staff  are: 

1.  Does  the  Boston  Plan  include  a  new  sports 


complex  for  the  South  Station  area? 

2.  Will  it  mean  a  new  Seaport  Access  Road 
without  community  approval? 

3.  Does  the  application  have  anything  to  do 
with  development  of  other  properties,  such  as  the 
"Fort  Point  Industrial  Park"  (bounded  generally 
by  A  Street,  Summer  Street,  West  Second  Street, 
and  C  Street)? 

4.  How  much  money  will  Boston  have  to 
commit?  How  much  federal  money  received? 

5.  Will  these  projects  have  an  adverse  environ- 
mental effect  on  our  neighborhoods? 

6.  Will  it  increase  commercial  traffic  on  our 
residential  streets? 

7.  If  approved  by  the  Council  are  all  controls 
and  safeguards  forfeited  by  community  groups  and 
the  citizens  who  reside  in  the  neighborhoods? 

8.  Will  neighborhood  residents  be  given  priority 
for  jobs? 

9.  Is  it  necessary  to  demolish  an  historic 
building,  No.  36,  (The  Marine  Corps  Administra- 
tion Building,  built  in  1909)  in  the  Charlestown 
Shipyard  application  for  U.D.A.G.  funds?  To  do 
this  is  approval  of  the  National  Historic  Park 
Agency  required? 

It  is  my  hope  that  these  questions  and  the  many 
others  remaining  can  be  answered  by  the  Mayor's 
staff.  To  approve  these  proposals  without  giving 
the  people  the  chance  to  learn  about  and  comment 
on  these  proposals  would  not  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  particularly 
those  residing  in  those  areas  of  the  city  who  will  be 
affected  under  the  plans. 

I  ask  your  support  of  my  motion  to  postpone 
action  on  the  approval  of  the  applications  until 
Monday,  January  30,  1978,  at  2  p.m.,  when  a 
special  session  of  the  City  Council  will  meet.

minority  report  of  councillors 
Mcdonough  and  langone 

Massachusetts  law  requires  that  taxes  be 
apportioned  fairly,  proportionally  based  on  fair 
market  value  as  of  January  1,  of  each  year. 

This  ideal,  of  course,  is  impossible  of  achieme- 
ment.  There  are  and  will  always  be  those  who  carry 
more  or  less  than  their  fair  share  of  the  load ;  and 
there  are  and  will  always  be  more  who  merely 
believe  they  are  carrying  more  than  their  fair  share 
of  the  tax  burden. 

On  numerous  occasions  suits  have  been  brought 
against  the  city  by  some  of  these  individuals.  And 
over  the  years  there  have  been  groups  especially 
from  among  the  business  community  who  have 
urged  that  the  city  revalue  all  property  so  as  to 
assess  it  at  100  percent  current,  fair-market  value 
in  the  belief  that  the  average,  small  homeowner  is 
being  treated  better  than  he  should  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  of  business  property. 

Whenever  such  suits  have  been  brought  or 
pressure  was  brought  by  the  business  people  for 
100  percent  valuation,  the  city  and  especially  the 
City  Council  has  resisted.  It  has  defended  the 
general  fairness  and  legality  of  its  assessing 
practices  with  respect  to  the  small  homeowner. 

In  fact  in  1975,  the  present  Mayor  made 
resistance  to  so-called  100  percent  valuation  the 
principal  plank  of  his  reelection  platform.  He  set 
up  meetings  in  every  part  of  the  city  where,  night 
after  night  for  the  benefit  of  a  new  audience  of 
voters,  he  slew  and  reslew  the  dragon  of  100 
percent  valuation. 

It  is  obvious  that  with  this  1975  performance 
the  Mayor  could  not,  in  1977,  then  give  in  to  the 
business  community's  pressure  for  100  percent 
valuation. 

But  suppose  the  business  people  brought  suit. 

Then  apparently  came  the  brainstorm ;  by  using 
the  courts  the  Mayor  could  do  to  the  small 
property  owner  exactly  what  he  promised  them  in 
1975  he  would  never  do. 

The  business  sharpies  could  bring  suit,  and  now 
comes   the  sell-out  of  the  small  property  owner. 
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The  mayor  would  stipulate  in  court  that  the  city 
was'  not  obeying  the  law  with  respect  to  property 
taxes;  he  would  stipulate  that  taxes  are  not  being 
assessed  proportionately  based  on  current,  fair- 
market  value.  That  device  it  is  thought  has  solved 
all  kinds  of  problems  for  the  Mayor.  He  ingratiates 
himself  with  big  business  by  selling  out  the  small 
homeowner  without  appearing  to  go  back  on  his 
word  to  fight  100  percent  valuation.  And  this  is 
what  was  done.  The  sharpies  brought  suit;  the 
Mayor  did  stipulate  that  property  taxes  in  Boston 
were  not  being  assessed  proportionally  based  on 
current,  fair  market-value.  And  now  the  court 
must,  as  a  result  of  the  Mayor's  stipulation,  order 
100  percent  valuation.  The  court  has  no  choice. 

Moreover,  the  revaluation  process  itself  can 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Mayor.  He  can  take  care 
of  all  kinds  of  people  by  using  the  court,  a  la  the 
busing  case,  to  spend  large  amounts  of  public 
money  for  no-bid,  personal  service  contracts  with 
people  chosen  by  the  Mayor. 

Now  comes  step  3  -  drag  the  City  Council  into 
the  picture,  make  them  a  part  of  the  Mayor's 
sell-out  of  the  small  homeowner.  Get  them  to 
appropriate  some  money  to  implement  100 
percent  valuation  in  Boston.  Don't  worry  about 
how  much  now.  Just  get  them  started.  We  can  get 
lots  more  later. 

My  questions  are  these:  Why  did  the  city 
stipulate  that  it  was  violating  the  law  with  respect 
to  assessing  taxes? 

Why  did  the  city  thereby  force  the  court  to  rule 
that  the  city  must  be  reassessed  so  as  to  set  a  100 
percent  value  on  every  piece  of  property  in  the 
city? 

Why  was  this  question  of  100  percent  valuation 
dumped  by  the  city  into  the  lap  of  the  court? 

And  why  are  we  now  being  told,  after  the  Mayor 
has  in  effect,  pleaded  us  guilty,  that  the  court  will 
go  easy  on  us  if  we  correct  ourselves  rather  than 
leaving  it  up  to  the  court  to  correct  us? 

From  January,  1968,  through  June  of  1978,  the 
City  Council  has  generously  provided  for  our 
assessing  and  law  departments.  In  1977-1978  alone 


we  appropriated  $1,378,884.00  for  the  Assessing 
Department,  and  $1,120,000.00  for  the  Law 
Department. 

These  monies  were  appropriated  by  the  Council 
in  reliance  on  those  departments  competently 
doing  their  work  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

Now  we  and  the  court  have  been  told  that  these 
monies  were  not  spent  for  lawful  purposes,  and  we 
should  appropriate  more  money  for  so-called 
experts. 

Again,  why  did  the  city  by  stipulating  that  the 
city  was  assessing  taxes  wrongfully,  save  the 
commercial  real  estate  operator's  the  trouble  of 
proving  their  case? 

As  the  record  of  today's  hearing  will  indicate, 
Mr.  Gleason,  the  corporation  counsel  for  the  city, 
takes  some  interesting  positions. 

On  the  one  hand  he  sees  nothing  wrong  with  the 
city  in  effect  pleading  guilty  to  violating  the  tax 
law  of  the  Commonwealth  and  thereby  forcing  the 
court  to  order  100  percent  valuation  and  at  the 
same  time  advises  us  to  appropriate  almost  half  a 
million  dollars  so  as  to  avoid  the  not  too  tender 
mercies  of  the  court  which  he  has  stated  for  the 
record  will  be  punitive,  harsh,  and  unrealistic  and 
make  Boston  uninhabitable. 

Consistency  doesn't  appear  to  be  the  hobgoblin 
of  Mr.  Gleason's  mind. 

Until  the  serious  questions  raised  above,  which 
have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  city's  strange  behavior 
in  this  case,  are  answered,  I  think  the  City  Council 
should  take  the  position  that  the  $2,650,000 
which  we  have  already  appropriated  for  assessing 
and  legal  service  this  fiscal  year  are  sufficient  for 
those  purposes  until  July  1,  next 

Accordingly  we  shall  vote  in  the  negative  on  this 
matter.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 
AND  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development,  submitted  the 
following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  11)  authorizing  application  and 
expenditure  by  the  Mayor  of  federal  funds,  HUD 
grants  of  $28,000,000  for  Urban  Development 
Action  Grant  Program  -  recommending  that  the 
order  ought  to  pass  with  the  following  amend- 
ments: 

Ordered,  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is, 
granted  for  the  expenditure  by  the  Mayor,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  5 3 A,  of  funds 
received  from  the  United  States  of  America  in 
connection  with  said  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  Program. 

Three  public  hearings  were  held  by  the 
Committee  on  the  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
relative  to  the  submission  of  four  applications 
contained  therein,  viz.  the  Boston  Marine  In- 
dustrial Park,  located  on  the  Boston-South  Boston 
waterfront;  the  Boston  Naval  Shipyard  in  Charles- 
town;  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  proposal;  and 
LaFayette  Place,  adjacent  to  Jordan  Marsh  in 
Downtown  Boston. 

The  newly  inaugurated  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee were  presented  with  four  impressive-and 
very  expensive-projects  with  a  "hurry-up"  label 
attached.  Hearings  were  held  to  meet  a  January 
31st    federal    deadline    for    submission    of    the 


applications  for  the  funds  requested  under  the  four 
proposals.  We  regret  the  urgency  of  the  Mayor's 
order  which  allowed  so  little  time  for  thoughtful 
consideration  of  four,  very  complicated  projects  by 
the  citizens  and  residents  of  the  city.  The 
Committee  regrets  also  the  high-powered,  public 
relations  effort  which  contributed  greatly  to  a 
significant,  public  misunderstanding  of  the  actual 
proposals  and  perhaps  falsely  reside  the  hopes  of 
people  in  Boston's  neighborhoods.  The  Committee 
is  disappointed  that  the  proposals  are  dis- 
proportionately imbalanced  against  Boston's  neigh- 
borhood needs  in  favor  of  "big-business"  type  of 
undertaking  which  has  marked  the  direction  of  the 
city  during  the  past  ten  years.  The  Committee 
notes  that  the  projects  themselves  are  merely 
"replays"  of  old  programs  some  parts  of  which 
have  already  qualified  or  received  federal  funding 
and  are  in  actual  operation.  The  Committee  must 
conclude  that  the  so-called  "Boston  Plan"  is  simply 
the  repackaging  of  many  different  projects  some 
old,  some  new,  under  a  different  name  for  a 
coordinated  assault  on  the  federal  treasury. 

The  hearings  on  the  Mayor's  plan  held  by  the 
Committee  recalled  that  the  people  of  the 
neighborhoods  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  city 
understand  the  plan  only  in  general  terms.  The 
Mayor's  press  spokesmen  who  have  kept 
emphasizing  the  impact  of  the  plan  on  the 
neighborhoods  may  have  created  a  public  im- 
pression that  the  city's  residents  would  see  the 
impact  of  the  Boston  Plan  outside  their  front  door 
in  the  form  of  new  sidewalks,  lighting,  sewers,  etc. 
//  so,  the  Boston  Plan  is  a  crufl  and  deceptive  hoax 
on  Boston 's  neighborhoods. 
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It  is  clear  that  the  Boston  Plan  in  no  way 
matches  the  expectations  or  the  priorities  of  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhoods-and  indeed  the 
members  of  this  Committee,  the  Committee  on 
Housing  and  Neighborhood  Development.  It 
becomes  painfully  clear  as  one  reviews  these 
proposals  that  the  Boston  Plan  is  not  in  fact  for  all 
of  Boston  or  even  for  most  of  Boston.  While  the 
Committee  recognizes  the  importance  of  ex- 
panding the  city's  tax  base  by  creating  business 
incentives  and  jobs  for  our  residents,  nonetheless, 
the  proposals  before  us  are  not,  in  large  part, 
neighborhood-oriented,  nor  are  they  balanced 
toward  improvement  of  those  communities  so  long 
neglected  by  "downtown  government."  In  our 
opinion,  the  Boston  Plan  is  perceived  as  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  the  entire  city.  In  our 
opinion  the  people  not  only  should  have  been  told 
what  the  Boston  Plan  is,  but  also  what  it  is  not. 
Also  this  Committee  feels  compelled  to  point  out 
that  one  of  its  primary  goals  is  to  restore  a  balance 
between  downtown  growth  and  the  physical  needs 
and  revitalization  of  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

Accordingly,  realizing  the  need  for  strong 
safeguards  and  local  control  of  the  project;  and 
because  of  the  short  deadline  for  filing  the 
applications  for  much-needed  federal  funds,  and 
because  of  the  danger  of  public  rejection  of  the 
proposals  at  a  future  date  upon  a  fuller  public 
understanding  of  the  projects  and  their  impact,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  neighborhood 
balance  at  least  in  the  spending  of  these  federal 
funds,  the  Committee  is  attaching  an  amendment 
to  subject  all  expenditures  by  the  Mayor  on  these 
projects  to  approval  by  the  City  Council. 

As  to  the  projects  themselves,  we  are  recom- 
mending that  the  application  for  Boston  Marine 
Industrial  Park  be  at  this  time  rejected  for  the 
reason  that  a  great  deal  of  local  neighborhood 
apprehension  exists  not  only  concerning  the  traffic 
access  routes  to  the  proposed  Industrial  Park  but 
also  apprehension  as  to  the  site  location  for  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail  and  a  mammoth  sports  arena 
which  are  of  great  concern  to  the  future  of  the 
community.  The  concern  about  heavy  industrial 
traffic  on  residential  streets  is  paramount  in  this 
unfavorable  report.  Your  committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Devlopment  may  have  acted 
more  favorably  and  positively  if  a  previous 
guarantee  of  full  implementation  of  proper 
safeguards  for  the  communities  surrounding  the 
Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  were  given.  The 
committee  was  divided  relative  to  the  other  three 
projects  which  have  received  approval  of  the 
Committee: 

1.  Charlestown  Naval  Shipyard,  $2,480,000;  2. 
Blue  Hill  Avenue,  $7,681,200;  3.  LaFayette  Place, 
$11,877,600. 

The  Committee  was  divided  on  the  LaFayette 
Place  Project.  Previous  Councils  have  already  acted 
on  the  building  of  this  proposed  900-car  garage  and 
have  provided  bonding  authorities  to  complete  the 
project  in  its  1975  session.  This  garage  could  be 
completed  without  submitting  this  application  of 
federal  funds  for  the  Mayor's  new  garage  proposal 
with  its  "other  added  attractions."  There  is  some 
evidence   that   in   submitting  the  application  the 


completion  of  the  garage  might  actually  be  delayed 
through  the  operation  of  federal  bureucratic  red 
tape,  nor  is  there  an  appreciation  throughout  the 
desperate  neighborhoods  for  the  expenditure  of 
millions  of  tax  dollars  on  a  900-car  downtown 
garage  which  will  benefit  business  and  commuters 
only. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA,  the  report  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  hearing 
immediately  following  the  Council  meeting  this 
afternoon. 

The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  9. 

CHALLENGING  INTERPRETATION  BY 
CORPORATION  COUNSEL  OF  SECTION 
3B  OF  CITY  CHARTER 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Section  3B  of  the  City  Charter  as  it  is 
contained  in  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
amended,  states: 

"After  an  appropriation  of  money  has  been  duly 
made  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  any  specific 
purpose,  or  for  the  needs  and  expenditure  of  any 
city  department  or  county  office,  no  transfer  of 
any  part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated  shall  be 
made  except  in  accordance  with  and  after  the 
written  recommendation  of  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council,  approved  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council; 
provided,  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the  approval 
in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may  make  transfers, 
other  than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item  to 
any  other  item  within  the  appropriations  for  a 
department,  division  of  a  department,  or  county 
office."; 

Whereas,  The  corporation  counsel  has  indicated 
that  section  3B  does  not  apply  to  a  transfer  from 
the  Reserve  Funds  and  therefore  only  a  majority  of 
five  votes  is  necessary  to  legally  transfer  funds 
already  appropriated  in  the  Reserve  fund; and 

Whereas,  Last  Wednesday,  January  18,  1978,  the 
City  Council  roll  call  on  the  transfer  of  $470,000 
for  property  tax  equalization  and  revaluation  voted 
five  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  four  in  the 
negative  to  the  question  of  transfer  from  the 
Reserve  Fund;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  interpreted  many  times 
that  any  transfer,  even  that  included  from  the 
Reserve  Fund,  requires  six  votes.  In  fact,  the  most 
recent  request  by  the  Mayor  of  $200,000  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  create  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs 
was  defeated  by  a  five  to  four  vote,  wherein  a 
majority  of  the  City  Council  had  voted  for  the 
transfer  but  it  was  ruled  that  six  votes  were 
necessary  for  the  transfer;  and 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  by  a  legal 
opinion,  acting  for  the  Mayor,  is  attempting  to 
subvert  and  circumvent  the  Charter  which  requires 
under  section  3B  a  two-thirds  vote  by  roll  call;  and 

Whereas,  Any  change  in  this  ruling  could  have  a 
certain  effect  on  previous  votes  which  failed 
because  of  the  lack  of  the  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
City  Council;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  take 
whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  legally  challenge 
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the  most  recent  attempt  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  interpret  section  3B. 

On  motion  of Coun.  IANNELLA,  the  resolution 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for 
hearing  this  afternoon. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  LANGONE,  Docket  3375, 
previously  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
was  called  for  hearing  this  afternoon.

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  four  specific  application  drafts  regarding 
the  foregoing;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
to  apply  for  financial  assistance  from  the  United 
States  of  America  under  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1977  (P.L. 
95-128),  under  the  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  Program,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$27,454,060  specifically  (1)  Boston  Marine  In- 
dustrial Park,  $5,415,260;  (2)  Charlestown  Naval 
Shipyard,  $2,480,000;  (3)  Lafayette  Place, 
$11,877,600;  and  (4)  Blue  Hill  Avenue, 
$7,681,200;  and  in  connection  therewith  to 
execute  and  deliver  such  documents  as  may  be 
required  by  the  federal  government  and  to  act  as 
the  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
connection  with  said  application,  provided  how- 
ever, that  this  approval  shall  be  null,  void,  and  of 
no  effect  unless  the  applications  are  submitted,  and 
the  several  programs  are  conducted,  in  a  manner 
not  inconsistent  with  the  following:

5.  None  of  the  funds  received  pursuant  to 
this  order  shall  be  expended  on  the  so-called 
Fort  Point  Industrial  Park  or  on  the  so-called 
Seaport  Access  Road,  and  no  access  road  shall 
be  built  without  the  approval  of  the  South 
Boston  community; 

6.  Construction  and  operation  of  the  public 
garage,  and  appurtenances  thereto,  within  the 
Lafayette  Place  Program  shall  be  undertaken  by 
the  Real  Property  Board; 

7.  The  program  relating  to  the  Boston 
Marine  Industrial  Park  shall  not  be  undertaken 
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until  there  is  devised  by  the  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission,  in  concert  with  South 
Boston  civic  leaders  and  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission,  a  traffic  scheme  to  minimize 
adverse  impact  upon  residential  streets  in  South 
Boston,  which  traffic  scheme  shall  be  filed  with 
the  City  Council  for  its  review. 

8.  No  residential  or  church  property  shall  be 
acquired  in  South  Boston  with  funds  received 
pursuant  to  this  order; 

9.  No  roads  shall  be  constructed  in  South 
Boston  with  funds  received  pursuant  to  this 
order  which  adversly  affect  residential  areas; 
and 

10.  The  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission 
shall  explore  the  prohibition  against  through 
trucking  on  the  residential  streets  of  South 
Boston.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
MINORITY  REPORT 

The  weakest  link  in  this  proposed  application  is 
the  $7,681,200  proposed  to  be  spent  in  the  Blue 
Hill  Avenue  area. 

Blue  Hill  Avenue,  not  many  years  ago,  was  one 
of  the  most  vital  sections  of  our  city.  Today  it  is  a 
wasteland.  A  total  of  $7,681,200  of  public  money 
will  go  only  a  small  way  toward  revitalization  of 
that  area. 

This  $7,681,200,  therefore,  should  be  spent  in  a 
neighborhood  of  Boston  which  is  not  as 
deteriorated  as  is  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  section.  It 
should  be  spent  in  a  neighborhood  where 
$7,681,200  would  be  likely  to  have  a  significant 
effect. 

There  are  many  such  neighborhoods  in  Boston. 

Accordingly,  I  would  urge  that  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  application  serious  consideration  should 
have  been  given  to  utilization  of  these  funds  at  a 
site  other  than  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  area. 

And  I  would  further  urge  that  unless  it  is  now 
too  late  the  application  be  amended  so  as  to 
substitute  another  Boston  Neighborhood  for  the 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  area. 

Placed  on  file.

ASSURANCE  FROM  BRA  RE 
SEAPORT  ACCESS  ROAD 

On  request  of  Coun.  FLYNN  the  following  was 
made  part  of  the  record: 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 

January  30,  1978. 
Councillor  Raymond  Flynn, 
Boston  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillor: 

There  has  been  much  discussion  and  perhaps  as 
much  misunderstanding  over  the  proposed  Seaport 
Access  Road  in  South  Boston. 

As  you  are  aware,  it  has  been  the  mutual 
objective  of  the  people  of  South  Boston  and  the 
appropriate  city  officials  to  construct  a  road 
through  the  northern  industrial  section  of  South 
Boston  which  would  serve  many  objectives:  the 
elimination  of  truck  traffic  currently  traversing 
streets;  jobs  for  South  Boston  residents;  and 
overall,  would  enhance  the  image  of  South  Boston 
as  a  stable,  residential  neighborhood. 

As  the  last  several  months  have  brought  a 
concentration  of  public  and  private  attention  on 
prime  development  parcels  in  the  industrial  sector, 
it  is  our  position,  as  evidenced  by  our  draft  Fort 
Point  Channel  Area  Study  sent  to  you  last  week, 
that  this  area  be  dealt  with  as  a  whole  and  not  in  a 
piecemeal  fashion. 

I  assure  you  that  the  Seaport  Access  Road  which 
is  the  key  link  to  the  proper  development  of  this 
area  will  not  be  constructed  without  following 
strict  federal  guidelines  governing  the  citizen 
participation  process  on  projects  of  this  magnitude. 
The  people  of  South  Boston  have  and  will  be 
involved  at  all  stages  in  the  selection  of  an 
alternative  which  will  be  acceptable  to  both  the 
residents  and  this  administration.

two- thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council; 
provided,  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the  approval 
in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may  make  transfers, 
other  than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item  to 
any  other  item  within  the  appropriations  for  a 
department,  division  of  a  department,  or  county 
office." 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  indicated 
that  section  3B  does  not  apply  to  a  transfer  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  and  therefore  only  a  majority  of 
five  votes  is  necessary  to  legally  transfer  funds 
already  appropriated  in  the  Reserve  Fund;  and 

Whereas,  Last  Wednesday,  January  18,  1978,  the 
City  Council  roll  call  on  the  transfer  of  $470,000 
for  property  tax  equalization  and  revaluation  voted 
five  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  four  in  the 
negative  to  the  question  of  transfer  from  the 
Reserve  Fund ;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  interpreted  many  times 
that  any  transfer,  even  that  included  from  the 
Reserve  Fund,  requires  six  votes.  In  fact,  the  most 
recent  request  by  the  Mayor  of  $200,000  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  create  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs 
was  defeated  by  a  five  to  four  vote,  wherein  a 
majority  of  the  City  Council  had  voted  for  the 


transfer  but  it  was  ruled  that  six  votes  were 
necessary  for  the  transfer;  and 

Whereas,  The  Corporation  Counsel  by  a  legal 
opinion  acting  for  the  Mayor  is  attempting  to 
subvert  and  circumvent  the  Charter  which  requires 
under  section  3B  a  two-thirds  vote  by  roll  call;  and 

Whereas,  Any  change  in  this  ruling  could  have  a 
certain  effect  on  previous  votes  which  failed 
because  of  the  lack  of  the  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
City  Council;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  take 
whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  legally  challenge 
the  most  recent  attempt  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  interpret  section  3B. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

As  you  know,  the  requirement  that  the  Mayor 
submit  a  budget  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February  was  not  changed  in  1972, 
when  the  starting  month  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
itself  changed  from  January  to  July.  Today  I 
submit  herewith  a  document  whose  sole  purpose  is 
to  meet  that  requirement.  This  budget  represents 
approximately  one-half  of  the  total  appropriations 
to  City,  County,  and  Income  Departments  for 
fiscal  year  1978. 

For  fiscal  year  1979,  as  before,  our  success  in 
balancing  essential  services  against  the  tax  rate  will 
depend  substantially  on  the  Governor  and  the 
Legislature.  Once  again  I  hope  you  will  join  in 
seeking  the  approvals  needed  to  escape  destructive 
over-reliance  on  the  property  tax  and  receive  a  fair 
share  of  the  revenues  we  generate  for  the  state. 

As  we  continue  our  planning  for  fiscal  year 
1979,  our  goal  is  a  tight,  but  balanced  budget,  one 
which  improves  coordiantion  among  multiple 
sources  of  funds  in  meeting  the  high  priority  needs 
of  the  citizens  and  neighborhoods  of  Boston.  As 
soon  as  is  reasonably  possible  I  will  amend  the 
budget  I  am  submitting  today  and  submit  a 
completed  budget  with  our  best  efforts  at  meeting 
that  goal.

1.  Annually,  an  inspection  is  made  of  each 
licensed  dormitory  to  assure  this  department  that 
all  safety  features  required  by  the  code  which 
applied  at  the  time  of  original  license  application 
are  still  being  maintained.  The  inspection  is  made 
at  the  time  of  annual  license  renewal  request  by 
the  owner. 

Unless  the  structure  has  been  enlarged  in  floor 
area  or  building  height  or  alterations  exceeding  50 
percent  of  the  physical  value  of  the  building  have 
been  made,  we  may  not  require  the  owner  to  bring 
the  building  up  to  present  code  standards,  (chap. 
802,  sect.  106,  Acts  1975.) 

2.  The  Building  Department  classifies  for 
Building  Code  Enforcement  purposes,  lodging 
houses  and  dormitories  in  the  same  use  group. 
There  are  presently  632  buildings  being  used  under 
this  category. 

a.  In  accordance  with  the  Building  Code 
sprinklers  are  not  required  in  dormitories  unless 
the  building  contains  storage  room  or  workshop 
with  hazardous  combustible  material  or  if  the 
building  was  over  70  feet  in  height. 


4.  The  State  Building  Code  places  upon  the 
owner  the  responsibility  for  the  safety  and  sanitary 
maintenance  of  a  building.

The  principal  person  responsible  for  the  conduct 
on  the  licensed  premises  is  required  to  fill  out  a 
criminal  history  information  form.  Further,  con- 
tact is  usually  made  with  the  Little  City  Hall 
manager  wherein  the  license  is  to  be  exercised. 

2.  With  respect  to  question  2,  2a,  and  2b,  both 
the  Building  Department  and  Fire  Department 
would  appropriately  have  the  necessary  statistical 
information  to  properly  answer  the  questions. 

3.  At  the  present  time  the  board  has  issued  162 
dormitory  licenses.  The  total  capacity  of  licensed 
dormitories  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  16,505. 

4.  Question  4  should  be  directed  to  the  Fire 
Department.  Our  present  forms  do  not  require 
information  of  this  nature. 

5.  The  board's  recommendation  would  be  an 
annual  statutory  safety  inspection  prior  to  renewal 
of  license.

Council  order  passed  November  30,  1977,  asking 
certain  questions  about  my  actions  in  respect  to  a 
home  rule  petition  concerning  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission.  I  shall  list  the  Council's  questions  and 
my  answers  to  them  in  order. 

1.  What  reasons  and  authority  did  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  Herbert  P.  Gleason,  have  in 
disallowing  Councillor  Tierney's  signature,  as 
Acting  Mayor,  in  signing  the  FinCom  legislation  on 
September  26,  1977? 

I  did  not  "disallow"  Councillor  Tierney's 
signature  on  the  Home  Rule  petition  respecting  the 
FinCom.  Councillor  Tierney's  signature  approving 
the  petition  simply  had  no  effect  because,  under  s. 
13  of  the  City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452),  the 
Acting  Mayor  has  "the  powers  of  mayor  only  in 
matters  not  admitting  of  delay."  The  probability 
that  the  Mayor  himself  would  not  approve  a  home 
rule  petition  does  not  convert  the  Acting  Mayor's 
approval  thereof  into  a  matter  "Not  admitting  of 
delay."  Dimick  v.  Barry,  211  Mass.  165. 

2.  Where  in  the  City  Charter  is  the  Corporation 
Counsel  authorized  to  advise  the  House  Clerk 
(Great  and  General  Court)  on  the  legality  and/or 
propriety  of  legislation  signed  by  a  duly  elected 
official  of  the  City  of  Boston? 

Nowhere  in  the  City  Charter  is  the  Corporation 
Counsel  mentioned.  Nevertheless,  I  have  never 
hesitated  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  any 
appropriate  individual  the  correct  interpretation  of 
law  so  far  as  it  affects  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  Was  the  Corporation  Counsel's  action  backed 
by  precedent?  if  so,  detail. 

Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  have 
historically  been  in  frequent  communication  with 
the  clerks  and  counsel  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives.  I  can  speak  only  of  my  own 
experience  and  estimate  that  I  have  been  in  touch 
with  those  officials  at  least  one  hundred  times. 

4.  What  did  the  Corporation  Counsel  advise  the 
House  Clerk? 

1  advised  the  House  Clerk  that  the  City  Council 
President's  signature  had  no  significance  for  the 
reasons  given  in  my  answer  to  question  1  above. 

5.  Did  the  Corporation  Counsel  gain  possession 
of  legislation  from  House  Clerk?  If  so,  when? 
Under  what  authority?  was  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  action  backed  by  precedent?  if  so,  detail. 

The  house  Clerk  returned  the  petition  to  me 
when  he  agreed  with  me  that  absent  the  Mayor's 
signature  it  had  no  validity.  He  then  asked  that  it 
be  returned  to  him,  since  he  wished  to  incorporate 
it  in  his  records,  and  I  did  so. 

I  have  no  record  of  the  dates  when  each  event 
occurred.

At  that  time,  it  was  decided  that  the  Health  Center 
would  solicit  assistance  from  a  local  C.P.A. 

(2)  On  December  17,  1976,  Albert  L.  O'Neil, 
Chairman  of  the  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Public  Health  notified  Dr.  Michael  Donovan, 
Medical  Director  of  the  Health  Center,  that  the 
Committee  on  Public  Health  had  voted  that  the 
South  Boston  Board  of  Directors  should  proceed 
immediately  to  acquire  the  services  of  an  auditing 
firm  to  conduct  an  audit  of  the  Health  Center  (see 
attachment  No.  2).  A  notice  of  this  action  was  also 
sent  to  David  Rosenbloom,  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  (see  attach- 
ment No.  3). 

(3)  On  December  22,  1976,  Dr  Michael 
Donovan  informed  the  Health  Center's  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Committee's  directive,  that  they 
proceed  to  acquire  an  audit  (see  attachment  No. 
4). 

(4)  On  February  8,  1977,  the  South  Boston 
Community  Health  Center's  Board  of  Directors,  in 
response  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health's 
directive,  voted  that  the  audit  should  be  conducted 
"as  long  as  the  Council  pays  for  it."  (see 
attachment  No.  5). 

(5)  On  March  28,  1977,  the  Boston  City 
Council  passed  an  order  requesting  that  the 
Trustees  of  Health  and  Hospitals  grant  permission 
for .  .  .  "the  Health  Unit  to  advertise  for  an 
auditing  firm  to  conduct  this  audit"  (see 
attachment  No.  6).  At  that  point  in  time,  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  no  longer  Chairman  of 
the  Trustees.  Although  it  is  not  reflected  in  the 
written  minutes  of  the  Health  Center's  April  26, 
1977  Board  meeting,  Ms.  Geraldine  Marcinowski, 
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representative  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  and  Trustees  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
informed  the  Board  that  the  Trustees  had  no 
objection  to  the  South  Boston  audit. 

(6)  During  the  April  26,  1977,  Board  of 
Directors  meeting,  it  was  reported  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  had  agreed  to  pay  for  the  audit  (see 
Attachment  No.  7,  page  2). 

(7)  At  the  June  28,  1977,  meeting  of  the  South 
Boston  Board  of  Directors,  Commissioner  David 
Rosenbloom  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  when  questioned  concerning  the  audit, 
agreed  that  an  audit  should  be  conducted  and  that 
the  Health  Center  should  budget  for  it. 

(8)  On  September  9,  1977,  Commissioner  David 
Rosenbloom  wrote  to  John  Mullen,  Chairman  of 
the  Health  Center's  Board  extending  the  Depart- 
ment's assistance  in  acquiring  an  audit  of  the 
Health  Center's  accounts  (see  Attachment  No.  8). 
Mr.  Mullen  did  not  respond  to  the  Commissioner's 
offer. 

(9)  On  November  18,  1977,  Commissioner 
Rosenbloom  wrote  to  Mr.  Mullen  again  requesting 
that  the  Health  Center  submit  a  proposal  for  an 
audit  (see  Attachment  No.  9).  Since  the  Health 
Center  did  not  respond,  the  Commissioner  as 
outlined  in  the  letter,  ordered  the  Trustees  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  to  "issue  a  set  of 
specifications  and  request  bids  for  the  work." 

(10)  On  January  3,  1978,  the  Trustees  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  requested  bids  from  certified 
public  accountants  to  conduct  a  comprehensive, 
independent  review  of  the  financial  activities  of  the 
center  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1977 
(see  Attachment  No.  10.) 

As  you  can  see  from  the  above  chronology,  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  not  been 
lax  in  following  up  on  the  requested  audit.  In  fact, 
since  the  responsibility  for  assuring  that  the  audit 
occurs  lay  in  the  hands  of  the  Health  Center,  we 
feel  that  we  have  done  more  than  our  part  to  the 
point  of  soliciting  and  pating  for  the  review  of  the 
Health  Center's  financial  activities.

I  am  writing  to  inform  you  that  I  am  forced  to 
exercise  my  right  under  Article  VI  of  the 
agreement  between  The  South  Boston  Community 
Health  Center's  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Trustees  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  have 
instructed  your  Executive  Director  to  inform  Dr. 
Michael  Donovan,  your  Medical  Director,  that  we 
have  begun  termination  proceedings  against  him 
and  that  he  is  to  be  suspended,  without  pay 
effective  today.  I  have  taken  this  action  because 
Dr.  Donovan  has  consistently  failed  to  adequately 
fulfill  both  the  administrative  and  medical 
responsibilities  of  the  Medical  Director. 

I  am  deeply  disappointed  that  despite  the  fact 
that  the  Boston  Finance  Commission's  interim 
report  concerning  your  Medical  Director's  per- 
formance and  activities  clearly  showed  that  Dr. 


Donovan  misused  the  trust  placed  in  him  by  your 
Board  and  the  community,  you  have  failed  to 
fulfill  your  responsibility  to  take  corrective  action. 

The  reason  the  South  Boston  Community 
Health  Center  came  into  existence  was  to  provide 
essential  health  care  services  to  the  people  of  South 
Boston.  I  have  taken  the  necessary  action  today  to 
ensure  that  health  services  continue  to  be  provided 
in  your  Health  Center. 

In  order  not  to  further  disrupt  the  availability 
and  continuity  of  services  in  your  community,  I 
have  ordered  that  the  Health  Center's  employees 
be  paid.  The  Trustees  will  continue  to  provide 
funds  to  your  Health  Center  to  ensure  its  operation 
through  December  of  1977.  We  must  use  the  time 
before  us  to  restructure,  on  a  more  favorable  basis, 
the  relationship  between  the  South  Boston 
Community  Health  Center's  Board  of  Directors, 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  the 
Trustees  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  We  must  do  this 
so  that  the  medical  leadership  in  your  Health 
Center  is  on  a  sound  basis  and  to  ensure  that  the 
fiscal  deficit  caused  at  least  in  part  by  the  collapse 
in  Adult  Medicine  over  the  recent  months,  can  be 
eliminated  in  an  orderly  fashion.  To  assist  in  this 
process,  the  department  is  prepared  to  assist  the 
Health  Center  in  obtaining  a  certified  audit  of  the 
Health  Center's  accounts.  Please  inform  me  of  how 
you  wish  to  proceed  in  this  matter.  We  are  also 
anxious  to  work  with  you  to  select  a  new  Medical 
Director  and  to  obtain  physician  coverage  for  your 
clinics.

I  regret  that  your  Board  has  not  yet  responded 
to  my  letter  of  September  9,  1977,  requesting  your 
proposal  for  an  audit  of  the  South  Boston  Health 
Center  and  proposing  a  ninety-day  period  in  which 
to  review  the  relationship  between  the  Health 
Center  and  the  department. 

You  may  recall  that  I  said  in  part: 

"The  Trustees  will  continue  to  provide  funds  to 
your  health  center  to  insure  its  operation  through 
December  of  1977.  We  must  use  the  time  before  us 
to  restructure  on  a  more  favorable  basis,  the 
relationship  between  the  South  Boston  Com- 
munity Health  Center's  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  the 
Trustees  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  To  assist  in  this 
process,  the  department  is  prepared  to  assist  the 
Health  Center  in  obtaining  a  certified  audit  of  the 
Health  Center's  accounts.  Please  inform  me  of  how 
you  wish  to  proceed  in  this  matter." 

Your  Board  has  had  ample  time  to  respond  to 
this  request.  The  elements  of  the  audit  necessary  to 
determine  the  existence  and  the  size  of  any 
accumulated  deficit  is  relatively  simple.  The  total 
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expenditure  for  each  of  the  last  several  years  must 
be  determined,  as  well  as  the  total  income  whether 
or  not  there  is  a  difference  between  the  two  figures 
will  determine  whether  or  not  there  is  a  deficit  or 
surplus  and  the  size  of  the  deficit  or  surplus.  If 
there  is  a  deficit,  as  I  am  sure  there  is,  a  plan  must 
be  developed  to  have  the  Center  repay  the  deficit. 

I  believe  this  work  can  be  competently  and 
swiftly  done.  The  trustees  would  need  to  invite 
bids  from  certified  public  accountants  to  do  this 
audit.  If  your  Board  does  not  make  a  proposal 
within  ten  days,  the  Trustees  shall  issue  a  set  of 
specifications  and  request  bids  for  this  work.  They 
shall  engage  a  certified  public  accountant  and  the 
department  shall  act  on  the  findings  of  this  review. 

Even  while  this  process  is  under  way,  the  Board 
of  the  South  Boston  Neighborhood  Health  Center 
has  a  heavy  responsibility  to  insure  that  your 
current  expenditures  and  income  are  arranged  in 
such  a  way  as  to  preserve  funds  to  repay  any  past 
over  expenditure.  One  sign  of  your  Board's  ability 
to  manage  the  Health  Center,  and  therefore  retain 
its  contract  with  the  department  will  be  the  way  in 
which  you  manage  your  fiscal  affairs  over  the 
coming  weeks. 

The  review  of  the  relationship  between  the 
department  and  the  Health  Center  must  take 
concrete  form.  You  and  your  Executive  Director 
should  meet  with  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Community  Health  and  his  staff  to  develop  a  firm 
plan  to  resolve  questions  which  exist  among  us.  If 
these  meetings  do  not  begin  within  the  next  ten 
days,  the  department  shall  conclude  that  the  South 
Boston  Community  Health  Center  Board  does  not 
wish  to  continue  its  contractual  relationship  with 
the  department  and  the  trustees. 

Among  the  questions  which  must  be  reviewed 
are: 

(1)  The  role,  if  any,  of  department  and  Trustees 
appointees  on  the  Health  Center  Board. 

(2)  A  method  for  fixing  fiscal  responsibility  and 
accountability  on  the  Health  Center  Board.  Who 
on  the  Board  is  responsible  for  insuring  that  there 
are  funds  to  pay  for  actions  taken  by  the  Board 
and  its  Personnel  Committee?  Who  on  the  Board  is 
responsible  for  insuring  that  programs  of  the 
Health  Center  are  run  in  a  fiscally  sound  and 
responsible  manner? 

(3)  A  method  to  establish  and  maintain 
professional  personnel  policies  for  the  Health 
Center.  What  changes  need  to  be  made  to  prevent  a 
reoccurrence  of  the  difficulties  of  this  past  year? 
What  steps  do  the  Board  and  the  department  need 
to  take  to  insure  that  the  Board  and  its  Personnel 
Committee  will  have  continuing  access  to  high 
quality  professionals  to  staff  the  Center?  What 
steps  need  to  be  taken  to  insure  that  the  Board  will 
be  in  compliance  with  personnel  regulations  of  city 
and  state  granting  agencies  which  mandate  certain 
employment  practices  and  procedural  rights  for 
employees? 

These  areas  are  particularly  important  for  your 
Board  and  the  department  to  mutually  address 
because,  unless  the  Board  can  recruit  high-quality 
professionals-most  of  whom  have  their  choice 
among  many  jobs-  the  Health  Center  will  fail. 

I  believe  the  actions  taken  by  this  department 


over  the  last  several  months,  which  include 
extending  funds  to  cover  your  staffs  salaries,  even 
though  there  was  no  contract  to  cover  these  funds, 
and  providing  through  the  Department  of  Medicine 
rapid  and  complete  medical  coverage  for  your 
Adult  Medicine  Program  and  a  willingness  to 
sponsor  an  outside  review  of  your  financial 
situation,  indicate  a  sincere  desire  to  ensure  the 
continuity  and  quality  of  the  South  Boston 
Neighborhood  Health  Center  program.  The  people 
of  South  Boston  need  these  services  and  our 
commitment  to  a  partnership  with  the  community 
to  provide  these  services  remains.  However,  the 
role  your  Board  will  play  in  this  partnership  needs 
to  be  carefully  assessed  by  you  and  your 
colleagues.  The  department  looks  forward  to 
working  with  you  inside  the  time  frames  outlined 
in  this  letter.

I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to 
secure  the  services  of  former  Superior  Court  Chief 
Justice  Walter  McLaughlin  and  his  partners  to  act 
in  these  matters.  All  of  the  individuals  and  the  firm 
of  which  they  are  partners  are  engaged  from  time 
to  time  in  litigation  against  the  city  on  entirely 
different  matters.  Accordingly,  it  is  necessary  that 
they  be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  to 
avoid  any  possible  violation  of  the  Conflict  of 
Interest  Law. 

Judge  McLaughlin  is  ideally  suited  to  represent 
us  in  defining  the  Constitutional  requirements  for 
assessing  practices  are.  At  the  moment  the  law  as 
articulated  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in 
numerous  cases  culminating  in  the  Sudbury 
decision  in  1974  is  too  simplistic  for  a  taxing 
jurisdiction  so  complex  as  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
needs  elaboration  and  modifications  so  as  not  to 
burden  our  taxpayers  harshly. 

I,  therefore,  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  this 
order.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  which  will  change  the 
powers  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  as 
follows: 

1.  Eliminate  the  requirement  that  a  police 
officer  of  the  rank  of  sergeant  or  better  approve 
the  towing  of  illegally  parked  cars. 

2.  Eliminate  the  prohibition  on  towing  of 
illegally  parked  cars  owned  by  the  Commonwealth 
or  a  political  subdivision  thereof. 

3.  Raise  from  twelve  to  fifty  dollars  the 
maximum  charge  for  towing  of  illegally  parked 
cars. 

4.  Change  to  a  maximum  of  twenty  dollars  per 
day  the  fee  for  storage  of  illegally  parked  cars 
which  have  been  towed.  The  fee  is  now  determined 
by  the  fees  set  by  off-street  parking  facilities. 

5.  Permit  the  application  of  such  mechanical 
devices  as  the  "Denver  Boot"  or  "Paris  Boot"  to 
cars  which  have  five  or  more  unpaid  parking  tickets 
outstanding. 

6.  Require   the  owner  of  car  which  has  been 


towed  or  immobilized  because  of  an  accumulation 
of  five  or  more  parking  tickets  to  pay  any  motor 
vehicle  excise  tax  owing  on  the  vehicle  so  towed  or 
immobilized  or  on  any  other  vehicle  registered  in 
his  name.

selected  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids  invited 
by  advertisement  in  the  City  Record,  as  said 
police  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine,  any  vehicle,  except  a  vehicle  owned 
by  the  United  States  or  an  instrumentality 
thereof  or  registered  by  a  member  of  a  foreign 
diplomatic  corps  or  by  a  foreign  consular 
officer  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  bearing  a  distinctive  number  plate  or 
otherwise  conspicuously  marked  as  so  owned  or 
registered,  and  except  also  a  vehicle  owned  by  a 
disabled  veteran  and  bearing  a  distinctive 
number  plate  authorized  by  section  2  or 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  parked  or 
standing  on  any  part  of  any  such  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway  in  such  manner  as  to 
impede  in  any  way  the  plowing  or  removal  of 
snow  or  ice  or  in  violation  of  any  rule  or 
regulation  adopted  under  this  section  which 
prohibits  the  parking  or  standing  of  all  vehicles 
on  such  part  at  such  time  and  recites  that 
whoever  violates  it  will  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine,  and  may  impose 
liability  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such 
removal,  and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any, 
resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle,  provided,  however,  that  the  liability  so 
imposed  for  removal  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
dollars,  that  the  liability  for  storage  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  dollars  per  day,  and  that  neither 
such  removal  nor  such  storage  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  services  rendered  nor  work  performed  by 
the  city  or  any  department  thereof  within  the 
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meaning  of  chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949; 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  for 
any  damage  caused  to  it  arising  out  of 
negligence  in  the  course  of  such  removal  and 
storage.  No  rule  or  regulation  reciting  that 
whoever  violates  it  shall  be  liable  to  charge  for 
the  removal  and  storage  of  the  vehicle  as  well  as 
subject  to  punishment  by  fine  shall  be  valid 
unless,  in  a  writing  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
the  commission  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
such  rule  or  regulation,  every  member  of  the 
commission  voting  for  the  adoption  thereof 
certifies  that  after  taking  into  account  the 
public  safety  and  convenience,  the  reasonably 
free  circulation  of  vehicular  traffic  and  the  need

convenient    place    until    all    charges    lawfully 

imposed   for  such   removal   and   storage   have 

been  paid  and  due  notice  has  been  received  that 

either  the  fines  provided  in  such  notices  or  the 

overdue  excise  tax  have  been  paid  or  security 

for  the  payment  thereof  has  been  deposited. 

By  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this 

section,    the    commission   may   authorize,   within 

such  limitations,  if  any,  as  the  commission  may 

think    proper,    the    police    commissioner    or    his 

designee  to  employ  mechanical  devices,  including 

but   not   limited    to   the   devices  known  as  the 

"Denver     Boot"     and     the     "Paris     Boot,"     to 

immobilize  any  vehicle  subject  to  the  removal  and 

storage  provisions  of  the  preceding  sentence,  and 

may  impose  liability  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  the 


application  of  such  device  upon  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle,  provided,  however,  that  the  liability  so 
imposed  for  application  of  such  device  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  that  such  application  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  service  rendered  or  work 
performed  by  the  City  of  Boston  or  any 
department  thereof  within  the  meaning  of  chapter 
222  of  the  Acts  of  1949.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  which  will  change  the 
powers  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  as 
follows: 

1.  Provide  for  the  issuance,  processing,  and 
record-keeping  of  parking  tickets  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

2.  Provide  for  administrative  adjudication  of 
parking  violations  by  a  hearing  board  to  be 
established  within  the  Commission. 

3.  Provide  for  the  doubling  of  parking  fines 
which  remain  unpaid  twenty-one  days  after  the 
issuance  of  parking  tickets. 

4.  Provide  that  a  parking  violation  in  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  deemed  a  civil  offense  punishable 
by  civil  penalties.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  or  article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  Acts 
of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  253 
of  the  Acts  of  1973,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  second  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  commission  shall  also  have  exclusive 
authority,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided, 
to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general  law  as 
modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular  street 
traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  standing,  or  parking  of  vehicles  on, 
and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets, 
ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways,  under  the 
control  of  the  city,  including  rules  and 
regulations  designating  any  way  or  part  thereof 
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under  said  control  as  a  through  way  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
89  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section    2.  Said    section    2    is   hereby    further 

amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth  paragraph  and 

inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 
The  commission  may  adopt,  amend,  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations  not  repugant  to 
law,  prescribing  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  under  this  section  or  promulgated 
under  section  2B;  provided  that  no  penalty 
shall  be  imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran 
whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive  number 
plates  authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter  90  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  upon  any  handicapped 
person  whose  vehicle  displays  in  the  rear 
window  the  distinctive  sticker  authorized  by 
said  section  2  for  parking  such  vehicle  on  any 
way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  permitted 
by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this 
section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B.  A 
penalty  imposed  under  this  section  shall  be 
doubled  if  it  remains  unpaid  for  twenty-one 
days  after  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  violation  of 
a  parking  regulation  as  provided  under  section 
4A. 
Section  3.  Said  chapter  263  is  hereby  further 

amended    by    adding    at    the    end    thereof    the 

following  sections: 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  within  the  traffic 
and  parking  commission  an  adjudicatory 
authority  to  be  known  as  the  parking  violation 
bureau.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  pro- 
vision of  any  general  or  special  law,  the  parking 
violations  bureau  shall  have  authority  to 
process  and  record  tickets  issued  for  a  violation 
of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation  promulgated 
under  section  2,  to  hear  and  determine,  by  an 
administrative  tribunal,  a  complaint  of  a 
violation  of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation,  and  to 
monitor  enforcement  of  the  deteminations  of 
such  administrative  tribunal  by  the  methods 
described  herein.  The  parking  violations  bureau 
shall  be  under  the  provision  of  a  director,  who 
shall  report  to  the  commissioner  of  traffic  and 
parking. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
police  officer,  and  of  every  employee  of  the 
traffic  and  parking  commission  assigned  such 
responsibility,  who  takes  cognizance  of  a 
violation  of  any  rule,  regulation,  order, 
ordinance,  or  bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of 
motor  vehicles  established  for  the  City  of 
Boston  forthwith  to  give  the  offender  a  notice, 
which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as  provided  in  this 
section,  to  appear  before  a  hearing  officer  of 
the  administrative  tribunal  established  here- 
under, at  any  time  during  office  hours,  not  later 
than  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  such 
violation.  All  tags  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate 
and  shall  be  prenumbered. 

Said  tag  shall  be  affixed  securely  to  the 
motor  vehicle  and  shall  contain,  but  shall  not 
be  limited  to  the  following  information:  The 
registration  number  of  the  motor  vehicle 
involved;   the    date,    time,    and    place   of  the 


violation;  the  number  of  said  meter;  the  name 
and  badge  number  of  the  officer  or  employee 
issuing  the  ticket  and  his  division ;  a  schedule  of 
established  fines;  instructions  for  the  return  of 
the  tag;  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows: 
This  notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally 
or  by  an  authorized  person.  An  administrative 
hearing  may  be  held  by  personal  appearance 
before  the  parking  violations  bureau  of  the  City 
of  Boston  at  any  time  during  office  hours. 
Failure  to  obey  this  notice  within  twenty-one 
days  will  result  in  the  imposition  of  an 
additional  fine  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  fine 
stated  herein  and  may  result  in  the  imposition 
of  other  civil  penalties. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of 
duty,  the  officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his 
commanding  officer  those  copies  of  each  notice 
of  such  violation  taken  cognizance  of  during 
such  tour.  Said  commanding  officer  shall  retain 
and  safely  preserve  one  of  such  copies  and  shall 
at  a  time  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
next  business  day  after  receipt  of  such  notice 
deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the  director  of 
the  parking  violations  bureau. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the 
parking  violations  bureau,  as  provided  herein, 
may  appear  and  confess  the  offense  charged, 
either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  the 
parking  violations  bureau  the  notice  ac- 
companied by  the  fine  provided  therein,  such 
payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note, 
money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Payment  of  the  fine  established  shall  operate  as 
a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to 
a  motor  vehicle  as  provided  in  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice  that  it  has  been 
affixed  thereto,  in  accordance  with  this  section, 
shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  thereof 
and  shall  be  admissible  in  any  administrative 
hearing  and  in  any  court  in  the  commonwealth 
as  to  the  facts  contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  The  director  shall  establish 
within  the  parking  violations  bureau  a  ticket- 
processing  section.  He  shall  each  day  deliver  all 
copies  of  parking  tickets  received  by  him  to  the 
ticket-processing  section  no  later  than  the  close 
of  business.  The  ticket-processing  section  shall 
maintain  a  file  of  each  such  copy  for 
twenty-one  days.  It  shall  receive  payments  of 
fines  delivered  by  mail  or  personally  and  shall 
maintain  records  of  the  payment  of  such  fines. 
It  shall,  each  day,  remit  to  the  collector- 
-treasurer  all  monies  received  by  it  in  payment 
of  parking  fines.  It  shall  provide  documents 
from  its  records  in  suitable  form  for  use  in 
hearings  by  the  hearing  board  established  in 
section  4C  and  shall  respond  within  a 
reasonable  time  to  all  inquiries  from  offenders 
or  their  authorized  agents.  If  a  parking  violation 
notice  remains  unpaid  twenty-one  days  after  its 
issuance  and  the  person  charged  fails  to  appear 
either  to  confess  the  offense  and  pay  the  fine 
imposed  or  to  request  a  hearing  as  provided  in 
section  4C,  the  ticket-processing  section  shall 
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deliver  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  the  hearing 
board  established  in  section  4C.  If  a  person 
charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking  regulation 
appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  date 
of  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  parking  violation, 
the  ticket-enforcement  section  shall  notify  the 
hearing  board,  established  under  section  4C,  of 
such  request,  and  shall  remit  such  records  as 
may  be  necessary  of  such  hearing  to  the  hearing 
board.  An  additional  penalty  shall  not  be 
imposed  until  such  hearing  is  held  and  a  final 
judgment  entered  against  a  person  requesting  a 
hearing.  The  ticket-processing  section  shall 
maintain  such  other  files  and  perform  such 
other  function  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  4C.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
there  shall  be  within  the  parking  violations 
bureau  a  hearing  board  which  shall  have 
authority  to  adjudicate  charges  of  violations  of 
parking  rules  and  regulations.  The  director  of 
the  parking  violations  bureau  shall  appoint  a 
supervising  hearing  examiner,  who  shall  be  the 
chief  officer  of  such  hearing  board,  and  such 
senior  hearing  examiners  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  required.  The  duties  of  the  supervising 
hearing  examiner  and  the  senior  hearing 
examiners  shall  include,  but  not  limited  to  (1) 
presiding  at  hearings  for  the  adjudication  of 
charges  of  parking  violations;  (2)  the  super- 
vision of  the  work  of  the  hearing  board;  and  (3) 
membership  on  the  appeals  board  of  the 
hearing  board  as  provided  herein.  The  director 
of  the  parking  violations  bureau  shall  also 
appoint  such  hearing  examiners  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required,  who  shall  preside  at 
hearings  for  the  adjudication  of  charges  of 
parking  violations.  Hearing  examiners  shall  be 
appointed  and  shall  serve  for  such  number  of 
sessions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  director 
of  the  parking  violations  bureau  and  shall 
receive  therefor  such  remuneration  as  may  be 
fixed.  Every  supervising  hearing  examiner, 
senior  hearing  examiner,  and  hearing  examiner 
shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law 
in  the  commonwealth  for  a  period  of  at  least 
five  years,  and  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list  of 
eligible  candidates  whi  have  satisfied  the 
standards  established  by  a  duly  constituted 
committee  of  the  Boston  Bar  Association. 

Upon  receipt  from  the  ticket- processing 
section  of  a  notice  of  a  parking  violation  which 
has  remained  unpaid  for  twenty-one  days  after 
issuance,  the  hearing  board  shall  send  a  notice 
to  the  offender  identified  therein  requiring  him 
to  appear  within  fourteen  days.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  the  form  as  the  director  of  the 
parking  violations  bureau  shall  determine  and 
shall  indicate  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the 
alleged  violation,  the  name  of  the  ticketing 
officer,  the  amount  of  the  fine  and  penalty 
owed,  and  shall  include  a  warning  indicating 
that  failure  to  pay  or  to  appear  for  a  hearing,  as 
provided  herein,  will  constitute  a  default  and 


will  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalties 
provided  in  section  4D. 

Upon  the  request  of  any  person  charged  with 
a  violation  of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation,  the 
hearing  board  shall  provide  an  adjudication  of 
the  charge  by  a  hearing  examiner.  Such 
adjudication  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  11  and  12  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  general  laws.  A  hearing 
examiner  shall  have  the  power  (1)  to  accept 
pleas  to,  and  to  hear  and  determine,  charges  of 
parking  violations;  and  (2)  to  impose  such 
financial  penalties  for  partking  violations  as 
may  be  established  by  the  traffic  and  parking 
commission  under  section  2. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  a 
hearing  examiner  shall  be  entitled  to  review  of 
such  decision  upon  filing  of  a  written  request 
by  the  person  aggrieved  or  his  attorney  within 
ten  days  of  such  decision.  Review  shall  be 
before  a  three-member  appeals  board  composed 
of  the  supervising  hearing  examiner,  or  a  senior 
hearing  examiner  and  two  hearing  examiners, 
not  including  the  hearing  examiner  who  first 
heard  the  case,  Such  review  shall  be  upon  the 
record  established  below.  Reversal  may  be  had 
where  the  decision  of  the  hearing  examiner  was 
agaist  the  manifest  weight  of  the  evidence  or 
upon  such  other  grounds  as  are  provided  by 
paragraph  7  of  section  14  of  chapter  30A  of  the 
General  Laws.  A  decision  of  the  appeals  board 
shall  be  final,  subject  to  judicial  review  as 
provided  by  section  14  of  chapter  30A  of  the 
General  Laws,  except  that  proceedings  for 
judicial  review  of  decisions  of  the  hearing  board 
shall  be  instituted  in  the  superior  court  of 
Suffolk  County  and  except,  further,  that 
service  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Massachusetts  rule  of  civil  procedure  governing 
service  of  process. 

All  proceedings  before  the  hearing  board 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  civil  proceedings.  The 
hearing  board  shall  have  the  power  to  enter 
judgments  and  enforce  them,  without  court 
proceedings,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
enforcement  of  money  judgments  in  civil 
actions  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
or  any  other  place  provided  for  the  entry  of 
civil  judgment  within  the  commonwealth.  The 
hearing  board  shall  have  the  duty  (1)  the 
compile  and  maintain  complete  and  accurate 
records  relating  to  all  charges  and  dispositions 
and  to  prepare  complete  and  accurate 
transcripts  of  all  hearings  conducted  by  it  and 
to  furnish  such  transcripts  to  the  person 
charged  at  the  expense  of  such  person  upon 
timely  request;  (2)  to  remit  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  daily  fines  and  penalties  paid  over  to 
it;  and  (3)  to  answer  within  a  reasonable  period 
of  time  all  relevant  and  reasonable  inquiries 
made  by  a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a 
parking  regulation  or  his  attorney  concerning 
the  notice  of  violation  served  on  that  person. 
Failure  by  the  hearing  board  to  respond  to  a 
request  for  information  within  sixty  days  of 
such  inquiry,  forwarded  to  the  hearing  board 
by  certified  or  registered  mail,  return  receipt 
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requested,  will  result,  upon  the  request  of  the 
person  charged,  in  an  automatic  dismissal  of  all 
charges  relating  to  and  only  to  that  notice  of 
violation  to  which  the  inquiry  was  made. 

Section  4D.  There  shall  be  within  the  parking 
violations  bureau  an  enforcement-monitoring 
section  which  shall  be  responsible  for  collecing 
fines  owed  for  violation  of  parking  regulations 
whuch  have  been  deemed  to  be  owed  either  by 
a  judgment  of  tire  hearing  board  or  by  default 
of  the  person  charged  with  the  violation.  The 
enforcement-monitoring  section  shall  take 
custody  of  all  notices  of  violation  of  parking 
violations  on  the  thirty-fifth  day  after  issuance 
upon  which  no  appearance  have  been  entered 
before  the  ticket  processing  section  or  the 
hearing  board  and  all  notices  upon  which  final 
judgment  has  been  entered.  A  fine  due  upon 
such  a  notice  shall  constitute  a  debt  owed  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  enforcement- 
monitoring  section  shall  have  the  power  to  use 
such  collection  devices  as  are  provided  by  law 
including  (1)  referral  to  the  commissioner  of 
traffic  and  parking  for  removal  and  storage  or 
for  immobilization  by  a  mechanical  device  of  a 
vehicle  subject  to  such  penalties  under  section 
two;  (2)  referral  to  the  registry  of  motor 
vehicles  for  revocation  of  a  license  to  operate  or 
registration  as  provided  by  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws;  (3)  referral  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  for  collection  as  a  delinquent  account 
owed  to  the  City  of  Boston;  (4)  and  referral  to 
the  police  commissioner  for  enforcement.  The 
enforcement-monitoring  section  shall  enter  into 
such  agreement  with  agency  and  department 
heads  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  4E.  All  persons  employed  within  the 
parking  violations  bureau  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws;  provided  that  any  person  who  may  be 
transferred  to  said  bureau  from  another 
position  in  the  city  or  county  shall  not  suffer 
any  reduction  in  rank,  compensation,  or 
impairment  of  civil  service,  retirement, 
vacation,  holiday,  or  sick  leave  rights.

MINORITY  REPORT 

DOCKET  No.  3384 

In  the  absence  of  any  recommendation  by  the 
Executive  Committee  regarding  this  matter,  I  wish 
to  make  the  following  observations  and  recom- 
mendations: 

The  Charles  Street  Jail  as  it  presendy  exists  is 
not  fit  for  holding  people  who  are  accused  of 
having  committed  crimes.  It  is  not  now.  It  was  not 
when  the  Federal  District  Court  found  it  to  be  so 
unfit  as  to  be  unconstitutional;  and,  it  was  not  fit 
for  keeping  people  awaiting  trial  a  long  time  before 
Judge  Garrity  made  his  finding. 

Perhaps  the  principal  reason  it  was  permitted  to 
continue  as  a  place  for  holding  people  awaiting 
trial  for  years  after  it  was  unfit  for  that  purpose 
was  the  high  cost  of  rehabilitating  or  replacing  it. 
That  reason  for  non-action,  however  real,  was 
overridden  by  court  order  over  two  years  ago.  The 
city  must  now,  as  a  result  of  the  court  order,  pay 
for  the  rehabilitation  or  replacement  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  and  the  various  defendants  in  the  suit 
giving  rise  to  the  order  must  cooperate  to  achieve 
rehabilitation  or  replacement  of  sufficient 
adequacy  to  comply  with  the  order. 

The  City  Council  is  one  of  the  parties  defendant. 
It  is  the  Council's  function  to  appropriate  city 
monies  and  approve  city  bond  issues,  both  of 
which  actions  are  necessary  for  the  jail  project 

In  a  strict  sense  this  is  the  sole  function  of  the 
City  Council.  As  a  practical  matter,  however,  as  a 
result  of  this  approval  power,  the  Council  can 
extend  its  function.  It  can,  for  example,  influence 
the  question  of  rehabilitation  or  replacement  and 
the  question  of  the  site  of  a  replacement  facility.  It 
is  at  this  point  that  the  Council  has  become  bogged 
down  in  the  jail  case. 

Six  Council  votes  are  needed  to  provide  the 
funds  necessary  for  work  on  the  project.  But 
during  the  past  two  years  six  councillors  have  been 
unable  to  agree  either  on  a  site  or  that  the  Council 
should  not  become  involved  in  the  question  of  site 
selection. 

Numerous  sites  have  been  considered.  Some  of 
them  at  first  favored  by  the  city  administration 
and  later  thought  by  the  administration  to  have 
drawbacks  which  made  them  less  desirable.  At 
present  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities  seems 
to  favor  the  site  of  the  municipal  incinerator  near 
Southampton  Street.  The  incinerator  is  no  longer 
being  used.  But  this  site  has  aroused  considerable 
opposition  from  residents  of  the  South  End  and 
South  Boston.  In  addition,  it  deprives  the  city  of  a 
likely  site  for  a  new  incinerator  to  handle  refuse 
when  the  present  dump  in  West  Roxbury  is  closed, 
and  beyond  that  the  site  is  a  considerable  distance 
from  rapid  transit. 

Most  recently,  there  has  been  mention  of  a  site 
on  Nashua  Street  near  Leverett  Circle.  This,  in 
addition  to  six  Council  votes,  would  need  approval 
of  the  Governor  and  state  Legislature  because 
certain  park  lands  are  involved.  The  site  itself, 
however,  has  certain  advantages.  It  is  isolated,  yet 
it  is  handy  to  the  downtown  courts  and  law  offices 
and  a  rapid  transit  station  borders  it. 
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The  present  posture  of  the  court  case  which  gave 
rise  to  the  order  concerning  the  jail  is  that  an 
appeal  taken  by  the  City  Council  to  a  supplemental 
order  of  the  District  Court  Judge  has  resulted  in  a 
stay  of  that  order.  But  the  Appellate  Court  in 
granting  the  stay  has  indicated  that  it  wants 
compliance  with  the  original  order  and  that  unless 
the  Council  moves  to  comply  with  that  order  by 
March  3,  1978,  it  will  take  action  to  compel 
compliance. 

In  view  of  the  above  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
Council  has  these  alternatives: 

(1)  It  can  approve  the  entire  amount  of  the 
pending  bond  issue  ($26,700,000)  for  the  re- 
habilitation and  construction  of  facilities  at  the 
present  site  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  to  house  both 
a  pretrial  detention  center  and  a  house  of 
correction.  This  solution  has  serious  drawbacks  not 
the  least  of  which  is  that  it  will  be  inordinately 
expensive  if  the  city  has  to  find  and  pay  for  other 
facilities  to  house  pretrial  detainees  during  the 
construction. 

(2)  It  can  approve  the  $26,700,000  bond  issue 
tying  in  the  Nashua  Street  site  in  the  hope  that  the 
court  will  accept  this  as  sufficient  evidence  of  a 
good  faith  effort  by  the  Council  to  comply  with  its 
order.  This  site  does  seem  to  come  closest  to 
meeting  site  requirements  and  to  date,  at  least,  no 
great  objections  have  been  raised. 

(3)  It  can  approve  the  pending  $26,700,000 
bond  issue  order  without  mention  of  any  site.  In 
that  case  it  seems  that  the  administration  would  be 
likely  to  put  a  new  pretrial  detention  center 
combined  with  a  new  house  of  correction  at  the 
incinerator  site.  This  alternative  now  appears  to  be 
unacceptable  for  the  reasons  above  cited. 

(4)  It  can  reduce  the  pending  bonding  request 
to  $12  million,  a  sum  authoritatively  represented 
to  the  Council  as  being  adequate  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  existing  jail,  so  as  to  comply 
with  the  order  of  the  court.  This,  however,  would 
leave  the  question  of  the  replacement  of  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction  to  be  resolved  at  a  later 
time.  It  has  been  my  observation,  even  though  it  is 
not  involved  in  the  suit  and  is  not  a  subject  of  the 
court's  order,  that  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  has  facilities  even  more  decrepit,  dirtier, 
and  less  humane  than  Charles  Street,  and, 
therefore,  should  be  replaced  without  delay. 

In  view  of  the  above  it  is  my  recommendation 
that  the  Council  approve  an  order  that  will  permit

Circle  and   that  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 


Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
to  issue  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the 
Mayor,  under  the  provisions  of  section  7A  of 
chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  as  amended, 
bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  said  amount.

Dear  Councillor  Connolly: 

I  am  writing  with  respect  to  the  imbroglio 
concerning  the  transfer  of  appropriation  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  fund  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs. 
As  you  know,  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs  was 
proposed  as  a  mechanism  to  provide  funding  for 
me,  in  my  capacity  as  Deputy  Mayor  for  Fiscal 
Affairs,  and  a  small  staff. 


I  have  been  deeply  distressed  by  this  whole 
matter  for  two  reasons: 

First:  It  is  now  over  seven  months  into  the 
fiscal  year  and  the  issue  is  not  resolved.  My 
effectiveness  in  carrying  out  my  responsibilities  has 
been  significantly  hampered  both  because  of  my 
inability  to  fully  organize  a  staff  and  because  I  am 
also  carrying  the  responsibility  in  serving  as 
Collector- Treasurer.  There  are,  perhaps,  not 
enough  hours  in  the  day  to  do  either  job  as  it 
should  be  done,  but  certainly  not  both.  As  a 
practical  matter,  I  have  not  been  able  to  relinquish 
the  direct  responsibility  as  Collector-Treasurer 
because,  without  funding  for  the  Office  of  Fiscal 
Affairs,  there  is  no  acceptable  means  of  providing 
compensation  to  me. 

Second:  The  city  has,  as  I  think  everyone 
should  remember,  experienced  massive  financial 
problems  over  the  last  two  years.  Very  real  and 
substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with 
these  problems,  a  fact  which  has,  I  believe,  been 
recognized  not  only  in  the  financial  community 
but  at  least  in  part  by  the  general  public.  The 
current  acrimonious  and  highly  politicized  debate 
over  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs  appropriation 
transfer  runs  the  risk  that  both  the  financial 
community  and  the  general  public  will  perceive 
that  the  city  government  is  more  committed  to 
political  fireworks  than  effective  management  of 
its  finances. 

While  I  am  convinced  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  will  rule  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
appropriation  transfer,  I  have  no  wish,  for  reasons 
addressed  in  part  above,  to  establish  my  office 
under  these  circumstances.  I  do  not  intend, 
therefore,  to  expend  or  authorize  the  expenditure 
of  any  of  the  transferred  funds. 

I  am,  however,  submitting  a  request  for  an 
appropriation  transfer  from  the  Debt  and  Interest 
Accounts  to  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs.  The  Debt 
and  Interest  Accounts  are  running  a  surplus  of 
approximately  $4,000,000,  a  fact  which  arises  in 
part  from  the  success  of  our  efforts  in  improving 
the  city's  financial  position.  I  hope  that  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  and  the  City 
Council  will  promptly  approve  this  request  because 
unless  the  issue  is  resolved,  I  will  have  to  reconsider 
whether  and  how  it  is  possible  to  discharge  the 
responsibilities  assigned  to  me.

Chapter  64J 
Excise  upon  Transfer  of  Parking  Spaces 

Section  1.  As  used  in  this  act,  the  following 
terms,  unless  the  context  otherwise  indicates,  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

"Collector-treasurer,"  the  collector- treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Boston  as  defined  in  sections  35 
through  41  of  chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Motor  vehicles,"  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Non-residential,"  any  parking  facility  as 
defined  herein  other  than  (a)  one  provided  or 
leased  to  occupants  of  a  residence  on  the  same  or 
other  premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with  and 
as  an  accessory  to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence; 
or  (b)  one  operated  exclusivley  by  and  owner  or 
lessee  of  a  hotel,  motel,  or  lodging  house,  as 
defined  in  chapter  64G,  or  a  trailer  park,  to  extent 
that  the  parking  facility  is  provided  to  guests  or 
tenants  of  such  hotel,  motel,  lodging  house,  or 
trailer  park  for  no  additional  consideration. 

"Operator,"  any  person  operating  an  off-street, 
unmetered  parking  facility,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  owner  or  proprietor  of  such 
premises,  lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee  in  possession, 
licensee,  or  any  other  person  otherwise  operating 
such  parking  facility,  and  including  the  common- 
wealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies,  and 
authorities  thereof,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  law. 

"Parking  facility,"  any  premises  utilized  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  the  provisions  of  non-resi- 
dential, unmetered,  off-street  parking  for  motor 
vehicles,  whether  in  a  building  or  not,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  facilities  open  to  the  public  for 
a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an  employer  for  use 
by  customers,  employees,  or  licensees. 

"Parking  fee,"  the  consideration  received  upon 
an  express  or  implied  contract  or  under  a  lease  or 
otherwise,  whether  or  not  separately  stated,  and 
whether  or  not  paid,  provided,  or  allowed  by  the 
person  on  whose  behalf  the  motor  vehicle  is  parked 
or  stored  or  by  some  other  person. 

"Parking,"  an  individual,  partnership,  trust,  or 
association,  joint  stock  company,  corporation, 
whether  charitable  or  otherwise,  society,  club, 
organization,  institution,  estate  receiver,  trustee, 
assignee,  or  referee,  and  any  person  acting  in  a 
fiduciary  or  representative  capacity,  whether 
appointed    by    a    court    or    otherwise,    or    any 
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combination  of  individuals  acting  as  a  unit. 

"Traffic  impacted  area,"  that  portion  of  the  city 
of  Boston  designated  as  the  "freeze  area"  by  the 
United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  as 
described  in  volume  40,  part  52,  section  1, 128(b) 
of  the  code  of  federal  regulations  which  is 
incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  to  use,"  that  transfer  of 
right  which  occurs  whenever  a  motor  vehicle  enters 
a  parking  facility  for  consideration. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  parking  facilities  operated  by 
the  United  States  or  any  instrumentality  thereof. 

Section  3.  Every  operator  of  a  parking  facility 
within  the  traffic-impacted  area  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  collect  and  pay  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  an  excise  equal  to  25  percent  of  the 
parking  space  for  the  purpose  of  parking  a  motor 
vehicle. 

Section  4.  Reimbursement  for  an  excise  im- 
posed under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  person 
using  such  space  to  the  operator  and  each  operator 
shall  collect  from  the  person  using  such  space  the 
full  amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  amount  of  the  excise  collected 
by  the  operator  from  the  person  using  such  parking 
space  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
stated  and  charged  separately  from  the  parking  fee 
at  the  time  that  any  transfer  of  the  right  to  use 
such  parking  space  is  made,  or  any  evidence  of 
such  transfer  is  issued  or  used  by  the  operator. 

Section  6.  On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
each  calendar  month,  every  operator  who  has  made 
any  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  any  parking  space 
on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  during  the  preceding  calendar  month 
shall  file  a  sworn  return  with  the  collector- 
treasurer,  in  such  form  as  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  prescribe,  giving  such  information  as  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  require  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  act.  Said  excise 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  due  date 
of  the  return. 

Section  7.  Every  operator  shall  keep  and 
preserve  suitable  records  of  the  number  of  such 
transfers  of  the  right  to  use  parking  spaces  and 
such  other  books  and  accounts  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  may  require  to  determine  the  amount  of 
the  excise  due  under  this  act. 

Section  8.  Any  operator  who  knowingly  fails  to 
file  a  return  as  provided  in  section  6,  or  who 
knowingly  files  a  fraudulent  return,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  $500  for  each  such  failure  or 
fraudulent  return.  Delinquent  excises  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  12  percent  per  annum  from 
the  date  on  which  they  were  first  due  and  payable. 

Section  9.  In  the  collection  of  this  excise,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  have  all  the  remedies 
provided  by  chapters  60  and  62. 

Section  2.  Section  17  of  chapter  465  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  as  most  recentiy  amended  by  section 
8  of  chapter  949  of  the  Acts  of  1967,  is  Hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  the  first  sentence  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
sentence: 

The  exercise  of  the  powers  granted  by  this 

act  will  be  in  all  respects  for  the  benefit  of  the 


people  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  increase 
of  their  commerce  and  prosperity,  and  for  the 
improvement  of  their  health  and  living 
conditions,  and  as  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  projects  by  the  Authority  will 
constitute  the  performance  of  essential  govern- 
mental functions,  the  Authority  after  the 
payment  of  any  excise  which  may  be  levied 
upon  it  or  its  income  for  the  privilege  of 
operating  its  projects  in  the  cities  of  Boston  and 
Chelsea  and  for  the  privilege  of  operating  a 
parking  facility  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any 
taxes  or  assessments  upon  any  project  or  any 
property  acquired  or  used,  by  the  Authority 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  upon  the 
income  therefrom,  and  the  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  transfer  and  the 
income  therefrom  (including  any  profit  made 
on  the  sale  thereof)  shall  at  all  times  be  free 
from  taxation  within  the  commonwealth,  and 
no  property  of  the  Authority  shall  be  taxed  to 
a  lessee  thereof  under  section  3A  of  chapter  59 
of  the  General  Laws;  provided,  however,  that 
anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, lands  of  the  Authority,  except  lands 
acquired  by  the  commonwealth  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  705  of  the  Acts  of  1951, 
situate  in  that  part  of  the  city  called  South 
Boston  and  constituting  a  part  of  the 
Commonwealth  Flats,  and  lands  acquired  by 
the  Authority  which  were  subject  to  taxation 
on  the  assessment  date  next  preceding  the 
acquisition  thereof,  shall,  if  leased  for  business 
purposes,  be  taxed  by  the  city  or  by  any  city  or 
town  in  which  the  said  land  may  be  situated  to 
the  lessees  thereof,  respectively,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  lands  and  buildings  thereon 
would  be  taxed  to  such  lessees  if  they  were  the 
owners  of  the  fee,  except  that  the  payments  of 
the  tax  shall  not  be  enforced  by  any  lien  upon 
sale  of  the  lands,  but  a  sale  of  the  leasehold 
interest  therein  and  of  the  buildings  thereon 
may  be  made  by  the  collector  of  the  city  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  in  case  of  nonpayment 
of  taxes  for  selling  real  estate,  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  payment  of  the  taxes  by  such 
lessees  to  the  city  or  town  assessed  under  the 
provisions  hereof.

An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Fees  Charged  for  the 

Issuance  of  a  Municipal  Lien  Certificate 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  14,  section  450  (224)  ue,  and  hereby 
is,  amended  by  striking  the  entire  clause  after  the 
figures  (224)  and  by  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

Municipal  Lien  Certificate.  The  fee  for  a 
certificate  of  liens  as  provided  in  section  23  of 


chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  for  land  of  less  than  one  acre  upon  which 
there  is  no  permanent  structure  a  fee  of  ten 
dollars; 

(2)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  no  more 
than  a  single-family  residence  and  outbuildings 
a  fee  often  dollars; 

(3)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  no  more 
than  a  two-family  residence  and  outbuildings  a 
fee  of  fifteen  dollars; 

(4)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  no  more 
than  a  three-family  residence  and  outbuildings  a 
fee  of  twenty  dollars; 

(5)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  a 
residence  for  four  or  more  families  a  fee  of 
forty  dollars; 

(6)  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  a 
commercial,  industrial,  or  public  utility 
structure  a  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars; 

(7)  for  farms,  forest  land,  and  all  other  real 
property  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  THE  DEPART- 
MENT ON  AFFAIRS  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Department  on  Affairs 

of  the  Elderly. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  12,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
section  100,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  new  chapter:  — 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department  on  affairs  of  the  elderly,  which 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a 
commission  on  affairs  of  the  elderly.  Said 
commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  of 
which  at  least  four  shall  be  sixty  years  of  age  or 
older,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
with  the  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  the  mayor  is  elected. 

The  mayor  shall  designate  a  member  of  the 
commission  as  the  commissioner  on  affairs  of 
the  elderly,  and  a  member  of  the  commission  as 
deputy  commissioner  on  affairs  of  the  elderly, 
provided  said  persons  are  sixty  years  of  age  of 
older  and  have  expert  knowledge  of  and  skill  in 
a  field  relating  directly  to  the  elderly,  and  the 
other  five  members  shall  be  associate  commis- 
sioners. The  commissioner  shall  be  the  chair- 
man of  the  commission.  The  commissioner  and 
deputy  commissioner  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  as  well  be  fixed  by  the  mayor  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  105 
and  each  shall  devote  full  time  to  the  duties  of 
his  office.  The  associate  commissioners  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 
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The  commissioner  shall  be  the  executive  and 
adminstrative  head  of  the  department  on  affairs 
of  the  elderly. 

Any  vacancy  on  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  by  the  mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  for  the  unexpired  term. 

If  within  ninety  days  of  a  vacancy  or 
expiration  of  a  term  of  office  of  a  member  of 
the  commission,  the  mayor  has  not  submitted 
to  the  council  the  name  of  a  designess  for  said 
office,  the  council  shall  declare  said  office  to  be 
vacant  and  shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  said 
position. 

Section  2.  No  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  prohibit  the  commission  on  affairs  of  the 
elderly  from  establishing  an  advisory  council  to 
assist  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  the 
commission. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
on  its  passage,  provided  that  the  incumbent 
commissioner  and  deputy  commissioner  on 
affairs  of  the  elderly  shall  continue  to  serve  in 
their  present  capacities  until  the  expiration  of 
their  current  terms  or  until  said  offices  are 
vacated. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  adopting 
the  same.

In  response  to  request  of  February  14,  1978, 
please  be  advised  that  my  bill  for  services  rendered 
in  the  above  action  is  $26,908.26. 

This  attorney  has  already  submitted  an  itemized 
bill  to  Corporation  Counsel  Herbert  Gleason,  not 
once,  but  three  times. 

As  you  know,  the  trial  of  this  case  took  several 
weeks.  We  took  up  the  defense  of  the  case  in  the 
fall  of  1975  and  continued  with  the  case  through 
the  ensuing  months  until  the  summer  of  1976. 
Judge  Tauro  took  the  case  under  advisement  at  the 
close  of  the  trial.  Briefs  were  submitted  and  oral 
arguments  were  heard.  Judge  Tauro  found  against 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  fall  of  1976. 

This  office  has  been  waiting  to  be  paid  for 
approximately  twenty  months.  It  was  my  under- 
standing that  the  entire  Council  body  had 
approved  the  retention  of  this  office  to  represent 
you  and  Mrs.  Hicks.  Further,  that  the  Mayor  was 
also  aware  of  this  commitment.  In  fact,  in  January 
of  1976,  this  attorney  received  a  written 
communication  from  Mr.  Gleason  which  outlined 
our  authority  and  bore  what  purports  to  be  his 
signature. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Kline  and  Gordon  who 
represented  the  School  Committee  in  the  same  case 
billed  the  city  for  $92,896.  It  is  my  understanding 
that  they  have  already  been  paid. 

The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  some  other  fees 
that  have  been  paid  to  other  law  firms  in  the  past 
few  years: 

Dimento  and  Sullivan:  $360,540;  Hale  and  Dorr, 
$242,219;  Choate,  Hall  and  Stewart,  $154,000. 

Since  1972,  Attorneys  Allan  Drachman,  Thomas 
Martin,  and  Lawrence  J.  Ball  (formerly  associated 
with  the  Law  Department)  have  been  awarded  fees 
which  collectively  total  $317,000  for  representing 
the  city  and  the  School  Committee. 

I  do  not  understand  the  reasoning  or  rationale 
behind  not  paying  our  fee. 

I  would  like  to  be  present  when  you  present  the 
order  for  payment  before  the  Council  body.  Could 
you  call  and  let  me  know  what  time  the  meeting 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday?

Report  of  Boston  City  Councillors 

Pursuant  to  the  Memorandum  and  Order  of  the 

Court  entered  on  December  15,  1977,  the  Boston 

City   Councillors   hereby   report  to  the  Court  as 

follows: 

1.  On  February  15,  1978,  the  Council  adopted 
a  resolution,  copy  attached,  to  the  effect  that  a 
majority  of  the  Council  favor  constructing  a 
modern,  correction-detention  facility  in  Boston 
and  appropriating  $20,000,000  to  $30,000,000  for 
that  purpose. 

2.  A  loan  order  for  $26,700,000  to  build  a  new 
jail,  specifying  two  sites  failed  of  passage,  there 
having  been  five  votes  in  the  affirmative,  and  six 
votes  having  been  required. 

3.  The  Council  respectfully  requests  that  the 
Court  consider  this  report  as  part  of  the  joint 
report  to  be  filed  by  other  parties.  The  Council 
cannot  report  on  agreement  with  the  other  parties 
because  it  is  not  in  a  position  to  agree  (or  disagree). 
Its  function  is  to  vote.  Its  votes  will  signify  the 
extent  of  its  agreement  and  will  be  promptly 
reported  to  the  Court.  Failure  to  report  agreement 
does  not  mean  that  the  Council  will  not  vote  to 
implement  an  agreement  reached  by  the  other 
parties. 

4.  Individual  Councillors  have  difficulties  with 
the  new  jail  as  proposed  by  other  parties  in  that: 

a.  adequate  information  on  sites  has  not 
been  furnished  to  the  Council  by  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  as  requested.  The  Public 


Facilities  Department  in  the  past  has  submitted 
numerous  sites  to  the  Council  including  New 
Chardon  Street,  Southampton  Street,  and  the 
incinerator  site.  Often  these  submissions  were 
on  short  notice  and  without  adequate  docu- 
mentation. Shortly  before  the  Council  meeting 
of  February  15,  1978,  the  city  administration 
announced  it  favored  the  Nashua  Street  site  but 
presented  no  plans  or  studies.  The  Council 
deliberated  on  this  site.  On  February  28,  1978, 
the  city  administration  informed  the  Council 
that,  for  various  reasons,  it  was  withdrawing  the 
Nashua  Street  site.  The  Council  presently  has 
no  site  before  it  for  consideration. 

b.  adequate  feasibility  studies,  plans,  and 
cost  estimates  have  not  been  furnished  to  the 
Council  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  as 
requested. 

c.  the  Sheriff  has  not  submitted  a  report  to 
the  Council  as  requested  on  what  steps  have 
been  taken  or  could  be  taken  to  rehabilitate  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  to  meet  constitutional 
standards  for  interim  or  long-range  use.  The 
Council  has  been  informed  informally  that 
Judge  Garrity's  direct  orders  of  June,  1973, 
have  been  carried  out,  but  that  most  of  the 
other  conditions  at  Charles  Street  Jail,  which 
were  referred  to  by  Judge  Garrity,  basically 
have  not  changed. 

d.  clarification  is  requested  on  the  duties  of 
the  Councillors  as  to  whether  they  must  vote 
for  new  construction  or  nothing,  or  whether 
extensive  rehabilitation  at  Charles  Street  can  be 
considered  sufficient  to  meet  constitutional 
standards  as  in  Marzo  v.  Cahill  Docket  Nos. 
77-1416,  1417;  the  Essex  County  Jail  Case. 

e.  adequate  public  hearings  have  not  been 
held. 

Resolution  of  these  difficulties  may  result  in 
more  positive  results  from  the  Council. 

5.  Council  erroneously,  but  inadvertently,  re- 
ported to  the  Court  in  oral  argument  that  the 
Council  had  appropriated  $1,500,000  for  archi- 
tectural studies  and  plans  for  the  new  jail.  Such  an 
appropriation  passed  its  first  reading,  but  failed  of 
passage  on  its  second  reading,  was  referred  to 
committee  and  died  in  committee  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Counsel  had  been  informed  that  the 
appropriation  had  passed. 

6.  The  Council  requests  that  it  be  granted  any 
extensions  of  time  which  are  granted  to  the  other 
parties.

Dear  Councillor  lannella: 

I  am  writing  in  response  to  your  letter  addressed 
to  the  Mayor  dated  February  17,  1978.  As  you 
know,    the    Council    requested    that    the    Public 
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Facilities  Department  investigate  the  feasibility  of 
building  a  joint  Suffolk  County  Jail  and  House  of 
Correction  facility  on  the  Nashua  Street  site. 

The  preliminary  analysis  of  the  Nashua  Street 
site  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  indicates 
that  it  is  a  viable  site  for  construction.  Specifically, 
we  believe  the  site  meets  all  criteria  for  a  new  joint 
facility  and  will  have  no  negative  impact  on  the 
surrounding  neighborhood  or  the  traffic  at 
Leverett  Circle. 

Although  there  are  many  varying  alternatives 
within  our  site  feasibility  plan,  the  proposed 
height,  design,  and  lot  configuration  considers  two 
basic  plans.  One  proposal  would  be  a  eight-story 
cluster-design  facility  with  outdoor  recreation  at 
grade,  on-site  parking  and  spacious  landscaping. 
The  building  location  would  be  central  to  the  lot 
with  the  recreation  area  to  one  side  and  parking  to 
another. 

A  second  alternative  would  place  a  five-story, 
cluster-design  facility  across  the  entire  lot  with 
individual  rooftop  recreation  across  the  majority  of 
the  building.  The  configuration  provides  for  a 
lower  building  but  spreads  the  building  across  the 
entire  site  incorporating  parking  within  the 
structure  with  limited  landscaping  possibilities. 

The  total  agreement  of  the  site  will  be  designed 
to  accommodate  the  green  belt  pathway  which  is 
planned  for  the  outermost  perimeter  of  the  site 
along  the  Charles  River  and  will  be  in  harmony 
with  environmental  considerations. 

Initial  analysis  of  traffic  impact  indicates  that 
there  will  be  a  negligible  negative  impact  on 
Leverett  Circle  as  it  is  now  constituted  and  if  the 
depressed  artery  is  completed  as  planned,  traffic 
concerns  will  be  eliminated. 

However,  there  are  some  serious  problems 
concerning  the  city's  ability  to  acquire  this  site. 
The  state  MDC  and  DPW  own  this  property  and 
therefore  the  city  cannot  take  it  by  eminent 
domain.  The  potential  for  acquiring  the  land  has 
been  the  topic  of  some  initial  negotiation  with  the 
state,  but  we  are  unable  to  actually  commit  the 
city  until  we  are  sure  the  Council  will  agree  to  this 
site.  Furthermore,  the  state  has  not  considered  the 
city's  acquisition  as  a  real  possibility  until  this  late 
date. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  John  Carroll,  and  his  council, 
indicate  that  in  their  opinion  it  will  take  a  two 
thirds  vote  of  the  Legislature  to  convey  the  land  to 
the  city  and  considering  the  strength  of  the 
environmental  groups,  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  the 
Legislature  would  approve  new  legislation  con- 
cerning this  land  for  our  intended  use. 

Whereas,  the  city  does  not  own  the  land  and  the 
acquisition  of  such  is  in  question,  we  feel  a  public 
hearing  will  serve  no  useful  or  practical  purpose  at 
this  time. 

Therefore,  one  option  is  pass  the  loan  order 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  on  November  28,  1977, 
amending  it  to  specify  the  Nashua  Street  site.  We 
feel  this  expression  of  good  faith  by  the  city  will 
indicate  our  commitment  to  acquire  this  site  from 
the  state.  Final  approval  of  this  site  would  be 
subject  to  a  public  hearing. 

Regarding  the  present  Charles  Street  Jail  as  a  site 


for  the  new  facility  —  there  are  several  serious 
problems  associated  with  this  which  makes  it  the 
least  desirable  option  for  the  location  of  the  new 
facility. 

Besides  the  additional  cost  of  upwards  of  two  to 
four  million  dollars  as  a  result  of  the  extremely 
complex  construction  job  due  to  the  fact  that 
construction  would  have  to  be  phased  while  the 
inmates  are  still  residing  in  the  facility,  the  size  of 
the  site  limits  the  design  configuration  to  a 
high-rise  solution.  With  any  high  rise  the  security 
and  safety  factors  are  compromised  to  a  greater 
extent  and  outdoor  recreation  is  greatly  reduced 
below  minimum  national  standards.  Overall,  the 
construction  period  would  be  longer  and  there  is  a 
strong  possibility  that  fifteen  million  dollars  would 
be  jeopardized  whereas  the  Historical  Preservation 
Act  of  1966  could  limit  the  use  of  new  federal 
funds  on  historical  property  eligible  for  the 
National  Register. 

As  a  result  of  the  factors  just  outlined,  if  the 
Council  feels  it  cannot  pass  on  the  Nashua  Street 
site,  I  urge  you  to  pass  the  loan  order  or  amend  it 
to  include  the  incinerator  site. 

As  you  know,  all  appeals  have  been  exhausted 
and  a  decision  must  be  made.  It  is  clear  that  if  the 
Council  does  not  pass  the  loan  order  now  before  it, 
the  only  viable  alternative  is  to  rent  Middlesex  and 
rehabilitate  the  City  Prison  which  would  be  an 
enormous  waste  to  the  taxpayers. 

Assuming  that  we  could  utilize  Middlesex  as  an 
interim  solution  for  the  next  three  and  one-half 
years,  the  cost  would  be  $4,483,050  above  that  of 
remaining  at  Charles  Street.  Coupled  with  the  need 
to  operate  the  City  Prison,  the  total  cost  of  an 
interim  plan  for  the  same  period  is  a  staggering 
$10,128,628.  This  unnecessary  burden  on  the 
city's  taxpayers  will  be  a  direct  result  of  the 
inability  of  the  Council  to  reach  agreement  as  to 
funds,  location,  and  commitment  to  build  a  new 
correctional  facility. 

Moreover,  the  additional  millions  of  dollars  that 
this  will  cost  will  not  relieve  the  city  of  the 
responsibility  of  building  a  new  jail  -  it  will  only 
delay  it.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Council  will  pass 
the  present  loan  order  and  allow  us  to  begin  the 
difficult  task  of  planning  the  new,  joint  facility. 
Thank  you  for  your  attention  and  cooperation  in 
this  matter.

LANDMARK  COMMISSION  TO  DESIGNATE  ST. 
LEONARD'S  CHURCH  AND  ADJACENT 
FRANCISCAN  FRIARY  HISTORIC  SITE 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  St.  Leonard's  Church  in  the  North 
End     is     celebrating     the     one     hundred     fifth 
anniversary  of  its  founding  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  St.  Leonard's  Church  was  founded  in 
1873,  exactly  one  hundred  years  after  the  Old 
North  Church.  It  was  the  first  parish  established  in 
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New  England  and  the  second  or  third  throughout 
the  country  for  the  religious  and  spiritual  care  of 
Italian  immigrants  to  these  shores.  It  shared  at  its 
beginning  the  facilities  of  a  Portuguese  Church  on 
North  Bennet  Street  until  the  present  edifice  was 
erected  on  Prince  Street  and  dedicated  on  the  feast 
of  St.  Leonard,  November  26,  1875,  just  in  time 
for  the  First  Centennial  Observance  of  this 
country's  beginnings;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  Friary  at  14  North  Bennet 
Street  is  the  site  of  a  former  residence  occupied  in 
the  1840s  by  Colonel  Thomas  Cass,  onetime 
political  leader,  school  committeeman,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Company  B,  5  th  Artillery  of  the 
Massachusetts  Militia,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War  he  organized  the  famous  Ninth  Massachusetts 
Infantry,  but  fell  mortally  wounded  himself  while 
leading  his  regiment  at  Malvern  Hill,  Virginia,  on 
July  1,  1862;  and 

Whereas,  The  first  Third  Order  Fraternity  for  all 
of  New  England  was  established  at  St.  Leonard's 
Church  in  the  year  of  its  founding,  1873;  it  has 
been  the  parent  of  several  other  Third  Order 
Fraternities  currently  functioning  in  the  metro- 
politan area;  and 

Whereas,  St.  Anthony's  School,  the  parish's 
cradle  which  gave  many  distinguished  priests, 
brothers,  sisters,  and  public  servants  to  the  local 
community  and  the  world,  was  completed  on 
February  10,  1907,  at  which  time  the  Franciscan 
Sisters  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  took  over 
the  education  of  the  immigrants'  children;  and 

Whereas,  The  fatal  epidemic  of  1917-19, 
remembered  as  an  aftermath  of  the  First  World 
War  and  called  the  Spanish  influenza,  left  many 
orphans  among  Italian  children  in  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts. Their  plight  prompted  the  then  pastor  of 
St.  Leonard's,  Fr.  Anthony  Sousa,  O.F.M.,  to 
found  the  Home  For  Italian  Children,  Center 
Street,  Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.  It  was  the  only  Italian 
institution  of  its  kind  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  historic  and  popular  shrine  in 
honor  of  St.  Anthony  of  Padua,  in  the  lower 
church,  a  mecca  for  thousands  of  devotees  of  the 
sainted  wonder-worker  and  origin  of  the  weekly 
Mass  in  honor  of  St.  Anthony's  broadcast  live  by 
Boston's  Radio  Station  WUNR  (1600)  was  erected 
in  1891;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  the  thousands  of  St. 
Leonard's  boys  who  served  their  country  in  two 
World  Wars  and  succeeding  conflicts,  several  of 
whom  bathed  foreign  soil  with  their  blood,  must 
be  mentioned  Captain  Andrew  Bacigalupo,  O.F.M., 
Associate  Pastor,  who  left  St.  Leonard's  to  become 
an  army  chaplain  and  was  lost  while  on  an  errand 
of  mercy;  and 

Whereas,  Associate  Pastor  of  St.  Leonard's,  Fr. 
Damian  Sano,  O.F.M.,  contributed  greatly  during 
the  unforgettable  Coconut  Grove  holocaust  of 
November,  1942;  and 

Whereas,  St.  Leonard's  Church  was  probably  the 
first  parish  church  in  Boston,  outside  of  the 
Cathedral  itself,  to  be  the  scene  of  an  ordination  to 
the  priesthood,  conducted  by  then  Archbishop 
Richard  Cushing;  and 

Whereas,  rapidly  becoming  a  famous  site  on  the 
Freedom    Trail    on    Hanover    Street    is    the    St. 


Leonard's  Peace  Garden  at  the  entrance  to  St. 
Leonard's,  lovingly  attended  by  Father  Ubaldus 
DiPrizio,  who  can  be  seen  every  day,  rain  or  shine, 
keeping  this  site  beautiful  and  who  is  known  as  the 
"little  brother  gardener"  and  is  widely  photo- 
graphed by  the  passing  tourists  and  tourists'  buses 
using  the  Freedom  Trail;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  Pastor  is  Father  Bede 
Ferrara,  O.F.M.,  who  formerly  served  as  Pastor  of 
Our  Lady  of  Mt.  Carmel  in  Mt.  Vernon,  New  York, 
for  many  years  where  he  was  very  active  not  only 
in  the  religious  activities  but  in  the  civic  affairs  of 
that  city  and  who  is  a  former  resident  of  East 
Boston,  where  his  mother  still  resides;  and 

Whereas,  Assisting  Fr.  Bede  Ferrara  are  Fr. 
Ubaldus  DiPrizio,  Fr.  Luke  Ciampi,  Dr.  Dismas  J. 
Centrella,  Fr.  Valerrerian  Faugno,  Brother  Gerard 
Vigorito,  and  Brother  Stephen  Colangelo;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  direct  the  Landmark 
Commission  to  designate  St.  Leonard's  Church 
located  on  Prince  Street  and  the  adjacent 
Franciscan  Friary  as  a  historic  site.

Whereas,  He  gained  access  to  the  tracks  through 
large  holes  in  the  safety  fences  along  the  railroad 
right-of-way  and  the  railroad  bridges  in  the  area 
that  is  bounded  by  West  Broadway,  A  Street,  West 
Fourth  Street,  and  B  Street;  and 

Whereas,  The  Public  Safety  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  chaired  by  Joseph  M. 
Tierney,  held  a  public  hearing  on  this  and  other 
related  safety  hazards  within  the  South  Boston 
community  on  February  27,  1978; and 

Whereas,  At  the  hearing,  no  public  agency  or 
railroad  corporation  that  is  concerned  directly  with 
this  matter  —  including  the  Penn  Central 
Transportation  Corporation,  the  Conrail  Cor- 
poration, and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works  -  would  acknowledge  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  and  inspection  of  the  safety 
fences  in  question;  and 

Whereas,  Two  other  state  agencies  -  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Transportation  - 
that  did  not  attend  the  hearing  also  disavowed 
responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
the  safety  fences  in  question; and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  reluctance  of  these  various 
authorities  to  accept  the  responsibility  to  correct 
the  numerous  hazards  along  the  tracks  in  question, 
dangerous  conditions  still  exist  there;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council's  Public  Safety  Committee 
is  fearful  that,  unless  this  dangerous  situation  is 
corrected  immediately,  other  tragedies  such  as  the 
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one  that  Lee  Stimson  suffered  may  occur  again; 
now,  therefore,  be  it , 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  hereby  order  the  city 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  make  all  necessary 
repairs  on  the  fencing  in  question,  immediately,  so 
that  other  tragedies  may  be  averted;  and, 
furthermore,  the  city  Corporation  Counsel  is 
hereby  directed  to  bill  the  appropriate  party  or 
parties  that  are  responsible  for  the  safety  upkeep 
of  the  above-mentioned  property  when  responsi- 
bility is  determined;  and,  furthermore,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  as 
authorized  by  M.G.L.A.  160  sec.  93A,  is  hereby 
petitioned  by  this  Honorable  Body  to  prescribe  the 
manner  in  and  the  limits  within  which  all  future 
maintenance,  repair,  and  inspection  work  shall  be 
carried  out  along  and  around  the  railroad  tracks  in 
question.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE 
REGARDING  HOLDOVERS

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body,  on  February  15,  1978,  which  would 
reduce  to  one  dollar  the  salary  of  any  compensated 
mayoral  appointee  who  holds  over  in  office  for 
more  than  sixty  days  after  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  unless  the  City  Council  has  failed  to  act  on  a 
reappointment  of  that  person. 

My  reasons  for  disapproving  this  ordinance  are 
that  the  statutes  conferring  in  the  Mayor  the  power 
to  appoint  members  of  boards  and  department 
heads  provide  that  they  shall  serve  until  their 
respective  successors  are  appointed.  St.   1885,  c. 


266,  s.  4;  St,  1890,  c.  418,  s.  1 ;  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s. 
13.  See  also  G.L.  c.  121B.  An  ordinance  which 
strips  persons  serving  in  such  capacity  of  salary 
effectively  contradicts  statutes  which  allows  such 
practice.  The  ordinance  therefore  attempts  to 
achieve  an  impermissible  purpose,  and  accordingly 
cannot  be  allowed  to  stand.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1:  Chapter  5  of  the  Ordinances  is  hereby 

amended  by  inserting  after  section  105  thereof,  the 

following  new  section  and  heading: 

Provisions  Regarding  Holdovers. 

Section  105A.  The  term  "Holdover"  as  used 
herein  shall  mean  a  person  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  pursuant  to  statute  or  ordinance,  as  head 
of  a  department,  board,  agency,  commission, 
authority,  or  office,  or  as  a  member  of  any  such 
department,  board,  agency,  commission,  au- 
thority, or  office,  for  a  term,  the  duration  of 
which  is  fixed,  including  those  who  are  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  9  through  14  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended, 
and  those  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  these  statutes  have 
been  amended  and  are  now  in  force,  who, 
having  served  the  term,  or  initial  term,  provided 
by  such  statute  or  ordinance,  is  continuing  to 
serve  in  the  office  or  position  to  which 
appointed,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor,  or 
is  continuing  to  serve  in  the  office  or  position 
to  which  appointed  pending  reappointment,  or 
pending  appointment  and  qualification  of  a 
successor. 

Any  person  who  is  a  holdover  for  sixty  days 
or  more' in  a  compensated  position,  including 
those  who  are  compensated  on  a  per-diem  basis, 
shall  be  compensated  while  a  holdover  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  year,  apportioned  for 
length  of  service  and  such  compensation  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city 
and  county,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of 
any  ordinance  (including  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  Ord  5,  section  105 
and  section  107.)  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  an  office  or  position  occupied  by  a  holdover 
in  an  office  or  position  which  is  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  City  Council  if  the  Mayor 
has  transmitted  the  appointment  to  the  City 
Council  and  the  Council  has  failed  to  act 
thereon. 
Section    2.  Notwithstanding   the   provisions   of 

CBC,  Ord.  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 

published   by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 

passing  the  same.

The  Purchasing  Agent  has  called  to  my  attention 
that  the  Police  Commissioner,  as  the  officer  having 
the  care,  custody,  and  management  of  two,  1977 
Chevrolet  car  carriers,  has  determined  that  the 
vehicles  are  no  longer  required  for  the  purposes  of 
his  department;  and  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
has  by  writing  transferred  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  said  vehicles  to  the  Purchasing 
Agent  for  disposal.  The  Purchasing  Agent  has  in 
turn  notified  all  city  departments  of  the 
availability  of  these  vehicles  for  transfer  to  a  city 
department  and,  pursuant  to  CBC,  Ord.

I  have  been  requested  by  the  Police  Department 
to  dispose  of  two  unused  1977  Chevrolet  car 
carriers  (VIN  CCE627113207  and  VIN 
CCE627V1 13013),  which  have  been  in  storage  at 
the  Police  Department's  Auto  Maintenance  Unit, 
286  Adams  Street,  Dorchester.  These  vehicles  were 
transferred  to  the  Purchasing  Agent  as  surplus 
property  under  the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston 


Code,  Ord.  5,  s.  114  and,  pursuant  to  said 
ordinance,  I  have  determined  that  no  other  city 
department  has  a  requirement  for  them. 

These  car  carriers,  or  ramp  trucks  as  they  are 
commonly  called,  were  purchased  in  June,  1976,  at 
which  time  the  Police  Department  and  the  city 
were  engaged  in  removing  stolen  and  wrecked 
vehicles,  many  without  wheels,  from  the  streets, 
and  it  was  deemed  that  these  ramp  trucks  would  be 
needed.  However,  since  that  time  the  towing  of 
stolen,  disabled,  and  wrecked  vehicles  has  been 
turned  over  to  private  towing  companies  and  these 
ramp  trucks  are  not  being  used. 

These  vehicles  were  purchased  from  Smyly 
Chevrolet,  inc.,  578  Main  Street,  Wakefield,  Mass., 
at  a  cost  of  $15,300  each,  or  a  total  of  $30,600, 
including  a  trade-in  allowance  of  $5,000  for  two 
1971  G.M.C.  tow  trucks. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Police  has  expressed  a 
strong  interest  in  purchasing  these  vehicles  for  the 
same  price  the  city  paid  for  them,  $30,600.  They 
have  obtained  approval  of  the  proposed  purchase 
from  state  officials  and'  I  am  advised,  they  are 
prepared  to  purchase  them  immediately. 

It  is  my  opinion,  based  upon  the  decrease  in 
value  because  of  depreciation  alone,  that  the  fair 
market  value  of  these  vehicles  currently  is  less  than 
the  proposed  purchase  price,  and  that  it  is  highly 
unlikely  that  the  city  could  obtain  a  higher  price 
for  these  very  specialized  vehicles  from  any  other 
party  whether  through  negotiated  private  sale  or 
public  auction.  It  is  my  recommendation,  there- 
fore, that  these  vehicles  be  sold  to  the  State  Police 
for  the  purchase  price  of  $30,600.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Police  Department  to  purchase 
four-wheel  drive  ambulances  with  the  receipts  of 
this  proposed  sale. 

I  believe  that  disposal  of  these  vehicles  in  this 
manner  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  city.

Supplemental  Report  of  the 
Boston  City  Councillors 
The  Boston  City  Councillors  object  to  the 
Mayor's  request  that  this  Court  order  the  City 
Council  to  cease  and  desist  from  interfering  with 
site  selection.  The  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  are 
designated  as  County  Commissioners  by  G.  L.  c. 
34,  s.3.  County  Commissioners  have  the  power  and 
duty  to  provide  and  erect  jails.  G.  L.  c.  34,  ss.  4 
and  14.  County  Commissioners  have  a  wide  range 
of  discretion  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
Mclntyre  vs.  County  Commrs.  of  the  County  of 
Bristol,  356  Mass.  520,  526  (1969).  Although 
forbidden  to  exercise  administrative  or  executive 
function,   the  Council  as  County  Commissioners 


still  retain  their  legislative  function.  It  is  submitted 
that  site  selection  is  a  legislative  function.  Hibbard 
vs.  County  of  Suffolk,  163  Mass  34  (1895). 

Apart  from  their  powers  as  County  Commis- 
sioners, the  Council  has  the  power  to  originate  and 
to  approve  or  disapprove  loan  orders.  St.  1951,  c. 
376,  s.  17E.  Thus,  it  is  well  within  the  Council's 
power  to  disapprove  a  loan  order  which  specifies 
an  unsatisfactory  site  or  does  not  specify  any  site, 
thereby  exercising  a  negative  control  over  site 
selection. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  is  given  the 
duty  of  site  selection  for  new  buildings.  St.  1966, 
c.  642,  s.  3.  It  is  obvious  that  this  statute  is 
intended  to  encourage  long-range  planning  of 
capital  improvements.  In  its  funding  provision,  it 
speaks  of  an  annual  "approved  capital  improve- 
ment program."  s.  6.  If  Public  Facilities  has  the 
duty  to  select  a  site  for  a  jail,  it  has  not  done  so  in 
any  responsible  or  meaningful  way.  At  various 
times  at  least  five  different  sites  have  been 
announced  as  the  favored  site  and  then  withdrawn. 
No  adequate  plans  or  studies  for  any  site  have  been 
presented  to  the  Council  by  Public  Facilities.  On 
several  occasions,  the  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the 
Council  at  the  last  minute,  large  loan  orders 
specifying  no  site  and  with  no  supporting  material 
attached.  If  any  order  is  to  be  issued  by  this  Court, 
it  should  be  that  the  City  Administration  act  more 
responsibly  in  performing  what  it  deems  to  be  its 
functions. 

The  Council,  more  than  any  other  party,  has  the 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  at  heart  in  the 
selection  of  a  site  for  a  jail.  With  respect  to  the 
Charles  Street  site,  other  intersts  are  vitally 
interested,  notably  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  and  potential  developers  of  the  site  and 
neighboring  Cambridge  Street.  However,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  citizens,  Charles  Street  is  the 
best  site.  It  does  not  impinge  on  other 
neighborhoods.  The  immediate  neighborhood  can- 
not complain  as  there  is  a  jail  already  there.  It  will 
be  the  least  expensive. 

Furthermore,  the  Charles  Street  site  is  the  site 
favored  by  the  National  Clearing  House  for 
Criminal  Justice  which  made  an  elaborate  and 
detailed  presentation  to  the  Council  and  the  other 
parties  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  National  Clearing 
House  is  a  prestigious,  private  organization  which 
serves  as  a  principal  consultant  to  the  Department 
of  Justice  on  jail  matters.  The  National  Clearing 
House  proposal  emvisages  considerable  new  con- 
struction at  the  Charles  Street  site,  no  need  for 
interim  facilities,  continued  use  of  the  old  building 
for  jail  uses  other  than  living  quarters,  and  the  low, 
price  tag  when  compared  to  other  solutions.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  the  National  Clearing  House 
proposal  is  the  only  comprehensive  proposal  which 
has  been  put  before  the  Council  by  anyone. 

The  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  and  the 

$15,000,000  federal  money  are  not  in  this  case  and 

should  not  be  considered  by   the  Court.  Other 

considerations  apply  to  these  questions.

Coun.    McDONOUGH,   for   the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  1)  to 
change  fees  charged  for  printed  city  documents  - 
recommending  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  9  of  Ordinance  5  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  from  line  5  "two  hundred,  of  which 
number  one  hundred"  and  substituting  "one 
hundred,  of  which  fifty;"  and  by  inserting  in  line 
8,  following  "as  the  city  council  may  direct."  the 
following: 

"The  fee  chargeable  for  any  available  printed 
city  documents  provided  by  the  city  council  to 
persons  other  than  city  departments  shall  be 

(1)  Fifty  cents  ($.50)  for  documents 
measuring  six  inches  by  nine  inches  or  less  and 
numbering  fewer  than  twenty-five  pages; 

(2)  One  dollar  ($1.00)  for  documents 
measuring  six  inches  by  nine  inches  or  less  and 
numbering  between  twenty-five  and  one  hun- 
dred pages; 

(3)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  for  documents 
measuring  six  inches  by  nine  inches  or  less  and 
numbering  more  than  one  hundred  pages; 

(4)  Two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  for 
documents  eight  and  one-half  inches  by  eleven 
inches  and  numbering  fewer  than  one  hundred 
pages; 

(5)  Three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50)  for 
documents  eight  and  one-half  inches  by  eleven 


inches  and  numbering  more  than  one  hundred 
pages; 

(6)  Twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  for  a 
one-year  subscription  including  all  documents 
in  the  above  categories. 

The  fees  shall  be  collected  by  the  Staff 
Director  or  the  Librarian  of  the  City  Council 
and  used  to  defray  the  cost  of  obtaining 
printed  documents. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1978.

Terming  it  "the  worst  kind  of 
crime",  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
Judge  David  S.  Nelson  yesterday 
sent  a  20-year-old  Roxbury  man  to  a 
lengthy  Walpole  State  Prison  term 
despite  a  plea  for  freedom  by  the  de- 
fendant's mother. 

Wendell  Pullam  had  just  finished 
pleading  guilty  to  charges  of  break- 
ing into  a  home  and  robbing  and 
beating  a  woman  invalid  with  her 
cane,  when  his  mother  approached 
the  bench. 

"Wendell  is  a  good  boy.  He  works 
hard  and  I  ain't  never  had  no  trouble 
with  him  before,"-she  told  Nelson. 

Nelson,  did  not  agree. 

"I  disagree  with  you,  Mrs.  Pull- 
mam.  Your  son  is  a  danger,  not  only 
to  society  but  to. me  and  you  as  well. 
What  he  has  done  is  the  worst  kind  of 
crime. 

"He  has  broken  into  a  home  and 


beaten  the  woman  with  her  own  cane 
and  this  is  the  very  worst  kind  of 
crime.

The  defendant  was  captured  in  an 
alleyway  less  than  a  block  from  the 
home  and  was  identified' by  the  vic- 
tim as  her  assailant.

Dear  Mr.  Jones: 

I  have  your  request  of  December  29,  1977,  re- 
questing my  opinion  with  respect  to  a  Minority 
Business  Council  Advisory  to  the  Mayor.  In  it 
you  ask  if  the  members  of  such  a  council  would 
find  themselves  in  a  conflict  of  interest,  as  defined 
in  G.L.  c.  268A.  if  they  were  in  other  respects 
doing  business  with  the  city. 

You  state  that  the  main  objectives  of  the  advi- 
sory body  would  be  to: 

Assist  in  the  identification  of  minority  businesses; 
disseminate  information  concerning  city  purchasing 
policies,  including  explaining  the  bidding  proce- 
dures; review  and  comment  on  the  city's  progress 
toward  these  stated  goals  and  objectives;  recom- 
mend ways  to  improve  opportunities  for  minority 
vendors  to  secure  contracts  from  the  city. 

I  advise  you  that  it  has  been  my  view  in  the 
last  ten  years  that  the  Mayor  must  be  able  to  call 
on  groups  of  citizens  to  advise  him  on  matters  of 
public  importance  within  their  particular  areas  of 
competence  without  per  se  placing  themselves  in 
violation  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Law.  As  I 
said  in  an  opinion  to  the  Mayor  on  the  subject 
daled  August  16,  1978,  "I  find  it  inconceivable  that 
the  Conflict  of  Interest  statute  prohibits  a  public 
official  from  seeking  the  advice  of  citizens.  I  do 
not  think  that  it  is  violated  because  such  advice 
is   sought   collectively    rather   than    individually." 

Similarly  1  took  the  position  with  respect  to  the 
Boston  Urban  Affairs  Committee,  which  was  in- 
vited like  the  Urban  Design  Committee,  to  advise 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  an  opinion 
to  the  then  director  dated  February  2,   1970. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  individuals  may  serve 
on  a  Minority  Business  Council  Advisory  to  the 
Mayor  without  violation  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest 
statute,  so  long  as  any  member  who  has  a  per- 
sonal stake  in  a  matter  under  consideration  dis- 
qualifies himself  from  participation  therein.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy 
of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended, 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that 
legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  pub- 
lic good  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  of  said  city,  shall  pay  an  annual  pension 
in  monthly  instalments  to  Angelo  J.  Manni,  a  pa- 
trolman in  the  Police  Department  of  said  city,  who 
is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of  injuries  sus- 
tained by  him  when  injured  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  on  October  8,  1970.  Such  pension  shall  be 
equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
which  would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  con- 
tinued in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving 
Maria  A.  Manni,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city 
shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried 
an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by  $312  for  each 
child  of  said  Angelo  J.  Manni  during  such  time  as 
such  child  is  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  over 
said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated 
from  earning.  If  said  Maria  A.  Manni  remarried, 
said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity 
to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
each  such  child  during  the  time  aforesaid.  A  copy 
of  the  medical  report  is  attached. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  effective  date  hereof,  the 
Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to 
Angelo  J.  Manni  all  amounts  standing  to  his  credit 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston 
Retirement  System  and  shall  make  no  further  pay- 
ment to  him  except  in  accordance  with  section  1 
hereof. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Maria  A.  Manni  relative  to  his  in- 
demnification by  said  city  for  any  medical,  hospi- 
tal, and  related  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by 
him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of 
the  aforementioned  incapacity.

Gentlemen: 

I  initially  saw  Mr.  Manni  in  October,  1970,  fol- 
lowing an  accident  during  a  police  chase  when  he 
was  thrown  from  his  motorcycle  and  sustained 
a  fracture  of  the  bodies  of  the  first  and  second 
lumbar  vertebrae  and  disruption  of  the  posterior 
elements.  This  left  considerable  instability  in  his 
spine  and  it  was  decided  that  he  needed  a  spine 
fusion.  This  was  performed  on  October  10,  1970. 
Two  heavy  metal  plates  were  screwed  on  either  side 
of  his  spine  to  give  stability  and  fixation  and  then 
bone  graft  was  applied  to  the  posterior  portion  of 
the  vertebrae  for  stability. 

A  copy  of  the  operation  note  is  enclosed. 

Since  that  time  I  have  continued  to  see  Mr. 
Manni,  whose  last  visit  was  in  July,  1975.  At 
that  time,  although  he  was  fairly  active,  his  ac- 
tivities were  still  considerably  limited,  due  to  pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  his  back.  With  any  attempt  at 
excessive  movement,  his  ability  to  lift,  to  sit  still 
in  any  one  position  for  a  long  period  of  time,  to 
ambulate  were  all  affected  by  the  very  serious  in- 
jury which  he  has  sustained  to  his  back. 

I  feel  that  Mr.  Manni  remains  100  percent  dis- 
abled.

Dear  Councillors: 

We  are  filing  an  ordinance  to  address  the  con- 
tinuing problem  of  campaign,  fund-raising  abuses 
in  elections  of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  passed,  the 
attached  ordinance  would  prohibit  the  solicitation 
of  city  employees  for.  or  their  contributions  to. 
City  Council,  School  Committee,  and  Mayoral 
races.  In  addition,  companies  with  City  of  Boston 
contracts  would  be  prohibited  from  contributing 
to  municipal  races. 

We  feel  that  this  ordinance  is  necessary  to  help 
restore  the  public's  confidence  in  the  campaign  fi- 
nance process.  The  ordinance  is  not  aimed  at  any 
one  public  official,  but  rather  seeks  to  protect  and 
assist  city  employees  in  their  primary  goal  —  to 
serve  the  City  of  Boston.  Violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance would  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  SI, 000  and/or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

We  hope  that  you  will  join  us  in  enactment  of 
this  campaign  reform  ordinance,  which  will  bring 
the  City  of  Boston's  election  rules  in  line  with 
reforms  already  in  place  or  currently  under  con- 
sideration at  the  state  and  federal  levels.

ORDINANCE    RE   CAMPAIGN 
FINANCE   PROCESS 

Couns.  SANSONE  and  FLYNN  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 
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Section  1 : 

That  no  employee  of  or  vendor  to  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  directly  or  indirectly  give  or  deliver, 
a  contribution  to  any  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Mayor,  City  Council,  or  School  Committee,  or  to 
any  non-elected,  political  committee  organized  on 
behalf  of  any  candidate  for  Mayor,  City  Council, 
or  School  Committee,  or  to  any  other  non-elected, 
political  committee  to  aid  or  defeat  any  candidate 
for  Mayor,  City  Council,  or  School  Committee. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  any  person  holding  elective  public  office 
from  contributing  to  a  candidate  or  to  an  elected 
or  non-elected  political  office. 

Section  2: 

No  -employee  of  or  vendor  to  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  solicit  or  receive  any 
contribution  on  behalf  of  any  candidate,  or  non- 
elected,  political  committee  organized  on  behalf 
of  any  candidate,  or  any  other  non-elected,  poli- 
tical committee  which  has  as  its  purpose  the  aiding 
or  defeating  of  any  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Mayor,  City  Council,  or  School  Committee  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Contributions: 

A  contribution  of  money  or  anything  of  value 
to  an  individual,  candidate,  political  committee, 
or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  can- 
didate, or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose  of 
influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said  in- 
dividual or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting or  opposing  a  charter  change,  referendum 
question,  constitutional  amendment,  or  other  ques- 
tion submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include  any: 

(1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of 
money,  or  thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money 
to  a  candidate  by  a  national  or  state  bank  made  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  banking  laws  and 
regulations  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business; 

(2)  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of  value  between 
political  committees;  (3)  payment,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  candidate  or  political  committee,  or 
compensation  for  the  personal  services  of  another 
which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or  commit- 
tee; (4)  purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate, 
or  political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf 
of  said  individual,  candidate,  or  political  commit- 
tee, whether  through  the  device  of  tickets,  adver- 
tisements, or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising  activities, 
including  testimonials,  held  on  behalf  of  said  in- 
dividual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  to  the 
extent  that  the  purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual 
cost  of  the  goods  sold  or  services  rendered:  (5) 
discount  or  rebate  not  available  to  other  candidates 
for  the  same  office  and  to  the  general  public;  and 
(6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness  or  payment  of  in- 
debtedness by  another  person;  but  shall  not  in- 
clude the  rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  editors, 
writers,  poll  watchers,  poll  checkers,  or  others,  nor 
the  payments  by  those  rendering  such  services  of 
such  personal  expenses  as  may  be  incidental  thereto 
nor  the  exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality. 
Expenditure: 

Any  expenditure  of  money,  or  anything  of  value, 
by  an  individual,  candidate,  or  political  commit- 
tee, or  a  person  acting  on  behalf  of  said  individual, 
candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said 
individual  or  candidate,  or  of  presidential  and  vice- 
presidential  electors,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 


ing opposing  a  charter  change,  referendum  ques- 
tion, Constitutional  amendment,  or  other  question 
submitted  to  the  voters  and  shall  include:  (1)  any 
purchase,  payment,  distribution,  loan  advance,  de- 
posit, or  gift  of  money,  or  anything  of  value;  and 
(2)  any  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of  value 
between  political  committees. 

"Political  Committee"  is  any  committee,  associa- 
tion, organization,  or  other  group  of  persons,  in- 
cluding a  national,  regional,  state,  county,  or  mu- 
nicipal committee  which  receives  contributions  or 
makes  expenditures  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
the  nomination  or  election  of  a  candidate,  or  can- 
didates, or  of  presidential  and  vice-presidential  elec- 
tors, or  for  the  purpose  of  opposing  or  promoting 
a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  Constitu- 
tional amendment,  or  other  question  submitted  to 
the  voters. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
chapter,  any  receipt  or  disbursement  of  any  money 
or  anything  of  value  by  an  individual,  or  person 
acting  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  which  is  not 
otherwise  a  "contribution"  or  "expenditure"  as  de- 
fined in  this  section,  resulting  from  any  purchases 
from  said  individual,  or  any  person  acting  on 
behalf  of  said  individual,  whether  through  the 
device  of  tickets,  advertisements,  or  otherwise,  for 
any  fund-raising  activity,  including  a  testimonial 
held  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  regardless  of 
the  purpose  of  said  activity,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  "contribution"  or  "expenditure"  if  said  indi- 
vidual: (1)  is  a  candidate  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  clauses  (1)  or  (2)  of  the  definition 
of  "candidate"  at  the  time  of  said  receipt  or 
disbursement;  (2)  holds  elective  public  office, 
whether  elected  or  appointed  to  such  office  at 
the  time  of  said  receipt  or  disbursement,  and 
thereby  becomes  a  candidate  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  clause  (3)  of  said  definition; 
or  (3)  becomes  a  candidate  in  accordance  with 
said  clauses  (1)  or  (2)  of  said  definition  subse- 
quent to  such  receipt  or  disbursement,  and  shall 
be  reported  as  a  contribution  or  an  expenditure  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  18 
and  19  of  chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Section  3: 
Definitions: 

"Employee"  is  (1)  anyone  employed  directly  or 
indirectly  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  a  full  or  part 

time  basis:  or 

(2)  anyone  working  for  the  City  of  Boston  or 
its  subdivisions  but  who  is  paid  in  part  or  in 
total  by  federal  or  state  grants  or  funds,  or  a 
combination  thereof;  or 

(3)  anyone  serving  on  any  appointive  board 
or  authority  established  by  or  under  the  Charter 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  by  any  enabling  legis- 
lation, whether  they  receive  compensation  or  not; 
or 

(4)  anyone  administering  any  trusts,  or  other 
funds  established  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
or 

(5)  anyone  who  is  on  a  leave  of  absence  other 
than  one  taken  with  the  expressed  purpose  of 
seeking  public  office  on  their  own  behalf;  or 

(6)  anyone  providing  consulting  services  to  the 
City  of  Boston  or  any  of  its  agencies,  departments, 
or  divisions;  or 
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(7)  anyone  on  loan  by  a  state,  county,  or  federal 
agency  to  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  of  its  sub- 
divisions,  agencies,   or  departments. 

"Candidate"  is  any  individual  who  seeks  nom- 
ination or  election  to  the  office  of  Mayor,  City 
Council,  or  School  Committee.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  ordinance,  an  individual  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  seeking  nomination  or  election  to  such  office 
if  he  or  she  has:  (1)  received  a  contribution  or 
made  an  expenditure,  or  has  given  his  or  her 
consent  for  any  other  person  or  committee  to 
receive  a  contribution  or  make  an  expenditure, 
for  the  purpose  of  influencing  his  or  her  nomina- 
tion or  election  to  such  office,  whether  or  not 
the  specific  municipal  office  for  which  he  or  she 
will  seek  nomination  or  election  is  known  at  the 
time  the  contribution  is  received  or  the  expendi- 
ture is  made;  or  (2)  taken  the  action  necessary 
under  the  laws  of  the  city  to  qualify  himself 
or  herself  for  nomination  or  election  to  such 
office;  or  (3)  if  said  individual  currently  holds 
the  office  of  Mayor,  City  Council,  or  School 
Committee,  whether  elected  or  appointed  to  such 
office. 

"Vendor"  or  "Consultant"  is  any  individual, 
group  of  persons,  business,  corporation,  company, 
or  contractor  providing  goods  and/or  services  to 
the  City  of  Boston  or .  any  of  its  divisions,  or 
to  any  appointed  board  or  authority  or  agency 
established  under  the  Boston  Charter  or  established 
under  enabling  legislation  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  that  is  funded  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
or  to  any  other  agency  or  board  established  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  but  funded  in  part 
or  in  total  by  federal  or  state  funds,  or  a  com- 
bination thereof,  whether  they  are  fiscally  auto- 
nomous or  not. 
Section  4: 
Penalty: 

Violation    of    any    provision    of    this    ordinance 
shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than   one  year,   or   by   a  fine   of  not  more   than 
$1,000. 
Section  5: 
Enforcement : 

The  penalty  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  vested  with  the 
City  Clerk.  The  City  Clerk  shall  investigate  any 
written  complaint  by  any  candidate  for  office  or 
by  any  five,  registered  voters  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  City  Clerk  shall  respond  to  such 
complaint  within  seven  days.  Any  and  all  viola- 
tions of  this  ordinance,  or  any  other  elections 
violations,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  respective, 
law-enforcement  agency  for  prosecution  within 
fourteen  days.

COMMUNICATION  RE  CHARLES  STREET 
JAIL  MATTER

Boston  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillor  DiCara: 

The  Charles  Street  Jail  case  is  now  completely 
back  in  Judge  Garrity's  Court.  The  Court  of 
Appeals  has  requested  me  to  keep  it  informed  of 
all  developments.  The  procedure  laid  down  by  the 
Court  of  Appeals  should  be  followed  as  closely  as 
possible.  However,  the  Council  cannot,  itself, 
prepare  a  plan  for  submission  to  Judge  Garrity, 
because  it  cannot  hire  or  contract  and  has  no 
money.  Therefore,  I  suggest  the  enclosed  resolu- 
tions as  being  the  closest  it  is  possible  to  come  to 
the  suggestions  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  order.  If 
Mayor  White  should  veto  the  $10,000,000  loan 
order  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  requests  in  the 
enclosed  resolutions,  this  will  be  reported  im- 
mediately to  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  to  Judge 
Garrity  for  appropriate  action. 

On  March  29,  1977,  Edward  F.  McLaughlin,  Jr., 
Esq.,  the  master  appointed  by  Judge  Garrity, 
submitted  a  fifty-two-page  report  on  how  the  jail 
problem  should  be  solved.  A  copy  was  sent  to  each 
Councillor  at  that  time.  He  recommended  the 
Charles  Street  site  and  the  National  Clearinghouse 
for  Criminal  Justice  plan.  The  estimated  cost  at 
that  time  was  less  than  $10,000,000.  For  your 
convenience,  I  enclose  copies  of  the  pages  of  his 
report  concerning  this  plan.  Perhaps  the  Council 
will  wish  to  vote  to  endorse  this  report  and 
particularly  that  part  of  it  recommending  Charles 
Street.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  does  not  have 
the  facilities  or  money  to  prepare  a  jail  renovation 
program  at  the  Charles  Street  site  which  will  meet 


constitutional  standards  and  is  forbidden  by  law  to 
hire  or  contract;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  its  counsel  is  hereby  directed  to 
file  by  May  1,  1978,  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  a  pleading  seeking  a  more  precise  judicial 
evaluation  and  decision  concerning  that  approach; 
and 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  is  requested  to 
promptly  submit  to  the  Council  an  appropriation 
order  in  an  amount  adequate  to  pay  the  cost  of 
preparing  such  a  plan; and 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  is  requested  to 
promptly  submit  to  the  Council  an  appropriation 
order  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  to  pay  an  outside 
consultant  or  architect  to  advise  the  Council  on  the 
preparation  of  the  jail  renovation  program  at  the 
Charles  Street  site  and  to  assist  and  to  cooperate 
with  the  Public  Facilities  Department  in  the 
preparation  of  such  a  program. 

The  defendant  Mayor  initially  proposed  that 
the  intake  service  center  be  located  within  the  City 
Prison  facility  in  the  basement  of  the  Suffolk 
County  Courthouse.^More  recently,  the  Mayor  has 
proposed  that  the  intake  service  center  be  situated 
within  the  upper  floors  of  the  building  located  at 
14  Somerset  Street  in  Boston  directly  across  from 
the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse.8  This  bulding,  now 
privately  owned,  would  be  acquired  by  the  city 
and  renovated  for  use  as  an  intake  service  center 
and  as  office  space  for  several  city  departments  and 
agencies.  None  of  the  other  parties  to  or  persons 
interested  in  this  action  has  submitted  any 
suggestions  for  possible  sites  for  this  court- 
mandated  facility. 

IV.  Plans  Proposed  for   Construction   of  a  New 
Suffolk  County  Jail  Facility. 
Several  different  plans  for  construction  of  a  new 
Suffolk  County  Jail  facility  have  been  submitted 
by  the  parties. 

1.  National  Clearinghouse  Plan:  At  the  request 
of  the  defendant  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County,  the 
National  Clearinghouse  for  Criminal  Justice  Plan- 
ning and  Architecture  (NCCJPA)  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Master  on  November  19,  1976,  a 
plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Suffolk 
County  pretrial  detention 

facility  on  the  site  of  the  present  jail.  The  plan 

involved  a  phased  construction  of  two,  new,  six-or 

seven-story     residence     buildings,     followed    by 

demolition   of  the   east   and  north  wings  of  the 

existing    structure,    renovation    of    the    rotunda, 

renovation  of  the  south  wing  for  use  as  an  Intake 

Service  Center,  and  renovation  of  the  west  wing  for 

administrative  offices.9  When  completed,  the  new 

jail    would    permit    incarceration    of    forty-two 

persons,    both    male    and    female,    in   the   intake 

service   center   and    322   persons,  both  male  and 

female,    in    the    residency    units    and    the    areas 

connecting   those   buildings   to  the  rotunda.  The 

National  Clearinghouse  estimated  the  cost  of  this

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construction  at  $9,000,000  to  $10,000,000 
depending  upon  the  height  of  the  residence 
buildings,  and  it  estimated  that  the  entire  project 
could  be  accomplished  within  a  thirty-six-month 
period.10 

On  January  25,  1977,  the  defendant  Sheriff 
advised  the  master  that  due  to  an  unexpected 
decline  in  the  number  of  pretrial  detainees  at  the 
Charles  Street  Jail,  and  the  stabilization  of  the  jail 
population  at  approximately  250,  he  was 
modifying  the  construction  plan  for  the  new 
Suffolk  County  pretrial  detention  facility  that  had 
been  prepared  by  the  National  Clearinghouse,1  J

Under  the  modified  plan,  one  of  the  two  proposed 
residence  buildings  would  be  eliminated  and  the 
other  residence  building  would  be  extended  to 
eight  stories  in  height.  The  new  jail  structure  would 
permit  the  housing  of  226  male  and  female  pretrial 
detainees  in  addition  to  the  forty-two  which  would 
occupy  the  intake  service  center.  The  existing 
"annex"  building  would  be  retained  for  future  use 
if  necessary  but  not  renovated  or  occupied  at  this 
time.  The  defendant  Sheriff  also  revised  the  cost  of 
the  new  jail  construction  downward  from 
$9,000,000  to  $7,174,680.  To  this  figure  he  added 
25  percent  for  fees,  furnishings,  and  contingencies, 
resulting  in  a  total  project  cost  of  $8,968,350. 

2.  Rothman  Plan:  In  1974,  at  the  request  of 
the  defendant  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
firm  of  Masciello  and  Associates,  Architects,  Inc., 
in  collaboration  with  Chia  Ming  Sye  and  Margaret 
and  Elliot  Rothman,  prepared  a  plan  for  the 
construction  of  a  completely  new  pretrial  deten- 
tion facility  on  the  site  of  and  adjacent  to  the 
present  Charles  Street  Jail.  This  plan  involved  the 
erection  of  a  ten-story  structure  which  would  hold 
200  males  and  fifteen  female  pretrial  detainees.  It 
did  not  include  or  address  the  establishment  of  an 
intake  service  center.  The  total  cost  of  this  project 
was  estimated  at  $15,000,000,  which  included  site 
work,  demolition,  construction,  furnishings  and 
architectural  fees.  The  present  jail  structure  would 
continue  to  be  used  while  the  new  structure  was 
being  built.  The  construction  period  for  this 
project  was  established  at  twenty-four  to  thirty 
months.12

a  plan  for  the  renovation  of  the  existing  penal 
facilities  on  Deer  Island.  This  plan  involved  the 
construction  of  four,  new,  "interim"  two-story 
buildings  on  Deer  Island  to  house  180  Suffolk 
County  House  of  Correction  inmates  now  residing 
in  several  buildings  on  Deer  Island,13  followed  by 
renovation  of  the  Hill  Prison  building  on  Deer 
Island  for  use  as  the  new  Suffolk  County  pretrial 
detention  facility,  witha  capacity  of  224  pretrial 
detainees,  and  renovation  of  several  other  buildings 
now  in  use  at  Deer  Island  for  use  as  part  of  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  new  Suffolk  County  pretrial 
detention  facility.14 

In  addition,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Court's 
order  of  October  20,  1975,  the  defendant  Mayor 
developed  two  plans  for  an  intake  service  center  in 
downtown  Boston.  His  initial  plan  involved  the 
renovation  of  the  City  Prison  facility. 

The  term  "interim"  has  been  adopted  by  the 
defendant  Mayor  in  conjunction  with  his  view 
that  within  ten  years  the  state  will  have  taken 
control  of  all  county-run  Houses  of  Cor- 
rection and/or  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction  will  be  relocated  from  Deer  Island. 
Nevertheless,  the  new  buildings  have  been 
designed  to  last  for  substantially  longer  than 
ten  years.  See  letter  dated  February  8,  1977, 
from  Victor  E.  Hagan  to  Edward  F. 
McLaughlin,  Jr.

Recommendations 
On  the  basis  of  the  statements  and  findings  of 
fact  made  above,  I  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  orders  to  be  entered  by  the  Court 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  pretrial  detention 
facility  to  replace  the  Charles  Street  Jail: 

1.  The  Charles  Street  site  is  designated  as  the 
location  for  the  establishment  of  a  Suffolk  County 
pretrial  detention  facility  to  replace  the  present 
Charles  Street  Jail. 

2.  The  Charles  Street  site  is  also  designated  as 
the  location  for  the  establishment  of  the  intake 
service  center  required  by  the  order  of  this  Court 
dated  October  20,  1975. 

3.  The  proposal  submitted  by  the  National 
Clearinghouse  for  Criminal  Justice  Planning  and 
Architecture  for  renovation  of  the  present  Charles 
Street  Jail  and  construction  of  a  new  residency 
unit  and  other  structures  on  the  Charles  Street  site 
(NCCJPA  proposal)  is  designated  as  the  most 
economical  and  most  suitable  proposal  for 
establishment  of  a  Suffolk  County  pretrial 
detention  facility  and  a  downtown  intake  service 
center. 

4.  The  defendant  Mayor  of  Boston,  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  defendant  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County 
and  officials  of  the  NCCJPA,  shall,  within  sixty 
days  of  the  date  of  this  order.

Per  Curiam.  Plaintiffs  in  this  class  action  are 
almost  wholly  pretrial  detainees  incarcerated  in  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail  in  Boston  (hereafter  Charles 
St.  Jail)  who  claim  that  their  constitutional  rights 
are  violated  by  the  conditions  of  confinement 
imposed  on  them.  The  district  court  in  an  opinion 
issued  June  20,  1973,  found  that  plaintiffs'  claims 
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were  fully  justified.  Inmates  of  Suffolk  County  Jail 
v.  Eisenstadt,  360  F.  Supp.  676  (D.  Mass.  1973).  It 
ordered  immediate  correction  of  several  un- 
acceptable conditions  at  the  jail  and  prohibited  the 
housing  of  any  pretrial  detainees  at  Charles  St.  Jail 
after  June  30,  1976.  The  decision  of  the  district' 
court  was  not  appealed.  It  is  the  law  of  this  case. 
Inmates  of  Suffolk  County  Jail  v.  Eisenstadt,  494 
F.  2d  1196  (1st  Or.  1974). 

Because  the  responsible  civic  authorities  were 
not  able  to  arrange  a  new  replacement  facility  for 
pretrial  detainees,  the  district  court  postponed  its 
order  prohibiting  the  incarceration  of  detainees  at 
Charles  St.  Jail  until  July  1,  1977.  Similar 
difficulties  forced  another  postponement  to 
November  1,  1977.  However,  along  with  the 
second  postponement  the  district  court  also 
ordered  the  renovation  of  the  City  Prison  facility 
as  an  interim  place  of  incarceration  to  replace 
Charles  St.  Jail.  This  order  was  appealed  and  we 
granted  a  stay  of  the  renovation  of  the  City  Prison 
in  September,  1977.  At  that  time  we  noted  our 
extreme  reluctance  to  continue  to  postpone 
effective  relief  for  the  plaintiff  class,  but  did  so  to 
give  every  possible  opportunity  to  the  local 
authorities  to  meet  their  responsibilities  to  the 
general  public  and  the  constitution  without 
requiring  direct  orders  from  this  court.  We  did  not 
stay  the  November  1  deadline  regarding  the  closing 
of  the  Charles  St.  Jail. 

On  November  2,  1977,  the  district  court,  finding 
that  little  progress  had  been  achieved  towards  an 
agreement  to  construct  a  constitutionally  adequate 
pretrial  detention  center,  ordered  the  City  Council 
to  appropriate  funds  to  establish  the  Middlesex 
County  Courthouse  as  such  a  center.  The  date  for 
the  closing  of  the  Charles  St.  Jail  was  postponed 
until  five  weeks  after  the  Council  had  complied 
with  the  appropriations  order.  The  Council 
requested  that  we  stay  that  order  until  the  appeal 
could  be  heard  and  because  of  the  short  time 
period  involved  we  agreed  to  another  stay. 

Oral  argument  was  heard  in  December.  During 
argument  it  appeared  from  the  remarks  of  counsel 
of  the  various  parties  that  an  agreement  might  still 
be  reached.  Therefore,  we  extended  the  stay  of  the 
district  court's  orders  until  March  3  to  permit  the 
parties  a  final  opportunity  to  take  necessary 
action.  We  pointed  out  that  such  action  should 
include  a  commitment  to  adequate  funding  for  the 
detention  center,  a  plan  or  design  including  interim 
and  long-range  goals  as  to  the  conditions  of 
confinement  in  the  new  facilities,  agreement  as  to 
an  appropriate  site,  and  target  dates  for  beginning 
and  completing  construction. 

No  agreement  was  reached.  All  of  the  parties  to 
the  suit  except  the  Boston  City  Council  filed  a 
joint  report  in  which  they  indicated  (1)  that  except 
for  the  City  Council  they  all  agreed  that  a  new  jail 
should  be  constructed;  (2)  that  except  for  the  City 

The  Mayor  did  not  oppose  the  positions 
adopted  by  the  other  defendants  and 
plaintiffs  as  to  the  appropriate  conditions  of 
confinement  required.  He  simply  did  not  take 
a  position  on  this  issue  at  the  time  of  the 
filing  of  the  report 


Council  all  but  the  Mayor  agreed  on  the  conditions 
of  confinement  to  be  imposed  on  detainees  in  the 
new  facility;  and  (3)  that  the  defendants,  except 
for  the  Boston  City  Council,  had  established  a 
process  for  designing  a  new  facility  which  would 
regularly  report  to  and  receive  comments  from 
plaintiffs. 

The  Boston  City  Council  passed  a  resolution  on 
February  15,  1978,  indicating  that  a  majority  of 
the  Council  favored  the  construction  of  a  new  jail 
facility  for  between  twenty  and  thirty  million 
dollars,  if  a  site  satisfactory  to  the  City  Council 
could  be  found.  On  the  same  day  the  Council 
defeated  a  loan  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor  for 
$26,700,000  which  did  not  specify  a  site  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  facility.  On  March  1  the 
Council  appropriated  $10  million  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  constitutional  deficiencies  at  Charles 
St.  Jail. 

It  is  now  just  short  of  five  years  since  the  district 
court's  opinion  was  issued.  For  all  of  that  time  the 
plaintiff  class  has  been  confined  under  conditions 
repugnant  to  the  constitution.  For  all  of  that  time 
defendants  have  been  aware  of  that  fact. 

The  district  court's  opinion  was  not  ambiguous. 
It  stated  in  unmistakable  terms  its  conclusions  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  Charles  St.  Jail  even  if 
renovated.  "Both  the  testimomy  and  our  own 
personal  observations  lead  us  to  conclude  that 
constitutional  requirements  cannot  be  satisfied 
without  construction  of  a  new  jail.  .  . .  For  years, 
the  consensus  in  this  community  from  com- 
missions and  experts  making  in-depth  studies  of 
the  facility  to  passing  citizens  struck  by  its  archaic 
and  forbidding  exterior,  has  been  to  condemn  the 
use  of  the  jail.  .  .  .  No  one  in  the  entire  course  of 
this  proceeding  has  stated  a  contrary  view.  In  our 
opinion  no  one  could.  The  failure  to  date  to 
replace  the  jail  is  reflective  of  political  interia.  It 
does  not  reflect  a  debate  in  the  community  over 
the  need  for  a  replacement  facility."  Inmates  of 
the  Suffolk  County  Jail  v.  Eisenstadt,  supra,  360  F. 
Supp.  at  687. 

We  have  not  been  presented  with  any  basis  for 
concluding  that  the  district  court's  conclusions  are 
not  as  true  today  as  they  were  five  years  ago. 
Indeed,  the  opposite  is  the  case.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston  represents  that  the  plan  to  renovate  the 
Charles  St.  Jail  is  the  "worst  possible"  solution  and 
that  funds  appropriated  by  the  Council  must  be 
increased  by  at  least  50  percent  if  the  jail  is  to 
meet  acceptable  standards.  All  the  other  parties  to 
this  suit,  plaintiffs  and  defendants,  except  the 
Boston  City  Council,  agree  that  a  new  jail  is 
necessary  and  are  prepared  to  work  together  for  its 
construction.  Even  the  City  Council  itself,  on 
February  15,  1978,  resolved  that  the  city  was  in 
need  of  a  "modern  correction  detention  facility" 
that  would  meet  constitutional  standards  and  that 
a  majority  of  the  Council  was  in  favor  of 
appropriating  twenty  to  thirty  million  dollars  to 
construct  such  a  facility. 

It  stretches  credulity  to  assume  that  in  the 
period  between  February  15  and  March  1,  the  date 
of  the  Council's  unexplained  vote  to  appropriate 
ten  million  dollars  for  the  renovation  of  the 
Charles  St.  Jail,  superseding  information  or  events 
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convinced  the  Council  that  its  March  1  action 
would  meet  constitutional  requirements.  We  have 
great  difficulty  in  seeing  this  vote  as  anything  more 
than  an  ostrich-like  wish  that  the  necessity  to  settle 
on  a  site  and  make  available  adequate  funds  would 
disappear. 

Given  the  present  state  of  the  record  and  the 
unconscionable  delay  that  plaintiffs  have  already 
endured  in  securing  their  constitutional  rights,  we 
have  no  alternative  but  to  affirm  the  district 
court's  order  to  prohibit  the  incarceration  of 
pretrial  detainees  at  the  Charles  St.  Jail.  However, 
we  modify  the  district  court's  order  as  to  timing. 
Unless  the  defendants  meet  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  herein,  the  Charles  St.  Jail  will 
be  closed  on  October  2,  1978,  to  any  inmate 
awaiting  trial. 

Were  the  jail  to  close  without  interim  arrange- 
ments being  made  available  pending  a  long-range 
solution,  the  public  safety  would  obviously  be 
threatened.  The  community  would  have  been 
badly  served  by  those  leaders  who,  though  long  ago 
notified  as  to  what  must  be  done,  resolutely 
refused  to  take  appropriate  action.  So  that  there 
may  be  no  last  minute  claims  of  misunderstanding 
and  the  the  burdens  of  responsibility  be  placed 
squarely  where  they  belong,  we  state  the 
following: 

that  a  ten  million  dollar  jail  renovation  would  meet 
constitutional  requirements,  as  these  have  been  set 
forth  in  Inmates,  supra,  at  689-90,  2it  may  seek  a 
more  precise  judicial  evaluation  of  that  approach. 

2.  After  five  years  of  procrastination,  the 
Council  must  be  prepared  to  act  expeditiously  to 
secure  that  review.  Such  a  request  for  decision, 
accompanied  by  a  plan  detailing  how  and  whether 
the  Charles  St.  Jail  may  be  brought  up  to 
constitutional  standards,  must  be  submitted  to  the 
district  court  by  May  1,  1978.  We  strongly  urge  the 
district  court  to  conclude  its  evaluation  of  any  plan 
submitted  by  the  Council  as  rapidly  as  it 
responsibly  can.  We  would  hope  an  order  could  be 
issued  by  June  1,  or  at  least  not  later  than  June  15, 
1978. 

3.  If  the  district  court  should  determine  that 
the  plan  successfully  meets  constitutional  require- 
ments, it  should  postpone  the  date  for  closing  the 
jail  and  direct  its  attention  to  providing  for  an 
interim  detention  facility  until  the  renovations  can 
take  place.  Such  an  interim  facility  could  include 
use  of  the  Charles  St.  Jail. 

4.  If  the  plan  submitted  by  the  City  Council  is 
found  to  be  unacceptable,  the  order  to  close  the 
jail  will  remain  in  effect.  Should  the  defendants 
wish  to  appeal  that  determination,  we  would 
expedite  such  an  appeal.  Given  a  district  court 
order  issued  between  June  1  and  June  15,  and  the 
prompt  filing  of  a  notice  of  appeal,  we  do  not 
anticipate  any  difficulty  in  completing  appellate 
review  of  that  order  (should  such  review  be 
required)  by  late  July  or  early  August. 

5.  We  have  been  informed  that  all  the  parties  to 
this  suit,  except  for  the  City  Council,  are  engaged 
in  an  ongoing  process  for  designing  a  new  jail 
facility.  There  is  no  reason  for  this  ongoing  process 
to  be  disrupted.  If  the  renovation  of  the  Charles  St. 


Jail  proposed  by  the  City  Council  is  found  to  be 
unacceptable,  the  only  alternative  that  would 
permit  us  to  withdraw  the  order  closing  the  jail 
would  be  the  submission  of  a  plan  for  a  new 
facility  including  commitments  for  adequate 
funding,  agreement  on  a  site,  projected  target  dates 
for  the  beginning  and  completion  of  construction, 
and  an  architectural  design  or  written  description 
of  the  conditions  of  confinement  within  the  new 
facility  consistent  with  constitutional  standards. 

Plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  be  incarcerated  under 
constitutional  conditions  of  confinement.  We  are 
prepared,  because  of  practical  exigencies,  to  allow 
the  plaintiff  class  to  be  incarcerated  under  lower 
standards  for  a  fixed  interim  period  while  an 
appropriate  facility  is  being  readied.  However, 
there  is  no  legal  basis  for  our  permitting 
unconstitutional  conditions  to  continue 
interminably.  We  reiterate  our  commitment  to  our 
statement  in  our  Memorandum  and  Order  of 
December  15,  1977.  "We  do  not  see  how  a  court 
could  accept  on  this  record,  an  interim  solution 
involving  the  use  of  the  Middlesex  jail  facilities, 
city  prison,  or  the  Charles  St.  Jail,  or  any 
combination  thereof  unless  there  is  a  definite 
commitment  to  make  available  sufficient  appro- 
priations for  a  constitutionally  adequate  facility  to 
be  constructed  by  a  difinite  date  in  the  future."  We 
will  not  accept  the  incarceration  of  pretrial 
detainess  at  the  Charles  St.  Jail  after  October  2, 
1978,  unless  the  commitments  described  in  this 
opinion  are  carried  out.  After  five  years  of  delay 
the  plaintiff  class  is  entitled  to  no  less. 

2We    refer    here    to    the    general    standards    of 

evaluation  used  by  the  district  court.  While  all 

of  the  particular  inadequacies  noted  in  the 

court's  original  opinion  are  relevant  factors  in 

concluding       that       the       conditions       of 

confinement  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  were 

unconstitutional,  this  should  not  be  taken  to 

imply    that    other   conditions,    not    directly 

passed     on     by     the    district    court,    meet 

constitutional  reauirements 

We    understand    the    purpose    of   the    district 

court's  order  regarding  the  use  of  the  City  Prison 

facility  and/or  the  Middlesex  Courthouse  to  be  to 

provide  interim  facilities  in  which  detainees  might 

be  housed  while  a  new  jail  facility  was  constructed. 

Counsel  for  plaintiffs  point  to  deficiencies  at  these 

facilities  that  may  be  as  serious  is  or  more  serious 

that    the    inadequacies    of   the    Charles    St.    Jail. 

Assuming    a    proper    commitment    is    made    by 

October  2,  to  construct  a  constitutional  facility, 

the  district  court  should  reconsider  the  plans  for 

interim  incarceration  and  determine  which  of  the 

alternatives,    including    but    not    limited    to    the 

Charles  St.  Jail,  will  come  closest  to  meeting  the 

needs  of  the  inmates  and  the  community  during 

the  interim  period.  Until  there  are  commitments  to 

a    constitutional    facility,    the    consideration    of 

interim  alternatives  is  not  relevant  to  our  decision. 

Therefore,  we  postpone  the  district  court's  orders 

as  to  the  City  Prison  and  the  Middlesex  Courthouse 

until  such  time  as  a  suitable  plan  for  a  new  jail 

facility  has  been  approved  by  the  court.  At  that 

time  if  the  district  court  decides  to  reinstate  its 
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orders  and  the  defendants  appeal  from  that 
decision,  we  will  review  those  orders  as  ex- 
peditiously as  possible.

ORDINANCE  TO  ENABLE  CITY  DEPART- 
MENTS TO  GIVE  PREFERENCE  TO  CITY 
FIRMS  IN  THE  PURCHASE  OF  CERTAIN 
GOODS  AND  SERVICES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
An  Ordinance  to  Enable  City  Departments  to  Give 
Preference  to  City  Firms  in  the  Purchase  of 
Certain  Goods  and  Services 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the 
term  "city  firm"  shall  mean  that  for  the  term  of 
the  contract: 
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(a)  in  a  case  of  a  sole  proprietorship,  the 
person's  principal  place  of  business  and  residence 
are  located  in  the  city,  or  a  majority  of  his/her 
employees  are  residents  of  the  city; 

(b)  in  the  case  of  a  partnership,  a  majority  of 
the  partners  reside  in  the  city,  or  the  principal 
place  of  business  of  the  partnership  is  located  in 
the  city,  or  a  majority  of  the  employees  of  the 
partnership  reside  in  the  city; 

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  corporation,  a  majority  of  its 
shareholders  are  residents  of  the  city,  or  the 
principal  place  of  business  of  the  corporation  is 
located  in  the  city,  or  a  majority  of  the  employees 
of  the  corporation  are  residents  of  the  city. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  officer  or  board  in 
charge  of  a  department  of  the  city  of  county 
invites  proposals  to  do  any  work  or  make  any 
purchase,  except  work  done  or  purchases  made  in 
accordance  with  G.  L.  c.  30,  s.  39M,  or  G.L.  c. 
149,  ss.  44A-1. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  and

2.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Ordinances,  Docket  3407. 

As  the  four  attached  pieces  of  correspondence

1.  The  names  and  address  of  all  said  special 
assistant  corporation  counsel  or  contemplated 
special  assistant  corporation  counsel. 

2.  The  specific  language  in  G.  L.,  c.  268A, 
which  provides  for  special  employees. 

3.  In  the  event  that  said  special  assistants 
were  not  designated  as  special  employees,  the 
specific  provisions  of  chapter  268A  they  woudl 
violate  or  be  in  danger  of  violating  by  acting  as 
special  corporation  counsel  in  the  case  of 
Berman  et  als.  v.  Cameron  et  ah.  and  similar 
cases. 

4.  The  specific  conduct  the  said  special 
assistants  engaged  in  which  would  place  them  in 
jeopardy  of  violating  chapter  268A  by  acting  as 
special  assistant  corporation  counsel. 

5.  Have  they  in  the  past,  do  they  now,  and 
do  they  intend  in  the  future  to  represent 
owners  of  real  estate  in  Boston  in  real  estate  tax 
cases  against  the  city? 

6.  If  so: 

a.  What  is  the  name  of  each  such  case? 

b.  By  what  court  or  agency  was  the  case 
heard? 

c.  What  was  the  issue? 

d.  Is  the  case  still  pending? 

In  addition  would  you  please  furnish  me  with  all 
of  the  pleadings  in  Berman  et  ah.  v.  Cameron  et 
ah.,  including  the  language  of  the  stipulation  made 
by  the  defendants  reflecting  on  the  legality  of  the 
city's  assessing  practices.

In  response  to  your  recent  inquiry  to  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  Herbert  P.  Gleason  regarding  the 
designation  of  special  assistant  corporation  counsel 
in  the  Berman  case  as  special  municipal  employees, 
I  am  pleased  to  provide  the  following  answers: 

1.  The  special  assistants  will  be  former  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  Walter  H.  McLaugh- 
lin Sr.,;  Walter  H.  McLaughlin,  Jr.,  Esq.;  Arthur  M. 
Gilman,  Esq.;  and  David  Hanrahan,  all  of  Gilman, 
McLaughlin  &  Hanrahan,  10  Post  Office  Square, 
Boston. 

2.  G.  L.  c.  26 8 A,  1,  para,  (n)  defines  as  a 

"Special  municipal  employee,"  a  municipal 
employee  who  is  not  a  mayor,  a  member  of  a 
board  of  alderman,  a  member  of  the  city 
council,  or  a  selectmen  in  a  town  with  a 
population  in  excess  of  one  thousand  persons, 
and  whose  position  or  employment  has  been 
expressly  classified  by  the  city  council,  or  a 
board  of  aldermen  if  there  is  no  city  council,  or 
the  board  of  selectmen  as  that  of  a  special 
employee  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  chapter.  Such  classification  shall  be  made 
by  employing  standards  reasonably  related  to 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  all 
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employees  who  hold  equivalent  offices,  posi- 
tions, employment  or  membership  in  the  same 
municipal  agency  shall  have  the  same  classifica- 
tion. All  employees  of  any  city  or  town 
wherein  no  such  classification  has  been  made 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  "municipal  employees," 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  with  respect  thereto  without 
exception. 

3.  The  (so-called)  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute, 
G.  L.  c.  268A,  in  sections  17  through  23,  deals 
with  the  conduct  of  municipal  employees.  These 
sections  define  various  types  of  conduct  which  is 
forbidden  for  municipal  employees.  Most  of  these 
sections  also  distinguish  between  conduct  per- 
mitted for  special  municipal  employees  but 
forbidden  for  regular  municipal  employees. 

You  asked  what  provision  of  G.  L.  c.  26 8 A 
would  be  violated  in  the  event  special  assistant 
corporation  counsel  for  the  city  were  not 
designated  as  special  municipal  employees,  and, 
more  specifically,  what  provisions  of  the  statute 
would  be  violated  relative  to  the  case  of  Berman,  et 
al.  v.  Cameron,  et  al.  The  answer  is  difficult  to 
render  because  the  statute  is  designed  to  deal  with 
particular  fact  situations. 

Section  22  provides  that  every  municipal 
employee  is  entitled  to  an  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  relative  to  a  particular  kind  of 
conduct  and  whether  or  not  that  conduct 
constitutes  a  violation  or  potential  violation  of  the 
statute.  If  presented  with  a  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  a  specific  activity  contemplated  by  a  special 
assistant  corporation  counsel  might  violate  the  law, 
we  could  respond  more  easily. 

The  best  answer  that  I  can  give  you  without 
specific  facts  in  mind  is  that  the  statute  forbids  a 
municipal  employee  from  having  interest  in  a 
matter  or  in  a  contract  in  which  the  city  has  a 
direct  and  substantial  interest  in  various  situations. 
A  special  municipal  employee,  as  defined  in  the 
answer  to  question  two,  is  held  to  a  lesser  standard. 
Thus,  a  special  assistant  corporation  counsel  who  is 
designated  as  a  special  municipal  employee  would 
generally  be  able  to  act  in  matters  involving  the 
city  other  than  the  one  on  which  he  is  employed 
by  the  city  while  a  regular  municipal  employee 
would  not. 

4.  You  ask  what  specific  -conduct  special 
assistant  corporation  counsel  might  engage  in 
which  would  place  them  in  jeopardy  of  violating  c. 
26  8 A.  The  answer  to  this  is  similarly  difficult  to 
render  absent  a  specific  set  of  circumstances. 
Because  human  behavior  and  the  advice  and 
actions  of  lawyers  are  so  diverse,  all  circumstances 
and  conditions  could  not  be  covered.  Generally,  if 
a  specific  assistant  corporation  counsel  were  not 
designated  as  a  special  municipal  employee,  he 
would  be  a  regular  municipal  employee,  subject  to 
the  limitations  applicable  to  all  assistant  corpora- 
tion counsel.  An  assistant  corporation  counsel  in 
the  Law  Department  cannot  represent  anyone 
other  tnan  the  city  in  any  action  to  which  the  city 
is  a  party.  A  few  exceptions  are  set  forth  in  the 
statute  which  would  involve  aiding  a  member  of  his 
immediate  family  or  a  person  for  whom  he  is 
guardian,  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee,  if  the 


matter  were  not  one  in  which  he  had  participated 
or  which  was  the  object  of  his  official  responsi- 
bility. There  are  a  couple  of  other  similar 
exclusions  for  the  same  type  of  action  by  a  city 
attorney  in  a  matter  in  which  he  has  a  personal 
interest.  A  city  attorney  is  also  prohibited  from 
having  a  interest  in  a  contract  with  the  City  of 
Boston.  A  special  assistant  corporation  counsel 
who  is  designated  as  a  special  municipal  employee, 
however,  may  participate  in  actions  to  which  the 
city  is  a  party  other  than  the  action  in  which  he  is 
engaged  on  behalf  of  the  city,  with  certain 
limitations. 

5.  The  members  of  the  firm  of  Gilman, 
McLaughlin  &  Hanrahan  have  in  the  past 
represented  some  clients  in  tax  abatement 
proceedings  before  the  city.  They  do  not  now  have 
any  active  cases  and  will  not  have  any  while  they 
are  acting  as  special  assistant  corporation  counsel. 
They  may  represent  such  clients  in  the  future  after 
the  Berman  case  is  resolved. 

6.  A  complete  list  of  all  tax  cases  in  which  the 
special  assistant  corporation  counsel  have  repre- 
sented clients  against  the  city  is  attached  herewith. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  pleadings  filed  so 
far  in  the  Berman  case.

You  indicate  that  special  employees  are 
prohibited   to   act   in   matters  involving   the  city 
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which  they  have  an  interest.  You  go  on  to  say  that 
the  firm  of  Gilman,  McLaughlin  and  Hanrahan  "do 
not  now  have  any  active  cases  and  will  not  have 
have  any  while  they  are  acting  as  special  assistant 
corporation  counsel,"  and  you  have  attached  a  list 
of  all  tax  cases  in  which  the  firm  "have  represented 
clients  against  the  city." 

As  set  forth  by  you  there  appears  to  be  six  cases 
involving  Albany  Carpet  Cleaning  Company  for 
Fiscal  1976  and  1977,  a  Kasanofs  case  for  1977, 
and  a  Steve  Watchmaker  case  for  1977,  in  which 
Gilman,  McLaughlin  and  Handrahan  have  filed  tax 
abatement  appeals. 

Your  memo  fails  to  indicate  whether  these  cases 
have  been  concluded,  and,  if  not,  why  they  should 
not  be  considered  active  cases  against  the  city.  On 
the  basis  of  the  information  provided  by  you  it 
would  appear  these  cases  are  being  handled  by  the 
firm  for  which  special  employee  classification  is 
sought  while  the  firm  does  work  for  the  city 
regarding  the  propriety  of  its  tax'  assessment 
practices.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows:  — 

An  Act  Authorizing  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  Appoint  Police  Cadets 
to  the  Police  Department  of  Said  City. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  any  person. who 
has  completed  not  less  than  two  years  of  service  as 
a  police  cadet  in  the  police  department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  section  21A  of 
chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws  may,  subject  to  a 
program  established  by  the  police  commissioner  of 
said  city  and  approved  by  the  personnel  adminis- 
trator of  the  state  division  of  personnel  adminis- 
tration, and  the  Massachusetts  criminal  justice 
training  council,  be  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a 
position  in  the  lowest  grade  in  the  police  force  of 
said  city  without  certification  from  an  eligible  list 
prepared  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  3  of  the 
General  Laws;  provided,  however,  that  such  person 
either  is  on  a  police  entrance  eligible  list  prepared 
under  said  chapter  or  passes  a  qualifying 
examination  to  be  given  by  said  personnel 
administrator.  Such  program  shall  include  pro- 
visions for  recruitment  of  applicants  for  appoint- 
ment as  police  cadets  in  said  city  and  for 
appointment  from  an  eligible  list  prepared  after  a 
competitive  examination  administered  under  the 
provision  of  the  police  commissioner  of  said  city. 
Appointments  from  such  list  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  police  commissioner,  be  made  on  a  selective 
basis  for  the  purposes  of  affirmative  action  in  the 
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employment  of  females  and  minorities  as  police 
cadets. 

Section  2.  If  any  federal  or  state,  administrative 
or  court  order,  requires  the  listing  of  candidates  in 
separate  groups,  each  group  to  be  listed  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  then  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  such  listing. 

Section  3.  Not  more  than  35  or  33  1/3  percent, 
whichever  is  greater,  of  the  total  number  of 
appointments  to  the  regular  police  force  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  any  calendar  year,  shall  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  police 
commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  report  in 
writing  forthwith  to  the  personnel  administrator  in 
said  division  of  personnel  administration  of  any 
appointment  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  section  20D  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to 
appointments  made  under  this  act.

compared  to  Los  Angeles'  $454  is  markedly  less;

Whereas,  The  designation  of  Boston  will  help  the 
job  market  in  and  around  Logan;  will  continue  the 
utilization  of  the  airport  by  two  major  air  carriers 
involved  in  London  service;  and  will  recognize  the

In  order  to  effectively  construct  a  one-way 
street  system,  every  intersection  on  the  proposed 
scheme  would  have  to  be  signed  with  a  minimum 
of  two  signs  and  the  number  of  intersections  to  be 
signed  would  approach  the  thousands.  These  signs 
would  have  to  be  fabricated  and  placed  in 
inventory  for  use  during  an  emergency.  In  most 
instances,  the  signs  could  not  be  attached  on 
permanent  structures  because  it  would  be  inaccessi- 
ble and  too  time-consuming.  Therefore,  the  signs 
would  be  placed  in  snowbanks  in  2x3x5  wooden 
stakes  at  strategic  locations  in  the  intersections  and 
they  would  have  to  be  maintained  on  a  daily  basis 
as  they  would  be  subject  to  vandalism.  Records 
would  have  to  be  kept  on  the  sign  installation  for 
the  disposition  of  complaints  and  police  enforce- 
ment and  in  no  way  could  this  department  verify 
the  proper  placement  of  signs  at  a  given  time. 

The  benefits  of  implementing  a  one-way  scheme 
of  this  magnitude  would  be  minimal  because  of  the 
many  problems  it  would  create  both  in  the 
installation  and  the  enforcement. 

This  department  has  always  been  receptive  to 
the  wishes  of  the  communities  in  their  request  for 
a  one-way  circulation  on  a  permanent  basis.

I  enclose  a  memorandum  containing  our  analysis 
of  the  effect  of  the  Council's  five-to-four  vote  for 
the  property  tax  review  project. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  because  of  the  legislative 
iiistory  of  the  various  statutes  involved,  there 
might  be  a  chance  that  a  court  will  find  the 
five-t  j-four  vote  was  of  no  effect.  However,  before 
deciding  to  go  ahead  with  a  law  suit,  we  will  want 
to  be  sure  that  a  successful  result  will  be  what  the 
Council  wants.  After  all,  the  majority  of  the 
Council  did  vote  for  the  appropriation. 


Also,  a  successful  result  of  the  suit  will  merely 
put  the  entire  matter  back  where  it  was  before, 
with  no  vote,  and  leave  it  open  for  the  court  to 
order  such  sanctions  as  forbidding  Boston  to 
collect  its  taxes.

Re:  Tax  Revaluation  Controversy. 

The  Council  has  asked  whether  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Council  is  sufficient  to  effect  a  transfer  from 
the  reserve  fund  or  whether  a  two-thirds  vote  is 
required. 

The  legislative  history  of  the  reserve  fund  is 
murky.  It  is  first  referred  to  in  St.  1898,  c.  434,  s. 
7,  (repealed  St.  1899,  c.  449).  This  special  act, 
applying  only  to  Boston,  set  up  a  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  to  run  the  finances  of  the  city. 
This  board  was  composed  of  the  mayor,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  president 
of  the  common  council  and  two,  separately  elected 
members.  Section  7  provides  as  follows:  "The  city 
auditor  of  said  city,  with  the  approval  of  said 
board,  acting  by  vote  and  signatures  of  a  majority 
of  its  members,  (board  members  not  Council 
members)  and  of  the  mayor,  may  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year  make  transfers  from  the 
appropriation  for  current  expenses  of  one  division 
of  a  department  to  the  appropriation  for  current 
expenses  of  any  other  division  of  the  same 
department,  and  transfers  from  the  general 
treasury  or  from  the  appropriation  for  reserve  fund 
to  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses  of  any 
department." 

It  is  notable  that  this  statute  assumed  the 
existence  of  a  reserve  fund  although  at  that  time 
there  was  no  legislative  basis  for  such  a  fund. 

In  1909,  the  legislature  amended  the  city's 
charter.  St.  1909,  c.  486.  Section  3  of  this  act 
provides  in  part  as  follows:  "The  city  auditor  may, 
with  the  approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  or 
at  any  time  make  transfers  from  the  appropriation 
for  current  expenses  of  any  other  division  of  the 
same  department,  and  from  the  reserve  fund  to  any 
appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of  a 
department."  Again,  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is 
still  no  statutory  basis  for  a  reserve  fund  although 
the  existence  of  such  a  fund  is  assumed.  The  1909 
act  requires  no  vote  for  a  transfer  from  the  reserve 
fund,  but  merely  action  by  the  auditor  and 
approval  by  the  mayor. 

In  1912,  amended  in  1913  to  its  present  form  as 
it  appears  in  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  6,  the  legislature 
provided  for  a  reserve  fund  for  towns.  St.  1912,  c. 
347;  St.  1913,  c.  645.  Because  "all  laws  relative  to 
towns  shall  apply  to  cities,"  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  1,  this 
statute  applied  to  Boston  until  1936,  when  the 
legislature  enacted  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A  applicable  to 
reserve  funds  for  cities.  The  reserve  fund  statute 
applicable  to  towns  is  essentially  the  same  as  that 
applicable  to  cities  except  that  towns  can  use  a 
greater  percentage  of  their  tax  levies  for  reserve 
funds  than  can  cities,  which  probably  explains  why 
a  separate  statute  was  enacted  for  cities. 
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G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A  reads  as  follows:  "To  provide 
for  extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures,  a 
city  may,  prior  to  the  date  when  the  tax  rate  for 
the  year  is  fixed,  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
3  percent  of  the  tax  levy  for  the  preceding  year  to 
be  known  as  a  reserve  fund.  No  direct  drafts 
against  this  fund  shall  be  made,  but  transfers  from 
the  fund  may  from  tirr^e  to  time  be  voted  by  the 
city  council  upon  recommendation  of  the  mayor, 
and  the  city  auditor  or  officer  having  similar  duties 
shall  make  such  transfers  as  are  so  voted." 

Developing    concurrently    with    the    legislation 

concerning     the     reserve     fund,    was    legislation 

restricting  the  transfer  within  the  city  government 

of  funds  already  appropriated.  The  first  significant 

such  statute  was  St.  1893,  c.  261,  which  reads  as 

follows:    "After   an   appropriation  of  money  has 

been  duly  made  by  the  city  government  of  Boston 

for   any   specific   purpose,   or  for  the  needs  and 

expenditures  of  any  department,  no  transfer  of  any 

part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made 

except  within  the  department,  or  in  accordance 

with  and  after  the  written  recommendations  of  the 

mayor  to  the  city  council,  approved  by  the  yea  and 

nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each 

branch  thereof." 
i 

In  1941,  the  legislature  amended  the  City 
Charter  of  1909  by  striking  out  s.  3  which 
permitted  the  auditor  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  to  make  transfers  including  transfers  from 
the  reserve  fund  and  substituting  what  is  basically 
the  Act  of  1893  quoted  above,  which  requires  a 
two-thirds  Council  vote  to  transfer  money  already 
appropriated  "for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  depart- 
ment .  . ."  St.  1941,  c.  604,  s.  3B.  This  act  is 
presently  in  effect.  It  reads  as  follows:  "After  an 
appropriation  of  money  has  been  duly  made  by  the 
city  of  Boston  for  any  specific  purposes  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the 
money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recom- 
mendation of  the  mayor  to  the  city  council, 
approved  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  the  city  council. 

On  the  state  level,  the  restriction  on  transfers  of 
already  appropriated  funds  developed  somewhat 
differently  into  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  33B,  enacted  in 
1943.  This  reads  as  follows:  "On  recommendation 
of  the  mayor,  the  city  council  may,  by  majority 
vote,  transfer  any  amount  appropriated  in  the  then 
current  year  for  the  use  of  any  department  to 
another  appropriation  for  the  same  department, 
but  no  transfer  shall  be  made  of  any  amount 
appropriated  in  the  then  current  year  for  the  use  of 
any  department  to  the  appropriation  for  any  other 
department  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  city 
council  on  recommendation  of  the  mayor  and  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  amount  of  such 
transfer  by  the  department  having  control  of  the 
appropriation  from  which  the  transfer  is  proposed 
to  be  made." 

Basically,  this  statute  requires  only  a  majority 
council  vote  for  intradepar^nental  transfers,  by  a 
two-thirds    council    vote    plus    approval    of    the 


transferring     department     for    interdepartmental 
transfers. 

Prior  to  1893,  there  apparently  were  no 
restrictions  or  controls  on  the  transfer  of  money 
already  appropriated  for  one  purpose,  to  other 
purposes.  This  must  have  opened  up  large 
opportunities  for  diverting  funds  away  from  their 
legitimate  and  intended  purposes.  The  entire 
budget  could  have  been,  in  effect,  a  huge  slush 
fund.  The  significance  of  the  legislation  referred  to 
above  is  that  it  did  put  restrictions  and  controls 
became  tighter  over  the  years.  Assuming,  then,  that 
the  general  purpose  of  the  legislation  was  to 
eliminate  potential  slush  funds,  it  should  be  strictly 
construed  in  the  direction  of  tight  restrictions 
when  applied  to  what  is  potentially  the  biggest 
slush  fund  of  all,  the  reserve  fund. 

Such  strict  construction  should  lead  to  the 
following  conclusions: 

(1)  That  funds  for  a  new  "property  tax  review 
project"  should  not  be  considered  an  "extra- 
ordinary or  unforeseen"  expenditure  under  the 
reserve  fund  statute,  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A,  because 
"tax  equalization"  has  been  around  a  long  time,  its 
inevitability  has  been  clearly  foreseeable  and,  if  it 
is  to  comply  with  known  constitutional  r'equire- 
ments,\  it  is  not  extraordinary  but  merely 
foreseeably  necessary. 

(2)  The  appropriation  for  the  reserve  fund  was 
for  a  specific  purpose,  i.e.,  the  reserve  fund,  and 
therefore  a  transfer  of  it  requires  a  two-thirds 
council  vote  under  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.3B.  As  the 
1898  statute  said  the  reserve  fund  is  for  "current 
expenses  of  any  department."  It  is  not  for  entirely 
new  projects  like  the  "property  tax  review 
project."  The  present  statute,  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A, 
says  the  reserve  fund  is  for  "expenditures," 
meaning  money  already  committed,  not  money  for 
new  projects  not  yet  started.  Cost  of  the  recent 
blizzard  are  a  good  example  of  how  the  reserve 
fund  should  be  used. 

(3)  The  proposed  transfer  of  funds  from  the 
reserve  fund  to  the  assessing  department  are  a 
transfer  from  the  auditing  department  and 
therefore  are  an  interdepartmental  transfer  requir- 
ing a  two-thirds  council  vote  under  G.  L.  c.  44, 
S.33B.  The  appropriation  for  the  reserve  fund  is 
essentially  a  bookkeeping  entry,  not  a  fund 
represented  by  a  bank  account.  This  bookkeeping 
entry  is  under  the  charge  of  the  city  auditor  who 
has  the  duty  to  "keep  a  complete  set  of  books 
wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each 
specific  appropriation  and  each  amount  that  has 
been  expended  on  account  of  such  appropriation." 
C.B.C.  Title  6,  s.  1.  The  transfer,  if  made, 
therefore,  will  be  from  the  auditing  department  to 
the  assessing  department. 

Prior  to  the  submission  of  the  transfer  order 
presently  under  consideration  the  mayor  submitted 
two  other  transfer  orders  for  the  property  tax 
review  project  or  its  equivalent  and,  in  effect, 
acknowledged  that  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  council 
was  necessary  for  passage  by  stating  in  the 
proposed  order  that  it  was  under  the  authority  of 
St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  3B,  the  section  which  requires  a 
two-thirds   council  vote  for   transfers   of  money 
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already  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose.  Mr. 
Gleason  approved  the  orders  as  to  form.  See 
transfer  orders  of  September  15,  and  December  7, 
1977. 

Mr.  Gleason,  in  his  opinion  letter  of  January  27, 
1978,  attempts  to  make  the  point  that  St.  1909,  c. 
486,  s.  3B,  does  not  apply  because  the  194T 
amendment  eliminated  any  mention  of  the  reserve 
fund.  What  the  amendment  did  was  to  eliminate  a 
very  loose  restriction  on  transfers  of  the  reserve 
fund  (approval  of  auditor  and  mayor  required 
only)  and  •  substitute  much  stricter  and  tighter 
restrictions  on  transfers  of  appropriated  money 
generally.  The  reserve  fund  is  certainly  appro- 
priated money  and  falls  within  those  general 
restrictions.  Mr.  Gleason's  point  fails.  All  the 
statutes  involved  should  be  read  together  to 
attempt  to  arrive  at  a  general  legislative  policy. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Auditing  Department  that 
it  has  already  notified  the  Assessing  Department 
that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  involved  is 
available  to  be  spent. 

I  believe  that  the  remedy  here,  if  the  Council 
decides  to  challenge  the  effect  of  the  five-to-four 
vote,  would  be  a  ten  taxpayers  suit  under  G.  L.  C. 
40,  s.  53  asking  for  a  preliminary  injunctionand  a 
declaratory  judgment. 

C.F.C., 
On   motion   of  Coun.    LANGONE,   the  com- 
munication  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  the  City  Council 
authorize  its  special  counsel,  Charles  F.  Choate,  be

v.  Cameron  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  and  take 
whatever  legal  action  necessary. 

The  motion  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  that  Attorney  Choate 
be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  prepare  and  enter 
forthwith  a  suit  challenging  the  legitimacy  of 
transferring  funds  ($186,500)  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  Property  Equalization  Board. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  the  motion  be  carried.

Whereas,  The  figure  of  $16,000,  which  is  the 
maximum  earning  capacity  of  any  prospective 
applicant  in  the  Housing  Improvement  Plan,  is  not 
a  realistic  figure  with  today's  increased  costs  and

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  Com- 
mittee on  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Develop-

Couns.  LANGONE  and  SANSONE  offeredi  the 
following: 

Whereas,  Seventy-five  units  of  elderly  and 
handicapped  housing  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed on  the  former  site  of  the  St.  Mary's 
Church  on  Endicott  Street  in  the  North  End;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  constructed  similar 
type,  elderly  housing  in  the  North  End-Waterfront 
area;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  tenant-selection  process  there 
has  been  no  clearly  defined  criteria  as  to  the 
method  of  selection,  except  in  a  general  way, 
according  to  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
rules  as  applied  by  the  Housing  Authority  in  one 
case  and  the  Massachusetts  Housing  and  Finance 
Agency  in  other  cases;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  matter  of  the  selection  of 
tenants  for  the  100-unit,  elderly  housing  on  Fulton 
and  Commercial  Streets,  there  was  considerable 
controversy.  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  was 
allowed  to  select  the  tenants  on  the  basis  of  the 
date  of  the  application.  The  Boston  Housing 
Authority  certified  a  small  list  according  to  the 
date  of  the  application  of  the  prospective  tenant 
and  it  was  later  discovered  that  the  people  in 
charge  of  the  applications  had  mislaid  or  lost  a 
considerable  number  of  applications,  approxi- 
mately 350-400;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  next  project  that  was  built 
under  section  236  of  the  Federal  Housing  Act,  the 
applicants  were  chosen  on  the  basis  of  the  Federal 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  criteria,  which  is 
too  general  in  nature.  The  sponsor  of  this  order  has 
received  many  complaints  about  the  selection 
process  used  by  the  developer  in  that  case;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  this  resolution 
that  those  people  who  are  in  the  most  critical  need 
of  housing  in  the  North  End  among  the  eligible 
applicants  be  chosen  based  on:  (1)  income;  (2) 
substandard  housing,  such  as  inadequate  sanitary 
facilities,  code  violations,  absence  of  heating 
facilities;  (3)  age  of  applicant,  etc.;  and 

Whereas,  The  input  and  accountability  to  the 
North  End  community  should  be  greater  than  was 
the  case  in  previous  tenant  selections  in  other 
elderly  units;  therefore,  be  it 


Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  before 
which  is  an  application  for  approval  of  a  121 A 
corporation,  namely,  the  St.  Mary's  housing  group, 
to  set  down  the  following  provision: 

(a)  that  the  tenant-selection  process  should 
be  done  by  a  committee  made  up  of 
representative,  bona  fide,  North  End  residents; 

(b)  that  the  criteria  for  tenant  selection  be 
based  on  need,  such  as  age,  the  type  of  housing 
applicant  lives  in,  etc.; 

(c)  income  and  assets; 

(d)  date  of  application  of  applicant; 

(e)  existing  code  violations  in  applicant's 
present  housing  unit; 

(0  proper  verification  of  applicant's  income. 

Further,  That  the  developer  and  sponsoring 
organization  make  proper  disclosure  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of

will  not  approach  the  cost  of  the  project.  We  esti- 
mate that  renovation  of  the  structure  alone  will 
amount  to  over  $13,000,000.  To  that  must  be  added 
the  cost  of  adapting  and  operating  the  jail  in  the 
Middlesex  County  Court  House  in  Cambridge  and 
the  City  Prison  in  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House 
in  Boston  to  house  prisoners  who  would  be  dis- 
placed while  work  was  being  done  at  Charles 
Street. 

2.  Renovation  of  the  Charles  Street  facility 
solves  only  a  part  of  what  we  all  know  to  be  our 
larger  prison  problem.  Replacement  of  the  House 
of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  is  long  overdue. 
Conditions  there  have  often  been  described  as 
even  worse  than  Charles  Street.  If  the  facilities  at 
Deer  Island  and  Charles  Street  can  be  replaced  by 
a  new  joint  facility,  great  economies  can  be  ef- 
fected both  in  construction  and  in  operation. 
Location  of  such  a  facility  on  vacant  land,  now 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth  in  the  vicinity  of 
Leverett  Circle,  is  feasible.  No  one  would  be  dis- 
placed by  such  use  of  the  land.  The  city  would 
lose  no  present  tax  revenue.  And  no  residential 
neighbors  would  be  disturbed. 

3.  Constructing  a  joint  facility  would  enable 
the  city  to  receive  $15,000,000  through  a  federal 
grant  to  enable  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission to  purchase  the  site  of  the  present  House 
of  Correction  at  Deer  Island  for  enlargement  of 
its  sewage  treatment  plant.  These  funds,  when 
added  to  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  site,  would  reduce  the  cost  of  the  new 
joint  facility  below  what  the  city  would  have  to 
pay  to  renovate  Charles  Street  alone. 

Accordingly,  it  would  be  nothing  but  foolhardy 
to  proceed  as  you  propose. 

I  will,  nevertheless,  honor  your  request  that 
Public  Facilities  make  available  $15,000  for  cost 
analysis  of  the  Charles  Street  renovation  plan 
prepared  by  the  National  Clearinghouse  for  Crim- 
inal Justice  Planning  and  Architecture.

Report    of    the    Committee    on    Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development 
on 
Public    Housing    in    the    City    of    Boston 
It    is    the    observation    of    the    Committee    on 
Housing     and     Neighborhood     Development     that 
the   overwhelming   problems   currently    confronting 
the   Boston    Housing    Authority,    and   the    deplora- 
ble   conditions   in    most   of   its    developments    are 
the    direct    result    of    longstanding    neglect    and 
deterioration,   a   good   part  of  it   avoidable.   These 
unfortunate     conditions     have     been     allowed     to 
occur  for   a   number   of  reasons,   some   of  which 
include: 

(1)  the  lack  of  thoughtful  planning  when 
these  developments  were  built,  resulting  in  in- 
adequate heating  and  electrical  systems;  physi- 
cal isolation  from  nearby  commercial  centers 
and  neighborhood  services;  too-large  develop- 
ments, leading  to  unmanageability  and  the  lack 
of   a  sense  of  community. 

(2)  the  absence  of  a  well-developed  main- 
tenance process  and  the  financing  necessary  to 
prevent  minor  flaws  and  problems  from  blos- 
soming   into    major    rehabilitation    projects. 

(3)  The  unconscionable  policy  of  neglect 
by  a  city  administration  which  purports  to  be 
committed  to  neighborhood  revitalization  in  the 
City  of   Boston. 

(4)  the  historioal  administrative  incompe- 
tence and  insensitivity  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

(5)  the  failure  of  the  city  to  provide  neces- 
sary related  municipal  services,  such  as  ade- 
quate street  cleaning,  sewer  maintenance,  and 
police    protection. 

The  ills  and  problems  of  public  housing  in 
Boston  affect  not  only  the  65,000  tenants  who 
reside  there,  but  the  surrounding  neighborhoods 
as  well.  Additionally,  the  issues  in  public  housing 
are  related  to  larger  societal  problems  —  such 
as  crime  and  safety,  health,  and  unemployment 
—  and  should  be  viewed  in  this  broader  context. 

We  cannot  emphasize  enough  the  reality  of 
what  presently  exists  in  the  public  housing  de- 
velopments in  the  City  of  Boston.  We  met 
children  badly  burned  and  scarred  by  exposed 
heating  pipes;  saw  basements  where  human 
wastes  flow  openly  because  of  faulty  sewage 
systems;  saw  crumbling  walls  and  leaking  roofs 
because  of  physical  deterioration  allowed  to 
occur  over  the  years.  We  saw  the  hopelessness 
that  is  present  in  many  public  housing  tenants' — 
they  feel  forgotten  by  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority, the  city  administration,  by  their  neigh- 
bors, by  us  all. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  recognizes  the  critical  need  to  ap- 
propriate funds  to  upgrade  existing  conditions 
in  public  housing  developments  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston.  To  this  end,  we  respectfully 
recommend   that: 

(1)  10  percent  of  Year  IV  Community  De- 
velopment Block  Grant  monies  be  allocated 
for  physical  improvements  at  public  housing 
developments  throughout  the  City  of  Boston; 

(2)  10  percent  of  future  year  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  monies  be  allocated 
for  public  housing  needs; 


(3)  greater  city  service  and  funding  com- 
mitments must  be  made  to  the  neighborhoods 
adjacent  to  Boston's  public  housing  develop- 
ments; 

(4)  as  part  of  the  decentralized  maintenance 
plan,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  begin  to 
develop  a  resident-custodian  plan,  so  as  to 
ensure  optimal  accountability  and  sensitivity  to 
maintenance  needs  of  tenants; 

(5)  a  long-term  plan  for  the  management 
and  maintenance  of  public  housing  develop- 
ments be  instituted  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  to  prevent  further  deterioration  and 
upgrade    existing    conditions; 

(6)  that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  make 
available  adequate  funds  to  sustain  the  present 
operating  levels  of  the  vacancy  maintenance 
crews. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  recognizes  that  this  10  percent 
C.D.B.G.  figure,  or  approximately  $2.5  million 
dollars,  will  be  barely  enough  to  even  begin  to 
address  the  overwhelming  physical  improvement 
needs  faced  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.  It 
is  our  hope,  however,  that  this  allocation  will  be 
matched  by  other  city,  state,  and  federal  funds,  so 
that  the  task  of  bringing  Boston  public  housing 
developments  up  to  health  and  safety  standards 
will  be  accomplished  over  the   next  three  years. 

We  beleive  that  decent,  affordable,  and  safe 
housing  should  be  a  right,  not  a  privilege. 
In  addressing  the  maintenance  and  physical  im- 
provement needs  at  Boston  Housing  Authority 
developments,  we  are  addressing  the  issue  of  up- 
grading the  quality  of  everyday  life  there.  We 
cannot  condone  the  acceptance  of  a  lower  stand- 
ard of  living  for  our  neighbors  in  public  hous- 
ing. Public  housing  oannot  and  must  not  be 
viewed  as  a  "last  resort,"  for  if  this  view  prevails, 
we  condemn  public  housing  tenants  to  continued 
neglect    and    unsanitary,    unsafe    conditions. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  would  like  to  reiterate  its  commit- 
ment to  public  housing  tenants  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  pledges  to  continue  its  tours  of 
public  housing  developments  throughout  the-  city. 
It  is  our  hope  that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
will  be  more  responsive  to  tenant  needs  and  pri- 
orities, and  that  the  B.H.A.  and  the  Committee 
on  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Development  can 
work  cooperatively  to  achieve  mutually  held 
goals.

Whereas,  If  an  injunction  is  obtained  restrain- 
ing the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  from  acting  on  this  applica- 
tion, within  which  they  have  seventy-five  dis- 
tricts to  review  under  CDBG,  there  is  a  distinct 
possibility  this  money,  which  has  to  be  distribu- 
ted all  over  the  country,  that  Boston  might  not

Whereas,  This  could  cause  a  great  hardship 
not  only  to  tenants  of  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority, but  other  agencies  such  as  health  care 
and  social  service  agencies  who  receive  funds

ORDINANCE  REVISING  THE  SALARY 
SCHEDULE  OF  CERTAIN  MUNICIPAL 
OFFICERS 


The   following    was    received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

April    18,    1978. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear   Councillors: 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  department  heads  have  not  had  a  salary 
increase  since  January  1,  1974,  and  I  urge  you 
to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  ordinances 
to  give  them  such  an  increase. 

We  intend  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  about  300  career  managers  who  are 
in  the  Civil  Service  system,  but  who  have  been 
excluded  from  the  unions  and  have  not  had  a 
raise   in   pay  since   January    1,   1975. 

This    process    of    salary    review    is    in    keeping 
with  Ordinance  5:105   which  says: 
".  .  .  the    Mayor    shall     consider    the    salaries 
paid    equivalent   offices    by    comparable    govern- 
mental units  elsewhere  in  the  Unted  States  and 
the   salary   necessary   to    attract  or   retain   com- 
petent individuals   in   the   city's   service." 
The    top    managerial    positions    of    the    City    of 
Boston    are    fixed    within    categories    which    have 
not  been  revised   since   1974.   Based  on   this  fact, 
the    city's    capacity    to    compete    for    talent    with 
similar   levels  of  government   is   rapidly   diminish- 
ing. 

It  is  a  fallacy  too  often  accepted  without  ex- 
amination that  the  talent  available  at  the  state 
or  federal  level  should  be  of  higher  quality  than 
that   available  to  a   Mayor. 

This  should  be  finally  rejected.  The  problems 
and  challenges  at  the  city  level  today,  demand 
the  attention  and  effort  of  the  best  people  that 
can  be  found,  and  a  Mayor  should  be  able  to 
offer  salaries  that  are  competitive  with  those  of- 
fered by  the  state  or  federal  government. 

This  has  not  been  the  case  in  recent  years 
and  we  have  had  a  constant  exodus  of  key  people 
who  have  left  us  for  higher-paying  positions  at 
other  levels  of  government  or  in  the  private 
sector. 

Also,  we  have  been  unable  in  several  instances 
to  hire  the  people  we  wanted  because  of  our  in- 
adequate   salary    structure. 

Another  truth,  which  is  never  recognized  by  peo- 
ple who  think  small,  is  the  fact  that  the  best  money 
we  spend  out  of  our  600-million-dollar  budget  is 
for  good  executives.  A  good  executive  can  earn  his 


annual  salary  a  hundred  times  over  in  money  he 
saves  or  earns  for  the  city. 

This  could  be  by  reducing  costs  through  person- 
nel reductions  or  more  efficient  systems,  by  increas- 
ing revenues  for  the  city,  by  eliminating  waste,  by 
competing  imaginatively  for  federal  grants,  by  hard 
bargaining  with  labor  unions,  by  better  collection 
of  taxes,  by  maximizing  our  share  of  local  aid  from 
the  state,  and  by  many  more  initiatives  which  go 
beyond  the  ordinary  call  of  duty. 

Mediocre  talent  in  high-level  positions  can  be 
purchased  for  low  salaries,  but  the  price  we  would 
pay  would  be  very  great.  Human  talent  is  our  best 
buy! 

In  order,  then,  to  reestablish  a  viable  and  com- 
petitive position,  it  is  essential  that  the  categories 
of  Ordinance  5:105  be  upgraded. 

I  am  appending  data  which  indicates  a  compari- 
son of  salary  structures  with  identifiable  United 
States  city  governments  of  which  Boston  is  32  per- 
cent less  than  the  median  salary.  Additional  data  to 
support  my  request  is  the  cost-of-living  index  which 
indicates  as  of  August,  1977,  an  increase  of  86  per- 
cent since  January,  1967;  thus  Boston  is  indicated 
as  having  the  highest  cost-of-living  rate  of  any 
major  city  in  the  continental  United  States. 

In  view  of  all  the  considerations  which  I  have 
enumerated,   I   urge  favorable   action   on   the  pro- 
posed revision  of  Ordinance  5:105.

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  5,  section  105,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
the  second,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  paragraphs 
thereof  and  substituing  the  following  four  para- 
graphs: 

Category  I  shall  include:  the  director  of  ad- 
ministrative services,  who  shall  receive  as  salary 
not  less  than  forty-five  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Category  II  shall  include:  the  commissioner  of 
assessing,  the  corporation  counsel,  the  fire  com- 
missioner, the  police  commissioner,  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works,  who  shall  receive  as 
salary  not  less  than  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  III  shall  include:  the  deputy  director 
of  administrative  services  for  fiscal  affairs,  the 
supervisor  of  budgets,  the  supervisor  of  labor 
relations,  the  supervisor  of  personnel,  the  pur- 
chasing agent,  the  city  auditor,  the  building  com- 
missioner, the  city  clerk,  the  collector-treasurer, 
the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection,  the 
commissioner  of  parks  and  recreation,  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  the  commissioner  of 
real  property,  and  the  commissioner  of  traffic 
and  parking,  who  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
than  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Category  IV  shall  include:  the  two  associate 
commissioners  of  assessing,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  election  commissioners,  the  assistant 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection,  the  two  as- 
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sistant  commissioners  in  the  parks  and  recreation 
department,  the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property,  the  commissioner  of  affairs  of  the  el- 
derly, and  the  veterans'  benefits  and  services 
commissioner,  who  shall  receive  as  salary  not 
than  twenty  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
thirty  thousand  dollars.

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  Coun.  TIERNEY,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  There  have  been  inequities  in  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Public  Welfare  system  re- 
garding institutionalized  persons  for  many  years; 
and 

Whereas,  Such  inequities  have  brought  undue 
hardships  to  noninstitutionalized  spouses  for  many 
years;  and 

Whereas,  Under  existing  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  rules,  all  of  the  Medicaid 
nursing  home  resident's  Social  Security  checks  go 
to  the  nursing  homes  for  attachable  resources;  and 

Whereas,  The  dependent  wife  is  then  left  with 
only  one-third  of  the  average  combined  Social  Se- 
curity check  to  survive;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  latest  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  Department  figures,  based  on  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  show  that  the  aver- 
age retired  Social  Security  couple  receives  a  $400 
allotment;  and 

Whereas,  The  average  dependent  wife's  portion  is 
only  one-third,  or  $133,  and  places  an  undue  hard- 
ship on  the  noninstitutionalized  spouse  in  making 
everyday  ends  meet;  and 
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Whereas,  Only  if  the  woman  becomes  a  widow 
does  the  monthly  allotment  increase  to  $266,  and 
this  is  an  example  of  the  blatant  inequities  such  a 
woman  faces  when  a  spouse  is  institutionalized; 
that  she  receives  less  money  while  he  is  alive,  al- 
though   legally    institutionalized;    and 

Whereas,  There  is  legislation  currently  pending, 
House  Bill  2008,  submitted  by  Representative 
Michael  Paul  Feeney  on  petition  of  Boston  City 
Councillor  Joseph  M.  Tierney,  which  is  "An  Act 
Protecting  the  Assets  of  Noninstitutionalized  Per- 
sons," and  would  correct  the  inequities  being  faced 
by  the  noninstitutionalized  spouse  in  making  ends 
meet;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill,  if  enacted,  would  remit  the 
average  two-thirds  combined  accurement,  as  cited 
by  HEW  figures,  to  noninstitutionalized  spouses, 
thereby  making  their  monthly  allotment  a  more 
reasonable  and  livable  $266;  and 

Whereas,  This  change  will  represent  little  or  no 
increase  to  the  taxpayers  of  Massachusetts  since 
it's  a  reallocation  of  existing  welfare  funds  and  the 
major  portion  of  any  benefits  now  accruing  to  the 
wife  stem  from  existing  federal  funds;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet- 
ing assembled,  does  hereby  support  House  Bill  2008 
and  urges  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Great 
and  General  Court  to  enact  this  legislation  in  the 
best  interest  of  thousands  of  Social  Security  re- 
cipients who  are  Medicaid  nursing  home  residents 
and  their  dependent  spouses.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 

RE  REORGANIZATION  OF  BOSTON  SCHOOL 

DEPARTMENT 


Coun.  DiCARA,  at  the  request  of  the  president 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
■the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  ( 1 )  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  1,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  150  of 
the  Acts  of  1972,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  elect 
and  contract  with  a  superintendent  of  schools.  The 
term  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  four  years, 
except  that  the  term  of  the  superintendent  elected 
in  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  shall  com- 
mence on  September  1,  1978,  and  expire  on  June 
30,  1982.  Said  school  committee  shall  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  superintendent  and  may  remove 
him  at  its  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
superintendent  shall  be  filled  by  the  school  com- 
mittee for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
school  committee. 

No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
school  committee  unless  such  person  shall  have 
been  nominated  for  such  election  or  appointment 
by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  preceding  provision  of  this  paragraph 
shall  not  apply,  and  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  have  no  power  of  nomination,  in  the  case  of 
an  election  or  appointment  of  a  chairman,  secre- 
tary, or  treasurer  of  the  school  committee  or  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools  or  of  a  person  to  serve 
on  the  board  of  commissioners  of  school  buildings, 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  teachers  retirement 
fund,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  permanent 
school  pension  fund. 
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Section  2.  Said  chapter  231  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  1A,  as  most  re- 
cently amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  150  of  the 
Acts  of  1972,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  1A  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last 
paragraph  of  section  1,  said  school  committee  shall 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  elect  a  deputy 
suprintendent  for  management  operations  and  a 
deputy  superintendent  for  academic  operations.  The 
term  of  said  deputy  superintendents  shall  be  four 
years,  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  such  year,  ex- 
cept that  the  terms  of  the  deputy  superintendents 
elected  in  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  shall 
commence  on  September  1,  1978,  and  expire  on 
June  30,  1982.  The  superintendent  may  remove 
said  deputy  superintendents,  or  each  of  them,  at 
his  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  in  said  offices  shall  be 
filled  by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  compensation  of  said  officers  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  school  committee. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  paragraph 
of  section  1,  said  school  committee  may  elect  up  to 
five  senior  management  officers,  each  of  whom  shall 
serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  superintendent.  The 
compensation  of  said  officers  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
school  committee. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  31  and  of  chapter  71, 
section  38G  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  apply 
to  the  deputy  superintendent  for  management  oper- 
ations elected  pursuant  to  the  first  paragraph  of 
this  section. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  paragraph 
of  seotion  1,  the  School  Committee  shall  also  elect 
a  chief  structural  engineer,  a  senior  structural  en- 
gineer, and  not  more  than  three  structural  engi- 
neers, who  shall  severally  hold  office  until  removed 
by  the  school  committee.  The  chief  structural 
engineer  shall  constitute  the  awarding  authority 
within  the  meaning  of  sections  44A  to  44L,  inclu- 
sive, of  chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  with  re- 
spect to  contracts  for  the  alteration  or  repair  of 
public  school  buildings.  At  such  times  as  the  chief 
structural  engineer  is  absent  or  unable  from  any 
cause  to  perform  his  duties  or  as  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  chief  structural  engineer,  the  senior 
structural  engineer,  or  in  the  case  of  his  absence 
of  disability  or  of  a  vacancy  in  such  office  such 
structural  engineer  as  the  school  committee  shall 
from  time  to  time  designate,  shall  act  as  chief 
structural  engineer.  Said  school  committee  shall  fix 
the  compensation  of  persons  elected  under  this 
paragraph,  and  may  remove  them,  or  any  of  them, 
for  cause. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  assign  to 
each  person  elected  under  this  section  such  duties 
as  he  may  see  fit.

231  of  the  acts  of  1906  when  this  act  takes  effect 
shall  serve  until  August  31,  1978. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

not  less  than  seventeen  thousand  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 
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5.  The  librarian  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less

APPROPRIATION  OF  $794,670  FOR  THE 
OFFICE  OF  PROPERTY  EQUALIZATION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

April  25,  1978. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  an  order  appropriating  $794,670  to  the 
Office  of  Property  Equalization  for  the  fiscal  year 
1979.  The  funds  are  necessary  to  allow  the  city 
rather  than  a  court  to  continue  to  control  the 
process  of  bringing  its  assessing  practices  into 
compliance  with  constitutional  requirements. 

To  this  end,  the  Office  of  Property  equalization 
will  design  a  real  estate  and  personal  property 
assessment  system  utilizing  the  latest  techniques 
available  to  produce  equalized  assessments  between 
all  classes  of  property.  The  system  will  not  only  be 
capable  of  updating  current  assessments,  but  will 
also  have  the  flexibility  for  producing  continuing 
annual  equalized  assessments.  The  Office  of 
Property  Equalization  will  also  design  a  new  set  of 
maps  allowing  for  annual  updating  of  parcel 
changes.  The  tax  maps  currently  in  use  are  more 
than  fifty  years  old. 

To  date,  the  Office  of  Property  Equalization 
has  assembled  a  professional  staff  and  has  engaged 
the  services  of  a  mass  appraisal  specialist  to 
produce  a  descriptive  users  manual,  which  will 
define  the  proposed  equalization  system,  and 
contain  complete  instructions  for  implementation 
and  for  interfacing  with  existing  city  systems. 

I  cannot  exaggerate  the  importance  of  your 
speedy  approval  of  this  recommendation.  Judge 
Samuel  Adams,  before  whom  are  pending  two 
cases  questioning  the  validity  of  the  city's 
assessment  practices,  has  indicated  that  if  the  city 
does  not  continue  the  process  of  reviewing  its 
assessment  practices,  he  would  consider  enjoining 
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the  collection  of  taxes  this  spring.  Such  an  order 
would  mean  that  the  city  would  cease  to  function. 
I,  therefore,  urge  your  early  adoption  of  this 
order.

TRAFFIC  AND  PARKING  COMMISSION  TO 
ADDRESS  PROBLEMS  OF  DOWNTOWN 
WATERFRONT  AREA 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  For  several  years  various  committees 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Council  itself  have 
attempted  to  resolve  the  serious  parking  and  traffic 
problem  in  the  Downtown  Waterfront-Quincy 
Market-State  Street  area;  and 

Whereas,  Each  time  that  this  effort  was  made, 
particularly  last  year  in  1977,  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  attempted  to  create  a  special  traffic  and 
parking  zone  in  the  Downtown  Waterfront-State 
Street  and  financial  area-North  Station-Quincy 
Market  area  and  this  was  voted  on  by  the 
Executive  Department  because  they  felt  the  City 
Council  did  not  have  this  power  to  create  a  special 
traffic  zone;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  suggested  that  a  Council  order 
could  accomplish  the  same  thing  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission;  and 

.  Whereas,  The  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  have  done  little  or  nothing  to  solve 
this  problem  and  there  are  many,  many  complaints 
being  raised  now  because  the  Quincy  Market  is 
attracting  about  three  million  more  people  a  year 
than  would  normally  come  into  the  area,  as  well  as 
the  every  day  commuter  who  patronizes  this  great 
fast  food  center;  and 

Whereas,  The  sponsor  of  this  motion  is  again 
attempting  to  have  a  viable  and  workable  traffic 
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plan  set  up  for  this  area;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  once 
again  ask  the  Mayor  to  order  the  Boston  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  to  address  itself  on  the 
problems  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  Downtown 
Waterfront-Quincy  Market-North  Station-State 
Street  and  Atlantic  Avenue  area  to  create  a  special 
traffic  zone  which  would  provide  relief  as  follows: 

1.  Replacing  all  the  existing  signs  after  a  proper 
survey  of  the  streets  in  this  area  to  permit  parking 
after  six  o'clock,  provided,  however,  that 

(i)  there  is  no  double  parking; 

(ii.)  no  parking  in  front  of  hydrants; 

(iii.)  no  parking  permitted  which  would 
prevent  the  public  safety  vehicles  from  traveling 
through  a  street,  such  as  the  police,  fire,  and 
ambulances; 

2.  Provide  for  late  night  parking  in  various  lots 
and  garages  within  that  area; 

3.  Provide  a  shuttle  service  on  a  continuous 
basis  through  the  area  from  the  garages  and  parking 
lots  until  the  late  evening  hours; 

4.  Permit  residential  parking  on  those  streets 
where  residents  are  located  through  a  system  of 
special  decal  parking  of  bona  fide  residents  of  that 
street; 

5.  Allow  parking  in  the  financial  district  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays,  where  possible,  and  if  the 
public  safety  is  not  endangered,  and  in  similar 
districts; 

6.  Reroute  traffic  where  necessary  to  provide 
for  a  better  flow  of  traffic  and  better  system  of 
one-way  streets; 

7.  Finally,  no  parking  within  20  feet  of  a 
corner  and  paint  the  curb  to  indicate  that,  and  a 
proper  sign  so  that  public  safety  vehicles  can 
respond  to  emergencies; 

Further,  That  a  public  hearing  be  held  on  this 
matter  by  the  Boston  City  Council  as  soon  as 
possible  and  request  the  attendance  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  the  Fire  Commissioner,  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  and  Hospitals,  Real  Property 
Commissioner,  Law  Department,  and  the  general 
public. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 


PUBLIC  HEARING  RE  HARBOR  POLLUTION 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  in  1977,  in 
conjunction  with  the  local  North  End  Waterfront 
groups  and  Boston  Harbor  Associates,  held  several 
public  hearings  at  which  they  discussed  harbor 
pollution  along  the  waterfront  and  at  which  the 
MDC,  Boston  redevelopment  Authority,  City  of 
Boston  Public  Works,  and  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  participated  to  initiate  steps  to 
prevent  sewerage  disposal  in  the  Boston  Harbor; 
and 

Whereas,  Various  recommendations  were  made 
relative  to  the  dumping  of  sewerage  in  the  harbor, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  Lewis,  Commercial, 
Long  Union,  and  Battery  Wharves  and  the  Coast 
Guard  Base  at  the  foot  of  Hanover  Street;  and 


Whereas,  The  City  Council  is  interested  in 
determining  whether  or  not  these  measures  are 
being  taken  to  continue  this  drive  to  clean  up  the 
harbor  by  the  prevention  of  sewerage  disposal  from 
the  City  of  Boston  sewerage  system;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  filed  an  application  last  year  for  funds  to 
continue  replacement  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue 
sewer  and  storm  drain  lines  and  said  application 
has  been  disapproved  by  the  federal  government; 
and 

Whereas,  This  open  sewerage  disposal,  particu- 
larly with  the  coming  hot  summer  months,  will 
present  a  grave  problem  to  the  people  living  in  the 
area,  as  well  as  health  and  other  hazards  to  the 
residents  of  the  area;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
convene  a  public  hearing  of  all  the  public  agencies 
concerned  as  well  as  the  federal  Environment 
Protection  Agency  to  determine  what  steps  are 
being  taken  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  this 
serious  problem  of  open  sewerage  disposal  in  the 
areas  mentioned  above  and  what  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  acquisition  of  federal  and  other  funds 
to  alleviate  this  situation;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  invite 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  Division  of  Water- 
ways, the  Federal  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  of  the  United  States  Government,  City  of 
Boston  Departments  of  Public  Works,  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
as  well  as  the  Boston  Harbor  Associates  and  other 
public  groups  involved  in  the  protection  of  the 
Boston  Harbor  from  pollution;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  said  public  hearing  be  held  in 
the  evening  so  that  the  public  may  participate.

On  February  6,  1978,  I  met  the  formal 
requirements  of  laws  by  submitting  to  you  a 
budget  which  represented  approximately  one-half 
year's  funding  for  the  City,  County  and  Income 
Departments.  Since  that  time  you  have  rejected, 
without  prejudice,  that  budget. 


I  am  today  submitting  in  detail  the  budget  for 
fiscal  1979  for  the  City,  County,  and  Income 
Departments.  This  is  a  budget  which  I  trust  will  be 
sufficient  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  respective 
departments. 

The  requests  from  the  departments  amounted 
to  $377,536,594  (City,  $337,347,919,  and  Coun- 
ty, $40,188,675)  which  we  have  reduced  to 
$342,878,506  (City,  $307,506,288,  and  County, 
$35,372,218)  through  the  efforts  of  the  Budget 
Division. 

The  budget  submitted  today  for  the  city 
amounts  to  only  $278,911,618  (previously  sub- 
mittedswas  the  budget  in  the  amount  of  $794,670 
for  the  Property  Tax  Review)  but  at  some 
subsequent  time  it  will  be  increased  by 
$21,300,000  from  General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
and  $6,500,000  from  countercyclical,  anti-reces- 
sion funds  making  the  final  total  for  the  city 
$307,506,288. 

What  I  am  submitting  herewith  I  believe  to  be  a 
good  budget  and  I  recommend  adoption  of  this 
appropriation  and  tax  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE 
SBOSTON  350  COMMISSION 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
S  City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
An     Ordinance     Establishing     the     Boston     350 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1:  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Boston  350  Commission,  consisting 
of  nine  members:  the  Park  Commissioner,  the 
Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex 
officio,  and  five  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  from  such  corporations,  commissions,  and 
organizations  as  the  following:  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission,  the  Bostonian  Society,  the 
Freedom  Trail  Commission,  the  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  New  England  Histor- 
ical Seaport,  Inc.,  and  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society.  In  addition,  the  Mayor  will  appoint  one 
commissioner  from  the  public  at  large.  Commis- 
sioners appointed  hereunder  shall  serve  coter- 
minous with  the  Mayor.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  Boston  350  Commissioner  shall  be  filled  in 
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like  manner  as  the  original  appointment.  The 
commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
and  are  hereby  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint  one  of  the  commissioners  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice-chairman. 

Section  2:  The  Commission  shall  act  as  the  sole 
and  exclusive  agent  of  the  city  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  events  and  public  improvements 
commemorating  the  350th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  City  of  Boston  provided,  however, 
the  commission  may  permit  another  board,  office, 
or  department  of  the  city  to  undertake  such  a 
work  providing  the  commission  is  satisfied  such 
undertaking  is  complementary  to  the  city's 
celebration  of  its  350th  anniversary.  No  board, 
office,  or  department  shall  apply  for  any  gift, 
grant,  or  loan,  nor  shall  any  such  agency  expend 
any  public  monies  to  celebrate  the  350th 
anniversary  except  with  the  specific  approval  of 
the  commission. 

Section  3:  The  commission  may  employ  an 
executive  secretary  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed 
$30,000  per  annum;  this  salary  shall  be  in  full  for 
all  services  rendered  to  the  city.  In  addition,  the 
commission  may  employ  as  many  employees  as  it 
may  from  time  to  time  determine  necessary, 
provided  that  no  such  employee  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  in  excess  of  that  regularly  paid  to  other  city 
employees  with  commensurate  duties. 

Section  4:  The  provisions  of  section  3  of 
chapter  1  of  the  revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same. 

Section  5:  The  activities  of  this  commission 
shall  not  interfere  with  those  of  any  similarly 
established  commission,  board,  or  committee 
established  for  the  observance  of  the  350th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester. 

Section  6:  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage  and  shall  expire  on  September  1, 
1981,  unless  sooner  repealed.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  A  SPECIAL  ADVIS- 
ORY BOARD  ON  MUNICIPAL  COMPEN- 
SATION IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 


Couns.    SANSONE,    FLYNN,     DiCARA    and 
CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Special  Advisory  Board 
on  Municipal  Compensation  in  the  City  of  Boston. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  Public  office  is  a  trust  delegated  by  the 
people  to  their  public  officials  in  order  to  insure 
and  promote  the  public  good;  and 

Whereas,  Public  confidence  in  elected  officials 
must  be  maintained  in  order  to  insure  the  promo- 
tion of  the  common  good;  and 

Whereas,  Any  financial  interest  which  would 
create  or  appear  to  create  a  conflict  of  interest  in 
the  discharge  of  public  duties  would  impair  public 
trust  and  confidence  in  municipal  officials;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  interest  of  promoting  sound, 
fiscal  policy  as  it  relates  to  the  compensation  of 
municipal  officials,  it  is  desirable  to  consult  and 
seek  the  advice  of  the  general  public  so  as  to  insure 
impartiality,  equity,  and  merit; 

Therefore,  Toward  the  end  of  maintaining  con- 
fidence in  public  officials  and  checking  any  possi- 
ble conflict  of  interest  in  which  they  might  be  in- 
volved, the  following  ordinance  is  enacted  to  estab- 
lish a  special  advisory  board  on  municipal  com- 
pensation in  the  city  in  order  to  study  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  the  mayor,  and  the  city  council 
and  staff,  and  all  other  salaries  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  Title  5,  section 
105,  the  following  section: 

Section  105A:  Special  Advisory  Board  on  Muni- 
cipal Compensation 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  a  board 
to  be  called  the  Special  Advisory  Board  on  Muni- 
cipal Compensation  consisting  of  seven  members 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  Mem- 
bership on  the  board  shall  be  restricted  to  residents 
of  the  city  and  a  member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resi- 
dent of  the  city  shall  be  removed  by  operation  of 
law  upon  the  date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence. 
No  member  shall  be  a  compensated  employee  of 
the  city,  except  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion or  designated  substitute.  No  elected  official 
shall  serve  on  this  board. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  One 
member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston  Muni- 
cipal Research  Bureau  or  designated  substitute.  One 
member  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  One  member  shall  be  ex- 
perienced in  setting  salary  schedules  and  in  salary 
administration  for  management-level  employees. 
One  member  shall  be  a  representative  of  an  estab- 
lished citizen-consumer  advocacy  group;  and  one 
member  shall  have  no  particular  affiliation.  From 
time  to  time  the  board  will  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairperson  and  another  as  vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  July,  1978,  two  for  two  years  from 
said  date,  two  for  three  years  from  said  date,  and 
two  for  four  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such  member  of 
any  subsequent  member,  his  or  her  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
member,  his  or  her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in 
like  manner  within  eight  weeks  to  serve  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  .  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 
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Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  expenses 
of  the  Mayor,  the  city  council  members  and  staff, 
and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordinance.  On  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
the  board  shall  report  recommendations,  if  any,  of 
adjustments  of  salaries  and  expenses  to  the  mayor 
and  to  the  city  council  for  their  consideration. 
These  recommendations  shall  include  a  current 
assessment  and  evaluation  of  these  figures  as  they 
relate  to  other  municipalities  of  a  similar  size  and 
their  compensation  patterns  for  employees  not 
covered  by  collective  bargaining. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  752  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the  same. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordin- 
ances.

Section  1.  The  third  paragraph  of  section  4  of 
said  chapter  436  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
second  sentence  thereof. 

Section  2.  Section  7  of  said  chapter  436  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  third  paragraph  of 
subsection  (a),  and  by  redesignating  subsection  (e) 
as  subsection  (f),  and  by  redesignating  subsection 
(f)  as  subsection  (g),  and  by  adding  a  new  sub- 
section (e)  to  read  as  follows: 

(e)  Annually,  the  commission  shall  prepare  a 

proposed    schedule    of    fees,    rates,    and    other 

charges  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  a  pro- 


posed capital  improvement  program  for  the 
three,  succeeding,  fiscal  years.  The  proposed 
schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  other  charges  shall 
indicate  the  increases,  decreases,  or  other 
changes  shall  indicate  the  increases,  decreases, 
or  other  changes,  if  any,  from  the  schedule  then 
in  effect,  together  with  supporting  documentation 
for  any  such  increases,  decreases,  or  other 
changes.  The  proposed  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram shall  include  a  description  of  the  proposed 
projects  of  the  commission  during  the  period 
covered  thereby,  an  estimate  of  the  costs  to  be 
incurred  on  such  projects,  the  financing  of  such 
costs,  and  an  estimate  of  the  effect,  if  any,  that 
such  costs  will  have  on  the  then  existing  fees, 
rates,  and  other  charges  of  the  commission. 

On  or  before  November  15  of  each  year  the 
commission  shall  give  notice  of  a  public  hearing 
to  be  held  on  the  proposed  schedule  of  fees, 
rates,  and  other  charges  and  the  proposed  cap- 
ital improvement  program.  Such  notice  shall  be 
published  at  least  once  per  week  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
city-wide  circulation  and  shall  set  forth  the  pro- 
posed schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  charges  and 
state  the  location  or  locations  where  a  descrip- 
tion of  such  proposed  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram and  supporting  documentation  for  such 
proposed  schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  charges 
may  be  examined.  A  copy  of  such  proposed 
schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  other  charges  and 
such  suporting  documentation  and  such  descrip- 
tion of  the  proposed  capital  improvement  pro- 
gram shall  be  delivered  to  the  mayor  and  city 
council  on  or  before  November  15  of  each  year. 
Such  public  hearing  shall  be  conducted  pursuant 
to  section  2  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
and  such  rules  of  procedure  as  the  commission 
may  promulgate.  After  such  public  hearing  the 
commission  shall  promulgate  a  schedule  of 
rates,  fees,  and  charges  for  the  succeeding  fiscal 
year  which  schedule  shall  become  effective  on 
January  first  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  for 
all  services  and  commodities  supplied  by  the 
commission  thereafter. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  436  is  amended  by  in- 
serting after  section  6  the  following  section: 

Section  6A.  Any  member,  officer,  or  employee 
of  the  commission,  or  any  former  member,  of- 
ficer, or  employee  of  the  commission,  and  the 
heirs,  assigns,  and  personal  representations  of 
each  of  them,  shall  be  indemnified  by  the  com- 
mission against  (i)  all  costs  and  expenses,  in- 
cluding fees  and  disbursements  of  counsel,  rea- 
sonably incurred  by  him  or  them  in  connection 
with  or  arising  out  of  any  action,  suit,  or  pro- 
ceeding, civil,  criminal,  administrative,  or  investi- 
gative, in  which  he  or  they  may  be  involved,  or 
incurred  in  anticipation  of  any  such  action,  suit, 
or  proceeding,  by  reason  of  his  being  or  having 
been  a  member,  officer,  or  employee  of  the 
commission;  and  (ii)  the  cost  of  any  judgments, 
awards,  or  fines  imposed  in  any  such  action, 
suit,  or  proceeding  or  the  cost  of  reasonable 
settlements  made  with  a  view  to  curtailment  of 
costs  of  litigation.  Such  payments  shall  be  made 
by  the  commission  as  costs  or  expenses  are  in- 
curred by  or  become  due  from  such  person, 
whether  before  or  after  the  institution  or  con- 
clusion of  any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding, 
unless  the  commission  determines  that  it  is  prob- 
able belief  that  is  action  was  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  commission. 
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The  commission  shall  not  indemnify  any  such 
person  with  respect  to  any  matter  as  to  which  he 
shall  be  found  in  any  such  action,  suit,  or  pro- 
ceeding not  to  have  acted  in  good  faith  and  in 
the  reasonable  belief  that  his  action  was  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  commission,  or  for  any 
costs  or  expenses  covered  by  insurance,  and  such 
person  shall  reimburse  the  commission  for  any 
amounts  received  from  it  for  costs  and  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  any  such  action, 
suit,  or  proceeding.

OF  THE  HANDICAPPED 


Couns.  CONNOLLY  and  SANSONE  offered  the 
following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Commission  on  Af- 
fairs of  the  Handicapped. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city 
a  board  to  be  called  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of 
the  Handicapped  consisting  of  nine  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the  City  Council.  Each  member  of  the  board 
must  be  physically  handicapped  or  possess  demon- 
strated professional  experience  specializing  in  the 
treatment  or  care  of  the  physically  handicapped. 

All  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the  board 
shall  be  elected  by  the  board  by  a  majority  vote. 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  to  serve 
for  four  years,  coterminous  with  the  Mayor. 

Section  2.  The  Commissioner  on  Affairs  of  the 
Handicapped    shall    coordinate    the    work    of    all 
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public  and  private  agencies  dealing  with  the  needs 
and  problems  of  the  physically  handicapped;  may 
conduct  either  independently,  or  in  conjunction 
with  any  appropriate  agency,  such  programs  relat- 
ing to  the  needs  of  the  physically  handicapped  as 
the  commission  deems  necessary;  and  may  at  any 
time  propose  new  programs  for  the  city  and  request 
proper  financing  for  such  programs  as  the  com- 
mission deems  necessary  and  feasible;  and  shall 
request  appointments  of  an  executive  director  nom- 
inated by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board  to  assist 
the  board  in  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  shall 
request  additional  staff  to  assist  the  executive  direc- 
tor in  the  conduct  of  business.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
HUMAN  SERVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  1)  creating 
the  Department  of  the  Elderly  —  recommending 
that  the  ordinance  be  passed  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

The  Committee  on  Human  Services  held  a  public 
hearing  on  April  13,  1978,  concerning  Docket 
3419,  which  would  provide  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Elderly  Affairs  be  over  sixty  years  old. 

At  the  meeting  there  was  opposition  to  this 
change  in  the  ordinance  because  the  witnesses, 
most  of  them  from  the  Elderly  Advisory 
Committee,  felt  they  wanted  to  maintain  in  the 
status  quo,  namely,  they  were  satisfied  with  the 
existing  set  up. 

However,  at  the  meeting  it  was  discovered  that 
the  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  which 
had  been  set  up  back  in  1970,  had  not  met 
regularly  and  had  not  been  consulted  on  the  affairs 
of  the  elderly  Advisory  Board  at  their  monthly 
meeting,  it  was  decided  that  we  would  expand  the 
Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  to  fifteen 
members  and  increase  the  power  of  the  Board  of 
the  Elderly  Commission;  namely,  that  they  would 
make  recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Elderly  Affairs,  but  in  the  event  the  commissioner 
rejected  their  recommendations,  they  could  over- 
ride the  Commissioner's  objections  by  a  vote  of  at 
least  twelve  members  of  the  Commission. 

Your  Committee  similarly  believed  taht  the 
Elderly  Advisory  Committee  which  has  been 
serving  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  should  be 
reconstituted  and  continued  as  an  advisory  group 
giving  representation  to  every  senior  citizen  group 
in  this  city.  They  would  hold  monthly  meetings. 
Also,  they  would  be  allowed  incidental  expenses, 
such  as  mailing,  stationery,  supplies,  and  other 
minor  expenses.  In  addition,  one  of  the  Board 
members  would  act  as  liaison  with  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  attend  all  their  Board 
meetings  and  be  empowered  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  Boston  Housing  concerning  senior 
citizen  housing.  This  Board  member  shall  be  a 
person  experienced  and  knowledgeable  about 
senior  citizen  housing  who  would  either  live  in 
senior  citizen  housing  or  federally  or  state  financed 
public  housing. 

The  whole  purpose  of  this  revised  ordinance  is 
to  give  the  senior  citizens  of  this  city  a  greater 
voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  elderly  and  to  enable 
them  to  have  input  into  the  programs  which  are 
designed  to  help  senior  citizens.  One  of  the  greatest 
problems  is  elderly  housing  programs  in  this  city. 


There  are  many  elderly  living  in  senior  citizen 
housing  and  public  housing,  which  are  substandard. 
There  is  a  lack  of  senior  citizen  housing  in  this  city 
and  these  programs  should  be  expanded. 

This  ordinance  is  intended  to  correct  the 
situation  that  has  existed  for  several  years  now, 
namely,  that  the  legally  constituted  Commission 
on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  has  never  met  and  as  a 
result  the  city  has  omitted  to  have  senior  citizen 
input  into  the  budgetary  and  other  senior  programs 
in  which  they  should  have  a  voice. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Committee  rejected  the 
idea  of  docket  3419  which  would  require  the 
Mayor  to  appoint  a  person  over  sixty  years  old  as 
Commissioner  because  it  felt  the  choice  of  the 
person  who  conducts  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly 
should  not  be  restricted  by  age. 

This  came  as  a  result  of  a  vast  mailing  to  all  the 
senior  coordinators,  delegates,  and  officers  of 
various  senior  groups  in  the  city  which  the 
Chairman  promised  the  seniors  he  would,  and  did 
do. 

Therefore,  I  recommend  the  revised  ordinance 
attached  which  will  strengthen  the  existing 
ordinance  and  give  the  senior  citizens  more  voice  in 
the  conduct  of  their  affairs. 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Department  on  Affairs 

of  the  Elderly. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nances, Title  12,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
section  100,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  new  chapter: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly 
consisting  of  fifteen  members,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor 
shall  appoint  an  officer  known  as  the  Com- 
missioner on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  who  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  board  and  shall  devote  his  whole 
time  to  the  work,  and  fourteen  other  officers 
known  as  associate  commissioners  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  appointed  by  the  elderly. 

The  associate  commissioners  first  appointed 
shall  serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  for  terms  expiring,  in  the 
case  of  four  associate  commissioners,  one  year,  in 
the  case  of  the  next  four  associate  commissioners, 
two  years;  in  the  case  of  the  next  four  associate 
commissioners,  three  years;  and  in  the  case  of  the 
other  three  associate  commissioners,  four  years 
from  June  1,  1978.  As  the  term  of  any  such 
associate  commissioner,  or  of  any  subsequent 
associate  commissioner  expires,  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  an  associate 
commissioner  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  associate  commissioners  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  The  Commissioner  of 
the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  may  authorize  travel  and 
other  incidental  expenses  to  the  commission 
members  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
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Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  shall  be  cognizant  of  federal  and  state 
legislation  concerning  financial  assistance,  informa- 
tion exchange,  and  planning  for  better  community 
programming  for  the  elderly,  and  shall  coordinate 
or  carry  out  programs  designed  to  meet  the 
problems  of  the  elderly  in  coordination  with 
programs  of  the  Commission  on  Aging  established 
under  section  73  of  chapter  6  of  the  General  Laws 
or  its  successor  in  function. 

Further,  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  shall  have  the  power  to  review  the 
operating  budget  of  the  Commission  on  the  Affairs 
of  the  power  to  review  the  operating  budget  of  the 
Commission  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  and  any 
federal  and  state  program  concerning  financial 
assistance  which  shall  be  submitted  to  them  by  the 
Commisioner  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  prior  to 
its  approval.  The  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Commissioner  concerning  the  operating  budget  and 
state  and  federal  programs.  The  Commissioner  may 
accept  or  reject.  In  the  event  said  Commissioner 
rejects  the  recommendations,  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly  may  override  the  Com- 
missioner's rejection  by  a  vote  of  at  least  twelve 
members. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  of  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  shall  have  at  least  eight  members  who  are 
over  sixty  years  old  and  three  of  these  members 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
each  of  the  home  care  areas  1,  2,  and  3  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Another  member  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall 
be  over  sixty  years  old  and  a  tenant  in  either  public 
housing  or  federally  or  state-financed  housing  and 
shall  have  experience  in  housing  affairs.  Said 
member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  a 
liaison  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
shall  be  authorized  to  attend  all  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Board  meetings.  Said  member  shall  be 
similarly  be  authorized  to  make  recommendations 
on  planning  and  improvements  on  new  and 
existing,  senior  citizen  developments  under  the 
care  and  control  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 
Said  board  members  shall  be  paid  travel  and 
incidental  expenses  for  his  attendance  at  said 
Boston  Housing  Authority  meetings  and  any  other 
meeting  which  he  is  authorized  to  attend  in  behalf 
of  the  senior  citizen  housing  program. 

The  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month  and  shall  be  notified  in 
advance  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  subject  matter 
to  be  discussed  on  the  agenda  at  that  meeting. 
However,  any  board  member,  by  a  two-thirds 
majority  vote,  may  discuss  any  new  matter  not  on 
the  agenda  of  that  meeting. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  board 
representing  every  senior  citizen  organized  group 
which  .list  shall  be  approved  by  the  Commission  on 
the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  and  each  senior  citizen 
organization  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative 
on  the  board.  This  advisory  board  shall  sit  monthly 
and  shall  make  and  be  made  cognizant  of  federal 
and  state  legislation  concerning  financial  assistance, 
information,  and  planning  for  better  community 
programming    for   the   elderly   and   make  recom- 


mendations to  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  concerning  elderly  programs.  They  shall 
elect  a  chairman  and  other  officers  from  their 
advisory  board  annually  to  serve  in  an  advisory 
capacity.  The  members  of  the  advisory  Board  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  However,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  direct  an  employee  of  the  Affairs  of 
the  Elderly  Commission  to  provide  secretarial, 
mailing,  printing,  stationery  and  any  other 
incidental  expenses  in  the  conduct  of  their 
business. 

Section  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department  or 
agency,  of  division  of  either,  created,  or  a 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "agency" 
shall  be  construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of 
chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473,  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or 
special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by 
reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be 
without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced 
in  rank  or  compensation. 

Section  6.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the 
same. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
the  Wednesday  next  following  its  approval  by  the 
mayor.

$17.5-million,  public  subsidy  to  finance  the  new 
arena  and  complex  instead  of  fixing  up  streets, 
improved  street  lighting,  better  police  protection, 
neighborhood  commercial  development,  and  even 
filling  potholes;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's 
Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Devel- 
opment conduct  public  hearings  in  the  City  of 
Boston  relative  to  the  environmental,  financial,  and 
neighborhood  impact  an  18,000-seat  arena  will 
have  on  the  City  of  Boston.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt 
a  home  rule  petition  authorizing  the  City  of 
Boston  to  convey  land  at  Deer  Island  in  return  for 
certain  land  and  building  situated  on  Nashua 
Street,  Boston,  as  more  fully  described  therein. 

The  city  would,  consequently,  become  eligible 
for  receipt  of  up  to  fifteen  million  dollars  in 
federal  funds  for  sale  of  Deer  Island,  fulfill  the 
pressing  mandate  of  the  Federal  Court  to  rectify 
conditions  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  and  replace 
the  outworn  House  of  Correction. 

I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the  proposed 
petition.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and 
through  its  mayor,  is  hereby  authorized  to  convey 
for  consideration  of  one  dollar,  or  such  other  sum 
as  may  be  agreed  upon,  to  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  for  purposes  of  sewage 
treatment  all  of  the  land  and  the  buildings  thereon 
owned  by  the  city  known  as  Deer  Island,  in  Boston 
Harbor. 

Section  2.  If  the  City  of  Boston  makes  such 
conveyance,  the  Commonwealth,  acting  by  and 
through  its  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  is  authorized  to 
convey  for  consideration  of  one  dollar  or  such 
other  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  purpose  of  a  county  jail  or  house  of 
correction  facility,  or  both,  the  following  real 
property  situated  on  Nashua  Street  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  being  comprised  of  the  following: 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law  to  the  contrary,  if  the  conveyance 
authorized  in  section  2  of  this  act  is  made,  the  City 
of  Boston  may  erect  a  county  jail,  house  of 
correction,  or  both,  upon  the  land  so  conveyed.

17F  RE  RODENT  CONTROL  IN  BOSTON 


2.  Our  total  expenditures  so  far  this  year  under 
this  program  are  $37,500. 

3.  The  H.I.D.  program  is  funded  by  general  tax 
revenues  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  B.H.A. 
program  is  funded  by  H.U.D.  revenues.  The 
B.E.H.I.P.  program  is  funded  by  H.E.W.  revenues. 

4.  Under  the  H.I.D.  program,  areas  of  the  city 
that  have  had  a  history  of  excessive  rodent 
infestation  are  systematically  treated  four  times  a 
year.  These  areas  are  also  treated  on  an  individual 
complaint  basis.  The  rest  of  the  city  is  treated 
under  the  H.I.D.  program  on  a  complaint-response 
basis.  The  B.H.A.  program  is  relegated  to  public 
housing  developments.  The  B.E.H.I.P.  program 
selects  certain  target  areas  of  the  city  for  intensive 
neighborhood  educational  efforts  coupled  with 
eradication. 

5.  Our  future  plans  for  the  rodent  problem  in 
Boston  have  stressed  the  inclusion  in  our  fiscal  year 
budget  of  a  request  for  full  funding  of  our  current 
program  at  the  $50,000  level.  We  have  taken  this 
action  despite  the  fact  that  nearly  every  other 
optional  line  item  in  our  budget  has  been  reduced 
because  of  fiscal  necessity.  We  also  intend  to  look 
into  the  feasibility  of  additional  federal  grants, 
although  we  were  unsuccessful  last  year  in  this 
regard.  Finally,  we  hope  to  use  the  experience  of 
the  B.E.H.I.P.  program  into  other  areas.

1.   REGULATIONS 

The  Urban  Homesteading  Program  was  initiated 
by  City  Council  ordinance  in  February,  1976, 
which  was  passed  in  conjunction  with  the  city's 
application  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  an  Urban  Homesteading 
Demonstration  Program.  The  legal  requirements 
for  urban  homesteading  are  set  forth  in  City 
Council's  ordinance  (copy  enclosed)  and  section 
810  of  the  1974  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  (copy  enclosed)  and  applications 
were  reviewed  by  HUD  for  conformance  to  section 
810  and  were  approved  accordingly.  The  city's 
application  was  approved  as  a  three-year  demon- 
stration. HUD  has  chosen  not  to  promulgate 
formal  regulations  for  the  Urban  Homesteading 
Demonstration  Program. 

In  addition  to  the  three  areas  formally 
designated  as  homesteading  areas  pursuant  to 
section  810,  the  city  has  used  available  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  contingency  funds  to 
initiate  homesteading-sponsored  activity  in  Jamaica 
Plain  and  Franklin  Field.  The  city  now  has  the 
ability  to  make  a  substantial  impact  on  the 
abandonment  problem  in  five  neighborhoods.

The  following  information  is  in  reply  to 
Council  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  under 
date  of  May  10,  1978,  requesting  information 
pertaining  to  licenses  for  flea  markets  in  Faneuil 
Hall. 

Question  1:  Why  were  proprietors  refused 
licenses? 

Answer:  Since  Faneuil  Hall  is  an  historic 
shrine,  and  known  throughout  the  world  as  the 
"Cradle  of  Liberty,"  I  do  not  feel  that  as  assistant 
commissioner  of  this  department  in  charge  of 
public  buildings,  this  is  the  proper  location  for  a 
flea  market.  The  buildings  now  houses  four  tenants 
on  the  first  floor,  who  have  invested  over  $500,000 
in  renovations  for  the  restoration  of  this  building, 
and  who  have  a  lease  permitting  them  to  conduct 
business  on  Sundays.  If  the  property  within  the 
Faneuil  Hall  area  is  used  for  flea  market 
operations,  I  feel  that  such  an  operation  would  not 
be  in  fairness  to  the  present  tenants,  and  also 
would  prevent  free  passage  to  the  building  and 
Quincy  Market  area.  I  therefore  feel  that  it  would 
not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
allow  the  flea  market  to  continue  to  operate  in  this 
area. 

Question  2:  What  recourse  does  the  City 
Council  have  so  that  licenses  be  granted  to  both 
previous  and  new  operators? 

Answer:  The  Real  Property  Department  does 
not  have  control  over  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  flea 
market  operators.  However,  since  this  department 
has  not  allowed  the  continuation  of  the  flea 
market  in  the  Faneuil  Hall  area,  I  suggest  that  these 
operators  contact  other  city,  state,  or  private 
property  owners  for  available  space  other  than  the 
Faneuil  Hall  area. 

Question  3:  What  recourse  does  a  citizen  have 
to  insure  that  the  flea  market  continues? 

Answer  I  see  no  problem  with  the  continuation 
of  a  flea  market,  but  since  this  department  will  not 
allow  the  flea  market  to  be  held  in  the  Faneuil  Hall 
area,  I  see  no  other  recourse  but  relocation  of  this 
flea  market.

Whereas,  The  incinerator  closing  required  the 
exercise  of  various  other  refuse  disposal  options, 
including  expanded  dumping  at  the  city's  Gardner 
Street  facility,  and  disposal  of  waste  in  privately 
owned  landfills  under  contract  with  the  city. 

Whereas,  An  increasingly  restrictive  regulatory 
climate  surrounding  landfill  operation  and  the 
avowed  intent  by  state  and  federal  officials  to  end 
this  disposal  method  does  not  guarantee  that 
present  methods  of  disposal  will  long  continue  to 
be  available  to  the  city. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  Joseph  Casazza,  supply  answers  to  the 
following  questions,  under  17F  of  chapter  452  of 
the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  as  well  as  any 
authority  vested  in  the  Council,  to  be  received  by 
the  Boston  City  Council  within  fourteen  days. 

1.  What  plans  exist,  or  are  being  formulated 
to  guarantee  the  future  availability  of  accept- 
able disposal  methods  for  the  city's  solid 
wastes?

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO 
PROVIDE  SPORTS  FACILITY  IN  BOS- 
TON 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  general  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  critical  and  acute  need  for  a  large, 
multipurpose  recreational  facility  open  and  avail- 
able to  the  citizens  of  our  city  in  large  number,  for 
the   purpose    of  providing  adequate  facilities  for 


public  activities  and  events,  such  as  all  kinds  of 
sporting  events,  shows,  expositions,  conventions  of 
all  types,  open  to  every  segment  of  our  society,  as 
well  as  educational  forums  and  uses  for  the  public 
schoolchildren  and  other  groups,  exercising  their 
constitutional  rights  to  assemble  as  well  as  political 
and  patriotic  rallies;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  an  adequate  meeting 
place  for  large  groups  of  people  will  contribute 
immeasurably  to  the  public  interest  and  economic 
well-being  of  the  city,  by  promoting  recreational, 
educational,  cultural,  civic,  and  patriotic  activities 
as  well  as  conventions,  which  have  a  tremendous 
economic  impact  on  the  city's  economy,  par- 
ticularly in  the  field  of  hotels,  restaurants, 
taxicabs,  shows,  etc.:  and 

Whereas,  At  the  present  time,  the  facilities  that 
we  have  now  for  this  purpose  are  inadequate 
because  of  their  obsolete  and  decadent  condition 
and  there  is  a  need  for  suitable  and  adequate 
seating  for  large  gatherings  to  promote  the 
attraction  of  large  groups  to  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  This  has  a  very  deleterious  and 
detrimental  effect  on  the  economy  as  well  as  the 
citizenry  of  our  city; 

Therefore,  The  Boston  City  Council,  through 
the  City  of  Boston,  is  hereby  authorized  to  set  up  a 
Sports  Arena  Commission  of  five  members,  who 
are  Boston  residents,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
any  individual  or  corporation  which  is  interested  in 
the  construction,  renovation,  or  rehabilitation  of 
an  existing  structure  to  provide  an  adequate, 
modern  facility  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
recreational,  sporting,  and  convention  gatherings  of 
various  groups  and  any  other  type  of  show  for 
which  there  is  a  need  for  the  benefit  of  our 
citizenry. 

Section  2.  That  the  City  of  Boston  be 
authorized  through  this  Sports  Arena  Commission 
to  grant  whatever  financial  assistance,  through  the 
Economic  Development  Commission,  for  any  loans 
or  other  financial  assistance  that  can  be  made 
available  through  the  sale  of  Economic  Develop- 
ment Commission  bonds.  The  City  of  Boston  is 
further  authorized,  through  the  Sports  Arena 
Commission,  to  grant  other  benefits  to  encourage 
the  construction,  renovation,  and/or  rehabilitation, 
such  as  providing  city-owned  land,  as  well  as 
allowing  for  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes,  assistance  of 
site  preparation,  assistance  in  land  acquisition,  and 
planning  grant  assistance. 

Section  3.  The  City  of  Boston  Sports  Arena 
Commission  may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
such  a  group  or  corporation  so  that  the  financing 
of  the  Economic  Development  Commission  bonds 
may  be  repaid  to  the  city  over  a  period  of  forty 
years.  Interest  shall  be  paid  as  it  accrues  and  the 
principal  payments  may  be  deferred  but  must  be 
paid  with  forty  years.  The  City  of  Boston  Sports 
Arena  Commission  would  have  the  right  to  audit 
the  books  of  this  association  or  group  periodically 
and  require  financial  reports  to  be  filed  with  said 
commission. 

Section  4.  The  City  of  Boston  Sports  Arena 
Commission    will    be    authorized    to   construct   a 
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parking  facility  up  to  2,500  vehicles  adjacent  to 
said  sports  complex  to  provide  adequate  parking 
facilities  for  persons  attending  the  events  and  may 
enter  into  a  leasing  arrangement  under  the  public- 
bidding  law  with  a  private  individual  or  corpora- 
tion to  operate  said  parking  facility.  The  income 
derived  from  this  parking  facility,  after  expenses 
are  paid,  would  be  used  to  defray  the  cost  of  land 
acquisition,  site  preparation,  planning,  and  similar 
expenses,  but  not  including  the  construction, 
renovation,  or  rehabilitation  of  the  sports  arena. 
The  City  of  Boston  shall  coordinate  through  the 
Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  a  set  of 
parking  regulations  within  a  Vi-mile  radius  of  the 
construction  site  so  as  to  provide  a  proper  traffic 
distribution  and  parking  plan  for  the  dispersal  of 
traffic  and  parking  in  said  area  of  the  sports  arena. 

Section  5.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  be 
special  employees  of  the  city  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
whose  term  shall  begin  upon  the  enactment  of  this 
legislation  and  the  creation  of  the  board  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Boston  City  Council. 

Section  6.  The  construction,  renovation,  or 
rehabilitation  of  the  sports  arena  shall  be  in  the 
North  Station  area  on  land  bounded  by  Causeway 
Street,  Nashua  Street,  and  Accolon  Way. 

Section  7.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this 
act  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall 
be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  effect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  8.  Inconsistent  Laws  Inapplicable.  All 
general  or  special  laws,  or  parts  thereof,  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
inapplicable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Office  of  Public  Information  on  Classification 
in  the  fiscal  period  commencing  July  1,  1978,  and 
ending  June  30,  1979,  the  sum  of  $975,000  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  said  sum  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  pursuant  to  section  23  of 
chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws: 

1-01-33,  Office  of  Public  Information  on 
Classification,  1.  Personal  Services,  $36,983; 
2.  Contractual  Services,  $863,017;  3.  Supplies 
and  Materials,  $50,000;  4.  Current  Charges  and 
Obligations,  $25,000;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  $500,000  be  appropriated 
immediately  for  the  department  and  that  the 
remainder  of  this  sum,  namely  $475,000  be  placed 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  for  future  expenditures. 


The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  minori- 
ty report: 

This  is  a  report  by  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  relative  to  the  Mayor's 
request  for  $1,800,000  of  public  funds  to  support 
the  fight  for  real  estate  tax  reclassification. 

The  amount  of  money  requested  by  the  Mayor 
for  this  purpose  is  exorbitant  and  excessive  to  the 
extent  that,  in  addition  to  this  money  he  has 
requested,  he  will  have  the  acessibility  of 
hundreds  of  city  workers  who  already  have  been 
recruited  and  are  working  on  this  program.  Also, 
the  facilities  of  the  Printing  Department  will  be 
available  to  him  for  the  printing  of  pamphlets  and 
other  paraphernalia,  which  could  be  distributed 
through  the  Little  City  Halls  in  the  neighborhoods 
as  well  as  taxpayers'  groups,  who  certainly  will  get 
involved,  as  well  as  civic  and  neighborhood  groups 
who  will  get  involved  in  the  campaign. 

Each  City  Councillor  in  this  body  conducts  a 
campaign  city-wide  and  is  familiar  with  what  it 
costs  to  conduct  a  campaign.  Low-cost  advertising 
could  be  used,  such  as  bumper  stickers,  house 
signs,  billboards  strategically  located,  and  activities, 
such  as  house  parties,  rallies,  neighborhood 
association  meetings  providing  speakers  who 
should  be  trained  and  knowledgeable  about  the 
classification  plan,  a  certain  amount  of  radio  and 
television  can  be  provided,  but  more  than  that 
public  forums  should  be  set  up  in  every  section  of 
the  city.  Everything,  except  the  television  that  I 
have  mentioned  in  this  report,  could  be  done  for 
about  $200,000  -  and  very  adequately. 

There  was  no  breakdown  of  the  budget  at 
Monday's  meeting  of  the  City  Council.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  there  are  two  problems  with  the 
appropriation  of  this  money:  accountability  and 
political  promotion.  The  accountability  can  be 
resolved  by  appropriating  on  the  front  end  about 
$200,000,  and  the  remainder  of  the  money,  for 
which  there  must  be  support  by  a  majority  of  the 
City  Council,  could  be  placed  in  the  Reserve  Fund. 
This  money  could  then  be  transferred  over  to  this 
tax  classification  account  whenever  necessary, 
upon  request  by  the  Mayor.  This  would  eliminate 
placing  a  large  sum  of  money  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor's  Committee  without  receiving  accounta- 
bility for  the  money  already  expended.  This  would 
provide  a  necessary  safeguard,  as  well  as  giving  the 
Council  an  opportunity  to  inquire  in  the  event 
there  are  abuses  of  political  promotion. 

The  most  serious  question  of  all  is  the  problem 
of  legality.  While  the  Law  Department  bases  its 
opinion  on  chapter  40,  section  5,  this  is  a  very 
thin,  veiled  excuse  to  spend  this  money.  It  is  not 
exactly  pertinent,  nor  are  there  any  cases  directly 
on  the  point  of  public  spending.  The  cases 
mentioned  are  old  cases  and  pertain  to  hiring  legal 
counsel  to  support  public  projects.  There  is  a 
serious  question  whether  this  money  is  for  a 
publically  supported  purpose.  There  is  no  doubt  in 
my  mind  that  there  is  public  support  as  evidenced 
at  the  public  hearing  the  other  night,  but  in  the 
event  that  some  taxpayers  file  a  class  action  suit, 
which  could  hold  up  the  expenditure  of  this 
money,  it  is  my  proposal  that  the  City  Council  pass 
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the  home  rule  petition,  which  is  now  in 
Committee,  so  that  we  can  get  specific  approval 
from  the  Legislature  for  this  specific  purpose, 
namely,  to  spend  public  funds  on  the  tax 
classification  referendum.  This  would  eliminate 
any  potential  law  suits  that  could  delay  spending 
this  money  for  maybe  a  year  or  two  in  court,  at 
which  time  the  referendum  question  would 
become  moot. 

The  legislative  process  should  not  take  more 
than  several  weeks  and  they  have  a  direct  pipeline 
to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  whereby  the 
legislative  committee  could  ask  for  a  declaratory 
opinion  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts. 
This  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  home  rule  petition 
creating  rent  control.  It  took  less  than  a  month  to 
finally  pass  rent  control  after  serious  questions 
were  raised  by  the  legislative  committee  on  rent 
control.  The  matter  was  clarified  and  the  City 
Council  amended  the  legislation  to  satisfy  the 
Supreme  Court  and  rent  control  has  been  on  the 
books  for  the  past  8  years. 
Placed  on  file. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  the  order  be 
amended  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SAFETY 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Public  Safety  held  a 
hearing  duly  advertised,  on  June  1,  1978,  at  7 
p.m.,  at  the  Joyce  Kilmer  School  on  Baker  Street 
in  West  Roxbury. 

The  City  Council  was  petitioned  by  abutters  to 
Belle  Avenue  Extension  regarding  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  so-called  "Paper  street." 

Neighborhood  residents  complained  of  the 
unattractive,  unsanitary,  and  generally  decaying 
atmosphere  of  the  property  in  question. 

The  dumping  of  refuse,  which  has  produced  an 
infestation  of  rodents  with  all  the  accompanying 
health  hazards  has  struck  at  the  very  heart  of 
neighborhood  wants;  that  being,  the  desire  and 
right  to  live  in  an  area  which  is  socially  and 
sanitarily  vibrant. 

The  petitioners  and  the  neighborhood  residents 
-  along  with  other  community  members  unable  to 
attend  —  all  have  expressed  concern  over  the  future 


of  their  community.  And  those  concerns,  prevalent 
and  enunciated  at  the  Public  Safety  Hearing  on 
June  1,  are  of  immediate  concern  to  the  Public 
Safety  Committee. 

The  major  area  of  concern  is  health  hazards. 
Rodent  infestation,  unsightly  litter,  frequent  brush 
fires,  and  persons  racing  dirt  bikes  in  a 
neighborhood  atmosphere  with  small  children 
frequently  being  brushed  aside,  have  all  com- 
pounded the  seriousness  of  community  fear  toward 
neighborhood  decay. 

Many  teenagers  congregate  in  the  immediate 
area,  many  with  idle  time  and  nothing  better  to  do 
than  drinking  in  public,  smoking  marijuana,  racing 
dirt  bikes,  setting  brush  fires,  and  generally  causing 
neighborhood  upheaval  through  their  action. 

In  checking  Boston  Police  and  Boston  Fire 
Department  logs  relative  to  the  neighborhood  area, 
we  have  found  that  -  on  a  yearly  average  —  Boston 
Police  respond  to  more  than  300  calls  a  year  and 
that  the  Fire  Department  responds  to  more  than 
thirty  calls  a  year. 

Again,  this  response  by  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  underlines  the  problems  being  faced 
by  community  residents.  They  are  constantly  faced 
with  an  invasion  of  dirt  bikes  driven  by  teenagers 
and  young  adults  from  surrounding  neighborhoods 
and  from  as  far  away  as  Dedham  and  Brookline. 
They  cause  a  nuisance,  they  are  loud  and 
distracting,  and  they  endanger  the  children  of  the 
neighborhood. 

In  testimony  received  before  the  Committee  on 
June  1,  one  child  was  allegedly  killed  a  few  years 
ago  by  a  person  driving  a  dirt  bike.  And  the 
accompanying  damage  to  neighborhood  property, 
although  not  as  serious  as  bodily  harm,  has  caused 
many  residents  to  reevaluate  their  desire  of  residing 
in  the  neighborhood. 

Neighborhood  residents  testified  as  to  finding 
hypodermic  needles,  pills,  etc.,  in  their  immediate 
area  of  their  homes,  all  posing  a  very  serious  threat 
to  the  health  of  inquisitive  young  children. 

In  addition,  many  residents  have  to  suffer  the 
physical  and  verbal  assaults  of  those  congregating 
and  the  abusive  language  and  harassment  of  the 
abutters  is  an  ongoing  problem. 

Belle  Avenue  Extension  is  used  as  a  dumping 
ground  for  abandoned  cars,  many  are  set  afire  and 
undoubtedly  jeopardize  the  safety  of  many 
abutters. 

Abutters  and  residents  of  the  area  have 
petitioned  the  City  Council  to  take  whatever  steps 
are  necessary  to  eradicate  the  above-mentioned 
dangers  to  the  public  safety  of  the  neighborhood. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  recommends  the 
following: 

1.  The  City  of  Boston  immediately  post  "No 
Dumping"  signs  at  the  openings  of  Belle  Avenue 
Extension. 

2.  That  the  Housing  Inspection  Department 
and  health  inspectors  take  immediate  steps  to 
eradicate  the  rodent  problem  in  the  Belle  Avenue 
Extension  area  and  that  said  agencies  report  back 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  with  a  progress 
report  within  two  weeks. 

3.  That  the  City  of  Boston's  Public  Works 
Department  clean  out  the  rubbish  dumped  on  the 
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city-owned  land,  thereby  removing  nesting  areas 
for  rodents  and  report  back  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety  with  a  progress  report  within  two 
weeks. 

4.  That  the  Police  Commissioner  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  rent  a  "dirt  bike"  and  assign  a 
police  officer  to  apprehend  trespassers  and 
disorderly  youths  disturbing  the  peace  and 
tranquility  of  the  abutters  of  Belle  Avenue 
Extension  and  that  a  report  be  filed  with  the 
Committee  on  Public  Safety  detailing  the  progress 
and  accomplishments. 

5.  That  Belle  Avenue  Extension  be  terminated 
as  a  private  way  and  abandoned  as  City  of  Boston 
property  being  declared  as  surplus  land  and  that 
said  land  be  offered  to  abutters  of  Belle  Avenue 
Extension  forthwith. 

6.  That  the  MBTA  land  beside  Belle  Avenue 
Extension  being  no  longer  useful,  be  offered  to 
abutters,  the  MBTA  having  already  offered  to 
cooperate  in  this  venture  if  the  City  of  Boston 
offers  its  land  to  the  abutters. 

In  conclusion,  many  people  have  said  that 
Boston's  strength  lies  in  its  neighborhoods.  And  if 
this  is  to  remain  true,  the  City  of  Boston  must 
demonstrate  good  faith  and  interest  in  strengthen- 
ing Boston's  neighborhoods. 

This  can  be  demonstrated  by  cleaning  up  Belle 
Avenue  Extension,  attacking  the  rodent  problem, 
patrolling  and  arresting  undesirables  who  infringe 
upon  the  rights  and  safety  aspects  of  the  residents 
and  abutters  of  the  neighborhood  surrounding 
Belle  Avenue  Extension  and  immediately  offering 
the  unused,  city  land  to  abutters  of  Belle  Avenue 
Extension,  thereby  eradicating  an  eyesore,  illegal 
dumping  grounds,  attractive  nuisance  area  for 
unruly  youth  and  restoring  tranquility  and  pride  to 
a  Boston  neighborhood. 

By  turning  over  the  land  in  question,  property 
values  will  increase,  tax  revenues  will  be  gained, 
much-needed  pride  in  neighborhood  restored  and 
maintained,  and  will  help  strengthen  Boston 
neighborhood  confidence  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  report  was  accepted.

APPOINTMENT  OF  NINE  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE 
SUFFOLK  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERV- 
ICE 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  amended 
section  40  of  chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws  so 
as  to  set  up  a  county  cooperative  extension  service 
in  Suffolk  County. 

Chapter  77  reads  as  follows: 
Chapter   77.    An   Act   Providing   for   a   Board   of 
Trustees  for  County  Cooperative  Extension 
Service  in  Suffolk  County. 

Section  1.  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  40,  as 
amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  990  of  the  Acts 
of  1971,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  40.  In  each  county,  except  counties 
maintaining  vocational  agricultural  schools,  there 
shall  be  an  unpaid  board  of  nine  trustees  to  be 
known  as  trustees  for  county  cooperative  exten- 
sion service.  The  county  commissioners  of  each 
such  county  except  Suffolk,  and  the  city  council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  Suffolk  County,  shall 
annually  appoint  three  trustees,  qualified  as 
hereinafter  provided,  to  serve  for  three  years  from 
April  first  of  the  year  of  the  appointment,  and 
shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  board  for  the 
unexpired  term.  All  of  said  trustees  shall  be 
residents  of  the  county  where  they  are  appointed, 
one  shall  always  be  a  county  commissioner  of  said 
county  or,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  a  member  of 
the  city  council  of  Boston,  and  four  so  far  as  is 
possible  shall  be  taken  from  the  directors,  chosen 
as  provided  in  the  following  section,  of  such  cities 
and  towns  as  have  appropriated  funds  toward 
carrying  out  sections  40  to  45,  inclusive.  The 
accounts  of  the  trustees  in  each  county  except 


Suffolk  shall  be  audited  by  the  director  of 
accounts  and  in  Suffolk  county  shall  be  audited  by 
the  auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  manner  in 
which  other  county  accounts  are  audited  under 
general  law.  The  trustees  shall  annually  submit  to 
the  county  commissioners  or  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Boston  as  the  case  may  be,  a  report  for 
the  previous  year  with  a  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  such  form  and  at  such  time  as  is 
required  by  them,  and  they  shall  cause  the  said 
report  to  be  printed  as  part  of  their  regular  annual 
report. 

Section  2.  Of  the  trustees  for  county  coopera- 
tive extension  service  first  appointed  by  the  city 
council  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  41  of  chapter  128  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  this  act, 
three  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year, 
three  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  two  years  and 
three  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three  years, 
and  each  shall  serve  until  the  qualification  of  their 
respective  successors. 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  date,  the  city 
council  named  nine  trustees.  The  terms  of  all  these 
trustees  have  expired;  therefore,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  appoint  nine  trustees  in  the  manner 
set  forth  in  section  2,  chapter  77.

SALARY  OF  THE  MAYOR

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  ordinance  which 
would  increase  the  Mayor's  salary  from  $40,000  to 
$65,000,  effective  January  1,  1979. 

The  Mayor's  salary  has  not  been  increased  since 
I  became  Mayor  on  January  4,  1968.  In  the 
meantime,  the  cost  of  Living  has  increased  85 
percent.  I  think  I  am  the  only  official  in  the  City 
of  Boston  who  has  had  no  adjustment  whatsoever 
in  his  compensation. 

I  have  decided  that  this  ritual  sacrifice  is  no 
longer  fair  to  my  family  or  to  my  office. 
Accordingly,  I  recommend  your  prompt  adoption 
of  the  attached  ordinance.

The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-three 
thousand  nine  hundred  seventy-two  dollars  and 
forty-one  cents  for  payment  of,  and  after  such 
appropriation  the  treasurer  of  said  city  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  an  unpaid  bill  in  said  amount  to 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  for  electricity 
supplied  to  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse. 

Section  2.  No  bill  shall  be  approved  by  the  city 
auditor  of  said  city  for  payment  or  paid  by  the 
treasurer  thereof  under  authority  of  this  act  unless 
and  until  a  certificate  has  been  signed  and  filed 
with  said  city  auditor,  stating  under  the  penalties 
of  perjury  that  the  goods,  materials  or  services  for 
which  the  bill  has  been  submitted  were  ordered  by 
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an  official  or  an  employee  of  said  city  and  that 
such  goods  and  materials  were  delivered  and 
actually  received  by  said  city  or  that  such  services 
were  rendered  to  said  city,  or  both. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Dear  Sir: 

In  answer  to  City  Council  Order,  dated  May  24, 
1978,  the  followifig  information  is  presented: 

1.  Persistent  harassment  at  the  Columbia  Point 
Housing  Project  precipitated  an  agreement  between 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  that  provided 
protection  for  fire  fighters  and  apparatus.  The 
policy  of  the  Fire  Department  is  to  stop  opposite 
the  First  National  Bank  when  responding  to 
Columbia  Point  and  wait  for  police  escort.  The 
Chief  Officer  will  enter  Columbia  Point  to 
ascertain  if  there  is  a  fire  or  emergency.  He  will 
order  the  apparatus  to  proceed  in  when  there  is 
need,  even  if  there  is  no  police  escort  present. 

2.  The  Fire  Department  does  not  have  any 
order  regarding  any  other  housing  project  or  other 
area  of  the  city.  Chief  Officers  at  times  do,  when 
harassment  would  be  imminent,  hold  companies 
out  of  an  area  until  police  are  on  the  scene. 

3.  There  is  no  policy  concerning  police 
response  in  the  city's  collective  bargaining 
agreement  with  the  fire  fighters  at  present.

recreation,  the  penal  institutions  commissioner, 
the  commissioner  of  real  property,  and  the 
commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking,  who  shall 
receive  as  salary  not  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  forty  thousand 
dollars.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A 
BOARD  OF  ETHICS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Board  of  Ethics. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1. 

(A)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Board  of 
Ethics  composed  of  five  members  who  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years.  At  no  time 
shall  any  member  be  reappointed  or  serve  upon 
completion  of  four-year  term. 

(B)  The  members  of  the  board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  the 
confirmation  of  the  City  Council.  One  member 
shall  be  designated  Chairman. 

(C)  No  member  of  the  board  shall  hold  or 
be  a  candidate  for  any  public  office  while  a 
member  or  for  three  years  thereafter;  hold  any 
office    in    any    political    party    or    political 


committee;  participate  in  or  contribute  to  the 
political  campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public 
office. 

(D)  Members  of  the  board  may  be  removed 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty,  inability 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  office, 
violation  of  subsection  (c)  of  this  section,  gross 
misconduct  or  conviction  of  a  felony. 

(E)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  board 
shall  be  filled  within  sixty  days  by  the  Mayor, 
subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  City  Council. 
A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring 
other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  of  office 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  member  he  succeeds,  and  shall  be  eligible 
for  appointment  to  on  a  full  four-year  term. 

(F)  The  board  shall  elect  a  vice-chairman. 
The  vice-chairman  shall  act  as  chairman  in  the 
absence  of  the  chairman  or  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  that  position. 

(G)  Three  members  of  the  commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  and  three  affirmative  votes 
shall  be  required  for  any  action  or  recom- 
mendation of  the  board;  the  chairman  or  any 
three  members  of  the  board  may  call  a  meeting; 
advance  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  to 
each  member  of  the  board  and  to  any  other 
person  who  requests  such  notice. 

(H)  Members  of  the  board  shall  serve 
without  compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  their  expenses. 

(I)  The  board  shall  annually  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  on  all  its  activities  for 
that  year. 

(J)  The  board  shall  be  authorized  to  utilize 
the  staff  of  the  corporation  counsel.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  shall  serve  as  executive 
director  of  the  board  and  serve  only  in  an 
advisory  manner  with  no  authority  to  vote  or 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  board.  The  executive 
director  shall  perform  such  tasks  as  the  board 
may  request. 

(K)  The  Police  Commissioner,  Auditor, 
Collector-Treasurer  and  any  other  city  depart- 
ment may  make  available  to  the  board 
personnel  and  other  assistance  as  the  board  may 
request. 
Section  2. 

(A)  Upon  receipt  of  a  sworn  complaint 
signed  under  pains  and  penalties  of  injury,  or 
upon  receipt  of  evidence  which  is  deemed 
sufficient  by  the  board,  the  board  shall  initiate 
a  preliminary  inquiry  into  any  alleged  violation 
of  Chapter  268A  or  this  ordinance.  At  the 
beginning  of  a  preliminary  inquiry  into  any 
alleged  violation  of  Chapter  268A  or  this 
ordinance,  the  corporation  counsel  shall  notify 
the  District  Attorney  of  such  action.  All  board 
proceedings  and  records  relative  to  a  pre- 
liminary inquiry  shall  be  confidential,  except 
that  the  corporation  counsel  may  turn  over  to 
the  District  Attorney  evidence  which  may  be 
used  in  a  criminal  proceeding.  The  corporation 
counsel  shall  notify  any  person  who  is  the 
subject    of    the    preliminary    inquiry    of   the 
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existence  of  such  inquiry  and  the  general  nature 
of  the  alleged  violation  within  thirty  days  of 
the  commencement  of  the  inquiry. 

(B)  If  a  preliminary  inquiry  fails  to  indicate 
reasonable  cause  for  belief  that  this  ordinance 
or  Chapter  268A  has  been  violated,  the  board 
shall  immediately  terminate  the  inquiry  and  so 
notify,  in  writing,  the  complainant,  if  any,  and 
the  person  who  had  been  the  subject  of  the 
inquiry.  All  board  records  and  proceedings 
from  such  an  inquiry  shall  remain. 

(C)  If  a  preliminary  inquiry  indicates 
reasonable  cause  for  belief  that  this  ordinance 
or  Chapter  268A  has  been  violated,  the  board 
may,  upon  a  majority  vote,  initiate  a  full 
investigation  and  appropriate  proceedings  to 
determine  whether  there  has  been  such  a 
violation. 

The  board  may  require  by  summons  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books,  papers  and  other  records 
relating  to  any  matter  being  investigated  by  it 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  or  Chapter  268A. 

Such  a  summons  may  be  issued  by  the 
board  and  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  board 
and  shall"  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as 
summonses  for  witnesses  in  civil  cases,  and  all 
provisions  of  law  relative  to  summonses  issued 
in  such  cases,  including  the  compensation  of 
witnesses,  shall  apply  to  summonses  by  the 
board.  Any  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  may, 
upon  application  by  the  board,  in  his  discretion 
issued  an  order  requiring  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  summoned  as  aforesaid  and  the  giving 
of  testimony  or  the  production  of  books, 
papers  and  other  records  before  the  board  in 
furtherance  of  any  investigation  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  Chapter  268A. 

All  the  testimony  in  board  proceedings  shall 
be  under  oath.  All  parties  shall  have  the  right  to 
call  and  examine  witnesses,  to  introduce 
exhibits,  to  cross-examine  witnesses  who 
testify,  to  submit  evidence,  and  to  be 
represented  by  counsel.  Before  testimony,  all 
witnesses  shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the 
regulations  governing  board  proceedings.  All 
witnesses  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by 
counsel. 

Any  person  whose  name  is  mentioned 
during  a  proceeding  of  the  board  and  who  may 
be  adversely  affected  thereby  may  appear 
personally  before  the  board  on  his  own  behalf 
or  file  a  written  statement  for  incorporation 
into  the  record  of  the  proceedings. 

All  proceedings  of  the  board  carried  out 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection 
shall  be  public,  unless  the  members  vote  to  go 
into  executive  session. 

Within  thirty  days  of  the  end  of  proceedings 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection, 
the  board  shall  meet  in  executive  session  for  the 
purpose '  of  reviewing  the  evidence  before  it. 
Within  thirty  days  after  completion  of  delibera- 
tions the  board  shall  publish  a  written  report  of 
its  findings  and  conclusions. 

(D)  The  board,  upon  finding  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  subsection  that 


there  has  been  a  violation  of  Chapter  268A  or  a 
violation  of  this  ordinance,  may  issue  an  order 
requiring  the  violator  to: 

1.  Cease  and  desist  such  violation  of 
Chapter  268A  or  this  ordinance; 

2.  File  any  report,  statement  or  other 
information  as  required  by  Chapter  268A  or 
this  ordinance;  or 

3.  Pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  for 
each  violation  of  this  Chapter  or  Chapter  26  8 A. 

The  board  may  file  a  civil  action  in  superior 
court  to  force  such  an  order. 

(E)  Any  final  action  by  the  board  made 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to 
review  in  superior  court  upon  petition  of  any 
interested  person  filed  within  thirty  days  after 
the  action  for  which  review  is  sought.  The  court 
shall  enter  judgment  enforcing,  modifying  or 
setting  aside  the  order  of  the  board  or  it  may 
remand  the  proceeding  to  the  board  for  such 
further  action  as  the  court  may  direct. 
Section  3. 

(A)  Every  candidate  for  Mayor,  City 
Council,  and  School  Committee  shall  file  a 
statement  of  financial  interest  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year  with  the  board  on  or  before  the 
date  on  which  a  certificate  of  nomination  or 
nomination  papers  for  such  candidate  are 
submitted  to  the  election  department. 

(B)  The  Mayor  and  each  member  of  the 
City  Council  and  School  Committee  shall  file  a 
statement  of  financial  interests  for  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year  with  the  board  on  or 
before  the  last  Tuesday  in  May  of  each  year 
that  such  public  official  holds  such  office  and 
on  or  before  May  first  of  the  year  after  such 
public  official  leaves  such  office. 

(C)  Every  department  head,  agency  head 
and  every  member  of  a  board  or  commission 
shall  file  a  statement  of  financial  interests  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  board 
within  ten  days  after  becoming  such  a  public 
official  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year 
thereafter  that  such  person  is  a  public  official 
and  on  or  before  May  first  of  the  year  after 
such  person  ceases  to  be  a  public  employee. 

(D)  The  board  shall,  upon  receipt  of  a 
statement  of  financial  interests  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  issue  to  the  person 
filing  such  statement  a  receipt  verifying  the  fact 
that  a  statement  of  financial  interests  has  been 
filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  statement. 

(E)  No  public  employee  shall  be  allowed  to 
continue  in  his  duties  or  to  receive  compen- 
sation from  public  funds  unless  he  has  filed  a 
statement  of  financial  interests  with  the  board 
as  required  by  this  ordinance. 

(F)  The  statement  of  financial  interest  filed 
shall  be  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  board  and 
shall  be  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  by  the 
reporting  person. 

(G)  The  identity  of  all  securities  and  other 
investments  with  a  fair  market  value  of  greater 
than  one  thousand  dollars  which  were  bene- 
ficially owned;  and  the  amount  of  income  if 
over  one  thousand  dollars  from  any  such 
security  which  is  issued  by  the  commonwealth 
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or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  any 
public  agency  or  authority  created  by  the 
general  court: 

(1)  the  name  and  address  of  each 
creditor  to  whom  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  was  owed  and  the  original  amount, 
the  amount  outstanding,  the  terms  of 
repayment,  and  the  general  nature  of  the 
security  pledged  for  each  such  obligation 
except  that  the  original  amount  and  the 
amount  outstanding  need  not  be  reported 
for  a  mortgage  on  the  reporting  person's 
primary  residence;  provided,  however,  that 
obligations  arising  out  of  retail  installment 
transactions.educational  loans,  medical  and 
dental  expenses,  debts  incurred  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business,  and  any 
obligation  to  make  alimony  or  support 
payments,  shall  not  be  reported;  and 
provided,  further,  that  such  information 
need  not  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a 
relative  of  the  reporting  person  within  the 
third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  affinity; 

(2)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source, 
and  the  cash  value  of  any  reimbursement  for 
expenses  aggregating  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  in  the  calendar  year  if  the 
source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  legislative 
agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  public  official 
and  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a 
person  having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation, 
legislative  action,  or  a  matter  before  a 
governmental  body;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a 
public  employee  and  the  source  of  such 
reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  a  matter  before  the  governmental 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor, 
and  the  fair  market  value,  if  determinable, 
of  any  gifts  aggregating  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  in  the  calendar  year,  if  the 
recipient  is  a  public  official  and  the  source 
of  such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a 
matter  before  a  governmental  body;  or  if 
the  recipient  is  a  public  employee  and  the 
source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a 
direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the 
governmental  body  by  which  the  recipient  is 
employed; 

(4)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the 
most  recent  tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of 
assessed  value  of  all  real  property  located 
within  the  commonwealth,  in  which  a  direct 
or  indirect  financial  interest  was  held,  which 
has  an  assessed  value  greater  than  one 
thousand  dollars;  and,  if  the  property  was 
transferred  during  the  year,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  furnishing  considera- 
tion to  the  reporting  person  or  receiving  it 
from  him  in  respect  to  such  transfer; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source, 
and  the  fair  market  value,  of  any  honoraria 
aggregating  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
if  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a 
legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a 
public    official    and    the    source    of  such 


honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest 
in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a  matter 
before  a  governmental  body;  or  if  the 
recipient  is  a  public  employee  and  the 
source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a 
direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the 
governmental  body  by  which  the  recipient  is 
employed; 

(6)  the  name  and  address  of  any 
creditor  who  was  forgiven  an  indebtedness 
of  over  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
amount  forgiven;  provided,  however,  that 
no  such  information  need  be  reported  if  the 
creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third  degree 
of  consanguinity  or  affinity  of  the  reporting 
person,  or  the  spouse  of  such  a  relative; 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  any 
business  from  which  the  reporting  person  is 
taking  a  leave  of  absence; 

(8)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a 
business  with  which  the  reporting  person  is 
associated  which  has  been  transferred  to  a 
member  of  the  reporting  person's  immediate 
family;  provided,  however,  that  a  member 
of  the  reporting  person's  family  need  not 
report  any  such  transfer  to  the  reporting 
person. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  require  the  disclosure  of  information  which 
is  privileged  by  law. 

Failure  of  a  reporting  person  to  file  a 
statement  of  financial  interests  or  the  filing  of 
an  incomplete  statement  is  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  board  may  initiate  appro- 
priate proceedings  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  2  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  4. 

Gifts  from  legislative  agents.  No  legislative 
agent  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  offer  or  give  to 
a  public  official  or  public  employee  or  a  member 
of  such  person's  immediate  family,  and  no  public 
official  or  public  employee  or  member  of  such 
person's  immediate  family  shall  knowingly  and 
wilfully  solicit  or  accept  from  any  legislative  agent, 
gifts  with  an  aggregate  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
or  more  in  a  calendar  year.

Whereas,  The  ERA  is  an  important  and 
worthwhile  bill,  one  which  will  create  for  women 
the  conditions  of  full  equality  which  all  Americans 
are  entitled  to;  and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  was  one  of  the  first 
states  to  ratify  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  in 
1972;  now,  therefore,  be  it

ORDER  AFFIRMING  JUDGE  GARRITY'S 
RULING  CLOSING  CHARLES  STREET 
JAIL  AND  FILING  OF  APPEAL  TO 
UNITED  STATES  SUPREME  COURT 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  question  of  the  Federal  District 
Court  order  closing  Charles  Street  Jail,  dated 
October  5,  1975,  and  the  ensuing  struggle  which 
has  taken  place  since  that  time  concerning  the 
closing  of  the  jail  has  caused  considerable 
controversy,  pro  and  con,  not  only  in  the  City 
Council,  but  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 


Whereas,  The  recent  Federal  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals'  order  requiring  the  Federal  District  Court 
judge  to  review  the  so-called  Moyer  Plan  for  the 
Charles  Street  Jail  rehabilitation  was  another 
matter  of  controversy  when  the  Federal  District 
Court  refused  to  review  the  plan  by  June  1,  unless 
the  City  Council  had  adequately  funded  the  Moyer 
Plan,  which  was  appealed  by  the  Boston  City 
Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
affirmed  the  ruling  of  the  Federal  District  Court 
judge.  However,  in  its  dictum  on  said  report,  they 
politely  asked  the  judge  to  review  the  Moyer  Plan; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  District  judge  is  not 
required  to  do  anything;  and 

Whereas,  This  jail  will  be  closed  in  the  fall  if 
this  order  is  allowed  to  stand;  and 

Whereas,  If  the  Boston  City  Council  doesn't 
take  action,  then  the  matter  will  remain  moot  until 
such  time  as  the  jail  is  closed,  and  the  Council  will 
be  required  to  provide  some  facility  for  pretrial 
detainees  to  be  kept  in  custody;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council,  through  its 
counsel,  Charles  Choate,  has  the  option  of 
appealing  the  Federal  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals' 
ruling  which  affirms  the  Federal  District  Court 
judge's  decision  of  closing  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
without  requiring  said  judge  to  review  the  said 
Moyer  Plan  which,  in  effect,  might  put  the  City  of 
Boston  in  a  vulnerable  position  of  finding 
alternative  sites  for  retaining  pretrial  detainees  in 
custody  pending  trial;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
requests  a  stay  of  the  Federal  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals'  order  affirming  the  Federal  District  Court 
judge's  ruling  that  the  jail  be  closed  and  file  an 
appeal  to  the  Federal  Supreme  Court  based  on  the 
fact  that  the  Boston  City  Council  has  in  fact 
complied  with  the  original  court  order  of  the 
Federal  Circuit  Court  that  they  have  a  plan  before 
the  Federal  District  Court  by  May  1  and  that  the 
Federal  District  Court  judge  failed  to  comply  with 
the  Federal  Circuit  Court  order  of  review  of  the 
so-called  Moyer  Plan  which  was  filed  seasonably 
with  the  Federal  District  Court.

The  City  of  Boston  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department,  Health  Division,  shall 
determine  who  are  the  proper  persons  to  be 
licensed  and  what  portion  of  said  Haymarket- 
Blackstone  area  they  shall  be  assigned  to. 

Section  4.  Subject  to  section  5  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
effective  as  of  January  1,  1955,  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  may  issue  sidewalk  or  street 
licenses  for  the  market  area  delineated  in  the  above

duty  on  June  24,  1976.  Such  pension  shall  be 
equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
which  would  have  been  paid  him  had  he  continued 
in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of 
his  retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving  Marguerite 
Healy,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city  shall  pay  to 
her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity 
of  $3,000  increased  by  $312  for  each  child  of  said 
Ronald  J.  Healy  during  such  time  as  such  child  is 
under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  eatning. 
If  said  Marguerite  Healy  remarries,  said  city  shall 
pay,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an 
annunity  of  $5  20  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such 
child  during  the  time  aforesaid.

Regarding  the  Boston  City  Council  request  for 
information  relative  to  snow-removal  equipment 
owned  by  the  city  and  evaluation  of  the 
snow-removal  work  undertaken  by  the  city  and  by 
the  contractors,  please  be  advised  of  the  following: 
The  questions  have  been  answered  in  the 
numerical  order  they  were  put  forth  in  the  City 
Council  order. 
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1.  The  Public  Works  Department  has  at  its 
disposal  for  snow  operations,  the  following 
equipment:  sixty-nine  plowing  trucks,  fifty-six  of 
which  may  double  as  spreaders;  sixteen  front-end 
loaders;  nineteen  Bombardiers. 

2.  In  the  event  of  a  snowstorm,  the  city 
equipment  will  be  ready  at  all  times  with  spreaders, 
the  first  to  be  utilized.  Spreaders  will  be  used  only, 
and  possibly  include  a  contract  spreader  in  each 
district.  The  city  will  be  performing  90  to  100 
percent  of  the  operation  at  this  time.  When 
accumulations  reach  four  inches,  the  decision  must 
be  made  to  call  in  the  contract  equipment.  If  this  is 
done  and  all  of  the  equipment  is  directed  to  report, 
the  city  will  be  assuming  approximately  30  percent 
of  the  operation. 

3.  The  district  in  which  the  contractor  must 
work  will  dictate  how  many  and  what  type  of 
equipment  that  will  be  used.  Also,  the  size  of  the 
district,  the  physical  geography,  and  the  lane  miles 
which  must  be  encountered  in  the  district. 

.  4.  The  merits  of  city-owned  equipment  versus 
contract  equipment  has  been  debated  in  the  past. 
The  fact  that  the  contractor's  provide  approx- 
imately 385  pieces  of  equipment  at  a  moment's 
notice  and  are  only  paid  a  minimum  price  if  not 
used  at  all  during  the  year,  and  what  it  would  cost 
the  city  to  purchase  even  a  fair  amount  of  this 
equipment  at  today's  costs,  the  men  to  run  the 
equipment,  the  cost  of  a  parts  inventory,  many 
additional  maintenance  men  to  repair  said 
equipment,  the  storage  space  for  this  equipment, 
and  on,  ad  infinitum,  convince  me  that  the  present 
system  of  hiring  equipment  is  the  best.

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Coun.  SANSONE  offered  the  following: 
Minority  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means 
Although    I    am    a    member    of   this    body's 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  I  am  today  casting 
a  "no"  vote  against  the  city  budget  before  us,  as  a 
symbolic  protest.  I  feel  it  incumbent  upon  me  to 
elaborate  on  the  reasons  for  my  decision.  Briefly 
stated,  they  are: 

(1)  The  Mayor's  late  submission  of  the  budget 
has  made  it  extremely  difficult  for  the  City 
Council's  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to 
conduct  the  thoughtful,  responsible  review  that  is 
called  for. 

(2)  The  city  administration's  admitted  practice 
of  deficit  spending  and  subsequent  supplementary 
appropriations  thwarts  any  genuine  effort  by  the 
City  Council  to  present  a  balanced  lean  budget. 

(3)  The  city  administration  has  failed  to 
provide  the  City  Council  with  critical  information 
about  the  projected  tax  rate  and  projected 
revenues,  information  which  is  critical  to  arriving 
at  any  reasonable  decision  about  the  city  budget. 

(4)  Lacking  its  own  budget  analyst,  the  City 
Council  does  not  now  have  the  capacity  to  conduct 
an  independent,  professional,  budget  review;  and 

(5)  The  administration's  priorities  appear  to  be 
political  patronage  and  the  creation  of  additional 
city  departments  and  layers  of  bureaucracy. 

1.  Late  Submission  of  Budget 

There  is  no  excuse,  in  my  opinion  for  the 
Mayor's  three-month  delay  in  submitting  his 
proposed  budget  to  the  City  Council.  His 
irresponsibility  placed  a  very  heavy,  time  burden 
on  the  City  Council,  and  resulted  in  rushed 
hearings  and  insufficient  time  for  a  thoughtful, 
budget  review.  The  City  Charter  calls  for  the 
budget  to  be  submitted  on  the  first  Monday  in 
February;  this  new  budget  was  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  on  May  3,  1978. 

2.  Deficit  Spending 

City  department  expenditures  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  are  running  far  beyond  their  budgeted 
appropriations.  This  fact  has  been  confirmed  by 
the  City's  Office  of  Management  and  Budget, 
which  itself  is  running  a  deficit  estimated  at 
$150,000,  due  to  personnel  cost  overruns.  The 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  has  not  been 
provided  with  information  on  the  extent  of  this 
deficit  spending,  department  by  department,  and 
for  the  city  as  a  whole.  Thus,  we  have  no  true 
comparative  data  upon  which  to  judge  expenditure 
requests  for  the  coming  year.       ' 

Boston  is  the  only  city  in  the  state  allowed  to 
end  the  year  with  a  deficit  (see  G.L.  chapter  44, 
section  31,  attached.)  The  city  administration's 
continuing  policy  of  flagrant  and  unchecked  deficit 
spending,  and  inflated  supplementary  budgets, 
makes  a  sham  of  the  City  Council's  efforts  to  pare 
the  budget.  Clearly  this  legislation  should  be 
amended  to  bring  Boston  closer  to  the  more 
prudent,  responsible  measures  which  bind  other 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

3.  Lack  of  Critical  Information 

The  City  Council  has  not  been  provided  with 
fundamental    information,    information   which   is 


key  to  any  sort  of  responsible  decision-making  on 
the  budget.  We  have  no  projections  for  next  year's 
projected  tax  rate.  Nor  do  we  have  any  data  on  the 
city's  present  and  projected  debt  and  debt  service 
costs.  Further,  we  can  only  speculate  as  to  how  the 
Mayor  proposes  to  close  the  $45-million,  revenue 
gap  in  his  proposed  budget. 

I  find  it  deeply  disturbing  that  the  information 
which  is  presented  to  the  City  Council  is  deceptive 
and  misleading,  and  obscures  city  department 
functions  and  operations  from  the  scrutiny  of  the 
City  Council.  The  recently  publicized  addition  by 
the  administration  of  seventy  court  positions  in  the 
Suffolk  County  budget  is  not  readily  apparent  in 
the  fiscal  year  1978  budget.  My  own  research 
reveals  discrepancies  in  personnel  quotas  which 
would  lead  one  to  believe  positions  have  been  cut, 
when  in  fact  they  remain  on  the  payroll.  If  seventy 
additional  jobs  can  go  unnoticed,  I  can  only  ask: 
How  much  more  has  been  hidden  in  this  budget  by 
the  administration? 
4.  City  Council 

Discrepancies  in  this  budget  abound,  yet  go 
largely  unnoticed  and/or  unchallenged  because  the 
City  Council  presently  lacks  the  staff  and 
informational  capacity  to  conduct  an  independent, 
professional  review  of  the  budget. 

Clearly,  the  City  Council  is  in  need  of  its  own 
analyst.  We  currently  rely  on  the  very  departments 
we  are  scrutinizing  to  provide  us  with  budget 
information.  With  no  member  of  the  Council 
having  professional  expertise  and  experience  in 
financial  management  and  budget  analysis,  the 
need  for  a  staff  member  with  this  knowledge  is 
even  more  acute. 

5.  Administration  Priorities 

The  eyes  of  the  public  seem  to  be  on  tax 
reform,  and  state  and  local  governments  across  the 
nation  are  responding  with  austerity  measures.  But 
here  in  Boston,  we  are  presented  with  a  bloated 
budget  from  a  city  administration  which  seems  to 
believe  that  more  is  always  better. 

My  research  shows  that  at  least  266  new 
positions  are  proposed  in  the  Mayor's  Fiscal  Year 
1979  budget.  Coupled  with  salary  increases  to  city 
employees,  the  annual  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  would  be  upwards  of  $8.4  million.  Also 
included  in  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget  is  the 
creation  of  four  new  departments  (including 
fifty-one  new  positions). 

I  question  the  establishment  of  these  new 
departments,  and  especially  their  cost.  The  Mayor 
proposes  to  staff  the  Office  of  Federal  Relations 
with  seventeen  employees  and  a  travel  budget  of 
$19,000,  in  order  to  draw  federal  funds  into 
Boston.  My  own  research  indicates  that  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts'  Office  of  Fed- 
eral Relations,  acting  on  behalf  of  all  cities  and 
towns  across  the  state,  manages  to  operate  very 
effectively  with  only  twelve  staff  members  and  a 
travel  budget  nearer  to  $10,000.  This  is  but  one 
very  small  example  of  the  fat  and  padding 
throughout  the  Mayor's  budget. 

One  only  need  look  at  the  meager  appro- 
priation for  services  to  the  handicapped  to  fully 
comprehend  the  folly  of  this  budget.  A  reasonable 
estimate  shows  that  50,000  Bostonians  are  in  some 
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way  disabled,  yet  only  $104,000  out  of  the 
Mayor's  budget  of  $307  million  is  appropriated  for 
direct  services  to  the  handicapped.  I  find  that 
inexplicable  and  outrageous. 

Likewise,  the  administration  professes  great 
interest  in  curbing  juvenile  crime  in  Boston.  Yet 
where  are  the  educational  programs  in  juvenile 
crime  prevention  and  treatment  in  the  Mayor's 
budget?  Those  very  same  people  who  will  continue 
to  be  victimized  by  the  rapid  rise  in  youth 
vandalism  and  crime  -  namely,  the  elderly  —  are, 
however,  one  of  the  Mayor's  priorities. 

The  setting  of  priorities  for  this  city  administra- 
tion seems  to  be  justification  only  for  more 
profligate  spending,  not  for  meaningful  goal-setting 
or  creative  approaches  to  persistent  city  problems. 
Recommendations 

There  are  a  number  of  ways  in  which  the  City 
Council  can  address  the  problems  outlined  above, 
and  I  propose  these  steps  to  begin  effecting  those 
changes: 

(1)  Amendment  of  the  City  Council  rules  to 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  position  of 
City  Council  Budget/Fiscal  Affairs  Analyst,  and 
abolition  (as  of  July  15,  1978)  of  the  position  of 
City  Council  Librarian.  This  will  not  result  in  any 
additional  payroll  costs. 


(2)  Amendment  of  chapter  44,  section  31  to 
include  the  City  of  Boston,  This  would  effectively 
prohibit  City  of  Boston  departments  from  engaging 
in  deficit  spending,  and  bind  the  City  of  Boston 
with  the  same,  prudent,  spending  controls 
exercised  by  all  other  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

(3)  Introduction  of  an  order  whereby  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  is  directed  to 
provide  monthly  reports  to  the  City  Council  for 
each  department,  and  the  city  as  a  whole  with  the 
following  information: 

(a)  year  to  date  expenditures 

(b)  projected  year  to  date  expenditures 

(c)  budgeted  appropriation 

(d)  anticipated  deficit,  if  any 

(e)  comparison  of  figures  "a"  through  "d" 
with  the  same  information  for  the  previous  year. 

(4)  Amendment  of  the  Rules  of  the  City 
Council  to  insure  that  all  information  obtained  by 
and  on  behalf  of,  the  City  Council's  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  is  forwarded  by  the  Staff 
Director  to  the  succeeding  year's  Committee  Chair. 

I  hope  you  will  join  me  in  making  these  changes 
possible.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Boston  350  Commission,  consisting 
of  twelve  members:  The  president  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  director  of  the 
Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  the  director  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  the  parks  commissioner,  ex 
officio,  and  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  from  such  corporations,  organizations,  and 
institutions  as  the  following:  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission,  the  Bostonian  Society,  the 
Freedom  Trail  Commission  or  Foundation,  the 
Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Greater  Boston  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau, 
the  Landmarks  Commission,  one  or  several  major 
cultural  institutions  such  as  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  the  New  England  Historic  Seaport,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  or  similar  non- 
profit organization.  In  addition,  the  Mayor  will 
appoint  two  commissioners  from  the  public  at 
large.  Commissioners  appointed  hereunder  shall 
serve  during  the  term  of  this  ordinance.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  Boston  350  commis- 
sioner shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  the  original 
appointment,  The  commissioners  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  and  are  hereby  classified  as 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purpose  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  The  Mayor 
shall  from  time  to  time  appoint  one  of  the 
commissioners  as  chairman  and  another  as 
vice-chairman. 

Section  2.  The  commission  shall  act  as  the  sole 
and  exclusive  agent  of  the  city  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  events  and  public  improvements 
commemorating  the  350th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  City  of  Boston  provided,  however, 
the  commission  may  permit  another  board,  office, 
or  department  of  the  city  to  undertake  such  a 
work  providing  the  commission  is  satisfied  such 
undertaking  is  complementary  to  the  city's 
celebration  of  its  350th  anniversary.  No  board, 
office,  or  department  shall  apply  for  any  gift, 
grant,  or  loan,  nor  shall  any  such  agency  expend 
any  public  monies  to  celebrate  the  350th 
anniversary  except  with  the  specific  approval  of 
the  commission.

REQUESTING  EDIC  DECLARE  NORTH  STA- 
TION AREA  AS  AN  ECONOMIC  DEVEL- 
OPMENT AREA 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  North  Station  area  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  an  industrial,  business,  and  manufac- 
turing area  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  is  decadent. 
This  area  has  been  becoming  decadent  and  blighted 
by  the  exodus  of  business,  manufacturing,  and 
industrial  firms  from  this  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  North  Station  area  employs  many 
people  in  business,  manufacturing  and  industrial 
firms  which  are  now  suffering  from  this  decadence 
and  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  general 
economic  circumstances  by  reason  of  this  deca- 
dence and  blight;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  prime  tenants  in  business 
in  the  North  Station  are,  namely,  the  Boston 
Garden,  which  annually  attracts  sporting  and 
recreation  events  totaling  $2  million  dollars  a  year, 
has  similarly  suffered  from  this  economic  blight 
and  decadence  and,  likewise,  employs  many 
people;  and 


Whereas,  The  economic  impact  of  this  area  on 
the  tax  rate  is  tremendous  in  that  it  has  paid  in  the 
past  a  higher  percentage  of  tax  dollars  to  the  city 
and  represents  a  substantial  income  to  the  city  by 
reason  of  the  attraction  of  many  people  to  that 
area  for  sporting  events  and  furniture  and  related 
businesses.  For  many  years,  it  has  been  the 
furniture  and  accessory  center  for  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  decadence  and  blight 
there  has  been  an  exodus  and  a  general  failure  of 
some  of  the  businesses  in  this  area; 

Therefore,  The  Boston  City  Council  requests 
the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Com- 
mission of  Boston  (EDIC)  to  declare  a  certain  area 
of  land  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  an  economic 
development  area  as  in  chapter  1097  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  which  area  is  generally  bounded  by 
Causeway  Street,  Nashua  Street  up  to  Acolon 
Way,  bounded  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad

Further,  That  the  said  plan  of  the  area  contain 
financial  information  which  covers  the  economic 
development  project  for  the  North  Station  to  the 
extent  that  up  to  $10  million  dollars  be  made 
available  for  said  project  for  economic  develop- 
ment purposes;

Plan"  Project  Y.E.S.  is  one  of  six  grants  awarded 
by  the  Department  of  Labor  on  the  basis  of  a 
nationwide  competition  which  included  over  150 
cities.  Boston  is  to  receive  $23  million  to  pay  the 
wages  of  eligible  Boston  youth  willing  to  return  to, 
or  stay  in,  school.  In  the  three  and  a  half  months 
since  Project  Y.E.S.  began,  over  4,000  youths  have 
enrolled  and  have  been  matched  with  jobs 
appropriate  to  their  interests  and  places  of 
residence.  All  of  these  youths  will  be  working  full 
time  by  the  end  of  July,  and  will  continue  to  work 
part  time  during  the  school  year.  Of  the  five  other 
cities  awarded  similar  grants,  I  can  report  that  only 
Baltimore  is  ahead  of  Boston  in  terms  of 
implementing  the  project.

Project  Y.E.S.  counselors  were  chosen  from  the 
Public    Service    Employment    Program    under    a 
special     lottery. 
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Special  attention  was  given  to  ensure  that 
counselors  as  a  group  met  the  qualifications 
necessary  for  the  job.  All  counselors  were  screened 
by  staff  of  the  Public  Service  Employment 
Program  and  then  interviewed  by  Case  Managers 
from  Project  Y.E.S. 

First  consideration  was  given  to  those  persons 
with  a  mix  of  education  and  previous  counseling 
experience  in  programs  similar  to  Project  Y.E.S. 

Additionally  an  attempt  was  made  to  be  sure  all 
neighborhoods  of  the  city  and  all  ethnic  and  social 
groups  were  properly  represented  in  the  selection 
process. 

The  present  group  of  counselors  working  in 
Project  Y.E.S.  have  a  broad  educational  and 
experimental  background  to  the  program,  almost 
all  of  the  counselors  have  prior  experience  in 
similar  programs  and  a  majority  hold  college 
degrees  in  addition  to  having  experience.

To  date,  some  470  youth  out-of-school  have 
been  recruited,  representing  approximately  thirty- 
five  percent  of  expected  enrollment.  Special  efforts 
are  currently  getting  underway  for  a  renewed 
recruitment  effort.  These  consist  of  a  promotional 
campaign  using  posters,  outdoor  billboards,  radio 
spots,  and  leaflets,  and  a  personal  contact 
campaign  utilizing  fourteen,  full-time  Youth 
Activities  Commission  street  workers,  full-time 
neighborhood  outreach  workers  attached  to 
ABCD's  Neighborhood  Employment  Centers,  and 
thirty  Project  Y.E.S.  youth  who  have  recruitment 
as  their  full-time  assignment.

Subject:   Gasoline  leak,  South  Boston, 
area  of  Vinton  and  Jenkins. 
On  Wednesday,   May   31,    1978,   I   arrived  in 
Boston  where  Mr.  James  McPherson  showed  me 
the  department's  daily  worksheets  on  inspections 


and  tests  on  the  above  subject.  These  records  show 
that  some  form  of  hydrocarbon  has  been  showing 
up  in  the  basements  of  homes  on  Jenkins  and 
Vinton  Streets  and  that  the  Fire  Department  has 
been  monitoring  the  situation  almost  constantly 
since  mid-October,  1977.  The  records  further  show 
that  the  problems  of  hydrocarbon  vapor  was 
concentrated  in  three  homes  on  Jenkins  and 
Vinton  and  in  the  soil  in  the  street  on  Jenkins 
Street. 

In  November,  the  Edison  Company  began 
repair  work  on  their  underground  cables  in  front  of 
23,  25,  and  27  Jenkins  Street.  Soil  from  this 
excavation  showed  the  presence  of  a  hydrocarbon. 

The  records  also  show  that  in  each  instance 
when  the  Fire  Department  found  vapor  readings  in 
these  homes,  they  directed  that  the  basement 
windows  be  opened  to  create  ventilation.  Under 
the  circumstances  this  was,  of  course,  the  proper 
recommendation.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  after 
February  18th,  the  vapor  readings  remained  at 
zero. 

On  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  Mr. 
McPherson  and  I  visited  each  of  the  houses  and 
were  unable  to  detect  any  odor  or  obtain  any 
reading  on  my  vapor  tester.  On  Saturday,  I  again 
visited  the  area  for  the  express  purpose  of 
vapor-testing  all  manholes  in  the  street.  No  vapor 
was  detectable.  On  Monday,  using  a  ram-bar,  we 
drove  nineteen  holes  to  a  depth  of  about  5Vi  feet. 
These  holes  make  it  possible  to  test  the  soil  with  a 
vapor  tester.  (See  attached  map  for  location.)  All 
of  these  holes  were  free  of  vapor. 

On  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  the 
Atlantic  Test  Boring  Co.  was  engaged  to  drill  nine, 
3-inch  holes  to  a  depth  of  13  to  16  feet.  (See  map 
for  location  of  these  holes.)  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  two  holes  in  the  street  in  front  of  No.  23  and 
No.  25  on  Jenkins  both  showed  vapor  but  no 
liquid  hydrocarbon.  Two  other  holes  in  the  back 
yards  of  No.  23  and  No.  25  on  Vinton  showed  low 
readings  (12  and  8  respectively)  at  15  to  16  feet. 

Because  of  the  repeated  rumor  that  there  may 
have  been  a  buried  gasoline  tank  at  the  rear  of  the 
building  on  the  corner  of  Dorchester  and  Jenkins,  a 
hole  was  drilled,  but  we  found  no  sign  of  stray 
gasoline  down  to  15  feet.  At  the  request  of  Mr. 
Myron,  a  hole  was  drilled  in  his  backyard  at  No.  23 
Jenkins.  There  was  no  detectable  vapor  in  this 
hole. 

While  these  holes  were  being  drilled  on 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  an  air-driven 
Venturi  vacuum  pump  was  attached  to  the  two 
holes  which  had  shown  high  readings  in  the  street 
in  front  of  No.  23  and  No.  25  Jenkins.  Each  of 
these  holes  showed  a  reading  of  100  on  the  vapor 
tester  at  the  start  of  the  pumping.  Hole  No.  1 
dropped  to  65  after  pumping  for  about  an  hour. 
The  next  day  this  hole  again  read  100,  but  it 
dropped  to  2  after  two  hours  of  pumping.  On  the 
third  day,  it  started  at  75  and  fell  to  28  after  two 
hours  of  pumping. 

Although  the  hole  in  front  of  No.  25  Jenkins 
appeared  to  have  somewhat  stonger  vapors,  the 
drop  in  concentration  after  pumping  was  about  the 
same   ratio.    For  example,  on  the  third  day  the 
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reading  dropped  from  98  to  65  after  three  hours  of 
pumping. 

Samples  of  soil  taken  from  the  bottom  of  these 
holes  show  about  7  percent  water,  hydrocarbon 
vapor,  and  a  bare  trace  of  hydrocarbon  liquid. 

All  of  the  homes  we  visited  have  foundations 
made  of  field  stone.  The  mortar  has  deteriorated  to 
the  point  where  there  are  cracks  and  holes  through 
which  vapors  can  enter  the  basements.  During  the 
winter  months  the  fire  inspectors  detected  strong 
vapors  entering  through  these  cracks  and  holes.  I 
personally  sealed  some  of  these  holes  with  cement 
and  plastic  mastic.  One  of  the  houses  (I  believe  the 
name  is  Kulas)  had  strong  vapors,  but  after  Mr. 
Kulas  sealed  the  floor  and  foundation  all  traces  of 
vapor  discontinued. 
Conclusion 

It  is  my  opinion  that  at  one  time  the  vapor  in 
the  homes  may  have  been  a  combination  of 
gasoline  vapor  and  natural  gas.  This  is  borne  out  by 
an  analysis  made  by  the  gas  company  showing  the 
presence  of  methane.  Methane  is  the  chief 
constituent  of  natural  gas  but  is  not  a  constituent 
of  gasoline.  The  Fire  Department  records  show 
that  there  was  a  gas  leak  repair  by  the  gas 
comoany.  One  other  bit  of  evidence  was  the  two 
incidents  where  the  vapor  readings  were  higher  in 
the  first  and  second  floors  than  in  the  basement. 
Gasoline  vapor  is  three  to  four  times  heavier  than 
air  and  has  a  tendency  to  concentrate  in  the 
basement.  On  the  other  hand,  natural  gas  is  lighter 
than  air  and  tends  to  collect  in  upper  rooms. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  gasoline  in  the  soil  has 
been  there  for  many  months  or  even  years  because 
there  appears  to  be  no  fresh  gasoline  involved. 
Also,  I  am  informed  that  the  service  stations  in  the 
area  have  had  their  tanks  tested  and  there  is  no 
evidence  of  a  leak.  You  will  note  that  one  of  the 
holes  drilled  was  within  8  feet  of  the  Mobil  station. 
This  hole  showed  no  vapor. 

It  is  my  further  opinion  that  in  the  cold 
weather  when  the  basement  windows  are  closed, 
the  furnace  burners  cause  a  slight  vacuum  in  the 
basement.  This,  in  itself,  would  tend  to  draw  in 
vapors  through  the  floor  and  walls.  This,  of  course, 
is  prevented  while  the  windows  are  open. 
Recommendation 

It  is  recommended  that  the  pumping  continue 
on  the  two  holes  in  front  of  No.  23  and  No.  25 
Jenkins  perhaps  twice  a  week  until  there  is  a 
material  drop  in  the  vapor  concentration. 

The  homeowners  expressed  concern  about 
having  to  keep  basement  windows  open  during 
cold  weather.  This  can  be  avoided  by  installing  a 
flexible  hose  such  as  is  used  for  venting  laundry 


driers.  One  end  of  the  hose  could  be  sealed  to  a 
piece  of  plywood  to  cover  the  window  and  the 
other  end  could  end  at  the  burner  on  the  furnace. 
This  would  allow  air  to  enter  thus  preventing  a 
vacuum  and  any  cold  air  would  be  picked  up  by 
the  furnace  burner  and  sent  through  the  firebox 
rather  than  into  the  room. 

Personally  I  wish  to  commend  the  Fire 
Department  for  its  cooperation.  In  my  years  of 
consulting  work,  I  have  never  had  better 
cooperation.  The  records  show  that  they  had  spent 
considerable  time  and  effort  on  this  problem 
during  the  winter.

Enclosed  is  a  listing  of  food  stores  and 
supermarkets  frequented  by  senior  citizens  via  the 
Senior  Shuttle  Program,  during  the  months  of 
April,  May,  and  June,  1978.  The  list  was  compiled 
from  weekly  scheduling  reports  submitted,  to  the 
Elderly  Commission,  by  the  schedulers  in  neighbor- 
hood agencies,  where  the  Senior  Shuttles  are 
assigned. 

According  to  the  Senior  Shuttle's  federal 
guidelines,  shopping  trips  are  restricted  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  Therefore,  when  scheduling  transporta- 
tion to  a  market  the  senior  citizen  calling 
determines  where  he/she  will  shop,  within  the  city. 

The  only  exception  to  the  above  ruling  is  for 
residents  of  the  Allston-Brighton  area,  where  they 
are  allowed  to  shop  at  the  Watertown  Mall.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent 
traveling  to  outlying  areas,  within  the  city,  when 
the  Watertown  Mall  is  only  about  five  minutes 
away.  Also  available  at  this  mall  is  a  discount  store 
which  seniors  need  to  have  access  to.  Their  concern 
was  to  purchase  personal  items  rather  than  food 
shopping,  which  is  done  locally.  From  reviewing 
the  Allston-Brighton  reports  and  speaking  with  the 
agency  scheduler,  the  mall  is  used  primarily  by 
residents  of  nursing  homes. 

Many  senior  groups  schedule  luncheon  trips  to 
the  Hilltop  Restaurant  in  Saugus,  and  will  stop  at 
the  restaurant's  meat  store,  after  eating.  Their 
primary  reason  for  the  outing  is  for  lunch  and  it  is 
not  a  regularly  scheduled  shopping  trip. 

In  looking  over  the  last  month's  records  for 
South  Boston,  we  find  that  they  had  scheduled 
outside  shopping  trips.  We  attribute  this  to  the  fact 
that  the  driver  is  new  (only  on  the  job  since  May 
17th),  and  did  not  completely  understand  the  set 
ruling.  He  and  the  scheduler  have  been  notified 
that  this  is  not  to  happen  and  consider  this 
corrected.  We  will  however,  continue  to  monitor 
this  agency  closely.

Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  petition  which  has  been 
delivered  to  the  City  Clerk  as  recipient  for  the 
Boston  City  Council.  As  I  read  chapter  82  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  City  Council  has  jurisdiction 
over  alteration  and  repair  of  roads  and  highways  in 
the  City  of  Boston.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  regarding  the  section 
312  Rehabilitation  Loan  Program. 

I    have    always    strongly    supported   this  loan 
program  which  has  been  quite  sucessful  in  helping 
to  conserve  existing  housing  and  neighborhoods. 

I  share  your  view  that  there  is  a  need  for 
substantial  additional  funding  for  this  program, 
since  the  demand  for  rehabilitation  loans  far 
exceeds  the  amount  of  funds  available  each  year. 
However,  at  this  time,  the  House  and  Senate 
Appropriation  Committees  have  not  yet  considered 
a  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  program  in 
FY  1978. 
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In  the  Housing  Authorization  Bill  for  Fiscal 
Year  1979,  the  Senate  Banking,  Housing  and 
Urban  Affairs  Committee,  on  which  I  serve  as 
ranking  Republican  member,  has  agreed  to  a  major 
expansion  of  the  section  312  program,  along  with 
legislative  changes  to  make  the  program  more 
effective.  I  supported  an  amendment  to  this  bill 
which  would  provide  an  authorization  level  of 
$3.70  million  annually  for  FY  1979  and  1980  for 
the  section  312  program,  an  increase  of  $310 
million  over  the  funding  level  for  FY  1978.  This 
provision  is  contained  in  s.  3084,  which  was 
reported  by  the  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban 
Affairs  Committee  on  May  15,  and  is  awaiting 
action  by  the  full  Senate. 

I  appreciate  your  writing  to  me  on  this 
important  issue.  You  may  be  assured  of  my 
continuing  support  for  a  higher  level  of  funding  for 
the  section  312  program  in  order  to  assist  in 
preserving  our  existing  housing  stock  and  neighbor- 
hoods.

Notwithstanding  chapter  486 
section  3B  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  and  in  accordance 
with  M.G.L.A.  chapter  44,  section  33B,  after  an 
appropriation  of  money  has  been  duly  made  by  the 
City  of  Boston  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department,  no 
transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus 
appropriated  shall  be  made  except  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council.  The  Mayor  may,  only 
after  having  received  the  approval  of  a  majority  of 
the  City  Council,  transfer  any  amount  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  any  department  to 
another  appropriation  for  the  same  department. 
Similarly,  the  Mayor  shall  make  no  transfer  of  any 
amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  any  depart- 
ment to  the  appropriation  of  any  other  department 
except  as  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City 
Council.  At  no  time  shall  the  city  auditor  or  Mayor 
apply  any  income  or  taxes  or  transfer  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  even  for 
the  purpose  of  closing  the  accounts  for  the  fiscal 
year  without  the  express  approval  of  the  City 
Council.

An     Ordinance     Establishing     a    Motor    Vehicle 

Management  Commission 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  Motor  Vehicle  Management  Commission 
consisting  of  the  Commissioners  of  Traffic  and 
Parking,  Parks  and  Recreation,  Fire,  Police,  and 
Public  Works  Departments. 

This  commission  shall  be  made  responsible  for 
overseeing  the  purchase,  assignment,  use,  and 
maintenance  of  all  city-owned  or  leased  vehicles, 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Management  Commission 
shall  establish  a  complete  history  of  every 
city-owned  or  leased  automobile.  The  file  shall 
contain  the  following  information  for  each 
automobile: 

1.  The  date  of  purchase  of  lease. 

2.  The  complete  description,  including  registration 

number. 

3.  The  department  the  vehicle  is  assigned  to  and,  if 

assigned  to  an  individual,  the  name  of  the 
individual. 

4.  The  written  justification  for  use. 

5.  The  complete  history  of  maintenance,  equip- 

ment purchases,  and  gasoline  purchases. 

6.  The  monthly  odometer  reading. 

The  city  shall  cancel  all  existing  registration  of 
city-owned  automobiles.  All  new  registrations  shall 
be  processed  through  the  commission,  after  that 
time   all  renewals,   transfers,   or   cancellations  of 
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automobiles  registrations  would  be  processed 
through  the  bureau.  Likewise,  all  new  leases  for 
city  cars  should  be  processed  through  the  bureau. 

The  city  shall  purchase  only  small  -  or  mid-size 
automobiles,  and  the  use  of  full-sized  automobiles 
should  be  discontinued  by  department  heads.  If  a 
department  head  has  the  need  for  a  full-sized 
vehicle  for  a  specific  occasion,  then  one  can  be 
borrowed  from  the  motor  pool.  The  only  extra 
equipment  that  city  automobiles  shall  have  are 
power  steering  and  automatic  transmission,  and 
with  the  exception  of  police  vehicles,  engines 
should  be  limited  to  six  cylinders. 

All  requisitions  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
automobiles  should  first  be  processed  and  cleared 
by  the  bureau  and  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing 
Division.  Each  agency  filing  such  a  requisition 
should  be  required  to  submit  with  it  a  written 
justification  for  the  automobile  and  the  use  for 
which  it  is  intended.  The  commission  should  have 
the  authority  to  reject  or  alter  the  requisition. 

All  city-owned,  credit  cards  shall  be  canceled. 
The  MVMC  shall  order  new  credit  cards  when  there 
is  a  proven  need.  All  city-owned  or  leased 
automobiles  should  be  required  to  fill  up  at 
city-owned  gas  pumps.  Gasoline  should  be 
purchased  from  noncity  pumps  only  when  travel 
out  of  the  city  cannot  be  made  on  one  tank  of 
fuel. 

The  MVMC  should  receive  copies  of  all  gasoline 
slips  arising  from  purchases  for  city  automobiles. 
Each  slip  should  indicate  the  number  of  gallons 
purchased  and  the  registration  number  and  the 
mileage  of  the  automobile.  These  gasoline  slips 
should  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  vehicle  folder  to 
serve  as  a  record  of  the  gasoline  mileage  and  use  of 
each  car. 

Departments  which  do  not  have  maintenance 
facilities  to  perform  routine  maintenance  on  their 
vehicles  shall  use  the  existing  facilities  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation,  Traffic  and  Parking,  Public  Works, 
Fire,  and  Police  Departments.  At  the  close  of  each 
fiscal  year,  expenses  incurred  by  the  providing 
department  will  be  billed  to  the  acount  of  the 
agency  receiving  the  services. 

If  the  available  facilities  are  inadequate  to  carry 
out  such  additional  maintenance  the  motor  vehicle 
management  commission  shall  be  responsible  for 
entering  into  one  general  contract  to  provide  such 
services. 

No  automobile  owned  or  leased  by  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  garaged  overnight  outside  the  City 
of  Boston  without  the  approval-of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council.  Any  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who  after  having  been  given  a  proper  hearing  by 
the  director  of  administrative  services,  has  been 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  provision  shall 
cease  to  be  employed  by  the  city. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  days 
after  its  passage. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  752 
of  Title  2  of  the  City  of  Boston  code,  ordinances, 
thisjordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Boston. 

Those  invited  to  testify  shall  include  representa- 
tives from  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  U.S.  Dept.  of  the  Interior,  U.S.  Coast 
Guard,  Mass.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
AMENDING  SECTION  1  OF  CHAPTER 
751  OF  ACTS  OT  1969  IN  ORDER  TO 
ABOLISH  THE  BRA 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  1  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  751  of  the  Acts  of  1969  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  third 
paragraph  of  section  4: 

"The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
hereby  abolished;  and  all  property  of  the  City 
of  Boston  in  the  custody  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  all  appro- 
priations of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  use  of 
said  Authority  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
vested  in  a  Department  of  Urban  Redevelop- 
ment, and  all  persons  appointed  by,  or  holding 
by,  through,  or  under,  said  Authority  are 
hereby  transferred  to  and  made  employees  of  a 
Department  of  Urban  Redevelopment  without 
reduction  in  their  rank  or  compensation,  or 
impairment  of  their  civil  service  rights,  or  their 
retirement  rights,  or  their  vacation,  holiday,  or 
sick  leave  rights.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
regarding  the  transfer  of  employees  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  a  Depart- 
ment of  Urban  Redevelopment  do  not  apply  to 
the  members  of  the  governing  board  of  said 
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Authority  established  under  section  5  of 
chapter  751  of  the  Acts  of  1969.  The  director 
of  this  department  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council,  to  serve  coterminously  with  the  Mayor 
Neither  chapter  31  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder 
shall  apply  to  any  person  appointed  to  a 
Department  of  Urban  Redevelopment;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  chapter  31  and  rules  made 
thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to  every 
person  transferred  to  the  service  of  the 
Department  of  Urban  Redevelopment,  if  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer  such  person  holds  an 
office  or  position  under  a  permanent  civil 
service  appointment  and  is  not  still  serving  his 
probationary  period;  and  further  provided  that 
said  chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions 
among  those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply." 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Ordinances.

the  lottery  system  except  those  which  are  not 
classified  as  Civil  Service,  or  if  classified  Civil 
Service,  and  for  which  there  has  been  a  list 
published  and  no  applicants  ready,  willing,  and 
able  to  fill  those  positions  shall  be  filled  by  a  job 
lottery  system  unless  those  positions  require 
special  skill,  training,  experience  and/or  education; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  Clerk  is  required  to  be 
furnished  with  a  list  of  all  applicants  and  shall 
certify  that  the  lottery  was  held  as  prescribed;  and 

Whereas,  A  lottery  was  held  in  May  for  these 
positions;  and 

Whereas,  The  list  has  not  been  furnished  to  the 
City  Council  as  prescribed  in  said  ordinance; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  report  im- 
mediately to  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the  list  of 
applicants,  title  of  positions,  and  number  of 
positions  on  summer  employment  that  were  filled; 
further 

Resolved,  The  City  Clerk  provide  the  City 
Council  with  a  list  of  applicants  and  those 
positions  that  were  not  filled  by  the  lottery. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 


CALLING  ON  NATIONAL  LEADERS  TO  INSIST 
BASIC  HUMAN  RIGHTS  BE  OBSERVED 
AND  JUSTICE  TO  SHCHARANSKY  AND 
GINZBERG 


Couns.  DiCARA  and  McDONOUGH  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  Anatoly  Shcharansky  was  recently 
tried  in  the  U.S.S.R.  for  espionage  in  connection 
with  the  C.I. A.,  and  Alexander  Ginzburg  was 
charged  with  anti-Soviet  agitation  and  propaganda; 
and 

Whereas,  These  alleged  charges  of  collaboration 
with  the  C.I. A.  were  denied  by  President  Carter, 
who  stated  that  Alexander  Ginzburg  and  Anatoly 
Shcharansky  participated  in  no  espionage  for  the 
U.S.A.  in  any  sense;  and 

Whereas,  The  trials  of  the  two  dissidents  were  a 
farce  and  an  insult  to  justice.  These  "monkey 
trials"  were  banned  from  public  viewing  and 
distorted  justice  for  the  selfish  and  cruel  purposes 
of  the  U.S.S.  R.;  and 

Whereas,  The  punishments  meted  out  to 
Alexander  Ginzburg  and  Anatoly  Shcharansky 
were  cruel  and  inhumane,  and  the  chances  of 
survival  for  the  two  dissidents  are  minimal  with 
such  inexplicable  and  callous  sentences;  and 

Whereas,  These  trials  are  but  the  latest 
examples  of  continuing  injustices  in  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  have  made  a  mockery  of  justice  and  their 
supported  judicial  system;  and 

Whereas,  This  system  of  horrors  does  not  end  in 
the  courts  but  extends  to  the  distant  icy  reaches  of 
the  Gulag  Archipeligo;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  condemns  the  judicial  system 
of  the  U.S.S.R.  as  being  warped  and  blind.  Since  it 
functions  not  for  justice,  but  to  fulfill  the 
anti-humane  values  of  the  Soviet  system;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
instructs  the  City  Clerk  to  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  the  Soviet  Ambassadors  in  Washing- 
ton, Anatoly  Dobrynin,  and  at  the  United  Nations, 
Yalov  Malik;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  invites 
each  City  Council  in  the  Commonwealth  to  join  in 
this  protest  against  injustice  and  inhumanity. 

Whereas,  The  right  of  free  speech  and  freedom 
of  dissent  is  known  to  the  American  public  as  an 
inalienable  right  of  men  and  women  throughout 
the  world;  and 

Whereas,  The  recent  trials  and  imprisonment  of 
Soviet  dissidents  Anatoly  Shcharansky  and  Alexan- 
der Ginzburg  constitutes  a  flagrant  and  outrageous 
abrogation  of  that  right;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  Soviet  Union 
has  with  its  sentencing  of  these  two  men  confirmed 
its  intent  to  continue  repression  of  basic  human 
rights;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  United  States 
has  occasion  to  use  its  leverage  in  negotiations  with 
the  Soviet  Union  to  insure  these  human  rights  are 
protected;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  adds  its 
voice  to  those  of  the  many  Americans  calling  on 
our  national  leaders  to  stand  firm  in  their 
insistence  that  basic  human  rights  be  observed,  and 
that  simple  justice  be  done  in  the  case  of 
Shcharansky  and  Ginzberg.

Section  203.  By  any  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  in  accordance  with  law,  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  may  authorize,  with  such 
limitations,  if  any,  as  the  Commission  may 
think  proper,  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
missioner, through  the  agency  of  person  or 
persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department,  or  by  an  independent 
contractor  selected  on  the  basis  of  competitive 
bids  invited  by  advertisement  in  the  Gty 
Record,  as  said  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
missioner shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  to 
remove  to  a  convenient  place  and  store  any 
vehicle  subject  by  law  to  said  removal  and 
storage.  Any  employee  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment presently  employed  on  such  work  may  be 
transferred  to  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Depart- 
ment, provided,  however,  that  no  such  transfer 
shall  result  in  a  reduction  in  rank  or 
compensation  or  impairment  of  civil  service, 
retirement,  vacation,  holiday  or  sick  leave 
rights.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Posting  of  Political 

Notices,  Advertisements,  or  Bills 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby   further  amended  by  striking  out  section 
93A  of  chapter  29,  as  amended,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  93A.  No  candidate  for  any  public 
office,  or  committee  organized  on  behalf  of  a 
candidate  for  public  office,  shall  allow,  or 
suffer  to  remain,  any  political  notice,  advertise- 
ment or  bill  bearing  his  name,  or  the  name  of 
the  candidate  on  whose  behalf  the  committee 
has  been  organized,  to  be  posted  up  or  affixed 
in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall, 
building  or  other  structure  in  the  city  unless  he, 
or  the  committee  organized  on  his  behalf,  has 
previously  obtained  the  written  consent,  on  a 
form  provided  by  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners,  of  the  person  having  possession 
of  such  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall,  building  or 
other  structure. 

No  candidate  for  any  public  office,  or 
committee  organized  on  behalf  of  a  candidate 
for  public  office,  shall  allow  any  political 
notice,  advertisement  or  bill  bearing  his  name, 
or  the  name  of  the  candidate  on  whose  behalf 
the  committee  has  been  organized,  to  be  posted 
up  or  affixed  in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole, 
fence,  tree,  wall,  building  or  other  structure  in 
the  city,  beyond  thirty  days  after  the  election 
in  which  he  was  a  candidate. 

Each  candidate  for  public  office,  or 
committee  organized  on  behalf  of  a  candidate 
for  public  office,  shall  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  preceding  the  election  in  which  he,  or  the 
candidate  on  whose  behalf  the  committee  was 
organized,  deposit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  with  the  City  Clerk.  Said  deposit  to 
be  held  as  surety  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  not  violated  by  the  candidate,  the 
committee  organized  on  his  behalf,  or  anyone 
acting  under  the  authority  or  in  behalf  of  the 
candidate  or  committee.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  HUMAN  SERVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

A  public  hearing  was  held  by  this  Commitee 
last  Thursday,  July  27,  and  an  on-site  inspection  of 
the  premises  was  held  on  Friday  by  this 
Committee,  as  a  result  of  many  complaints  by  the 
tenants. 

This  development  is  located  at  145  Commercial 
Street  in  the  Waterfront  and  has  150  units  and  is 
build  under  a  federal  236  Program  with  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency. 

The  people  complained  of  faulty  refrigeration 
which  did  not  keep  the  food  cold  and  as  a  result, 
they  suffered  food  loss  from  spoilage.  These 
complaints  have  been  continuous  for  several 
months  and  this  Committee  has  through  investiga- 
tion learned  that  the  refrigerators  were  bought 
through  a  Richard  Morrison  Associates,  who  was  a 
factory  representative  of  Admiral  until  January  1, 
1978.  This  firm  deals  mainly  with  contractors 
through  Housing  and  Urban  Development  of  the 
federal  government  and  the  deal  for  refrigerators 
and  stoves  in  this  development. 

Through  investigation  with  the  Admiral  Corpo- 
ration, who  no  longer  does  business  in  Massachu- 
setts directly,  by  calling  their  field  engineers  in 
Rutherford,  New  Jersey,  I  discovered  that  the 
refrigerators  do  not  have  a  freezer  compartment 
but  are  known  as  reefers  and  are  used  in  apartment 
construction  and  are  not  readily  adaptable  for 
family  units.  They  cannot  sustain  a  temperature 
below  15°F.  their  normal  temperature  is  20°F. 
Because  of  the  inability  of  the  tenant  to  cope  with 
a  20°F.  temperature  they  experienced  food 
spoilage.  When  they  reduced  the  temperature 
below  20°  F.,  the  food  in  the  lower  compartment 
froze  similarly.  According  to  the  factory  field 
office  in  order  to  keep  ice  cream  frozen,  and  other 
types  of  food,  the  temperature  must  be  below 
zero.  These  refrigerators  are  not  capable,  and  are 
not  built  for  that  purpose.  The  net  result  is  that 
these  people,  in  no  way,  can  properly  keep  food  in 
these  refrigerators.  The  Committee,  through  its 
sources,  learned  that  these  refrigerators  were  put 
into  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  at  Columbia 


Point  but  they  have  since  been  removed  because  of 
the  complaints  of  the  tenants. 

There  refrigerators  are  a  little  more  than  $50 
cheaper  than  the  ordinary  refrigerator  with  a 
freezer  compartment.  The  Committee  is  going  to 
recommend  to  Peabody  Management  that  these 
refrigerators  be  replaced  immediately  with  the 
conventional  type  refrigerators  that  have  a  separate 
freezer  compartment. 

In  addition,  there  were  complaints  about  the  air 
conditioning  during  the  hot  weather.  Because  of 
the  age  of  many  of  these  tenants,  they  suffered 
heat  prostration.  Tenants  had  to  sleep  on  chairs  in 
the  library  during  the  height  of  the  heat  wave. 

Although  it  is  true  that  the  tenants  knew  they 
would  have  no  air  conditioners  when  they  took 
over  these  apartments,  the  windows  were  of  such  a 
construction  that  the  tenants  could  not  even  install 
window,  box-type  units  to  alleviate  their  suffering 
from  the  heat. 

Your  Committee  has  taken  this  matter  up  with 
the  developer  with  the  hope  that  the  developer  will 
provide  the  facilities  for  installation  of  box-type, 
window  units  by  arrangement  with  the  tenant.  The 
fact  of  the  matter  is,  according  to  testimony  by 
Mass.  Housing  Finance  Agency,  central  air 
conditioning  has  been  installed  in  some  develop- 
ments and  some  do  not  have  air  conditioning.  Your 
Committee  feels  that  the  financing  agency,  such  as 
H.U.D.  and  the  M.H.F.A.,  should  adopt  a  standard 
policy  that  would  require  a  system  of  central  air 
conditioning  in  all  future  developments  as  a 
condition  for  granting  of  these  funds  through 
rental  subsidies.  These  people  are  paying  $522  in 
some  instances  and  in  other  instances  the  rent  is 
subsidized  and  the  tenants  pay  less  but  the  federal 
government  and  M.H.F.A.  make  up  the  difference. 
Paying  such  a  rent,  whether  it  be  subsidized  or 
direct,  should  make  it  incumbent  upon  developers 
to  have  central  ah  conditioning.  Your  Committee 
spoke  to  a  reputable  engineering  firm,  and  they 
estimated  it  would  cost  around  $300,000  more  for 
ah  conditioning  to  be  installed  at  the  time  of 
planning. 

This  development  was  financed  by  the  federal 
government  and  a  local  sponsoring  organization 
was  chosen  to  work  with  the  contractor,  as  well  as 
through  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  federal  and  state  agencies.  This  local  agency, 
known  as  Ausonia  Housing  Associates,  had  full 
knowledge  of  what  was  going  on  because  they  had 
members  of  their  association  working  as  liaison 
with  the  developer  and  a.e  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  The  purchase  of  the  equipment  could 
not  have  happened  without  the  consent  of  all 
parties.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  corners  were  cut, 
not  only  in  the  construction  but  in  the  installation 
of  appliances  and  equipment  as  well  as  furniture. 
Screen  doors  were  not  put  on  porch  entrances. 
The  Committee  found  a  lack  of  ventilation  in  the 
bathrooms,  also,  and  such  a  lack  of  adequate 
ventilation  is  against  the  law. 

This  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  developments  built,  because  of  its 
location.  It  is  a  very  nice  place  to  live  but  more 
attention  by  the  developer  and  their  coordinating 
committee  should  have  been  spent  on  the  details  of 
which  the  tenants  now  complain. 
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There  has  been  evidence  that  tenants  were 
threatened  not  to  speak  to  the  Council,  In  fact, 
your  Chairman  was  not  allowed  access  to  the 
building  in  violation  of  Council  order.  However, 
because  your  Chairman  knew  certain  tenants,  after 
waiting  about  ten  minutes,  he  gained  access. 
However,  the  local  Ausonia  Housing  Associates 
have  attempted  to  stifle  any  Council  inquiry  by 
intimidating  the  tenants  and  threatening  eviction  if 
they  told  the  Committee  of  the  deficiencies  in 
housing  units. 

Your  Committee  is  in  contact  with  the 
developer  to  bring  about  changes  and  correct  the 
problems,  as  well  as  to  update  the  tenant-selection 
process  about  which  there  were  many  complaints. 
Similarly,  complaints  were  received  from  the  North 
End  community  about  the  tenant-selection  process 
which  was  handled  by  the  Ausonia  Housing 
Committee  and  the  management. 

Your  Committee  intends  to  pursue  this  entire 
matter  to  its  finality  so  that  these  deficiencies  can 
be  corrected.  Your  Committee  has  similarly 
informed  H.U.D.  and  M.H.F.A.  to  withhold  any 
further  payments  of  monies  due  to  the  developer 
until  there  is  a  satisfactory  resolution  of  these 
tenant  complaints. 

There  will  be  a  further  report  as  soon  as  all  the 
facts  are  determined  and  this  matter  is  consum- 
mated.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  police  officer  in  attendance  at 
the  several  polling  places  at  primaries,  elections, 
preliminary  elections,  and  city  elections,  in 
addition  to  performing  the  duties  otherwise  set  by 
law,  shall 

1.  inspect  each  voting  machine  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  polls  to  ensure  that  no  votes 
have  been  cast  upon  it  since  being  set; 

2.  verify  by  inspection  the  "protective 
counter"  setting  against  the  number  provided 
by  the  voting  machine  custodian; 


3.  place  a  mark  next  to  the  name  of  each 
voter  who  casts  a  ballot  at  such  location,  on  the 
voting  list  provided  by  law; 

4.  report  any  machine  malfunction,  ir- 
regularity, or  disturbance  in  or  around  the 
polling  location,  both  to  his  station  house  and 
to  the  election  commission. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
C.B.C.  Ord.  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance 
was  passed.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 
AND  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development,  submitted  the 
following: 

On  July  26,  1978,  the  Boston  City  Council 
adopted  an  order  (see  attached)  calling  on  the 
Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  to  conduct  a  public  hearing  on  "the 
neighborhood  participation  process  and  other 
agreements  relative  to  the  selection  of  a  developer 
for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel  site  (Parcels  A-6  and 
A-7). 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  was  ordered  to  conduct  a  public 
hearing  within  one  week.  Consequently,  a  public 
hearing  was  called  for  Monday,  July  31,  1978,  at 
7:30  p.m.  at  the  North  End  Union,  20  Parmenter 
Street,  Boston. 

The  order  called  for  the  committee  at  this 
public  hearing  to  specifically  address  itself  to 
whether  or  not  plans  submitted  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  conformed  to  the 
Amendment  to  Stipulation  and  Agreement  (see 
attached)  filed  in  the  United  States  District  Court, 
District    of    Massachusetts,    January    25,    1973, 
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regarding  Parcel  A-6  and  Parcel  A-7.  In  that 
agreement,  criteria  of  basic  design,  including 
graduated  massing,  site  lines,  height,  length,  width, 
and  pedestrial  easements  of  the  proposed  hotel 
were  addressed.  The  agreement  made  other 
assurances  such  as  visual  access  to  the  harbor,  and 
preservation  of  the  pedestrian  "walk  to  the  sea,"  as 
well  as  maintenance  of  community  input  and 
participation. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Committee  on 
Housing  and  Neighborhood  Development  was 
forwarded  to  citizens  and  neighborhood  organiza- 
tions inviting  them  to  participate  at  the  public 
hearing: 
Dear  Friend: 

An  important  public  hearing  will  be  held  at  the 
North  End  Union,  20  Parmenter  Street,  on 
Monday,  July  31,  1978,  at  7:30  p.m.,  on  the 
neighborhood  participation  process  and  the  other 
agreements  relative  to  the  selection  of  a  developer 
for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel  site. 

In  light  of  the  enormous  impact  that  this 
spacious  hotel  complex  could  have  on  our 
community,  the  Boston  City  Council's  Committee 
on  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Development  feels 
that  substantive  community  participation  and 
understanding  is  crucial  and  hopes  that  you  will  be 
able  to  attend  this  hearing.

Background  Statement 

The  recent  controversy  and  statements  by  the 
Mayor,  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  officials, 
business,  and  North  End-  North  End  Waterfront 
Community  leaders,  potential  developers,  and  the 
Boston  news  media  have  raised  serious  questions 


about  the  developmental  process  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Unfortunately,  the  issue  has  cast  an 
ominous  cloud  over  the  integrity  of  our  city's 
government.  Interference  with  the  Long  Wharf 
design  review  process  has  caused  potential  investors 
and  developers  to  reevaluate  their  commitment  to 
the  city's  future.  The  business  community  and 
professional  societies  are  deeply  disturbed,  while 
respected  community  leaders  are  disillusioned  with 
their  government  after  years  of  negotiations  and 
federal  court  agreement  that  was  designed  to 
prevent  this  type  of  development  controversy.  To 
neighborhood  and  community  leaders  across  the 
city  the  message  is  loud  and  clear,  that  the 
administration's  commitment  to  the  future  of  the 
neighborhoods  is  shallow  and  meaningless  and  that 
people  attempting  to  have  a  voice  in  the  future 
direction  and  shape  of  their  communities  can  only 
expect  broken  promises  from  officials  who  are 
locked  into  a  "Downtown  Development  Mentality 
rather  than  a  Partnership  with  Their  Neighbor- 
hoods." 

In  January  of  1973,  the  Boston  Waterfront 
Residents  Association,  Inc.,  (BWRA)  acting  on  the 
premise  that  Parcel  A-7,  located  at  Long  Wharf, 
had  to  be  developed  as  a  luxurious  and  spacious 
hotel,  entered  into  a  stipulation  and  agreement 
with  the  Boston  Waterfront  Hotel  Associates 
(BWHA),  who  were  the  designated  developers  of 
thesLong  Wharf  parcel  at  that  time.  The  agreement 
which  was  reached  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  was  intended  to  prevent  the  "strong 
architectural  statement"  now  being  advocated  by 
the  Mayor.  The  Waterfront  residents  felt  that  a 
hotel  in  the  style  of  a  monument  located  in  their 
community  would  detract  from  the  historical 
character  of  the  area,  have  an  adverse  affect  on  the 
quality  of  life,  cause  displacement  among  the 
elderly  and  other  long-time  residents  due  to  the 
impaction  of  development  pressures  designed  to 
serve  the  affluent.  While  the  committee  feels  that 
the  agreement  was  a  positive  step  in  government- 
community  relations  it  also  believes  that  citizens 
wanting  a  voice  in  their  community's  destiny 
should  not  be  forced  to  bring  suit  to  obtain  what  is 
rightfully  theirs.  The  agreement  which  was  reached 
after  a  restudy  of  the  redevelopment  plans  for 
Parcel  A-7  resulted  in  a  scaling  down  of  the 
number  of  rooms  and  parking  spaces  for  auto- 
mobiles. Provisions  were  also  included  to  provide 
for  community  participation  in  the  design  review 
process,  height,  and  massing  restrictions,  public 
access  through  the  parcel  and  to  adjacent 
waterfront  land.  The  agreement  also  contained 
some  provisions  that  the  committee  feels  were  not 
in  the  realm  of  the  BRA's  jurisdiction.  These 
include  the  determination  by  the  BRA  that  the 
inclusion  of  Parcel  A-6  into  A-7  did  not  involve  a 
major  federal  action  which  would  require  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (H.U.D.)  or  City  of 
Boston  approval.  The  committee  also  questions  the 
legality  of  waiving  possible  appeals  under  the 
National  Environmental  Policy  Act,  the  National 
Historic  Preservation  Act  and  the  BRA  determina- 
tion that  the  hotel  development  did  not  require  the 
filing  of  an  environmental  impact  statement  under 
chapter  30,  sections  61  and  62*  of  the  Massachu- 
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setts  General  Laws.  While  no  firm  violation  of  the 
agreement  exists  until  a  developer  is  designated, 
the  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Mayor's 
intervention  in  the  design  process  is  a  violation  of 
moral  and  legal  commitments  to  bargain  in  good 
faith. 

The  Housing  and  Neighborhood  Development 
Committee,  after  reviewing  the  developers  kit  for 
the  combined  A-6  and  A-7  parcels  is  surprised  that, 
despite  years  of  experience  by  the  BRA  legal  staff 
in  writing  such  invitations  for  proposals  they 
would  include  such  broad  language  as  to  give  the 
impression  that  it  is  a  deliberate  attempt  to 
circumvent  or  minimize  the  importance  of 
community  input  and  controls  on  the  develop- 
ment. 

Despite  praise  by  many  people  of  the  Boston 
Waterfront  Neighborhood  Association's  attempts 
to  establish  controls  on  the  Long  Wharf  site,  the 
most  frequent  complaints  brought  to  the  com- 
mittee's attention,  thus  far,  involved  the  lack  of 
commonity  input  in  determining  the  parcels 
designated  land  use,  the  detrimental  impacts  and 
the  future  needs  of  the  North  End-Waterfront 
Neighborhood.  It  has  been  a  near  unanimous 
consensus  that  the  community  was  opposed  to  the 
construction  of  a  hotel  on  the  site  when  the  need 
for  community  and  elderly  housing,  open  space, 
and  recreational  facilities  has  not  been  addressed 
by  the  BRA  to  the  community's  satisfaction. 
Residents  have  continually  cited  the  problems 
generated  by  the  Faneuil  Hall  Complex  and  other 
developments  in  the  area.  These  problems  have 
included  traffic  congestion  night  and  day,  in- 
sufficient parking,  and  the  proliferation  of  liquor 
establishments  that  have  made  a  once  tranquil 
neighborhood  the  scene  of  daily  disturbances, 
excessive  littering,  and  a  climate  that  undermines 
the  viable  neighborhood's  standards.  The  com- 
mittee spokesmen  have  also  stated  the  belief 
expressed  by  area  residents  that  if  development 
continued  unchecked  the  resultant  impaction 
would  destroy  the  neighborhood  and  its  tranquil 
foundations.  While  the  methods  are  subtle, 
residents  remember  and  fear  that  they  will  be  the 
West  End  of  this  decade-their  culture  destroyed, 
friends,  neighbors,  and  families  displaced. 

Significant  concern  has  focused  by  residents 
and  its  community  leaders  on  the  supposedly 
independent  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
practices.  It  was  concluded  that  a  commonly 
referred  point  of  view  which  has  been  raised  by 
citizens  is  that  despite  a  high  degree  of 
professionalism  by  most  of  the  BRA  employees, 
their  efforts  have  been  continually  undermined  by 
the  Mayor  who  is  abusing  his  executive  power  by 
refusing  to  reappoint  holdovers  to  the  BRA  board 
to  full  terms,  and  unprecedented  political  inter- 
ference in  the  dealing  of  this  so-called  independent 
authority,  the  BRA.  This  holdover  policy  subjects 
the  board  members  .to  the  unwarranted  threat  of 
immediate  dismissal  if  they  should  disagree  with 
the  Mayor  on  uncompromising  issues  relating  to 
the  future  development  of  a  better  Boston.  The 
committee  also  has  been  enlightened  that  the  city 
administration    appears    unable    or    unwilling    to 


respond  to  the  lessons  learned  from  the  mistakes  of 
the  urbal  renewal  projects  undertaken  in  the  1960s 
and  early  70s.  Renewal  methods  have  changed,  but 
the  results  to  the  impacted  neighborhoods  are 
essentially  the  same.  The  prevailing  reasons  behind 
the  administration's  city  planning  staffs  failure  to 
institute  changes,  is  the  elitist  attitude  that  prevails 
among  a  staff  that  feels  they  know  what's  best  for 
the  city's  neighborhoods,  regardless  of  the 
concerns  expressed  by  the  people  who  live  there. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  city's  continued  emphasis 
on  downtown-type  development  which  is  contrary 
to  the  current  perceptions  of  how  a  renewal  agency 
should  deal  with  the  problems  of  its  neighbor- 
hoods. 

This  failure  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  Boston's 
many  diverse  neighborhoods'  people  and  cultures 
can  only  result  in  a  greatly  reduced  role  for  the 
authority  in  the  future.  However,  the  Housing  and 
Neighborhood  Development  Committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  need  not  be  the  case  if  the  BRA 
would  follow  the  lead  of  the  federal  and  state 
agencies  in  making  community  participation 
meaningful  so  as  to  allow  the  people  of  Boston  to 
shape  their  own  future. 

The  committee  took  note  that  the  BRA  board 
did  not  attend  the  public  hearing  as  invited.  Mr. 
Joseph  Berlandi,  director  of  Downtown  Develop- 
ment represented  the  BRA.  Mr.  Berlandi,  at  the 
outset,  indicated  that  he  could  not  speak  for  either 
the  Mayor  or  the  BRA  board,  but  rather  as  one 
who  has  been  engaged  in  the  Long  Wharf  site  in  a 
"limited  capacity."  Many  of  the  questions  that 
were  asked  by  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
and  community  participants  were  unanswered  by 
Mr.  Berlandi.  Included  among  these  questions 
asked  and  unanswered  are  the  following: 

1.  Is  it  true  that  in  rejecting  proposals,  other 
that  the  Zuckerman  plan,  the  City  of  Boston 
stands  to  lose  as  much  as  50  percent  in  real  estate 
taxes?  (See  Boston  Globe,  July  12,  1978.) 

2.  What  121A  arrangements  have  been  made 
with  the  developers  by  the  City  of  Boston? 

3.  Do  the  eight  plans  submitted  to  the  BRA 
board  conform  to  the  Amendment  to  Stipulation 
Agreement  filed  in  the  United  States  District 
Court,  District  of  Massachusetts,  January  25,  1973, 
regarding  Parcel  A-6  and  Parcel  A-7?  For  example: 
The  developers  kit  strongly  recommend  that  the 
maximum  height  qn  Parcel  A-6  not  exceed 
approximately  135  feet  adjacent  to  the  Telephone 
Building,  and  the  maximum  height  on  Parcel  A-7 
not  exceed  approximately  75  feet  at  the  Custom 
House  Block  Building. 

4.  How  could  the  BRA  recommend  a 
developer's  proposal  that  significantly  violated  the 
design  controls  in  the  Stipulation  and  Agreement? 

5.  Do  any  of  the  proposals  violate  the 
Stipulation  and  Agreement  by  not  having  a  line  of 
site  from  Richmond  Street  to  the  Chart  House? 

6.  Do  any  of  the  proposals  violate  the 
Stipulation  and  Agreement  which  provides  for 
preservation  of  the  pedestrian  "Walk  to  the  Sea?" 

7.  What  does  the  Mayor's  sudden  and  forceful 
intervention  into  this  competitive  selection  process 
do  to  the  integrity  of  this  city  and  its  government? 
(See  quotes  from  Boston  Globe,  Friday,  July  28, 
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1978,  and  the  Boston  Herald  American,  Wednes- 
day, July  26,  1978.) 

8.  What  impact  will  the  proposed  359-room, 
luxury-hotel  complex  have  on  the  character  of  the 
North  End  and  North  End  Waterfront  neighbor- 
hoods regarding  traffic  and  parking  problems  as 
well  as  the  overall  impact  of  liquor  licenses  on  a 
residential  neighborhood? 

9.  Was  an  environmental  impact  study  con- 
ducted? 

Developers  who  were  represented  and  made  a 
presentation: 

Bay  Colonies  Properties  of  Boston,  Gordon 
Emerson;  Boston  Harbor  Hotel  Development, 
Daniel  Cushing  and  Jay  Emerson;  Wharf  Properties 
Trust,  Edward  Linde. 

Among  those  community  organizations,  civic 
groups,  and  interested  citizens  who  spoke  were: 

Fred  Carengelo,  North  Bennet  Industrial 
School;  Sal  DiMasi,  North  End  Neighborhood  Task 
Force;  Chris  Deering,  Waterfront  Residents  As- 
sociation; Father  Bede  Ferrara,  St.  Leonard's 
Church;  Representative  Roland  Orlandi;  Joe  Pace, 
North  End  Merchants. 

It  was  the  unanimous  consensus  of  those 
residents,  civic  organizations,  and  interested 
citizens  present  that  they  were  sincerely  concerned 
with  further  extensive  commercialization  and 
development  in  their  neighborhood  and  that  they 
strenuously  opposed  construction  of  the  Long 
Wharf  Hotel  on  Parcel  A-6  and  A-7. 

As  a  result  of  this  exetnsive  public  hearing  and 
other  information  which  has  been  brought  to  the 
Committee's  attention,  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development  does  respectfully 
request  at  this  time  that  the  entire  Boston  City 
Council  hereby  call  on  the  BRA  board  not  to  select 
a  developer  for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel.  It  is  our 
strongest  possible  recommendation  that  in  the 
event  that  the  BRA  board  disregards  or  ignores  the 
will  of  the  City  Council  and  the  North  End-New 
Waterfront  Community's  objections  by  designating 
a  developer,  the  Boston  City  Council  on  behalf  and 
in  concert  with  the  various  civic  organizations  in 
both  the  North  End  and  North  End  Waterfront 
areas  initiate  legal  and  administrative  action  a'gainst 
the  BRA,  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  take 
legal  action  against  the  BRA  Board  to  overturn  and 
nullify  their  designation  of  Parcels  A-6  and  A-7  for 
use  as  a  hotel  site;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  require 
the  BRA  to  file  an  environmental  impact  statement 
under  chapter  30,  sections  61  and  62  of  the  Mass. 
Gen.  Laws  before  designating  Parcels  A-6  and  A-7 
for  any  use;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  take 
any  legal  and/or  administrative  action  necessary 
against  the  BRA  to  insure  compliance  with  the 
Amendment  to  Stipulation  and  Agreement  entered 
into  on  January  25,  1973,  filed  in  the  United 
States  District  Court,  District  of  Massachusetts, 
between  the  Boston  Waterfront  Residents  As- 
sociation, Inc.  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  regarding  Parcel  A-6  and  Parcel  A-7 ;  and 
be  it  further 


Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  seek 
legal  and  legislative  advice  to  require  City  Council 
approval  of  any  future  development  projects  in  the 
city  once  a  developer  has  been  designated;  and  be 
it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  hold  further  public  hearings  in  the 
impacted  neighborhoods  to  gather  additional 
community  sentiments.

Section  1.  Section  24  of  chapter  54  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at 
the  end  thereof,  the  following  new  paragraph: 

In  Boston  no  change  of  a  polling  place  in  a 
voting  precinct  from  one  location  to  another 
shall  be  effective  unless  at  least  forty-five  days 
prior  to  the  designation  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  gives  notice  thereof  to  the  State 
Senator  and  State  Representative  representing 
that  voting  precinct,  and  to  the  City  Council. 
Upon  application  of  the  City  Council,  or  either 
the  State  Senator  or  State  Representative,  the 
said  board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  said 
change  before  making  such  a  change.  Insofar  as 
is  pratical,  every  location  designated  shall  be 
within  the  voting  precinct,  and  in  a  convenient 
place. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved:  That  in  connection 
with  the  order  concerning  changes  in  polling 
locations  this  day  referred  to  the  executive 
Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and 
directed  to  compel  the  attendance,  at  any  and  all 
hearings,  thereon,  of  the  Election  Commissioners, 
James  Kelley,  Jr.,  and  such  others  as  can  give  good 
evidence  concerning  the  said  order;  and 

Further,  That  the  Chairman  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  summonses  and 
subpoenas  as  aforesaid,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by 
suit  in  our  Superior  Court,  if  need  be.

IMPLEMENTING  MODIFICATIONS  AND  RE- 
VISIONS TO  LAFAYETTE  PLACE  PROJ- 
ECT

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
approve  certain  orders  and  petitions  concerning 
the  redevelopment  and  revitalization  of  the  down- 
town retail  district.  The  orders  and  petitions  are 
required  in  order  to  implement  the  modifications 
and  revisions  made  to  the  previously  approved 
Lafayette  Place  Project.  The  proposed  orders  and 
petitions  are  as  follows: 

a.  An  order  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute 
a  tripartite  agreement  by  and  between  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
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and  Lafayette  Place  Associates,  whereby  the 
retail  area  of  downtown  will  be  rejuvenated 
through  the  coordination  of  public  and  private 
endeavors.  Said  agreement  basically  contains 
modifications  to  the  previously  approved  agree- 
ment in  order  to  carry  out  an  improved  and 
consolidated  redevelopment  plan  for  Lafayette 
Place.  In  addition,  the  order  authorizes  the 
Mayor  to  execute  a  sales  and  construction  agree- 
ment concerning  the  project  by  and  among  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  of 
Boston,  Alstores  Realty  Corporation,  Al-Jordan 
Realty  Corporation,  and  Jordan  Marsh.  Said 
sales  and  construction  agreement  authorizes  the 
city,  acting  through  the  Real  Property  Board,  to 
purchase  the  land  adjacent  to  the  existing  Jordan 
Marsh  Department  Store  for  the  purpose  of 
implementing  the  Lafayette  Place  Project. 

b.  An  order  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  ex- 
ecute such  other  and  further  documents  neces- 
sary to  implement  the  tripartite  agreement  and 
the  sales  and  construction  agreement. 

c.  An  order  amending  an  appropriation  and 
borrowing  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
June  23,  1975,  relative  to  the  site  assembly, 
design,  and  construction  of  public  parking  fa- 
cilities for  Lafayette  Place  so  as  to  authorize  the 
City  of  Boston,  acting  through  the  Real  Prop- 
erty Board,  to  construct  a  new  underground 
garage  and  to  renovate  the  existing  Hayward 
Place  Parking  Facility  (if  economically  feasible) 
in  order  to  provide  a  total  of  1,500  parking 
spaces  as  part  of  the  modified  and  revised  tri- 
partite agreement  of  Lafayette  Place  and  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  $25  million  to  carry  out 
said  activities. 

d.  An  order  authorizing  the  Real  Property 
Board,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  to  sell/ 
or  lease  the  city-owned  land  on  which  the  Lin- 
coln-Essex Streets  Parking  facility  is  located  to 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  in  order  to  im- 
plement the  Lafayette  Place  Project.  The  June 
23,  1975,  City  Council  approval  authorized  the 
Real  Property  Board  to  seek  legislative  approval, 
through  a  Home  Rule  Petition,  to  sell  said 
parcel,  which  legislative  approval  was  given. 
This  order  now  seeks  to  implement  that  ap- 
proval. 

e.  A  Home  Rule  Petition  to  the  General  Court 
seeking  permission  for  the  Real  Property  Board 
to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  transfer  surplus  space 
above,  within,  or  contiguous  to  parking  facili- 
ties. 

f.  An  order  authorizing  the  Real  Property 
Board,  with  the  consent  of  the  lessee,  to  cancel 
the  existing  lease  with  Code  Realty,  Inc.  on  the 
Hayward  Place  Parking  Facility  and  to  sell, 
lease,  or  otherwise  transfer  the  land  and  struc- 
ture in  accordance  with  the  above-described 
tripartite  agreement. 

I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  approval  of 
the  within  legislative  proposals  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  revised  Lafayette  Place  Project.

Whereas,  Certain  resolutions  were  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  on  June  23,  1975,  relating  to  a 
proposal  by  Sefrius  Corporation  with  respect  to  a 
public  and  private  redevelopment  proposal  known 
as  Lafayette  Place  in  the  City  of  Boston  (the 
"City");  and 

Whereas,  Sefrius  Corporation  has  amended  such 
proposal  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  La- 
fayette Place  Associates,  a  Massachusetts  partner- 
ship (the  "Developer")  which  will  act  as  the  de- 
veloper of  a  restructured  public  and  private  re- 
development project  (the  "Project"')  to  be  known 
as  Lafayette  Place  and  including  the  design  and 
construction  within  the  area  bounded  generally 
by  Avon  Street,  Chauncy  Street,  Exeter  Place, 
Harrison  Avenue  Extension.  Hayward  Place,  and 
Washington  Street: 

(a)  of  public  improvements  by  the  city,  in- 
cluding parking  spaces  for  about  1,500  automo- 
biles, at  least  900  of  which  spaces  will  be  located 
within  a  new,  subterranean  public  parking 
garage;  and 

(b)  of  private  improvements  by  the  Developer 
in  air-rights  above,  within,  and  contiguous  to 
said  new  parking  garage,  consisting  of  an  inte- 
grated retail,  commercial,  office,  and  hotel  com- 
plex; 

Whereas.  The  City  acting  through  its  Mayor  and 
its  Real  Property  Board  and  the  Developer  propose 
to  enter  into  a  Tripartite  Agreement  with  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (the  "Author- 
ity") concerning  the  Project; 

Whereas,  The  City  and  the  Authority  propose 
also  to  enter  into  a  Sale  and  Construction  Agree- 
ment with  Alstores  Realty  Corporation,  Al-Jordan 
Realty  Corp.,  and  Jordan  Marsh  Company  (Bos- 
ton) in  implementation  of  the  Project: 

Whereas,  The  Authority  on  August  3,  1978,  and 
the  Real  Property  Board  on  July  31,  1978,  have 
adopted  certain  resolutions  with  respect  to  and  in 
implementation  of  the  Project; 

Whereas,  It  is  intended  that  the  Project  will  be 
undertaken  by  the  Developer  under  chapter  121 A 
of  the  General  Laws  and  chapter  652  of  the  Acts 
of  1960,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  The  Project  includes  land  located 
within  and  adjacent  to  the  Bedford-West  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  which  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  23,  1973;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  that  the  Project 
will  reverse  the  economic  decline  of  the  downtown 
retail  area  of  the  city,  facilitate  efficient  land  use 
within  the  area,  improve  traffic  flow,  and  expand 
the  real  property  tax  base  of  the  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  that  the  public 
improvement   program    described   in   the   proposed 
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Tripartite  Agreement,  including  said  new  public 
parking  garage,  and  the  private  improvements  de- 
scribed therein  will  serve  a  public  purpose,  and 
that  certain  aspects  of  such  private  improvements 
require  integration  with  the  public  improvements 
in  order  to  bring  the  public  benefits  under  chapter 
474  of  the  Acts  of  1946  and  chapter  121A  of  the 
General  Laws  to  full  fruition;  and  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  said  Tri- 
partite Agreement  concerning  the  Project  by  and 
among  Lafayette  Place  Associates,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  and  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
to  execute  said  Sale  and  Construction  Agreement 
concerning  the  Project  by  and  among  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  of  Boston,  Al- 
stores  Realty  Corporation,  Al-Jordan  Realty  Corp., 
and  Jordan  Marsh  Company  (Boston),  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  this  day  filed  with  the  City 
Clerk,  but  with  such  amendments  to  either  as  the 
Mayor  may  determine  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
to  achieve  realization  of  the  Project,  provided  that 
both  agreements,  as  executed,  are  satisfactory  to 
the  Corporation  Counsel;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  such  other 
and  further  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  ef- 
fect and  implement  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
such  Tripartite  Agreement  and  said  Sale  and  Con- 
struction Agreement;  provided,  however,  that  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize 
the  Mayor  to  derogate  substantially  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  either  of  said  agreements;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the 
Mayor  of  any  document  approved  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  and  purporting  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  resolutions 
shall  be  conclusively  treated  as  authorized  by  the 
foregoing  resolutions;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  and  borrowing 
order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  June  23, 
1975,  relating  to  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the 
design,  construction  and  renovation  of  public  park- 
ing facilities  in  the  City  of  Boston  be  amended 
so  that  it  reads  as  follows; 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section 
5C  and  5D  of  chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as 
amended,  the  sum  of  $25  million  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  appropriated  for  the  acquisition  and 
clearance  of  land  and  the  design  and  construction 
by  the  Real  Property  Board  of  a  public  parking 
garage  and  related  improvements  and  the  renova- 
tion of  an  existing  public  parking  garage,  provid- 
ing total  parking  for  approximately  1,500  vehicles, 
said  garages  to  be  located  within  the  area  bounded 
generally  by  Avon  Street,  Chauncy  Street,  Exeter 
Place,  Harrison  Avenue  Extension,  Hayward  Place, 
and  Washington  Street,  and  that  to  meet  said  ap- 
propriation the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
5C  and  5D  of  chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as 
amended,  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  on  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  City  to  said  amount;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  Pursuant  to  chapter  801  of  the  Acts  of 
1975,  the  Real  Property  Board  is  authorized  with 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  to  sell  the  land  on  which 
the  Lincoln-Essex  Streets  parking  garage  is  located 
in  the  manner  and  in  accordance  with  terms  and 


conditions  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  City  of 
Boston,  acting  by  and  through  its  Real  Property 
Board,  and  Boston  Edison  Company;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  be  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  1  of  section  8  of  Article  2  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section    1.    In    addition    to    its   powers   under 
chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended, 
and    notwithstanding    anything    to    the    contrary 
therein  or  in  chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1974, 
the  Real  Property  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City

other  transfer,  upon  such   terms  as   said  Board 
deems  satisfactory;  and  be  it  further 
Ordered,  Pursuant  to  chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of 
1974  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  the  Real 
Property  Board  is  authorized,  with  the  consent  of 
the  lessee,  to  cancel  the  lease  between  the  City  of 
Boston   and  Code  Realty,   Inc.,   dated  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  August,  1956,  in  accordance  with  the 
Settlement  Agreement  with  Code  Realty,  Inc.,  dated 
June  20,   1978;  and  is  further  authorized  pursuant 
to  said  chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1974  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  above-described  Tripartite  Agree- 
ment between  the  City  of  Boston,  Boston  Redevelo- 
ment    Authority,    and    Lafayette    Place    Associates 
to    sell,    convey,    lease,    or   otherwise    transfer    the 
land   and   structure  or  structures,   if  any,   thereon 
in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  and  condi lions 
set  forth  therein.

FINANCIAL    SETTLEMENT    WITH    HUD    RE 
FENWAY  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT

Enclosed  for  your  review  and  approval  is  a 
resolution  relating  to  the  financial  settlement  with 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment of  the  Fenway  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

Although  not  fully  completed  there  are  no  ad- 
ditional funds  available  under  the  urban  renewal 
program  and  HUD  is  requiring  the  financial  set- 
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tlement  of  the  project  at  this  time.  It  is  in  the 
city's  financial  interest  to  terminate  the  financial 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  this  project  in  order  to 
end  the  continuing  interest  costs  on  the  outstand- 
ing urban  renewal  notes.

3.  All  disbursements  from  this  fund  are  paid 
directly  to  the  vendor  and/or  the  recreation  officer 
upon  receipt  of  a  cash  slip  and  superintendent's 
approval. 

4.  There  is  no  inmate  input  into  expenditures 
from  the  fund. 

5.  Enclosed  you  will  find  a  copy  (10)  of  the 
Inmates'  Fund  Ledger  Book,  maintained  by  Mrs. 
Bonda,  covering  the  period  from  July  1,  1977, 
through  July  15,  1978. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Inmates  Canteen  is 
self-supporting  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
salary  of  the  officer-in-charge,  is  maintained  at  no 
cost  to  the  department.  Sample  expenditures  from 
the  fund,  other  than  canteen  supplies,  include 
musical  entertainment  for  Family  Day,  cigarettes 
for  Christmas  and  major  holidays,  etc.

Dear  Sir: 

In  answer  to  City  Council  order,  dated  July  26, 
1978,  pertaining  to  Fire  Department  plans 
regarding  fires  in  the  North  End,  the  following 
information  is  presented. 

1.  The  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  is 
responsible  for  the  maintenance,  location,  and 
number  of  hydrants.  I  suggest  obtaining  a  water 
map  from  the  Commission. 

2.  The  National  Fire  Protection  Association 
recommends  a  minimum  of  three  hundred  feet 
between  hydrants.  The  City  of  Boston  has 
complied  with  this  recommendation. 

3.  The  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  is 
responsible  for  maintenance  and  repair.  The  Fire 
Department  has  a  program  for  inspections  of 
hydrants  and  reports  defects  to  the  Commission 
for  repairs. 

4.  There  are  adequate  hydrants  in  the  North 
End.  Certain  streets  have  what  are  referred  to  as 
Lowery  hydrants  which  are  flush  with  the  ground. 

5.  The  North  End  and  all  other  sections  of  the 
city  have  a  defined  automatic  response  pattern  that 
provides  for  first-alarm  companies  to  approach  the 
fire  buildings  from  different  directions.  This  in 
addition  to  the  members'  knowledge  of  the  area  is 
particularly  important  in  congested  areas. 

Narrow  street  and  parking  problems  are  a  fact 
of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston.  We  recognize  this  as  a 
hindrance  to  our  operations  and  deal  with  it 
accordingly.  As  you  know,  parking  problems  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Police  Department. 

Members  assigned  to  the  North  End  area  are 
well  aware  of  the  elderly  residents  and  they  are 
uppermost  in  their  mind. 

In  respect  to  language,  we  have  a  number  of 
members  in  the  area  that  speak  Italian  and 
communicate  with  the  residents  frequently.  It  is 
our    policy    to    assign,    where    possible,   bilingual 


members  to  the  appropriate  area,  be  it  Spanish, 
Italian,  or  Chinese.

Dear  Mr.  Merrill: 

You  have  asked  my  opinion  on  the  permis- 
sibility of  using  proceeds  from  sales  of  bonds  of 
the  city  to  pay  for  the  expenses  of  the  bond  issue, 
such  as  printing  costs  and  legal  fees.  You  have  also 
given  me  a  letter  addressed  to  you  by  the  city's 
bond  counsel,  Palmer  &  Dodge,  which  concludes 
that  such  use  of  the  proceeds  is  permissable  under 
applicable  laws,  and  you  have  asked  whether  I 
could  adopt  the  reasoning  and  conclusions  of  that 
opinion. 

The  basic  issue  is  whether  or  not  the  law 
permits  the  capitalization  of  essentially  non-capital 
costs  arising  out  of  borrowing.  There  appear  to  be 
no  Massachusetts  cases  on  the  point.  G.L.  c.  44,  s. 
20  limits  the  use  of  proceeds  of  sales  of  bonds  to 
the  purposes  specified  in  the  authorization  project 
and  premiums.  Excess  balances  may  be  used 
variously  for  similar  purposes,  for  purposes 
requiring  a  similar  authorization,  or  for  the 
payment  of  up  to  $1,000  of  principal.  Premiums 
"less  the  cost  of  preparing,  issuing  and  marketing" 
the  bonds,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
principal.  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  26,  as  amended  by 
St.  1911,  c.  165,  imposes  the  identical  requirement 
on  the  city  with  regard  to  premiums. 

The  purposes  for  which  debt  may  be  incurred 
are  set  forth  in  G.L.  c.  44  s.  7  and  8.  The  costs  of  a 
bond  issue  are  not  specifically  authorized  as  proper 
purposes  in  either  section,  but  that  does  not  end 
the  inquiry.  It  is  apparent  from  the  wording  of  the 
sections  that  costs  incidental  to  the  specified 
purposes  may  be  paid  with  borrowed  funds,  even 
though  not  expressly  authorized.  For  example,  s.  7 
(22)  authorizes  borrowing  for  the  cost  of 
engineering  services  for  a  project  "if  authorized 
separately  from  any  other  debt  relating  to  said 
project."  That  clause  indicates  that  engineering 
costs  may  be  borrowed  when  incidental  to  an 
authorized  project,  even  though  not  expressly 
authorized  by  section  7. 

The  costs  of  borrowing  to  fund  a  project  are  as 
necessary  an  incident  to  a  capital  project  as  are  the 
engineering  costs,  and  in  the  absence  of  an  express 
prohibition,  a  reasonable  interpretation  of  chapter 
44  permits  the  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  pay  for 
such  costs.  Costs  of  preparing,  issuing,  and 
marketing  the  bonds  are  expressly  permitted  to  be 
capitalized  where  there  are  premiums.  I  do  not 
construe  that  permissive  language  to  be  a 
restriction  on  the  source  of  funds  available  for 
costs,  but  rather  a  limitation  on  the  use  of 
premiums  after  payment  of  costs.  In  fact  there  is 


no  rational  basis  for  prohibiting  capitalization  of 
costs  in  the  case  of  sales  at  par  while  permitting  it 
in  the  case  of  premiums.  The  considerations 
relative  to  a  sale  at  premium  are  not  related  to  the 
propriety  of  capitalizing  costs  of  borrowing. 

I  am  concerned,  however,  about  the  scope  of 
costs  deemed  to  be  necessary  incidents  of 
borrowing.  The  statutes  speak  in  terms  of 
"preparing,  issuing,  and  marketing."  If  left  to  the 
ingenuity  of  fiscal  planners  and  budget  managers, 
the  scope  of  "incidental"  costs  could  expand 
indefinitely,  as  concepts  of  overhead  and  other 
indirect  costs  were  brought  to  bear,  and  the  result 
could  be  the  improper  capitalization  of  substantial 
current  expenses. 

It  may  be  difficult  to  draw  a  line  between  costs 
which  are  truly  necessary  incidents  to  a  capital 
project  and  those  more  remote.  There  are  certain 
recurring  expenses  which  are  certainly  appropriate 
for  capitalization  and  may  be  paid  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  bonds,  such  as  the  costs  of  bond 
counsel  and  costs  of  printing  the  prospectus  and 
the  bonds.  However,  the  paying  agency  agreements 
call  for  payments  over  a  twenty-year  period  and 
are  elective  by  the  city,  at  least  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  agreements.  Those  costs  are  not 
properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  any  more 
than  are  the  interest  payments,  which  arise  out  of 
the  borrowing.  The  cost  of  servicing  a  bond  issue  is 
distinct  from  the  cost  of  preparing,  issuing,  and 
marketing  the  issue,  and  is  properly  a  current 
expense. 

Therefore,  It  is  my  opinion  that  while  the  costs 
of  bond  counsel  and  printing  costs  may  be  paid 
from  bond  proceeds,  you  may  not  authorize 
payment  of  expenses  of  a  bond  issue  which  are  not 
included  in  the  preparation,  marketing,  or  issuing 
of  the  bonds.

Dear  Sir: 

On  May  1 1,  1978,  you  requested  my  opinion  if 
an  individual  who  is  making  a  complaint  should  be 
paid  a  witness  fee  for  appearing  at  the  hearing  at 
which  his  own  complaint  is  heard.  In  my  opinion 
he  may  not,  since  the  statutes  authorizing  the 
payment  of  witness  fees  limit  the  practice  to 
witnesses  called  on  the  request  of  the  Attorney 
General  or  the  District  Attorney.  A  person  seeking 
a  complaint  is  not  so  called. 

Section  1  of  G.L.  c.  233  provides: 

"A   clerk   of  a   court  of  recprd,  a  notary 

public    or   a  justice   of  the   peace   may   issue 

summonses  for  witnesses  in  all  cases  pending 

before      the     courts,     magistrates,     auditors, 

referees,  arbitrators  or  other  persons  authorized 

to  examine  witnesses,  and  at  all  hearings  upon 

applications  for  complaints  wherein  a  person 

may    be    charged   with   the   commission   of  a 

crime;  but  a  notary  public  or  a  justice  of  the 

peace  shall  not  issue  summonses  for  witnesses 

in  criminal  cases  except   upon  request  of  the 

attorney    general,    district    attorney    or    other 

person  who  acts  in  the  case  in  behalf  of  the 

commonwealth    or    of   the   defendant.    If   the 

summons    is    issued    at    the    request    of   the 

defendant  that  fact  shall  be  stated  therein.  The 

summons    shall    be    in    the    form    heretofore 

adopted    and    commonly    used,    but    may    be 

altered  from  time  to  time  like  other  writs." 

The  authority  for  the  issuing  of  summonses  in 

criminal  as  well  as  civil  matters  is  contained  in  this 

section,  except  as  hereafter  noted,  and  is  limited  to 

cases  pending  before  the  court.  The  United  States 

Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Second  Circuit  in  the  case 

of  United  States  v.  Rosenthal,  121  Fed.  862,  said: 

"The  word  'case'  usually  conveys  the  idea  of 

a  controversy  or  issue  already  before  the  court 

and    not   a    preliminary    proceeding  before   a 

magistrate,  commissioner  or  grand  jury." 

If    the    Legislature    had    intended    to    include 

witnesses  at  preliminary  proceedings  it  would  have 

said  so.  This  is  manifested  by  G.L.  c.  277,  s.  68, 

which  provides: 

"The  attorney  general  and  district  attorneys 
may  issue  subpoenas  under  their  hands  for 
witnesses  to  appear  and  testify  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  such  subpoenas  shall  have 
the  same  force,  and  be  obeyed  in  the  same 
manner,  and  under  the  same  penalties,  in  case 
of  default,  as  if  issued  by  the  clerk  of  the 
court." 

The  authority  to  subpoena  before  indictment 
and  before  trial  is  limited  by  this  section  to  the 
attorney  general  and  district  attorneys;  and  would 
not  be  so  limited  if  the  Legislature  had  intended  it 
otherwise. 

Section  29  of  G.L.  c.  262  provides: 

"The  fees  for  attending  as  a  witness  before 
the  general  court,  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
the  superior  court,  the  land  court,  a  probate 
court  or  court  of  insolvency,  a  district  attorney, 
county  commissioners,  a  trial  justice,  a  referee, 
an    arbitrator,    the    department    of   industrial 


accidents  or  the  board  of  conciliation  and 
arbitration,  or  on  any  other  occasion  for  which 
no  express  provision  is  made,  or  allowed  to 
persons,  except  the  debtor,  who  are  examined 
under  section  eighty-two  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  sixteen,  unless  fraudulent  conduct 
is  charged  and  proved  against  them,  shall  be  six 
dollars  a  day,  and  ten  cents  a  mile  for  travel  out 
and  home;  provided,  that  if  the  witness  has  a 
usual  place  of  business  or  employment  in  the 
city  or  town  where  the  court  trial  or  hearing  is 
held,  travel  shall  be  reckoned  out  and  to  such 
place  of  business  or  employment,  and  not  out 
and  home.  Each  witness  shall  certify  in  writing 
the  amount  of  his  travel  and  attendance. 

"Any   person  who   at   the  request   of  the 
attorney  general  or  a  district  attorney,  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  him  in  the  investigation  of 
any    matter   within    his  jurisdication  as  such 
attorney   general  or  district  attorney,  attends 
the  attorney  general  at  any  place,  or  the  office 
of  such  district  attorney  at  a  courthouse,  shall 
receive    the    fees   provided    in    the    preceding 
paragraph  for  a  witness  attending  the  superior 
court    and    subject    to    the    same    provisions, 
except  that  the  certificate  required  by  the  last 
sentence     of    said     paragraph     shall    be    ac- 
companied by  a  voucher  signed  by  the  attorney 
general  or  the  district  attorney  that  such  fees 
are    due    said    person    for    his   attendance    as 
provided  in  this  paragraph." 
This  provision  of  law  establishes  the  amount  of 
the  fee  that  a  witness  legally  and  properly  before 
the  court  is  entitled  to  receive,  and  is  a  necessary 
provision  because  of  the  requirement  that  witness 
fees  be  paid  in  advance  by  the  summoning  party, 
except   as   hereinafter  noted,  and,  therefore,  the 
amount    of    the    fee    must    be    ascertainable    in 
advance.  The  Commonwealth  is  excepted  from  this 
advance  payment  by  the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  277, 
s.  69,  which  provides: 

"Witnesses  summoned  in  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth  shall  attend  without  the  pay- 
ment of  fees,  and  shall  be  punishable  for 
nonattendance;  but  if  the  court  finds  that  they 
are  unable  to  defray  their  expenses,  it  shall 
order  their  fees  which  have  accrued  to  be  paid, 
and  may  make  such  further  order  for  the 
payment  of  their  fees  as  may  be  considered 
reasonable.  The  court  may  at  each  sitting  pass  a 
general  order  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  of 
such  witnesses." 
Section  22  of  G.L.  c.  276  provides: 

"Upon  complaint  made  to  any  such  justice 
that  a  crime  has  been  committed,  he  shall 
examine  on  oath  the  complainant  and  any 
witnesses  produced  by  him,  reduce  the 
complaint  to  writing,  and  cause  it  to  be 
subscribed  by  the  complainant,  and,  if  it 
appears  that  a  crime  has  been  committed,  shall, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  issue  a  warrant, 
reciting  the  substance  of  the  accusation  and 
requiring  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  directed 
forthwith  to  arrest  the  accused  and  to  take  him 
before  a  court  of  the  county  to  be  dealt  with 
according     to     law,    and    to    summon    such. 
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witnessed  as  shall  be  therein  named  to  appear 

and  give  evidence  on  the  examination  or  trial." 

(Italics  supplied.) 

The  language  is  unambiguous  and  refers  to  the 
complainant,  and  any  witness  produced  by  him. 
The  construction  cannot  be  enlarged  to  convert 
them  into  government  witnesses  until  there  is  a 
case  before  the  court. 

This  provision  of  law  must  be  construed  to 
make  it  mandatory  upon  the  court  to  examine  on 
oath  a  complainant  and  his  witnesses  and,  if  it 
finds  that  a  crime  has  probably  been  committed,  to 
issue  process  and  at  this  time  authorize  the  issuing 
of  summonses  which  may  include  the  complainant. 
The  word  "complaint"  signifies  merely  an  oral 
charge.  Hobbs  v.  Hill,  157  Mass.  557. 

The  payment  of  witness  fees  and  other  court 
expenses  like  any  other  expenditure  requires  an 
appropriation  of  money,  and  cities  cannot  raise 
and  appropriate  money,  excepting  for  the  purpose 
for  which,  within  the  Legislature's  constitutional 
power,  they  are  expressly  or  by  fair  implication 
authorized  by  statute  or  non-conflicting  ordinance 
to  raise  and  appropriate.  This  is  the  doctrine  of  the 
early,  late,  and  many  intervening  decisions  as 
modified  by  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  there  being  no 
provision  by  statute  or  ordinance  for  the  payment 
of  a  witness  fee  at  preliminary  hearings,  unless  such 
witnesses  are  summoned  by  the  attorney  general  or 
district  attorneys,  the  fee  cannot  be  paid.

That  ordinance  requires  all  those  who  are  first 
employed  or  promoted  by  the  city  after  July  1, 
1976,  to  live  in  the  city.  You  were  employed  by 
the  city  before  July  1,  1976,  so  the  only  question 
is  if  your  appointment  as  Executive  Secretary 
constituted  a  promotion. 

The  term  promotion  is  not  defined  in  the 
ordinance,  but  common  sense  would  indicate  that 
there  must  be  some  increase  in  compensation  and 
responsibilities  for  there  to  be  a  true  promotion. 
You  have  informed  me  that  your  former  position 
was  Supervisor  of  Personnel,  where  the  compensa- 
tion ceiling  is  higher  than  that  of  your  present 
position,  although  you  now  receive  a  larger  salary 
than  previously.  Since  the  present  Supervisor  of 
Personnel  receives  a  larger  salary  than  you  do,  and 
since  your  salary  expections  are  less  than  before,  it 
cannot  be  said  at  least  on  the  basis  of 
compensation  that  you  have  been  promoted. 

The  Supervisor  of  Personnel  is  the  chief  officer 
of  the  Personnel  Division  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department.  The  Executive  Secretary  is 
the  chief  officer  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Department.  The  two  positions  appear  to  be  of 
parallel  rank  in  terms  of  the  city's  organization.  In 
fact,  given  the  special  county-related  duties  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel,  that  position  appears  to 
entail  greater  responsibilities. 

For   these   reasons,   I   do   not   think   that  the 
residency    requirement    of    the    cited    ordinance 
applies  to  you  in  your  present  position.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF 
COMMITTEE  ON  HUMAN  SERVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services,  submitted  the  following: 

This  is  a  report  of  the  City  Council  Committee 
on  Human  Services  relative  to  the  Christopher 
Columbus  Plaza  Housing  Development  at  145 
Commercial  Street  in  the  North  End-Waterfront 
Urban  Renewal  area. 

As  a  result  of  many  complaints  by  the  residents 
of  this  recently  built  housing  development 
containing  151  units  under  the  Federal  Housing 
Section  236  Program,  with  the  mortgage  financed 
by  the  Mass.  Housing  Finance  Agency,  the 
Committee  held  two  hearings  and  made  an  on-site 
inspection  of  these  complaints,  which  included  no 
air  conditioning,  inadequate  ventilation,  poor 
refrigeration,  inadequate  cooking  facilities,  lack  of 
screen  doors  on  porches,  and  other  complaints. 

The  Committe  found,  after  the  inspection  and 
talking  to  the  residents,  that  this  project  was  built 
without  central  air  conditioning  because,  according 
to  the  developer,  HUD  does  not  require  the 
installation  of  a  central  air-conditioning  system  in 
section  236  housing.  This  is  a  deficiency  which 
must  be  corrected  and  the  Committee  has 
consulted  with  HUD,  the  developer,  and  the 
community  and  will  go  forward  to  rectify  this 
situation  by  the  installation  of  window,  air- 
conditioning  units  in  each  apartment  at  no  cost  to 
the  tenant. 

This  situation  should  not  have  occurred,  and 
the  local  housing  association,  Ausonia  Housing 
Associates,  should  have  made  every  attempt  to 


insure  a  central,  air-conditioning  system  was 
included  for  this  building  in  the  planning  stage. 
This  situation  could  have  been  avoided  if  the 
developer  used  a  portion  of  the  tax  shelter  of 
$700,000  or  part  of  the  developer's  fee  of 
$550,000  could  have  been  used  for  central  air 
conditioning. 

The  refrigerators  which  were  installed  were  of 
an  inferior  quality.  Although  supposedly  within 
the  federal  guidlines,  they  were  incapable  of 
preserving  ice  cream,  meats,  dairy  products,  and 
frozen  foods.  This  is  a  type  of  development  where 
there  are  family  groups  rather  than  the  individual 
transient  person  and  the  tenants,  some  of  whom 
are  foreign  born,  and  many  brought  up  in  a  family 
atmosphere,  are  accustomed  to  preparing  substan- 
tial meals.  The  refrigerators  are  not  capable  of 
preserving  more  than  several  days'  supply  of  meat 
and  food.  The  net  result  was  the  tenants  were 
forced  to  throw  away  good  food  every  week 
because  the  refrigerator  did  not  have  a  separate 
freezer  compartment  to  preserve  their  food.  In 
fact,  this  refrigerator  could  not  preserve  food 
below  20°  Fahrenheit  and  if  it  was  lowered  to  15° 
the  food  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  refrigerator 
would  freeze. 

The  stoves  were  inadequate  for  this  type  of 
family  unit.  They  were  approximately  20-inches 
each  and  families  could  not  prepare  substantial 
meals  on  this  type  of  stove. 

Also,  screen  doors  on  kitchen  doors  leading  to 
porches  were  not  installed.  Ventilation  in  bath- 
rooms was  either  nonexistent  or  inadequate.  Other 
complaints  were  the  existence  of  mice  in  some 
apartments,  inadequate  system  of  locks  for 
security,  no  drapes  on  the  public  rooms,  and  other 
minor  complaints. 

Your  Committee,  after  spending  several  weeks 
on  this  problem,  has  come  to  the  consclusion  that 
the  federal  government  must  upgrade  its  standards 
and  regulations  in  the  construction  of  housing 
units.  This  will,  no  doubt,  increase  the  cost,  but  its 
better  to  build  a  good  development  than  to  build 
an  inferior  building  which  will,  in  a  few  short 
years,  become  a  substandard,  slum-type  dwelling. 

This  problem  reaches  to  the  root  of  the  federal 
financing  procedures.  Similarly,  this  matter  will  be 
treated  as  part  of  a  separate  order  which  I  am  filing 
today  and  sending  to  our  federal  officials  in 
Washington,  who  should  recognize  these  problems 
in  the  construction  of  buildings  which  are  of 
inferior  quality. 

One  of  the  other  problems  that  the  Committee 
found,  not  only  here  but  throughout  the  other 
developments  in  the  North  End,  was  many 
complaints  in  the  tenant  selection  process.  This 
development,  as  well  as  the  Mercantile  Building 
and  the  other  elderly  housing  built  in  the  North 
End  Waterfront,  has  a  local  tenant  selection 
process  with  tenants  chosen  by  the  members  of  the 
Ausonia  Housing  Committee,  subject  to  Mass. 
Housing  Finance  Agency  approval,  in  the  case  of 
the  Mercantile  Wharf  building  and  in  the  case  of 
the  Lewis-Fulton-Commercial  Street  buildings 
HUD  screened  tenants  because  these  were  turnkey 
projects. 
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Applications  were  submitted  through  the  Little 
City  Hall  by  the  senior  citizens  and  at  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  headquarters  and  forwarded  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  As  many  as  350  to  400 
applications  were  lost  between  the  Tenant 
Selection  Committee  and  the  Little  City  Hall.  The 
net  result  was  that  out  of  500  applications  less 
than  150  were  on  an  approved  list  from  which 
selections  were  made  for  the  100  units  at  the 
development  at  the  corner  of  Fulton  and 
Commercial  Streets. 

HUD  gave  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
permission  to  select  tenants  from  the  approved  list 
that  was  sent  up  from  the  Little  City  Hall  on  the 
basis  of  priority  given  to  applicants  by  the  date  of 
their  application.  This  meant  that  of  the  500 
applications  less  than  150  were  submitted  and  350 
were  never  considered  for  these  100  units.  Your 
Chairman,  upon  learning  of  this  situation, 
scheduled  a  meeting  in  the  City  Council  but 
testimony  never  fully  explained  the  loss  of  these 
applications. 

As  a  result  of  the  fiasco  of  the  tenant  selection 
group  in  the  Mercantile  Building  and  the  100  units 
of  turnkey  housing  at  Lewis-Fulton  and  Com- 
mercial Street,  your  Chairman  had  a  meeting  with 
the  Regional  Director  of  HUD,  Mr.  Marvin 
Siflinger,  Andy  Olins  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  and 
the  Fair  Housing  Committee,  as  well  as  the 
developer  represented  by  Phil  Roderick  prior  to 
the  admission  of  tenants  into  these  projects.  The 
Chairman  was  guaranteed  that  the  selection  would 
be  done  under  strict  federal  guidelines  and  they 
would  monitor  tenant  selections,  but  the  result  was 
the  Ausonia  Housing  Committee,  the  local  tenant 
selection  group,  received  a  torrent  of  complaints 
from  poor,  old,  senior  citizens  living  in  substandard 
housing  who  had  not  been  accepted. 

The  net  result  was  there  was  apathy  and 
skepticism  among  that  group  of  senior  citizens  who 
fought  hard  to  get  the  city  to  build  this  housing 
but  were  left  out  of  the  tenant  selection  process 
because  of  favoritism  and  cronyism. 

The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  recommends 
the  appointment  of  three  local  people,  wholly 
independent  and  free  of  political  connections  and 
aspirations,  and  who  are  outstanding  citizens  in  the 
North  End.  to  investigate  the  problems  of  housing 
in  the  North  End  Waterfront  and  report  to  the 
Committee  within  thirty  days  the  facts,  so  that  we 
can  go  forward  and  take  some  action. 

From  what  we  have  learned  in  the  North  End, 
it  is  quite  obvious  that  steps  must  be  taken  to 
guarantee  community  participation  and  to  upgrade 
federal  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  con- 
struction of  housing. 

Your  Committee,  upon  receipt  of  a  report  from 
this  specially  appointed  board  will  then  make  a 
report  to  the  Council  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  on  the  subject  of  guaranteeing  a  fairer 
policy  of  tenant  selection  free  of  political 
interference  and  favoritism. 

Secondly,  we  will  then  ask  the  Council  to  vote 
on  a  set  of  regulations  under  which  all  new  senior 
citizen  developments  are  to  be  built  in  this  city  to 
safeguard  the  rights  of  our  senior  citizens. 

Also,    we   will    ask    that    the    Committee    on 


Human  Services  be  authorized  to  call  a  conference 
with  the  HUD  Regional  Director  and  Mass. 
Housing  Finance  Agency  on  the  subject  of  the 
installation  of  central  air-conditioning  in  the 
Christopher  Columbus  Plaza  housing  development 
and  correct  the  complaints. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file.

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 


accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Application.  Any  member  of  the 
City  Council  or  School  Committee  or  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  with  more  than  six  months  remaining  in 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  may  be  recalled 
therefrom  by  the  voters  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  section. 

Section  2.  Recall  Petition.  Five  hundred  or 
more  qualified  voters  may  file  with  the  city  clerk 
an  affidavit  containing  the  name  of  the  officer 
whose  is  sought  and  a  statement  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  petition  is  based.  At  least  twenty 
of  the  names  of  the  votes  shall  be  from  each  of  the 
twenty-two  wards  into  which  the  city  is  divided. 
The  city  clerk  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  said  voters 
petition  blanks  demanding  such  recall,  printed 
forms  of  which  he  shall  keep  available.  The  blanks 
shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  with  his  signature 
and  official  seal  attached  thereto.  They  shall 
contain  the  name  of  the  individual  whose  recall  is 
sought,  the  grounds  for  recall  as  stated  in  the 
affidavit;  and  shall  demand  the  election  of  a 
successor  to  the  said  office.  A  copy  of  the  affidavit 
shall  be  entered  in  a  record  book  to  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  The  recall  petitions  shall  be 
entered  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  within  sixty 
days  following  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
affidavit,  signed  by  at  least  10  percent  of  the 
registered  voters  and  containing  their  names  and 
addresses;  provided,  however,  that  not  more  than 
twenty  percent  of  the  total  number  shall  be  from 
any  one  waid. 

The  city  clerk  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
receipt,  submit  the  petitions  to  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  who  shall  forthwith  certify 
thereon  the  number  of  signatures  that  are  names  of 
voters. 

Section  3.  Recall  Election.  If  the  petition  shall 
be  certified  by  the  boaid  of  election  commissioners 
to  be  sufficient,  they  shall  forthwith  submit  the 
same  with  their  certificate  to  the  city  clerk.  Upon 
his  receipt  of  the  certificate,  the  clerk  shall 
forthwith  give  written  notice  of  such  petition  and 
certificate  to  the  officer  whose  recall  is  sought.  If 
said  officer  does  not  resign  his  office  within  five 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  city  council 
shall  order  an  election  to  be  held  not  less  than 
thirty-five  nor  more  than  forty  days  after  the  date 
of  the  board  of  election  commissioners'  certifica- 
tion of  the  sufficient  number  of  signatures.  If 
however,  any  other  election  in  the  city  is  to  occur 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  certificate, 
the  recall  election  shall  be  held  until  the  time  of 
the  regular  election.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said 
office  after  a  recall  election  has  been  ordered,  the 
election  shall  nevertheless  proceed  as  provided  in 
this  section,  and  the  ballots  for  candidates  shall, 
not  withstanding  a  recall  provision  to  the  contrary, 
be  counted. 

Section    4.  Nomination    of    Candidate.    Any 
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officer  whose  recall  is  sought  may  not  be  a 
candidate  to  succeed  himself  in  the  recall  election. 
The  nomination  of  candidates  and  the  conduct  of 
the  election  shall  all  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  elections,  and 
furthermore  subject  to  the  guidance  of  the  city 
clerk's  office  and  the  board  election  commissioners 
concerning  any  specifics  involving  a  recall  election, 
unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  section. 

Section  5.  Propositions  on  Ballot.  Ballots  used 
in  a  recall  election  shall  state  the  following 
propositions  in  the  order  indicated: 

For  the  recall  of  (name  of  Officer) 

Against  the  recall  of  (name  of  officer) 

Adjacent  to  each  proposition,  there  shall  be  a 
place  to  vote  for  either  of  the  said  propositions 
After  the  proposition  shall  appear  the  word 
"candidates"  and  the  names  of  the  candidates 
nominated.  If  a  majority  of  votes  cast  upon  the 
question  fo  recall  is  in  the  affirmative,  the 
candidate  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  declared  elected.  If  a  majority  of  votes  on 
the  question  is  in  the  negative,  the  ballots  for 
candidates  need  not  be  counted. 

Section  6.  Officeholder.  The  incumbent  shall 
continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until 
the  recall  election.  If  he  is  not  recalled  in  the 
election  he  shall  continue  in  his  office  for  the 
remainder  of  his  unexpired  term,  subject  to  recall 
as  before,  except  as  provided  in  this  section. 

If  he  is  recalled  in  the  election,  he  shall  be 
deemed  removed  upon  the  qualifications  of  his 
successor  who  shall  hold  office  during  the 
unexpired  term.  If  the  successor  fails  to  qualify 
within  five  days  after  receiving  notification  of  his 
election,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed 
removed  and  the  office  vacant. 

Section  7.  Repeat  of  Recall  Petition.  No  recall 
shall  be  filed  against  an  officer  within  six  months 
after  he  takes  office,  or  in  the  case  of  an  officer 
thereby,  until  at  least  six  months  after  the  election 
at  which  his  recall  was  submitted  to  the  voters. 

Section  8.  Not  withstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  all  provisions  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts 
of  1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of 
1951,  including  certain  subsequent  changes  re- 
garding elections,  shall  be  applicable  towards  a 
recall  election.

(HUD)  should  exercise  its  authority  to  guarantee 
the  protection  of  senior  citizens  who  live  in  the 
local  communities  where  housing  is  built  so  that 
there  is  proper  tenant  selection  and,  further,  that 
in  the  planning  stage  of  the  construction  of  any 
new  building  that  HUD  insure  that  any  new 
building  contain  all  the  ordinary  conveniences, 
such  as  air  conditioning,  adequate  refrigeration, 
adequate  cooking  facilities,  adequate  ventilation, 
and  other  features  which  in  this  modern  day  and 
age  are  not  unusual  in  a  new  building;  and

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to 
be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments,  John 
J.  Rizzotto,  a  patrolman  in  the  police  department 
of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result 
of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when  shot  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  on  May  eleventh,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixyt-eight.  Such  pension  shall  be 
equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation 
which  would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he 
continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
increased  by  three  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  for 
each  child  of  said  widow  by  John  J.  Rizzotto 
during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  from  earning.  If  said  widow 
remarries,    said    city   shall   pay,   in   lieu   of  the 
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aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  five 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
each  child  during  the  time  aforesaid.  Upon  his 
death  said  city  shall  also  pay  an  annuity  of  five 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  to  the  legal  guardian  of 
each  other  child  of  John  J.  Rizzotto  for  each  such 
other  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said 
age  and  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from 
earning. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  John  J. 
Rizzotto  under  this  act  the  Boston  retirement 
board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of 
the  State-Boston  retirement  system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  one 
hundred  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  continue  to  apply  to  said  John  J.  Rizzotto 
relative  to  his  indemnification  by  said  city  for  any 
hospital,  medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may 
be  incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement 
as  a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

In  answer  to  City  Council  order  concerning 
student  dormitories,  I  submit  the  following: 

1.  Dormitories  are  not  licensed  by  the  Boston 
Fire  Department. 

2.  a.  Without  sprinklers,  yes;  fire  extinguishers, 
no;  b.  dormitories,  etc.  are  inspected  annually  or 
upon  complaint  from  a  responsible  person— no 
advance  warning  is  given. 

3.  The  Boston  Fire  Department  does  not  have 
this  information. 

4.  Residents  are  required  to  comply  with  all 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  state  and  city. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  if  section  26C  of 
chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  was  accepted  by 
the  city,  the  Boston  Fire  Department  would  be 
greatly  assisted  in  the  life  safety  of  all  students.

With  the  coming  of  Christmas  and  the  New 
Year, sit  is  felt  that  this  department  should  refresh 
in  the  minds  of  persons  responsible  for  life  safety 
in  colleges,  universities,  etc.,  including  dormitories, 
their  individual  responsibility  to  ensure  life  safety 
they     have     within     their    jurisdiction.    This    is 
particularly  important  in  view  of  the  tragic  event 
that  occurred  in  Providence  College. 

1)  All  exit  doors  shall  open  outward  and  be  so 
designed  as  to  be  readily  opened  either  with  the 
use  of  the  ordinary  doorknob  or  by  pressure  on  a 
panic  release  device  so-called.  If  other  locks  are 
necessary,  they  shall  not  be  in  place  in  a  building 
that  is  occupied. 

2)  Obstructions  of  any  kind  including  tables 
and  chairs  shall  not  be  permitted  in  aisles, 
corridors,  or  passageways. 

3)  Exits  shall  be  provided  with  signs  and  if 
these  signs  are  not  visible  to  the  patron  when 
seated,  they  shall  be  of  a  lighted-exit  type. 

4)  Emergency  lights  shall  be  provided  and 
tested  daily  by  management  to  insure  operation  if 
needed.  These  lights  ordinarily  are  to  be  directed 
or  focused  on  the  exit  doors  rather  than  lighting  up 
the  floor  of  the  location. 

5)  Curtains,  draperies,  and  other  fabric 
hangings,  as  well  as  seat  coverings,  shall  not  be  used 
in  this  occupancy  unless  a  Certificate  of  Approval 
for  such  materials  after  tests,  has  been  issued  by 
the  Fire  Department.  Such  certificates  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  and  renewed  annually. 


6)  Candles    or    other    open    flames    shall   be 
prohibited    except   at   special  ocasions.   Candles 
may  be  used  at  one  location  only  and  only  when  a 
paid  fire  detail  is  supervising  the  lighted  candles. 

7)  Flammable  decorations,  regardless  of  the 
type,  including  trees,  wreaths,  streamers,  etc.  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  after 
tests  before  being  placed  in  the  occupancy. 

Christmas  Decorations 
Following  are  the  terms  and  conditions  made  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  chapter  148,  General 
Laws,  and  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
governing  the  use  of  certain  flammable  decorations 
during  the  Christmas  season. 

1.  An  artificial,  flameproofed  tree  may  be  used 
if  a  certificate  of  approval  has  been  obtained  from 
the  Fire  Prevention  Division.  Only  this  type  of  tree 
will  be  permitted  in  hospitals,  homes  for  the  aged, 
convalescent  homes,  dormitories,  schools,  hotels, 
lobbies  of  public  buildings,  places  of  assembly, 
stores,  and  similar  occupancies,  except  that 
permission  may  be  given  as  specified  below  in  Rule 
3,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department,  no  special  hazard  is  involved. 
Authorization  for  such  use  shall  be  in  writing. 

Decorations  will  be  used  in  open  areas  only  and 
are  forbidden  to  be  used  in  elevators,  stairways, 
and  confined  areas.  The  testing  minimizes  fire- 
spread  hazards  by  ruling  out  the  use  of  decorative 
materials  which  could,  of  themselves,  propagate 
fire. 

2.  No  Christmas  tree  of  the  natural  evergreen 
variety  of  other  natural  decoration— laurel  rope, 
holly,  etc.— shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  use 
more  than  forty-eight  hours.  When  used,  the 
following  conditions  shall  be  complied  with: 

a)  No  flammable  decorations  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  evergreen  tree,  only  flood 
lights  may  be  used  for  lighting  effect. 

b)  Two,  21/2-gallon,  Class  A  extinguishers 
and  two  pails  of  water  shall  be  provided. 

c)  A  paid,  uniformed  fire  fighter  detail 
must  be  present  while  observances  are  being 
held.  The  cost  of  the  detail  is  to  be  borne  by 
the  applicant  for  the  permit. 

3.  No  artificial  pine,  fir,  spruce,  hemlock, 
cedar,  holly,  laurel,  or  other  flammable  material 
shall  be  used  for  decoration  unless  first  submitted 
for  test  and  approval  by  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division. 

4.  When  approved,  use  of  the  above  decora- 
tions shall  be  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  necessary  for  each  individual  circum- 
stances. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  blocking  of,  or  obstructing 
of,  any  exit  by  the  use  of  any  of  the 
above-mentioned  materials,  nor  shall  they  be 
placed  in  close  proximity  to  any  source  of  heat, 
i.e.,  radiator,  electric  heater,  etc.

Dear  Mr.  McGrimley: 

This  is  my  reply  to  your  request  for  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  an  employee  who  works  past  age 
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seventy,  pursuant  to  St.  1977,  c.  735,  and  retains 
his  rights  under  G.L.  c.  32,  ss.  6,  7,  9,  and  28F. 

St.  1977,  c.  735,  which  is  now  G.L.  c.  32,  s. 
90F,  provides  as  follows: 

"Any  member  in  service,  classified  in  Group 
1,  shall  continue  in  service,  at  his  option, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  has  attained 
age  seventy;  provided,  however,  that  he  is 
mentally  and  physically  capable  of  performing 
the  duties  of  his  office  or  position.  Such 
member  shall  annually,  at  his  own  expense,  be 
examined  by  an  impartial  physician  designated 
by  the  retirement  authority  to  determine  such 
capability.  No  deductions  shall  be  made  from 
the  regular  compensation  of  each  member 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  service 
after  he  has  attained  age  seventy  and  upon 
retirement  such  member  shall  receive  a 
superannuation  retirement  allowance  equal  to 
that  which  he  would  have  been  entitled  had  he 
retired  at  age  seventy." 

It  was  apparently  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  place  an  over  seventy  employee  in  a 
special  category.  Although  he  continues  as  a 
member  in  service,  no  retirement  deductions  can 
be  made  and,  upon  retirement,  such  member  shall 
receive  a  superannuation  retirement  allowance 
equal  to  that  which  he  would  have  been  entitled 
had  he  retired  at  age  seventy.  The  conditions  for 
superannuation  allowance  are  provided  for  in  G.L. 
c.  32,  s.  5. 

In  view  of  the  above-mentioned  restrictions, 
G.L.  c.  32.  s.  6,  which  provides  for  ordinary 
disability  retirement,  and  G.L.  c.  32,  s.  7,  which 
provides  for  accidental  disability  retirement, 
cannot  be  applicable  to  such  employees  if  they 
continue  to  be  employed  after  they  reach  seventy 
years  of  age.  Furthermore,  employees  over  seventy 
cannot  be  retired  under  G.L.  c.  32,  ss.  6  and  7, 
since  the  disability  must  be  sustained  before  age 
seventy. 

The  accidental  death  benefit  provided  for  in 
G.L.  c.  32,  s.  9,  for  a  beneficiary  of  a  member  in 
service  would  apply  to  a  beneficiary  of  an 
employee  continued  in  service  after  reaching  age 
seventy,  since  there  is  no  apparent  restriction  in 
G.L.  c.  32,  s.  90F,  for  such  an  allowance,  nor  is 
there  any  mention  of  a  maximum  age  limitation  in 
G.L.  c.  32,  s.  9,  as  there  is  in  G.L.  c.  32,  ss.  6  and 
7. 

G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  28F,  is  inapplicable  to  members 
in  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  are  employed 
after  age  seventy  since  they  have  been  and 
continue  to  be  members  in  service  although  on  a 
restrictive  basis  as  hereinbefore  mentioned.  The 
provisions  of  G.L.  c.  32,  s.  28F,  apply  only  to 
employees  of  a  governmental  unit  prohibited  from 
joining  the  retirement  system. 

In  summary,  therefore,  it  is  my  opinion  G.L.  c. 
32,  ss.  6,  7  and  28F,  do  not  apply  to  members 
employed  after  age  seventy,  and  that  G.L.  c.  32,  s. 
9,  does  apply  to  beneficiaries  of  such  employees  on 
accidental  death.

Coun.  IANNELLA,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  May  2,  1978,  the  U.S. 
District  Court  for  the  District  of  Massachusetts 
(Garrity,  J.)  issued  a  Memorandum  and  Procedural 
Order  that  stated  in  part  as  follows: 

"Therefore  the  court  will  schedule  a  hearing 
on  the  Moyer  plan  only  after  the  Council  has 
voted  at  a  first  reading  by  the  necessary  six  to 
three  margin  a  loan  order  in  the  sum  of 
$13,983,000,  plus  such  amount  as  the  Council 
decides  will  be  needed  for  incidental  site  work 
and  professional  fees.  If  this  should  be  done, 
the  court,  on  the  assumption  that  such  loan 
order  will  be  voted  finally  by  the  Council,  will 

(a)  order  the  other  parties  to  file  comments  and 
objections  to  the  Moyer  plan,  probably  within 
one  week  after  such  vote  at  its  first  reading;  and 

(b)  schedule  a  hearing  to  be  held  within  a  few 
days  after  the  date  for  filing  comments  and 
objections.  The  first  order  of  business  at  any 
such  hearing  will  be  consideration  of  whether 
commitments  for  adequate  funding  have  been 
received  not  only  from  the  Council  but  also 
from  the  defendant  Mayor.  If  they  have,  the 
court  will  then  consider  the  merits  of  the 
Moyer  proposal  and  the  comments  and 
objections  of  the  parties." 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  that,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  sum  of 
$15,400,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  for 
planning,  designing,  construction,  and  originally 
equipping  structures  and  facilities  the  city  is 
authorized  to  construct,  for  the  purposes  of 
correcting  constitutional  deficiencies  in  compliance 
with  the  Court's  order,  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
site,  on  the  Charles  Street  Jail  site,  and  that  to 
meet   said   appropriation,   the  Collector-Treasurer 


be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  7  A  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts 
of  1966,  as  amended,  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  foregoing 
order  be  amended  to  substitute  $27,000,000  in 
place  of  $15,400,000  and  also  be  amended  to 
strike  out  the  words  "the  Charles  Street  Jail  site, 
on  the  Charles  Street  Jail  site"  in  the  seventh  line 
of  said  order  and  substitute  therefor  "a  Nashua 
Street  site,  a  joint  facility  to  house  a  new  jail  and 
house  of  correction,"  so  that  the  order  would  read.

Dear  Vice-Mayor  Sullivan: 

In  response  to  your  communication  of  August 
29,  1978,  on  the  subject  of  the  Umana  School,  we 
are  pleased  to  supply  the  following  information. 

The  Umana  Harbor  School  of  Science  and 
Technology  was  originally  designed  and  was  well 
into  construction  as  the  Barnes  Middle  School 
before  Federal  Judge  Arthur  W.  Garrity,  Jr.  ruled 
that  it  should  be  a  technical  high  school.  This  has 
required  extensive  modification  to  the  facility 
which  is  not  complete  yet.  In  addition,  the  work  of 
the  original,  general  contractor  has  never  been 
finally  accepted,  neither  the  contractor  nor  the 
architect  have  been  finally  paid,  and  the  matter  is 
the  subject  of  litigation  at  the  present  time. 

Because  the  facility  was  originally  intended  to 
be  a  middle  school,  some  elements  such  as  the 
outside  athletic  fields  are  smaller  than  normal  for  a 
high  school.  Unfortunately,  this  is  the  result  of  a 
completely  unexpected,  midstream  conversion  of 
the  intent  of  the  school  and  is  one  of  the 
compromises  that  has  to  be  accepted. 

The  conversion  of  a  middle  school  to  a 
technical  school  while  the  facility  is  in  full 
operation  is  admittedly  a  difficult  task  and  without 
question  results  in  some  inconvenience  to  the  staff 
while  it  is  going  on.  We  have  coordinated  closely 
with  the  staff  on  this  matter  and  are  continuing  to 
do  so  to  keep  such  inconvenience  to  a  minimum. 
You  may  rest  assured  any  deficiencies  which  come 
to  our  attention  during  the  conversion  will  receive 
prompt  attention.

Together  with  the  $172,581,347  automatically 
appropriated  to  the  School  Department  for 
General  School  Purposes  and  for  Alterations  and 
Repairs,  it  will  produce  a  school  budget  total  of 
$188,000,000. 

Of  the  $15,418,653,  a  total  of  $6,500,000  is 
for  items  formerly  carried  in  the  city's  budget,  and 
transferred  this  year  to  the  School  Budget. 
$5,200,000  of  this  is  for  group  insurance,  and 
$1,300,000  represents  water  and  sewer  charges. 
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Another  $1,400,000  is  the  estimated  cost  of 
unemployment  compensation  payments  to  school 
employees.  Formerly  these  charges  were  paid  by 
the  federal  government. 

State-mandated,  special  needs  and  bilingual 
programs  will  increase  by  $4,500,000. 

The  balance  of  the  increase  will  go  toward 
funding  automatic  step  increases,  and  heat,  and 
utility,  and  inflationary  increases. 

I  believe  this  order  will  provide  a  reasonable 
operating  budget  for  the  School  Department  for 
the  next  fiscal  year,  and  recommend  its  adoption 
by  your  Honorable  Body.

DEFICIENCIES  AND  INEFFICIENCIES 
OF  ELECTION  DEPARTMENT  ON 
PRIMARY  DAY,  SEPTEMBER  19,  1978 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Tuesday,  September  19,  the  Primary 


was  held  in  Boston  under  the  supervision  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Election  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  complaints  about  the  inefficiency  of  the 
management  of  the  Primary  Election  in  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  There  were  instances  of  changes  in 
precinct  locations  without  notice  to  the  people, 
and  in  one  instance  Ward  11,  Precinct  4  did  not 
open  until  10:30  a.m.; and 

Whereas,  The  mechanical  errors  under  chapter 
59  were  in  unusually  large  numbers  and  some 
people  were  not  on  the  voting  list  who  had  been 
listed  for  many  years;  and 

Whereas,  In  another  instance  a  husband  and 
wife  were  registered  at  different  addresses  even 
though  the  voter  registration  of  the  husband  and 
wife  was  done  at  the  same  time  and  some  people 
were  registered  at  two  places  in  the  same  locality 
because  of  a  change  of  address;  and 

Whereas,  Telephones  were  not  available  in  all 
the  voting  precincts  so  that  when  a  voter  was  not 
on  the  list  there  was  no  communication  with  City 
Hall  and  in  one  double  preceinct,  the  telephone 
was  not  installed  until  2:30  in  the  afternoon;  and 

Whereas,  In  Ward  3,  Precincts  2  and  3  were 
combined  in  an  area  that  wasn't  large  enough  for 
one  voting  precinct  and  there  was  great  confusion, 
noise,  and  a  general  lack  of  supervision;  and 

Whereas,  In  one  instance  the  warden  did  not 
have  the  certificate  to  allow  a  voter  to  certify  that 
they  had  been  on  the  list  of  voters  by  certifying  of 
voter  registration  and  residence;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Election  Com- 
mission was  notified  of  these  instances  at  their 
office  in  City  Hall  and  were  so  disorganized  that 
they  could  no  cope  with  the  situation,  even  though 
they  were  supposed  to  be  organized,  and  they  did 
not  take  effective  steps  on  election  day  to  rectify 
the  situation  but  merely  shrugged  it  off  as  another 
usual  complaint;  and 

Whereas,  The  Registrars  of  the  Election 
Commission  came  to  the  City  Council  at  three 
separate  meetings  and  gave  us  a  list  of  election 
changes  and  on  election  day  they  changed 
precincts  without  notifying  the  voters  as  required 
by  chapter  59  which  requires  twenty-two-days' 
notice  of  any  change  of  location;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Election  Com- 
mission committed  many  errors  of  nonfeasance  on 
election  day  with  the  result  that  many  legal 
residents  were  not  allowed  to  vote  as  a  result  of  the 
Election  Department's  failure  to  be  prepared  by 
having  telephones  at  every  precinct  and  having 
adequate  staffing  at  City  Hall  to  verify  previous 
registration  of  those  voters  who  were  disen- 
franchised; and 

Whereas,  The  rights  of  many  voters  to  exercise 
this  great  privilege  of  voting  should  be  protected  so 
that  thousands  of  voters  are  not  dropped  from  the 
voting  list  due  to  no  fault  of  their  own,  but  due  to 
the  inefficiency  of  the  Election  Commission  in 
dropping  voters,  which  practice  has  occurred 
annually  for  many  years  and  should  be  corrected; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  hold  a  public 
hearing   on   this   matter   and   call  in  the  City  of 
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Boston  Election  Commissioners  to  determine  what 
steps  are  being  taken  to  correct  the  many 
deficiencies  in  the  present  system  and  the  many 
inefficiencies  on  Primary  Day  and  to  restore  to  the 
original  sites  those  precincts  which  had  been 
changed  on  Primary  Day  so  as  to  correct  the 
confusion  that  had  existed;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  examine  the 
records  of  the  Election  Department  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  causes  of  these  inefficiencies 
were  justifiable  so  as  to  cause  great  harm  to  our 
democratic  process  of  the  right  to  vote,  which  is  an 
inviolate  right  of  every  citizen  of  this  city;  and 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  Election  Commission  be 
summonsed  with  whatever  records  they  have  on 
the  organization  of  the  various  precincts  of 
election  day;  the  type  of  communication  used;  the 
type  of  instructions  given  to  the  various  precinct 
workers  and  wardens;  the  availability  of  centrally 
located  voting  booths  to  determine  whether  or  not 
the  law,  under  chapter  59,  is  being  complied  with 
as  to  the  central  location  of  every  polling  booth; 
and  further 

Ordered,  The  City  Council  should  determine 
whether  or  not  the  Election  Department  informed 
the  voters  as  the  changing  of  Ward  3,  Precinct  2  in 
the  North  End  without  notifying  the  City  Council.

Whereas,  A  contributing  factor  for  the  high  cost 
of  living  is  the  the  increasing  cost  of  prescription 
drugs  which  takes  a  substantial  portion  of  an 
elderly  person's  income;  and 

Whereas,  The  use  of  generic  drugs  in  filling 
prescriptions  could  help  to  substantially  reduce  the 
cost  of  prescriptions,  by  as  much  as  $25  million  a 
year  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  As  of  October  1,  1978,  a  new  state 
law  entitled  "An  Act  to  Promote  Quality 
Medication  at  Reasonable  Costs"  goes  into  effect; 
and 

Whereas,  Under  this  law  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts requires  physicians  to  use  a  new  prescription 
form  that  contains  a  line  which  the  physician  can 
sign  instructing  the  pharmacist  to  fill  the 
prescription  with  the  generic  drug  only;  therefore 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
the  Elderly  Commission  or  the  other  appropriate 
city  agencies  to  notify  elderly  citizens  of  their 
rights  to  purchase  generic  prescription  drugs  at  the 
discretion  of  their  physician,  by  posting  notices  in 
all  elderly  housing  developments  and  neighborhood 
health  centers;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  written  notice  of  the  provisions 
of  the  new  Massachusetts  generic  drug  law  be 
included  in  the  next  mailing  of  pension  checks  sent 
by  the  city  to  retired  employees.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  hereby  endorse  the 
Classification  Amendment  on  the  November  ballot 
and  urges  every  citizen  of  voting  age  in  the  city  of 
Boston  to  vote  YES  for  the  Classification 
Amendment  on  Question  1  of  the  November  7, 
1978,  referendum  ballot  in  Massachusetts.

Whereas,  The  tax  rate,  holding  at  $252.90  for 
next  year  and  a  promise  from  the  Mayor  that  said 
rate  would  remain  at  $252.90  for  FY  1980  is  of  no 
great  comfort  to  Boston  property  owners;  and 

Whereas,  The  crux  of  the  issue  is  not  whether 
the  tax  rate  is  more  or  less  burdensome  to  the 
property  owners  of  our  city,  but  could  the  tax  rate 
for  FYs  ahead  have  been  lowered  this  year;  and 

Whereas,  The  recent  state  aid  received  by  the 
City  of  Boston  was  some  $62  million  more  than 
was  received  last  year;  and 

Whereas,  The  intent  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Legislature  in  session  was  to  effectively  allow  the 
granting  of  property  tax  relief  to  the  Common- 
wealth's cities  and  towns;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature,  and  the  Governor, 
have  both  urged  that  additional  state  monies  be 
used  to  lower  the  tax  rate;  and 

Whereas,  The  Governor  has  publicly  urged  the 
Mayor  to  lower  the  tax  rate  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
citing  the  increased  aid  in  justifying  that  statement; 
and 

Whereas,  Section  59  of  the  budget  of  the 
Commonwealth  clearly  states:  "In  order  to  provide 
immediate  relief  for  the  taxpayers  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns,  and  to  ensure  that  any  additional 
distributions  or  grants-in-aid  and  any  reduction  in 
assessments  from  the  Commonwealth  for  the  fiscal 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine  are  used 
for  the  relief  of  taxes  on  property,  any  additional 
distributions  or  grant-in-aid  and  any  reduction  in 
assessments  as  provided  under  section  2,  Item 
0315-0001  and  Item  7062-0008  of  this  act,  as 
verified  by  the  tax  commissioner,  shall  be  available 
only  to  reduce  the  tax  levy,  as  determined  by  the 
assessors  under  section  twenty-three  of  chapter 
fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  for  the  fiscal  year 
1979; and 

Whereas,  Such  action  by  the  Mayor,  in 
complying  with  the  legislative  intent  of  the  Great 
and  General  Court  has  not  been  followed; 

Whereas,  It  is  the  obligation  of  the  Mayor  to 
provide  property  tax  relief  to  property  owners  in 
our  city  when  at  all  possible;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  not  complied  with  the 
legislative  intent  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  in 
their  passage  of  the  budget,  specifically  section  59, 
calling  for  a  reduction  in  property  taxes;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  hereby  strongly  voice  its 
objections  to  the  Mayor's  action  in  failing  to  lower 
the  property  tax  rate;  and  be  it  further

show  of  "No  Confidence"  in  Mayor  White's  actions 
as  Mayor  of  this  great  city  in  his  failure  to 
responsibly  act  in  lowering  the  property  tax  rate  in 
the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  Thousands  of  cases  of  child  abuse  are 
reported  each  year  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  Sixty  percent  of  all  reported  cases  of 
child  abuse  in  Massachusetts  come  from  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Many  more  cases  of  child  abuse  go 
unreported  and  untreated,  resulting  in  enormous 
physical,  social,  and  pyschological  harm  to  the 
city's  young  people;  and 

Whereas,  No  coordinated  and  systematic 
city-wide  program  currently  exists  for  the  pre- 
vention and  early  detection  of  child  abuse  cases,  or 
for  the  training  of  community  health  workers  and 
school  personnel  dealing  with  abused  children; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
requests  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
to  begin  the  development  of  programs  for  new 
approaches  to  combat  the  growing  problem  of

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  be  instructed  to  actively  pursue  the 
cooperation  and  support  of  other  governmental, 
community,  health,  and  educational  agencies 
working  within  the  city  to  alleviate  the  human 
tragedy  of  child  abuse.

Dear  Mr.  Hynes: 

Your  predecessor  asked  about  the  application 
of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
section  101,  to  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  and  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  Joseph  Casazza,  neither  of  whom  is  a 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Section  101  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  notwithstanding  the 
disapproval  of  the  Mayor  on  October  15,  1973,  as 
chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of  1973.  At  that  time 
both  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Casazza  were  holding 
office  after  the  expiration  of  their  original  terms. 
They  continue  in  that  status. 

The  ordinance  may  fall  under  the  provisions  of 
the  City  Charter  relating  to  the  reorganization  of 
the  government  of  the  city.  Under  St.  1909,  c. 
486,  s.  5,  as  amended,  the  City  Council  with  the 
approval  of  Mayor  may  make  ordinances  es- 
tablishing, or  reorganizing  departments,  agencies, 
and  heads  of  departments,  and  may  increase, 
amend,  establish,  or  abolish  the  salary  of  any 
department  or  agency  head.  If  section  101  is 
construed  as  a  reorganization  of  a  department 
head,  in  the  sense  of  changing  the  qualifications  for 
office,  or  changing  or  abolishing  the  salary  by 
making  payment  conditional  on  residency,  the 
ordinance  would  require  the  Mayor's  affirmative 
approval,  which  it  does  not  have. 

I  need  not  reach  that  issue,  however,  because 
the  ordinance  is  otherwise  flawed  as  it  applies  to 
the  two  cases  presently  being  addressed.  By  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance,  an  officer  must  become  a 
resident  of  the  city  within  six  months  of  his 
acceptance  of  office.  If  within  six  months  of 
acceptance  of  office  an  officer  does  not  certify  a 
Boston  residence  to  the  City  Clerk,  he  is  deemed 
disqualified  for  office  and  is  stricken  from  the 
payroll.  As  neither  Mr.  Sullivan  nor  Mr.  Casazza 
had  occasion  to  accept  an  office  since  the 
ordinance,  was  enacted,  the  remedy  cannot  apply 
to  them. 

When  it  adopted  this  ordinance  the  City 
Council  probably  did  not  anticipate  the  contin- 
gency presented  here.  Like  a  court,  however,  I 
must  construe  an  ordinance  as  written  and  I  may 
not  rewrite  it  to  provide  for  an  event  Or 
contingency  to  which  it  does  not  apply.  Prudential 
Ins.  Co.  of  America  v.  City  of  Boston,  Mass.  Adv. 
Sh.  (1976)  182.  As  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  stated 
in  an  analogous  situation, 

"It    is   better  for   Congress,   and   more  in 

accord  with  its  function,  to  revise  the  statute 

than  for  us  to  guess  at  the  revision  it  would 

make." 

U.S.  v.  Evans,  333  U.S.  483,  495  (1948). 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  C.B.C.  Ords.  5,  s. 
101,  does  not  apply  to  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr. 
Casazza.

Whereas,  The  Groveland  Development  needs  a 
range  of  attention,  including  more  exterior 
lighting,  trimming  of  overgrown  shrubbery  which 
often  serves  as  lurking  places  for  ambushers;  and

Whereas,  residents  have  designated  as  the  chief 
priority  the  prompt  installation  of  security  screens 
on  windows  of  all  thirty-two,  first-floor  apart-

It 
has  abandoned  the  time-tested  ethical  concepts  to 
which  humanity  paid  tribute  for  thousands  of 
years.  It  is  time  to  ask  ourselves  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  we  have  not  fooled  ourselves  with 
new  ideas  and  ideals  and  have  used  them  as  excuses 
for  abandoning  the  time-tested  values  of  integrity, 
honesty,  peace,  and  love. 

Peace  in  the  Middle  East  is  our  fondest  hope.  It 
can  be  the  salvation  of  all  humanity  and  can  bring 
genuine  growth  and  development  to  all  the 
countries  in  that  area.  The  Middle  East  was  the 
cradle  of  the  world's  civilization  and  it  now  has  an 
opportunity  to  resume  that  role.  The  first 
requirement  is  peace  and  goodwill  among  all  of  its 
inhabitants.  Our  prayers  toward  that  goal  must, 
indeed,  be  fervent.

Whereas,  Certain  resolutions  were  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  on  June  23,  1975,  relating  to  a 
proposal  by  Sefrius  Corporation  with  respect  to  a 
public  and  private  redevelopment  proposal  known 
as  Lafayette  Place  in  the  City  of  Boston  (the 
"City");  and 

Whereas,  Sefrius  Corporation  has  amended  such 
proposal  to  provide  for  the  organization  of 
Lafayette  Place  Associates,  a  Massachusetts 
partnership  (the  "Developer")  which  will  act  as  the 
developer  of  a  restrucured  public  and  private 
redevelopment  project  (the  "Project")  to  be 
known    as   Lafayette  Place  and  located   on   real 
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property  to  be  acquired  by  the  City  within  the  area 
bounded  generally  by  Avon  Street,  Chauncy 
Street,  Bedford  Street,  Kingston  Street,  New  Essex 
Street  (to  be  dedicated),  Harrison  Avenue 
Extension,  Hayward  Place,  and  Washington  Street; 
the    Project     consisting    of: 

a)  public  improvements  by  the  City,  in- 
cluding parking  spaces  for  about  1,500 
automobiles,  at  least  900  of  which  spaces  will 
be  located  within  a  new,  subterranean  public 
parking  garage;  and 

b)  private  improvements  by  the  Developer 
in  air  rights  and  other  rights  acquired  by  the 
Developer  from  the  City  above,  within,  and 
contiguous  to  said  new  parking  garage, 
consisting  of  an  integrated  retail,  commercial, 
office,  and  hotel  complex; 

Whereas,  The  City  acting  through  its  Mayor  and 
its  Real  Property  Board  and  the  Developer 
proposes  to  enter  into  a  Tripartite  Agreement  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (the  "Au- 
thority") concerning  the  Project: 

Whereas,  The  City  and  the  Authority  propose 
also  to  enter  into  a  Sale  and  Construction 
Agreement  with  Alstores  Realty  Corporation, 
Al-Jordan  Realty  Corp.,  and  Jordan  Marsh 
Company  (Boston)  in  implementation  of  the 
Project; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  on  August  3,  1978, 
and  the  Real  Property  Board  on  July  31,  1978, 
have  adopted  certain  resolutions  with  respect  to 
and  in  implementation  of  the  Project; 

Whereas,  It  is  intended  that  the  Project  will  be 
undertaken  by  the  Developer  under  chapter  121 A 
of  the  General  Laws  and  chapter  652  of  the  Acts 
of  1960,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  The  Project  includes  land  located 
within  and  adjacent  to  the  Bedford-West  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  which  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  23,  1973;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  that  the 
Project  will  reverse  the  economic  decline  of  the 
downtown  retail  area  of  the  City,  facilitate 
efficient  land  use  within  the  area,  improve  traffic 
flow,  and  expand  the  real  property  tax  base  of  the 
area;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  finds  that  the  public 
improvement  program  described  in  the  proposed 
Tripartite  Agreement,  including  said  new  parking 
garage,  and  the  private  improvements  described 
therein  will  serve  a  public  purpose,  and  that  certain 
aspects  of  such  private  improvements  require 
integration  with  the  public  improvements  in  order 
to  bring  the  public  benefits  under  chapter  474  of 
the  Acts  of  1946  and  chapter  121 A  of  the  General 
Laws  to  full  fruition;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  said 
Tripartite  Agreement  concerning  the  Project  by 
and  among  Lafayette  Place  Associates,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  to  execute  said  Sale  and  Construction 
Agreement  concerning  the  Project  by  and  among 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  of 
Boston,  Alstores  Realty  Corporation,  Al-Jordan 
Realty  Corp.,  and  Jordan  Marsh  Company 
(Boston),  in  substantially  the  form  this  day  filed 


with  the  City  Clerk,  but  with  such  amendments  to 
either  as  the  Mayor  may  determine  to  be  necessary 
or  desirable  to  achieve  realization  of  the  Project, 
provided  that  both  agreements,  as  executed,  are 
satisfactory  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  any 
change  in  said  Tripartite  Agreement  to  provide  for

tion of  an  existing  public  garage,  providing  total 
parking  for  approximately  1,500  vehicles,  said 
garages  to  be  located  within  the  area  bounded 
generally  by  Avon  Street,  Chauncy  Street,  Exeter 
Place,  Harrison  Avenue  Extension,  Hayward  Place, 
and  Washington  Street,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  is

Ordered,  Pursuant  to  chapter  801  of  the  Acts 
of  1975,  the  Real  Property  Board  is  authorized 
with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  to  sell  the  land  on 
which  the  Lincoln-Essex  Street  parking  garage  is 
located  in  the  manner  and  in  accordance  with 
terms  and  conditions  to  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  and  through  its  Real 
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Property  Board,  and  Boston  Edison  Company;  be 
it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  1  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  its  powers  under

or  other  transfer,  upon  such  terms  as  said  Board 
deems  satisfactory;  be  it  further 
Ordered,  Pursuant  to  chapter  456  of  the  Acts 
of  1974  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
City     Council,     the     Real     Property     Board    is 
authorized  with  the  consent  of  the  lessee,  to  cancel 
the  lease  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Code 
Realty,  Inc.  dated  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  August, 
1956,  in  accordance  with  the  Settlement  Agree- 
ment with  the  Code  Realty,  Inc.,  dated  June  20, 
1978;  and  is  further  authorized  pursuant  to  said 
chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1974  and  in  accordance 


with  the  above-described  Tripartite  Agreement 
between  the  City  of  Boston,  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  Lafayette  Place  Associates  to 
sell,  convey,  lease,  or  otherwise  transfer  the  land 
and  structure  or  structures,  if  any,  thereon  in  the 
manner  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  set 
forth  therein. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $475,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  for  the  acquisition  and/or 
clearance  of  land  in  conjunction  with  the  efforts  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council,  and  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  family  units  in  the 
Chinatown  area  as  bounded  in  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  "District  Profile  in 
Proposed  1978-1980  Neighborhood  Improvement 
Program,"  provided  that  said  site  be  determined 
through  broad-based  community  input;  and  that  to 
meet  said  appropriations  the  Collector-Treasurer 
be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  under  the  provisions 
of  clause  5  of  section  7  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  on 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonding  notes,  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  to  said  amount. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  The  North  Station  area  of  the  City  of 
Boston  was  a  vibrant  business  and  com- 
munity-orientated section  of  the  city  and  is  the

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, about  fifteen  years  ago,  announced  the 
North  Station  renewal  plan  which  called  for  a 
general  renewal  of  the  area  bounded  by  Hay-

Whereas,  While  the  city  has  on  all  four  sides  of 
this  area  renewed  those  areas  with  vast  ex-

Whereas,  Businesses  have  moved  out  of  the  area

The  majority  of  the  shore  protection  structures 
damaged  by  the  February  Blizzard  of  1978  were 
originally  constructed  by  the  Division  of  Water- 
ways under  the  chapter  91  program.  The 
maintenance  of  these  structures  is  the  responsibi- 
lity of  the  municipality. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  91  of  the  General 
Laws  requires  that  any  coastal  structure  built 
seaward  of  the  high-water  mark  must  be  licensed. 
This  license  is  issued  by  the  division  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  that  structure.  It 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  division  not  to  issue  a 
license  for  work  performed  under  our  construction 
program  since  it  would  be  a  duplication  of  effort. 
The  municipalities  are  in  fact  the  owners  of  these 
structures  and  are  subject  to  the  same  maintenance 
conditions  stipulated  in  a  license  issued  to  a  private 
party  or  individual  applicant,  Therefore,  the 
municipality  has  the  authority  to  make  necessary 
repairs  without  requesting  a  new  license.  It  should 
be  emphasized  that  these  repairs  or  replacement  be 
of  an  "in-kind"  and  "in-place"  nature.  Any  change 
in  the  size  or  purpose  of  the  structure  will  require  a 
new  license  application. 

The  municipality,  or  its  agents,  shall  forward  to 
the  division,  a  letter  of  explanation  and  a  locus 
plan  along  with  the  notice  of  intent,  as  specified  in 
the  provisions  of  chapter  131,  section  40.  The 
letter  of  explanation  should  include  the  following 
information: 

1.  Scope  and  description  of  proposed  work,  2. 
identify  the  date  and  contract  number  of  original 
construction  project. 

Some  of  the  damaged  structures  have  been 
constructed  under  federal  programs  with  the 
municipality  being  the  responsible  agent  for 
upkeep  and  maintenance.  In  cases  where  repairs 
and/or  replacement  of  an  'in-place"  and  an 
"in-kind"  nature  are  to  be  made,  a  new  license  will 
not  be  needed.  However,  the  division  will  make 
this  determination  upon  receipt  of  a  letter  of 
concurrence  from  the  federal  agency  administering 
the  program  under  which  the  structure  was 
originally  built.  This  letter  should  again  be 
submitted  with  the  notice  of  intent  as  stipulated  in 
the  provisions  of  chapter  131,  section  40. 

Any  structure  that  is  licensed  by  this  division 
through  the  provisions  of  chapter  91  will  not 
require  a  new  license  for  repairs  or  replacement  as 
previously  stated.  The  division  will  be  notified  by 
the  filing  of  a  notice  of  intent  and  shall  so  notify 
the  owner  after  review. 

The  proposed  repairs  or  replacement  of  existing 
structures     that     fall    into    the    aforementioned 
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categories  are  exempt  from  filing  of  an  Envi- 
ronmental Notification  Form  or  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  in  accordance  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Environmental  Policy  Act. 

It  is  again  emphasized  that  these  submissions 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
the  activity  is  being  carried  out,  and  under  no 
conditions  is  work  to  be  carried  out  until  approval 
of  this  division  is  issued  in  writing.

To  broaden  the  market  for 
bonds.  East  Brunswick  Township,  New  Jersey,  has 
implemented  a  system  of  offering  tax-exempt  bonds 
in    denominations    of    $100,    $200,    and    $500, 


maturing  in  one  to  five  years.  To  minimize  the 
costs  of  processing  lower  denomination  bonds, 
East  Brunswick  is  using  interest  checks  which  go 
through  a  bank's  normal  clearing  system  instead  of 
the  traditional  coupons.  The  bonds  were  offered 
on  September  25,  to  finance  a  small  building 
project  and  the  response  has  been  extremely 
favorable.  Further  information  is  available  from 
Councillor  DiCara's  office.

Commission  of  any  zoning  change  within  that  area;

Whereas,  The  Building  Department  did,  in  fact, 
issue  use  and  occupancy  permits  for  these 
restaurants;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  some  question  of  the  legality 
of  the  permit  issued  by  the  Building  Department 
for  use  and  occupancy  of  restaurants  in  the  Quincy 
Market  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  Building  Department  to  appear  before  the  City 
Council  Committee  on  Human  Services  with  all 
their  records  of  use  and  occupancy  permits  for 
restaurants  both  on-t  he-premise  and 
off-the-premise  under  Use  Item  37,  with  all  the 
names  of  applicants  and  actions  taken;  and

Whereas.  Long  waiting  lists  of  applicants  at  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  demonstrates  the  need 
for  more  elderly  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  Near  to  the  Senior  Citizens'  Housing 
Complex  on  Annapolis  Street,  Dorchester,  are  two 
apartment  buildings  that  could  be  suitably 
renovated  and  incorporated  into  the  Senior  Citizen 
Housing  development  and  substantially  upgrade 
the  neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  The  structures  known  a  summer 
Gardens  have  suffered  some  deterioration  through 
years  of  absentee  ownership  and  intensive  general- 
family  occupancy, and 

Whereas.  Residents  in  the  area  largely  support 
the  idea  of  converting  these  buildings,  now 
maintained  by  a  real  estate  management  firm,  to 
use  as  housing  for  the  elderly;  and 

Whereas,  The  result  would  serve  to  improve  the 
structures  and  to  diminish  a  constant  security 
problem  emanating  from  these  buildings  which 
have  defaulted  into  ownership  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development; 
and 

Whereas,  Full  cooperation  in  converting  the 
structures  to  housing  for  the  elderly  has  been 
promised  by  the  Uphams  Corner  Little  City  Hall 
manager,  Joseph  Finnegan,  who  reports  "an 
extremely  large  number  of  complaints"  have  been 
received  by  his  office  concerning  the  two  buildings; 
and 

Whereas  Upgrading  of  the  structures  would 
serve  as  a  gateway  to  the  well-maintained 
Annapolis  Street  Senior  Citizens'  development;  and 

Whereas,  Government  programs  now  exist  that 
could  allow  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to 
acquire  the  properties  now  managed  by  the  State 
Management  Corporation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  offers  a  route  through  its 
Acquisition  Without  Substantial  Rehabilitation 
Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  could  also 
acquire     the    properties    after    renovation    by    a 
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designated  "Turnkey"  developer,  using  federal 
funds;  and 

Whereas,  There  will  soon  be  available  in  1979,  a 
state  assistance  program  toward  the  same  goals, 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor  is  urged  to  direct  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  to  explore  these  programs  and

In  response  to  the  City  Council's  request  for 
information  regarding  resident  parking  in  Boston,  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following  answers  to  you 
relative  to  the  Council's  questions. 

1.  What  steps  are  being  taken  to  improve 
resident  parking  in  Boston? 

There  is  a  city-wide,  two-hour,  parking  limit  in 
effect  in  Boston,  however  any  residents  can  obtain 
from  their  Little  City  Halls  a  resident  sticker  to 
exempt  them  from  this  restriction  in  their 
neighborhoods.  We  have  also  instituted  a  pilot 
program  in  the  Beacon  Hill  area  for  Resident  Parking 
Only  (details  of  this  plan  are  attached),  and  hope 
after  thorough  evaluation  of  this  program  that  it 
may  be  implemented  in  other  neighborhoods  of  the 
city  that  have  similar  parking  problems. 

2.  What  steps  is  the  city  taking  to  insure  that 
stickers  are  issued  properly  and  without 
duplication? 

All  stickers  are  distributed  by  the  Little  City 
Halls.  The  stickers  are  consecutively  numbered  and 
the  application  card  is  filled  out  in  triplicate.  The 
Little  City  Hall  retains  the  original  and  the 
duplicates  are  sent  to  O.P.S.  central  and  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department.  They  are  retained  both 
numerically  and  alphabetically  for  cross-reference 
purposes.  The  applicant's  motor  vehicle 
registration,  the  only  means  of  identification 
accepted,  is  stamped  "Resident  Permit  Issued"  to 
avoid  duplicate  issuance  of  the  stickers. 

3.  What  steps,  if  any,  is  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  taking  to  maintain  the  reserved  spaces 
for  residents  by  issuing  violations  for  misuse  of  the 
reserved  spaces? 

In  the  resident  parking  program  area,  the  meter 
maids  are  constantly  patrolling  the  area  for 
violations,  issuing  tickets  to  all  vehicles  without  the 
resident  permit.  In  addition,  the  officers  of  District 
1  tag  for  these  violations  on  their  routine  patrol, 
supplemented  in  the  evening  by  the  officers  of  the 
Moblie  Operations  Patrol. 

I  belive  this  is  the  information  that  the  Council 
is  looking  for.

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Beacon  Hill  Has  A  New  Resident  Permit  Parking 
Program 

The  City  of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  will  implement  a  new  Resident  Permit 
Parking  Only  program  on  Beacon  Hill,  starting 
August  28.  This  new  program  was  designed  in 
cooperation  with  the  Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association 
to  respond  to  resident  demands  for  some  protection 
from  commuter  and  student  parking.  The  Beacon 
Hill  automobile  population  has  grown  dramatically 
over  the  years,  while  the  capacity  for  on-street 
parking  on  the  historically  laid  out  streets  has 
remained  constant.  This  program,  we  hope,  will 
offer  a  better  opportunity  for  limited  residential 
spaces  to  be  available  for  locally  registered  vehicles 
When  does  it  Start? 

Beginning  the  weekend  of  August  12-13,  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department  will  install  new 
signs  on  Beacon  Hill  establishing  the  Premit 
Parking  Only  and  the  Visitor  Parking  areas.  For  the 
next  two  weeks,  the  meter  maids  will  ticket  all 
vehicles  parked  in  Resident  Permit  Parking  Only 
zones  with  Courtesy  Tags  unless  the  vehicle 
displays  the  new  Resident  Permit  Parking  sticker. 
Starting  Monday,  August  28,  all  vehicles  parked 
in  the  Permit  Parking  Only  areas  without  stickers 
will  be  ticketed  for  Code  10  (Restricted  -  Parking 
Prohibited)  which  is  a  $10  fine. 
How  Does  It  Work? 

The  Beacon  Hill  Resident  Parking  Permit  allows 
you  to  park  your  vehicle  on  Beacon  Hill  in  the  areas 
designated  as  "Beacon  Hill  Resident  Permit  Parking 
Only."  It  also  exempts  you  from  the  two-hour, 
parking  limit  in  the  areas  designated  as  "Beacon  Hill 
Visitor  Parking."  The  sticker  DOES  NOT  exempt 
you  from  any  posted  regulations,  nor  does  it 
guarantee  you  a  parking  space  anywhere.  All  posted 
parking  regulations  must  be  observed,  including 
restrictions  for  snow  removal  and  street  cleaning. 
Has  It  Been  Tried  Before? 

In  Massachusetts,  the  City  of  Cambridge  has  a 
comprehensive  "resident  parking  only"  program 
and  its  regulations  have  been  upheld  by  the  State 
Supreme  Court  on  the  basis  that  they  promote  the 
social  good  by  reducing  air  pollution.  Numerous 
similar  programs  exist  throughout  the  country  and 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  upheld  an 
Arlington,  Virginia,  resident  parking  program  saying 
a  county  has  the  right  to  restrict  outside  traffic 
flow  "to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  the  area. 
Further,  it  stated:  "The  Constitution  does  not 
outlaw  these  social  and  environmental  objectives, 
not  does  it  presume  distinctions  between  resident 
and  nonresidents  of  a  local  neighborhood  to  be 
invidious."  So  our  program  is  on  firm  legal  ground. 
What  About  Visitors? 

There  are  Vistor  zones  on  most  stieets 
designated  as  "Beacon  Hill  Visitor  Parking." 
Vehicles  without  Resident  Parking  Permits  will  be 
allowed  to  park  at  these  spaces  but  must  adhere  to 
the  city-wide,  two-hour,  parking  limit.  There  is  no 
time  limit  on  parking  in  the  visitor  areas  between  6 
p.m.  and  midnight  during  the  week,  and  between  8 
a.m.  and  midnight  on  Sundays  and  holidays, 
therefore,  guests  will  not  be  ticketed  during  those 
hours  for  the  two-hour  restriction.  Long-term 
visitors  are  encouraged  to  utilize  off-street  parking. 
How  Do  I  Get  a  Sticker? 


Stickers  may  be  obtained  at  the  Beacon  Hill 
Little  City  Hall,  located  at  181  Tremont  Street, 
Boston.  Tel.  No.  725-4590.  The  Little  City  Hall's 
hours  are  Monday  through  Friday,  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
However,  during  August,  the  Little  City  Hall 
will  remain  oDen  tor  sticker  registration  until  / 
p.m.  on  the  following  days:  Monday  the  21st,  and 
Thursday  the  17th,  Monday  the  21th,  and 
Thursday  the  24th,  unitl  7  p.m.  They  will  also  be 
open  on  Saturday,  August  26  from  9  a.m.  till 
noon.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  the  City  Council's 
order  of  May  17,  1978,  regarding  the  Boston  Spay 
and  Neuter  Clinic. 

The  Boston  Spay  and  Neuter  Clinic  opened  in 
October,  1975,  at  845  Albany  Street.  The  clinic 
was  staffed  by  five,  full-time  employees:  one 
veterinarian/  administrator,  one  secretary,  two 
veterinarian  assistants,  and  one  kennel  attendant. 

Demand  projections  for  the  clinic  indicated 
that  revenue  generated  from  spay  and  neuter 
operations  performed  on  dogs  and  cats  would  more 
than  cover  overhead  costs,  thereby  enabling  the 
clinic  to  support  itself.  In  reality,  however,  that  did 
not  happen.  From  the  beginning,  the  clinic  lost 
money.  During  the  month  of  November,  1975, 
for  example,  a  total  of  only  $1,364.  The  latter 
figure  fell  $2,314.08  short  of  even  covering  the 
combined    monthly    salaries    of   the    clinic's   five 

Because  of  its  early  deficit  situation  with  no 
relief  in  sight,  at  the  time  of  unprecedented  fiscal 
strain  within  city  government,  the  clinic  was  closed 
after  approximately  ninety  days  in  operation. 

All  equipment  and  supplies  purchased  by  the 
clinic  were  turned  over  to  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals.  A  portion  of  the  equipment 
was  later  sold  as  surplus  inventory  to  Dr.  Thomas 
J.  Cusick,  D.V.M.,  of  97  Carey  Avenue,  Water- 
town,  Mass.  The  physical  space  that  was  leased, 
renovated,  and  occupied  by  the  clinic  was 
transferred  to  the  School  Department  to  be  used 
by  South  Boston  High  School  for  teaching 
automotive  mechanics. 

The  attached  documents  contain  the  specific 
information  requested  in  the  Council's  order.  All 
purchases  of  equipment  and  supplies  in  categories 
totaling  over  $2,000,  went  through  the  normal  bid 
process.  For  categories  costing  under  that  amount, 
informal  written  quotations  were  solicited.  All 
construction  work  was  also  handled  through  the 
bid  procedure.  Documentation  is  on  file  in  the 
Purchasing  Agent's  office.

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  has  voted 
to  designate  as  Landmarks,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  772  of  the  Acts  of  1975,  two  buildings 
which  are  associated  with  the  history  of  finance  in 
the  city  and  the  region.  Each  building  is  also  a 
notable  example  of  its  architectural  style.  They 
are: 

1.  Charlestown  Savings  Bank,  Thompson 
Square  -  Built  in  1876,  the  building  served  for 
over  a  century  as  the  home  of  the  bank  and  three 
Masonic  lodges.  It  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
High  Victorian  Gothic.  Designation  is  supported  by 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  which  has  recently 
acquired  the  building. 

2.  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  30  Pearl  Street  -  Of 
this  complex,  only  the  original  1922  building  was 
designated.  It  served  as  the  first  permanent  home 
of  the  New  England  district  of  this  banking  system. 
Designed  by  R.  Clifton  Sturgis  in  the  Renaissance 
Revival  Style,  it  represents  the  culmination  of  a 
tradition  of  conveying  the  dignity  and  stability  of  a 
commercial  institution  through  an  architectural 
design  derived  from  classical  sources.  Concerns  of 
the  present  owners  and  the  proposed  developers  of 
the  site  have  been  accommodated  in  the  design 
guidelines  which  have  been  adopted  for  the  1922 
building. 

Additional  information,  including  the  proposed 
boundaries,  and  standards  and  criteria  for  review  of 
physical  changes,  is  included  in  the  study  reports 
on  each  property. 

According  to  statute,  a  designation  approved  by 
the  commission  is  presented  to  the  Mayor  for 
signing.  If  the  Mayor  disapproves,  he  is  to  file  the 
designation  form  with  the  City  Clerk  with 
objections  noted  in  writing.  A  designation  neither 
signed  nor  filed  shall  be  deemed  approved  by  the 
Mayor  after  the  sixteenth  day. 

The  statute  also  provides  that  within  thirty 
days  following  the  Mayor's  approval,  the  City 
Council  can  override  a  designation  by  a  two-thirds 
vote.  In  the  absence  of  action,  the  designation  is 
approved  after  the  thirty-first  day.

Whereas,  Rent  increases  are  assessed  and 
collected  from  a  certain  percentage  of  tenants, 
particularly  the  elderly,  who  faithfully  pay  their  rent 
every  month  while  there  are  others,  somewhere  in 
the  vicinity  of  40  percent,  who  pay  no  rent  at  all;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  unfair  to  all  the  tenants  in  public 
housing  that  such  a  substantial  number  of  tenants 
pay  not  rent  at  all; 

Whereas,  The  maintenance  of  the  buildings  under 
the  control  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
depends  largely  upon  rents  collected  for  the 
payment  of  their  employees  and  operation  of  the 
authority,  and  the  failure  to  collect  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  rents  requires  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  to  divert  money  that  should  go  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  buildings  to  operational 
expenses,  such  as  employee  salaries,  heating,  fixed 
costs,  etc.; 

Whereas,  The  diversion  of  this  maintenance 
money  increases  the  blight  and  general  disrepair,  as 
well  as  the  deplorable  condition  of  these  buildings; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  not  in 
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good  financial  and  fiscal  straits,  caused  in  part  by  the 
failure  of  a  substantial  number  of  people  to  pay  their 
rent,  who  in  most  cases  are  being  given  an  allowance 
from  public  assistance  funds  for  housing  rental 
purposes,  the  collection  of  which  the  Housing 
Authority  has  not  energetically  pursued,  therefore,

Whereas,  The  law  provides  that  there  be  the 
assent  of  a  majority  of  the  collective  bargaining 
group  to  ratify  the  agreement  and  the  payment  of 
this  agency  service  fee  to  said  local  union 
representing  them  in  the  collective  bargaining 
process;  and 

Whereas,  In  '  the  upcoming  election  next 
Saturday,  of  the  3,478  members  of  the  collective 
bargaining  unit  represented  by  Local  285,  ap- 
proximately 2,000  of  these  employees  have  received 
a  ballot  to  participate  in  the  election  of  their 
officers;  and 

Whereas,  In  light  of  the  previous  allegations  and 
mishandling  of  previous  elections  by  this  local  in 
which  it  was  common  knowledge  that  the  elections 
were  not  properly  held  and  all  employees  were  not 
allowed  to  participate  in  past  elections;  and 

Whereas,  The  reason  for  this  election  is  to  give 
the  full  membership  of  the  collective  bargaining  unit 
the  right  to  participate  and  the  fact  that  only 
approximately  2,000  members  have  been  mailed 
ballots  is  evidence  that  some  of  the  members,  at  least 
in  the  city  and  county  have  been  disenfranchised 
from  theii  right  of  being  paid-up  members  and  are 
being  denied  their  right  to  participate  in  next 
Saturday's  election  despite  all  the  previous 
corruption  and  fraud  that  existed  in  the  previous 
election;therefore,beit 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  asks  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  appear 
today  with  the  Collector-Treasurer  and  the  Labor 
Relations  Officer  of  the  City  of  Bosto/  and  County 
of  Suffolk  to  determine  whether  or  not  this  is  a 
violation  of  the  so-called  agency  service  fee 
provisions  under  which  an  employee  pays  dues,  but 
is  not  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  voting  in  an  election 
for  the  officers  for  whose  salary  he  is  paying  through 
the  agency  service  fee ;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  trustee  of  Local  285,  Cecil 
Ward,  and  any  other  officers  of  the  union  be  asked  to

2.  An  order  amending  or  rescinding  six  loan 
authorizations  previously  ordered  by  the  Council 
and  approved  by  me.  The  two  orders  having  to  do 
with  urban  renewal  are  to  be  amended  because  City 
of  Boston  bonds  are  sold  only  in  $5,000  units  for 
each  purpose  and  the  original  orders  were  not  evenly 
divisible  by  $5,000.  The  four  orders  having  to  do 
with  water  and  sewer  improvements  are  to  be 
amended  or  rescinded  because  they  represent 
unutilized  authorizations  existing  at  the  time  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  assumed  full 
legal  responsibility  for  water  and  sewer  capital 
improvements. 

As  part  of  our  continuing  effort  to  reduce 
outstanding  loan  authorizations  where  possible  in 
order  to  strengthen  investor  confidence  in  the  City 
of  Boston  bonds,  it  is  important  that  these 
amendments  and  rescissions,  totaling  $3,305,000, 
take  place.

Order  number  one  is  a  loan  order  in  the  amount 
of  $2,200,000  for  extraordinary  repairs  to  several 
city-owned  facilities.  Attached  is  a  listing  of  the 
facilities  involved  and  the  dollar  amount  required. 
This  order  is  being  submitted  at  this  time  due  to  the 
pressing  needs  for  these  renovations.  As  a  general 
rule,  capital  improvement  loans  will  be  submitted  in 
the  spring  as  part  of  the  capital  budget  process. 

Order  number  two  is  an  order  rescinding  or 
reducing  prior  approved  loan  orders  in  a  total 
amount  of  $3,305,000.

(Loan  Order,  effective  November  14, 1978, 
relating  to  $475,000  Land  Acquisition  Bonds.) 
Dear  Mr.  Richards: 

We  have  examined  an  order  of  the  City  Council, 
effective  November  14,  1978  (by  virtue  of  chapter 
452,  S.18A  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended) 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  $475,000  bonds  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  land  acquisition  and/or  land 
clearance.  For  the  reasons  discussed  below,  we  regret 
to  inform  you  that  we  will  be  unable  to  render  a 
favorable  opinion  on  such  bonds  if  they  are  issued  by 
the  city. 

The  loan  order  authorizes  the  bonds  under  G.L. 
c.  44,  s.7(5).  However,  clause  5  of  section  7  relates 
solely  to  the  construction  of  public  ways  or  the 
paving  of  off-street  parking  areas.  The  proper  clauses 
of  section  7  for  the  authorization  of  bonds  for  land 
acquisition  would  be  either  clauses  2,  3,  or  25, 
depending  upon  the  use  to  which  the  land  will  be 
dedicated. 

However,  the  text  of  the  loan  order  appears  to 
imply  that  the  land  acquired  will  be  sold  or  leased  to 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  a  private 
entity  for  construction  thereon  of  "family  housing 
units."  If  this  is  the  case,  there  is  no  authority  under 
G.L.  c.  44,  s.7  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  city 
for  such  purpose.  If  the  proposed  project  constitutes 
an  approved  urban  renewal  project  or  low-rent 
housing  project  under  the  relevant  provisions  of  G.L. 
c.  1 21 B,  the  city  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  and 
issue  bonds  to  defray  the  acquisition  and 
development  costs  of  the  project  under  G.L.  c. 
121 B,  s.20(l),  subject  to  the  limitations  provided  in 
G.L.  c.  121B,ss.  21  and  22. 

We  would  be  happy  to  assist  the  city  in  evaluating 
the  legal  structure  of  the  proposed  project  and  its 
financing  by  the  city  if  otherwise  authorized  by 
applicable  statutes.  If  we  can  be  of  further  assistance 
in  this  matter,  please  feel  free  to  call  us.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  HUMAN  SERVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Human 
Services,  submitted  the  following: 

On  December  7,  1978,  a  hearing  was  held  by  the 
Committee  on  Human  Services,  Docket  No.  3696, 
filed  in  the  City  Council  on  November  28,  by  the 
Chairman,  concerning  rent  increases  to  public 
housing  tenants  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 
Appearing  at  the  hearing  for  the  Authority  was  Tom 
Gagen,  director,  Mary  Kelly,  director  of  mainte- 
nance and  Kenneth  Gralton,  representing  manage- 
ment and  the  board,  as  well  as  Anthony  Pagliaiulo, 
representing  the  Finance  Department. 

It  was  learned  that  all  tenants  have  had  their 
annual  rent  review  and  the  Housing  Authority 
increased  their  rent  proportionately.  However,  this 
is  the  annual  go-round  with  the  Authority 
concerning  rent  increases.  Every  year,  those  who  pay 
faithfully  are  increased  and  pay  the  extra  25  percent 
ceiling  allowed  by  the  Federal  Housing  Act.  This 
question  has  arisen  so  many  times  in  the  City 
Council  and  by  now  it  appears  that  the  Authority  is 
in  such  dire  financial  straits  that  they  must  get 
whatever  they  can  from  those  who  are  ready,  willing, 
and  able  to  pay. 

This  policy  is  discriminatory  and  unfair  in  that 
two  years  ago  we  had  hearings  and  we  learned  that 


roughly  45  percent  pay  no  rent  -  even  if  their  rent  is 
increased  -  while  the  other  55  percent  pay  their  rent 
regularly,  particularly  the  elderly,  who  have  a  99.5 
percent  record  of  paying  their  rent  on  time. 

Roughly  of  the  16,000  units  in  public  housing, 
about  6,000  are  occupied  by  senior  citizens,  who 
pay  regularly.  The  annual  rent  roll  in  the  Housing 
Authority  is  about  $10,000,000.  As  of  September, 
1978,  there  are  10,000  middle-income,  including 
low-income  families  and  6,000  units  are  occupied  by 
elderly  over  sixty-two.  The  6,000  senior  citizens  pay 
their  rent  regularly  and  of  the  10,000  remaining 
families,  better  than  3,800  are  in  arrears  in  rent,  of 
which  about  1 ,258  are  in  arrears  a  month  or  less,  and 
over  2,576  are  in  arrears  over  one  month  and  this 
arrearage  could  run  as  high  as  several  years.  The 
Housing  Authority  collected  about  $8  million  this 
past  fiscal  year  in  rents.  In  December  of  1976,  the 
Housing  Authority  received  permission  to  write  off 
$700,000  in  arrearages  of  rents  from  tenants,  of 
which  $486,000  was  from  federal  projects  and 
$190,576  was  from  state-aided  projects  and  $50,000 
from  leased  housing.  The  record  indicates  from  the 
last  report  this  Committee  made  about  two  years  ago 
that  up  to  the  present  time  this  situation  has  only 
improved  about  7  percent  and  the  uncollected  rent 
has  either  been  written  off  or  paid. 

Several  years  ago,  the  Legislature  wrote  a  law, 
approved  by  the  national  housing  officials  to  allow 
third-party  payments  of  rent  of  those  on  public 
assistance  programs.  While  the  Housing  Authority 
has  made  some  effort,  they  have  not  made  a  big 
thrust  to  collect  the  amount  due  for  shelter.  The  rent 
level  among  low-income  people  is  as  low  as  5  percent 
of  their  adjusted  gross  income.  In  contrast  most  of 
the  senior  citizens  who  have  been  admitted  into  the 
new  elderly  apartments  are  charged  the  maximum  of 
25  percent  because  of  the  poor  financial  condition 
of  the  Housing  Authority.  Each  year,  they  attempt 
to  get  as  much  as  they  can  from  the  elderly  and  those 
in  the  upper-income  bracket.  This  has  been  in 
practice  for  the  past  six  or  seven  years,  which 
certainly  is  not  the  proper  way  to  operate  the 
Housing  Authority.  All  the  tenants  receive  the 
services  and  utilities,  such  as,  heat  and  power.  Some 
effort  should  be  made  to  have  this  burden  spread  to 
as  many  people  as  possible  considering  that 
maintenance  in  the  developments,  such  as  regular 
janitors,  comes  out  of  the  operational  buget  of  the 
Authority. 

However,  it  has  been  a  practice  of  the  Authority, 
because  of  their  failure  to  collect  rents  from  all 
tenants,  to  use  money  for  modernization  improve- 
ments and  repairs  for  operational  expenses  such  as 
salaries  for  administrative  and  custodial  help.  This  is 
one  of  the  main  causes  of  the  failure  to  have 
sufficient  funds  to  properly  maintain  the  develop- 
ment up  to  proper  standards. 

Another  factor  that  would  help  the  Authority  to 
increase  its  income  would  be  to  rehabilitate  vacant 
housing  units  for  occupancy.  This  would  not  only 
improve  the  income  of  the  Housing  Authority  but 
would  reduce  vandalism,  fire,  and  other  damage  to 
these  vacant  apartments  that  are  a  constant  source  of 
irritation  to  the  present  tenants. 

The  Committee  on  Human  Services  recom- 
mends, for  about  the  third  or  fourth  time,  that  the 
Authority  institute  the  following  systems: 
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1 .  Increase  their  effort  to  collect  all  rents  of 
all  tenants.  The  failure  to  collect  rent  has  become 
chronic. 

2.  The  Authority  should  apply  to  the  local 
Regional  Office  of  HUD  for  permission  to  charge 
less  than  the  25  percent  figure  they  invariably 
assess  against  the  good,  rent-paying  tenants,  who 
are  subsidizing  the  free  heat  and  utilities  and 
maintenance  of  the  nonpaying  tenants.  Under 
federal  regulations  the  Authority  may  charge 
anywhere  from  5  to  25  percent  based  on  the 
individual  tenant  situation. 

3.  To  improve  its  maintenance,  which  is  a 
great  concern  of  the  witnesses  at  the  hearing 
because  of  the  lack  of  security  and  general  blight 
of  the  developments,  the  Authority  should 
increase  its  maintenance  so  that  it  should  be  on  a 
more  regular  basis,  especially  since  it  has 
abolished  the  central  maintenance  system  and 
has  set  up  seven  districts  from  which  emanates  all 
the  artisan  and  skilled  help,  such  as  plumbers, 
electricians,  etc. 

4.  There  should  be  a  reorganization  of  the 
Housing  Authority.  It  is  top  heavy  with 
administrative  personnel.  Some  of  this  money 
should  be  redirected  into  hiring  additional 
maintenance  personnel  to  provide  quicker 
response  to  tenants'  complaints. 

5.  In  conclusion,  your  Committee  hopes  that 
the  city  administration  and  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  Relations  would  make  an  attempt  to  go 
to  court  and  revise  the  stipulation  with  the 
Authority  to  remove  the  trusteeship.  This  dual 
responsibility  at  the  management  level  has 
caused  great  confusion  and  the  court-appointed 
receivership  has  not  worked  well  since  its 
inception  several  years  ago  and  its  general  cost 
could  be  used  for  maintenance  personnel. 
However,  the  political  situation  being  what  it  is,  I 
doubt  very  seriously  whether  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Housing  Relations  would  take  such  a  step 
because  of  the  sweeping  ramifications  of  the 
nonpaying  tenants  who  feel  they  should  live 
rent-free  in  the  development  because  of  this 
Housing  Court  umbrella  of  exemption  because 
they  have  complaints  about  lack  of  maintenance. 
Your  Committee  does  not  espouse  evicting 
tenants,  but  it  certainly  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
Housing  Authority  through  our  court  process  to 
petition  the  court  to  set  up  escrow  acounts  for 
these  people  so  that  when  they  move  out,  we 
don't  have  to  write  off  $700,000  in  rents.  The 
fact  that  the  Housing  Court  has  never  required 
these  tenants  to  place  their  money  in  escrow 
account  has  made  the  Authority  reluctant  to 
collect  rents  because  of  the  political  sensitivity  of 
the    whole   situation. 

Your  Committee  intends  to  pursue  this 
matter  as  it  has  done  for  the  last  10  years  or  so 
but  unless  we  receive  the  cooperation  of  the 
Authority  and  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing 
Relations,  this  situation  could  go  on  for  another 
10  years  and  conditions  will  deteriorate  even 
more  rapidly. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  will  initiate  a 
meeting  with  the  Housing  Authority,  Mayor's  Office 
of  Housing  Relations,  Tenant  Policy  Council,  the 


Trustee  appointed  by  the  Court,  and  if  possible,  an 
official  representative  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Housing  Court.  This  meeting  will  be  held  as  soon  as 
possible  so  that  some  of  the  much-needed  action  will 
be  taken  by  the  Authority  and  not  delayed,  as  in  the 
past,  by  the  inertia  of  the  city  officials  who  leave  the 
politically  sensitive  questions  alone  while  the 
developments  deteriorate  to  a  point  where  they  are 
becoming  less  and  less  habitable. 

The  report  was  accepted.

On  the  matters  referred  today  from  the 
Executive  Committee,  The  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  submits  a  report  recommending  passage  of 
the  following  order: 

Order  (as  on  file) ,  That  approval  be ,  and  hereby  is 
given,  in  accordance  with  section  53A  of  chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
expenditure  by  the  Mayor  and  the  administrator  of 
the  Employment  and  Economic  Policy  Adminis- 
tration of  funds  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor 
of  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training 
Act  of  1973,  P.L.  93-203,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
granted  for  the  following: 


Dockets  3636,  $10,408,467;  3647,  $2,463,000; 
3648,  $8,400,000;  3649,  $1,400,000;  3650, 
$986,000;  3651,  $2,100,000;  3652,  $4,242,000;

Further  ordered, 

Subject  to  the  availability  of  federal  funds,  the 
Department  of  Labor's  rules  and  regulations  and  the 
federal  CETA  statute  signed  into  law  on  October  27, 
1978,  on  CETA  employees  hired  before  October  1, 
1978,  shall  be  terminated,  without  due  cause,  from 
public  service  employment  prior  to  the  maximum 
time  under  the  statute  unless  or  until  they  have  been 
offered  a  comparable  employment  opportunity  at  a 
similar  wage  scale  and/or  are  provided  with  suitable 
employment  services  that  increase  the  employability 
of  the  individual  and  will  lead  to  unsubsidized 
employment  or  further  training.  To  this  end  EEPA  is 
mandated  to  focus  all  available  resources  on 
providing  adequate  training,  job  experiences,  and 
employment  services  that  will  lead  to  placement  in 
suitable,  decent,  and  meaningful  jobs,  which  is  the 
original  intent  of  the  CETA  legislation.

Dear  Mr.  White: 

During  the  past  state  legislative  session,  chapter 
40D,  which  governs  tax-free,  industrial, 
revenue-bond  financing,  was  amended  to  allow 
commercial  enterprises  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
financing  mechanism.  If  Boston  takes  advantage  of 
this  legislative  change,  the  potential  impact  on 
commercial  activity  in  Boston  can  be  significant. 
Industrial  and  manufacturing  businesses  in  the  city 
have  found  the  lower  costs  of  tax-free  financing  to 
be  an  important  factor  in  their  decision  to  expand 
and  renovate  operations  within  the  city  limits. 
Now  this  same  incentive  can  be  made  available  to 
commercial  enterprises  in  the  city. 

The  amended  legislation  requires  that 
commercial  enterprises  that  use  tax-free,  revenue 
bonding  be  located  in  what  is  called  a  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  (CARD).  Regulations 
require  that  a  proposed  CARD  area  first  be  subject 
to  a  public  hearing  and  then  receive  approval  of  the 
City  Council.  This  requirement  will  ensure  that 
commercial  activity  takes  place  in  those  areas  that 
are  compatible  with  the  aspirations  and  plans  of 
the  community,  as  well  as  those  of  municipal 
government. 

Let  me  clarify  here  that  establishment  of  the 
CARD  is  only  a  first  step.  Like  all  industrial, 
revenue-bond  requests,  each  project  to  be  financed 
must  be  approved  by  our  board,  you,  and  the  City 
Council  before  receiving  state  approval.  All  the 
normal  market  restraints  of  funds  availability  and 
financing  feasibility  continue  to  apply  to  the 
revenue  financing  program,  regardless  of  the  type 
of  business,  industrial  or  commercial,  which  wishes 
to  use  this  financing  mechanism. 
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As  you  are  aware,  the  city  staffs  this  Authority, 
and  for  this  project  the  Authority  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  help  of  staff  from  a  number  of 
agencies.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Office  of  Program  Development,  and  the 
Boston  Plan  Office  joined  our  normal  staffing  arm, 
the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation.  These  agencies  worked  in  concert  and 
grappled  with  the  problem  of  which  areas  of  the 
city  to  propose  for  CARD  designation.  The  original 
list  was  lengthy  and  reflected  the  diversity  of 
commercial  concentration  in  the  city.  A  decision 
was  made  to  proceed  with  "rounds"  of 
designations. 

The  general  emphasis  on  neighborhoods  led  to  a 
decision  to  pursue  the  designation  of  seven, 
neighborhood,  commercial  districts  in  this  first 
round  of  CARD  designations.  Looking  then  at  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
first  application  of  this  program  should  reinforce 
the  city's  previous  activities  to  target  efforts  and 
assistance  to  specific  neighborhoods  as  articulated 
in  the  Boston  Plan.  Therefore,  five  commercial 
areas  in  Boston  Plan  neighborhoods  were  chosen. 
Added  to  these  areas  were  two,  neighborhood, 
commercial  centers  where  development 
possibilities  appear  to  be  ripe. 

The  other  prime  consideration  in  choosing  this 
first  round  of  CARD  designations  was  the 
existence  of  previous  studies  and  a  background  of 
public  discussion  on  commercial  development 
strategy.  Open  and  thorough  discussion  of  land  use 
and  development  plans  is  an  important 
consideration  that  has  been  incorporated  into  the 


state  qualification  requirements.  With  one 
exception,  all  of  the  areas  seeking  designation  have 
been  the  subject  of  numerous  studies  and  public 
discussion.  Building  on  existing  documents  not 
only  allowed  compliance  with  state  regulations,  it 
also  allowed  the  staff  to  move  quickly  in  compiling 
the  information  required  to  back  up  a  CARD 
designation  request. 

We  have  attached  the  seven  CARD  applications 
which  we  intend  to  submit  to  the  state.  In  six  cases 
these  applications  are  attached  to  supporting 
documents,  all  of  which  have  also  been  included. 

In  accordance  with  state  regulations,  all  these 
proposed  CARD  designations  have  been  the  subject 
of  public  hearings  before  being  forwarded  to  you 
for  review.  One  hearing  was  held  for  the  six  areas 
that  had  been  subjects  of  previous  public 
discussion.  A  separate  hearing  was  held  for  the 
Fields  Corner  CARD.  We  are  please  to  report  that 
all  public  comment  to  date  has  been  positive  and 
supportive,  not  only  of  the  specific  areas  being 
designated  now,  but  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

Please  be  assured  that  our  efforts  to  make 
revenue-bond  financing  available  to  commercial 
businesses  will  not  stop  with  these  seven 
designations.  As  you  consider  these  seven  areas,  the 
staff  is  preparing  a  second  and  third  set  of  CARD 
designations.  The  ensuing  CARD  designations  will 
pursue  the  intent  of  designating  as  much  of 
Boston's  commercial  property  as  is  feasible.

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Field  Corner  CARD  Application 
Introduction 
History 


Historically,  Fields  Corner  in  Dorchester  has 
experienced  a  pattern  of  development  not  unlike 
many  older  neighborhood  commercial  areas  located 
close  to  the  city's  core.  Boston's  streetcar  system, 
followed  by  nationwide  changes  after  World  War  II 
resulted  in  a  schizophrenic  growth  from  which  many 
older  business  districts  are  only  now  beginning  to 
recover. 

With  the  extension  of  the  streetcar  lines  during 
the  1870s  came  rapid  residential  development 
followed  closely  by  commercial  activity  intended  to 
serve  the  newly  arriving  residents.  Strip  development 
occurred  alone  major  streets  and  intersections 
providing  services  which  were  both  within  walking 
distance  of  most  residences  and  convenient  to  the 
transportation  system.  During  this  time  healthy 
commercial  activity  was  almost  assured. 

After  World  War  II,  Fields  Corner  suffered  a 
severe  setback  due  to  development  trends  set  in 
motion  by  highway  construction,  widespread 
automobile  ownership,  and  the  availability  of 
government-insured  mortgages  for  housing.  The 
"better  life"  was  perceived  to  exist  in  the  suburbs 
and  many  of  Fields  Corner's  remaining  middle-class 
residents  rose  to  the  call,  choosing  the  single-family 
homes  and  drive-in  shopping  centers  over  urban 
neighborhood  living. 

This  is  not  a  new  story,  nor  is  it  a  particularly 
unique  one.  What  is  unique  is  that  Fields  Corner  has 
managed  to  sustain  a  fairly  healthy  business  climate 
despite  the  existence  of  stiff  competition  in 
surrounding  towns.  Although  sign  of  disinvestment 
are  evident  in  the  area,  new  development  is  not 
entirely  lacking  and  trends  indicate  that  this  may  be 
yet  another  critical  time  in  the  area's  history. 
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In  recent  years,  various  factors  have  increased 
Fields  Corner's  attraction  as  a  shopping  district. 
Younger  families,  who  might  have  gone  to  the 
suburbs,  are  instead  beginning  to  buy  homes  in  the 
neighborhoods  around  Fields  Corner,  where  housing 
and  transportation  costs  are  more  reasonable  than 
they  are  outside  of  the  city.  The  MBTA  Red  Line 
stops  at  Fields  Corner  and  feeds  directly  onto 
Dorchester  Avenue.  Customer  traffic  is  further 
assured  by  the  fact  that  five  bus  lines  operate  daily 
along  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Adams  Street,  which 
are  both  also  major  carriers  of  automobile  traffic. 

Beside  the  flow  of  thousands  of  potential 
shoppers  by  various  forms  of  transit,  an  impressive 
consumer  population  lives  within  the  immediate 
area  of  Fields  Corner.  There  are  63,000  people  living 
within  one  mile  and  186,000  within  two  miles  of  the 
business  district  itself. 

In  addition,  Fields  Corner  is  in  the  unique 
position  of  having  an  urban  shopping  center  with  a 
Bradlees  and  a  Purity  Supreme  as  anchor  tenants. 
The  center  is  located  at  the  southernmost  end  of  the 
district.  The  location  of  five  major  banks  provides 
the  focal  point  for  activity  at  Fields  Corner's 
northern  boundary.  These  are  assets  of  which  few 
urban  business  districts  can  boast  and  are  viewed  as 
crucial  in  the  Fields  Corner  commercial  revitaliza- 
tion  strategy. 

CARD  Description 
Location 

The  Fields  Corner  Commercial  Area  Revitaliza- 
tion  District  is  located  at  the  crossroads  of 
Dorchester  Avenue  and  Adams  Street.  The  area 
consists  primarily  of  two  strips  of  stores:  one  on 
Dorchester  Avenue,  bounded  by  Ellet  Street  and 
Kimball  Street  on  the  north  and  Gibson  Street, 
including  the  shopping  center  on  the  south;  and  the 
other  on  Adams  Street,  bounded  by  Arcadia  Street 
on  the  northwest  and  Park  Street  on  the  southwest. 
The  Fields  Corner  Shopping  Plaza,  a  major  area 
anchor,  is  located  on  Dorchester  Avenue  at  the 
intersection  of  Park  Street. 
Types  and  Numbers  of  Stores 

Fields  Corner  is  the  largest  retail  commercial  area 

in  Dorchester  and  provides  the  community  with  a 

variety   of  goods   and   services   within   its  twelve 

blocks.  There  are  approximately  ninety  businesses 

located   within   this  area,   ranging   from  a  major 

supermarket  and  a  chain  discount  store  to  the  small 

variety  and  specialty  shop.  In  addition,  Fields  Corner 

houses  five  banks,  a  Loew's  Cinema,  the  Fields 

Corner  Little  City  Hall,  an  Elderly  Day  Care  Center, 

and  branches  of  the  U.S.  Post  Office,  and  Boston 

!    Public     Library.     In     total,     the    area    supports

Stores    vary    greatly    in    size,    with    Bradlees 
o  occupying  the  largest  space  followed  by  the  Purity 


Supreme  supermarket.  The  majority  of  the  other 
stores  located  along  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Adams 
Street  are  small  and  occupy  an  average  of  1,000  to 
1,500  square  feet.  Exceptions  may  be  noted  in  F.W 
Woolworth's,  Fields  Corner  Linoleum,  and  the  new 
Store  24  scheduled  to  open  after  Christmas  1978. 
However,  none  of  these  exceed  3,500  square  feet, 
leaving  Fields  Corner  at  a  comfortable  shoppers' 
scale. 
Rationale  for  CARD  Designation 

The  Fields  Corner  commercial  area  is  at  a  pivotal 
point.  Despite  the  area's  assets,  the  potential  for 
revitalization  may  be  lost  without  appropriate 
public  and  private  intervention. 

Public  investment  has  been  substantial  over  the 
past  few  years,  resulting  in  new  lighting,  police 
foot  patrol,  mounted  horse  patrol,  renovated 
parks,  housing  rehabilitation,  storefront 
improvement  rebates,  and  support  for  human 
services.  However,  some  private  businesses  are  still 
hesitant  to  invest.  Two,  vacant,  prime  parcels  in 
the  heart  of  the  business  district  are  evidence  of 
this.  Smaller  vacant  stores  dot  the  area  and  an 
incomplete  mix  of  goods  and  services  are  present 
lor  area  residents.  ' 

The  designation  of  Fields  Corner  as  a  CARD 
may  well  accomplish  a  number  of  goals.  As  a  tool 
for  neighborhood  commercial  confidence, 
designation  by  the  city  as  a  CARD  would  confirm 
a  commitment  to  revitalization  in  the  minds  of 
existing  merchants  and  potential  tenants  now 
hesitant  to  move  to  the  area.  As  a  tool  for 
development,  substantial  enough  to  effect  real 
change,  the  availability  of  tax-exempt,  bond 
financing  may  be  what  it  takes  to  see  private 
commercial  activity  take  place. 
Physical  Condition  and  Visual  Analysis 

The  Fields  Corner  commercial  area  suffers  most 
from  a  poor  image  and  poor  customer  direction. 
Merchants  and  customers  alike  site  the  deteriorated 
appearance  of  the  district  as  a  major  reason  for 
declining  use.  In  fact,  however,  structurally  most 
of  the  buildings  are  in  good  condition  and  would 
require  modest  exterior  improvements  to  effect  an 
image  change. 

The  northernmost  end  of  the  district  at  the 
intersection  of  Dorchester  Avenue  and  Adams 
Street  has  special  physical  potential  for  providing  a 
lively  node  of  retail  activity.  The  streets  converge 
at  a  small  historic  square,  surrounded  by  buildings 
of  architectural  merit.  But  as  one  proceeds  south 
along  Dorchester  Avenue,  the  feeling  is  blurred 
until  the  Fields  Corner  Shopping  Center  intersects 
at  Park  Street.  It  is  this  lack  of  connection,  both  in 
retail  uses  and  in  physical  appearance,  which  may 
be  most  detrimental  to  the  Fields  Corner  business 
district.  Two  distinct  shopping  areas  are  perceived 
by  customers  and  one  feels  as  if  there  is  a  choice  to 
be  made  -  the  banking  area  at  Adams  Street  or  the 
shopping  center. 
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CARD  Land  Use  and  Zoning 

The  Fields  Corner  Commercial  Area  Revitali- 
zation  District,  as  defined,  is  reinforced  by  the 
present  zoning  restrictions.  Use  along  Dorchester 
Avenue  and  Adams  Street  is  primarily  commercial 
with  mixed  uses  most  commonly  occurring  as  offices 
or  residences  on  the  upper  floors. 

Ronan  Park,  the  Doherty  Playground  and  the 
Gibson  Playground  are  all  located  within  or  directly 
adjacent  to  the  commercial  area.  Parking  is  limited 
to  short-term  or  on  street  meters.  The  only  off-street 
facility  is  at  the  Fields  Corner  Shopping  Center 
which  contains  600  spaces.  As  do  most  built  up 
areas,  Fields  Corner  lacks  a  sufficient  amount  of 
vacant  land  which  could  readily  and  inexpensively 

There  are  approximately  twelve  vacancies  in 
Fields    Corner,    representing    12    percent    of   all 


storefronts  in  the  area.  All  twelve  of  these  vacancies 
could  easily  be  adapted  to  new  uses  or  be  returned  to 
their  original  functions.  There  are  two  vacant  lots, 
one  of  which  is  the  remains  of  a  burned-out  structure 
at  1468  Dorchester  Avenue. 

Residential  land  use  is  concentrated  in  the 
neighborhoods  surrounding  the  Fields  Corner 
business  district.  These  are  Meeting  House  Hill, 
Fields  Corner  East.  Fields  Corner  West,  and  Codman 
Square  East.  The  housing  conditions  vary  widely 
from  three-family  structures  needing  rehabilitation 
in  Meeting  House  Hill  and  Fields  Corner  East  to 
well-maintained,  single-family  homes  in  Fields 
Corner  West,  and  only  occasional,  deteriorated 
housing  appearing  in  Codman  Square  East  where 
recent  private  investment  has  strengthened  the 
neighborhood  considerably. 
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Traffic  and  Parking 

The  flow  of  traffic  through  Fields  Corner  is  one 
of  its  major  assets.  It  is  served  by  the  MBTA  Red 
Line  and  four  bus  routes  which  carry  passengers 
daily  via  Geneva  Avenue,  Adams  Street,  and 
Dorchester  Avenue.  The  MBTA  Red  Line  stop  at 
Fields  Corner  is  not  a  park-and-ride  facility  for 
commuters.  The  users  arrive  by  bus  and  are  dropped 
off  or  walk  to  the  station  at  varying  times  of  the 
day,  indicating  that  many  of  Fields  Corner's 
customers  are  using  public  transportation  to  reach 
the  shopping  area. 
Dorchester   Avenue,   Adams   Street,   and  Park 


Street  carry  impressive  numbers  of  automobiles 
through  Fields  Corner  daily.  In  a  traffic  study 
prepared  for  the  Mass.  Bay  Transportation 
Authority,  a  total  of  20,439  cars  were  counted  as 
they  drove  through  the  Fields  Corner  business 
district  during  an  eleven-hour  period. 

The  Fields  Corner  commercial  area  does  suffer 
from  a  lack  of  adequate  parking.  The  shopping 
center  with  its  600  spaces  is  the  only  off-street 
parking  facility.  The  greatest  need  for  additional 
parking,  therefore,  exists  at  the  northern  end  of  the 
district  which  at  present  is  served  only  by  private 
banks  lots  and  short-term  meters. 
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Market  Trends 

The  Fields  Corner  business  district  currently 
serves  a  market  area  with  a  total  of  more  than  65 ,000 
people.  The  primary  market  area  serving  the 
immediate  neighborhoods  forms  an  approximate 
2/3-mile  radius  and  is  populated  by  25,249  persons. 
Fields  Corner  is  also  drawing  from  a  slightly  larger 
trade  area  with  an  additional  40,121  persons 
traveling  up  to  1  1/3  miles  to  shop  in  the  area.  These 
areas  were  defined  by  actual  use  patterns,  available 
surveys,  travel  time  and  access,  and  the  existence  of 
competitive  retail  facilities. 

Additional  surveys  and  preliminary  analysis 
indicate  that  a  potential  exists  not  only  to  increase 
the  capture  rate  in  these  market  areas,  but  to  expand 
the  trade  areas  themselves.  A  survey  conducted  by 
the  Bradless  store  shows  86  percent  of  all  customers 
traveling  up  to  two  miles  to  shop.  The  remaining  14 


percent  of  Bradless'  customers  are  arriving  from 
South  Boston,  Mattapan,  Quincy,  and  more  distant 
parts  of  Dorchester,  all  of  which  are  beyond  two 
miles  away.  These  customers  need  not  be  drawn  to 
Fields  Correr,  they  need  only  be  enticed  to  shop  in 
the  remainder  of  the  business  district. 

On-street,  customers  surveys  reveal  the  following 
sentiments  regarding  their  unwillingness  to  do  more 
shopping  in  the  Field  Corner  Business  District: 

"We  need  an  entire  business  district."  "Should  be 
modernized."  "Hardly  any  restaurants."  "Better 
clothing  stores."  "More  stores."  "Clean  it  up." 

These  customers  are  generally  not  expressing  a 
fear  of  shopping  in  Fields  Corner,  nor  an 
unwillingness  to  increase  their  expenditures.  What 
they  are  expressing  is  that  their  shopping  needs  are 
not  presently  being  met  by  the  available  mix  of 
goods  and  services. 
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The  Fields  Corner  primary  market  is  characte- 
rized by  a  population  numbering  25,249, 40  percent 
of  whom  are  between  the  ages  of  twenty  years  and 
fifty  four  years.  When  viewing  the  number  of 
households  (7,486)  and  the  mean  income  ($10,306), 
the  Fields  Corner  primary  market  area  emerges  as  an 
area  populated  by  high-spending,  age  groups  with  a 
total  of  $31,400,341  available  for  retail  expendi- 
tures. While  not  all  of  these  dollars  are  spent  in  Fields 
Corner,  a  majority  of  the  primary  trade  area 
residents  are  doing  convenience  shopping  and  some 
major-item  buying  there. 

Reassessed  then,  this  figure  would  realistically 
show  primary  trade  area  residents  spending 
$5,600,000  in  Fields  Corner. 

The  secondary  trade  has  similar  socio-economic 
characteristics,  with  39  percent  of  its  40,121 
residents  falling  within  the  twenty  to  fifty 
four-year-old  age  bracket.  The  mean  income  is 
somewhat  lower  at  $9,464  resulting  in  a  total 
potential  retail  expenditure  of  $52,037,841. 
Because  of  the  increased  distance  from  Fields  Corner 
and  proximity  to  competing  retail  facilities 
(especially  at  Morrissey  Boulevard)  a  relatively  small 
percent  of  these  shoppers  are  coming  to  Fields 
Corner  for  convenience  goods.  Most  of  these 
customers  tend  to  make  task-oriented  trips  either  to 
the  banks  or  the  shopping  center.  Taking  this  into 
account,  the  secondary  market  area  shoppers  are 
contributing  approximately  $7,805,676  to  the 
Fields  Corner  Business  District. 

In  summary,  the  Fields  Corner  market  is 
supported  by  a  spending  population  who  are 
convenience-oriented  or  have  an  i.  -m  in  mind  or  an 
errand  to  run  when  they  arrive.  There  is  little 
"impulse  buying"  (potentially  the  most  profitable 
aspect  of  retailing).  The  capture  could  be 
substantially  increased  if  shoppers  feel  an  urge  to 
window  shop  or  were  encouraged  by  a  greater  mix  of 
stores  and  a  more  conducive  environment  for 
strolling  along  Dorchester  Avenue. 

Past,  Current  and  Future  Investment 
Past  Public  Investment 

A  major  public  construction  program  by  the  city 
has  been  underway  in  Dorchester,  with  $48,000,000 
expended  over  the  past  eight  years.  A  primary 
emphasis  of  the  program  has  been  the  improvement 
of  school  facilities,  making  them  suitable  for 
contemporary  education,  useful  more  hours  of  the 
day,  and  equipped  to  provide  a  broader  range  of 
activities  which  serve  all  ages.  Five  schools  have  been 
constructed  or  completely  renovated  at  a  cost  of 
$35,000,000.  Over  $1,000,000  has  been  spent  to 
provide  major  improvements  at  most  parks  and 
playgrounds.  Police  District  II  has  a  new  station,  and 
new  libraries  were  constructed  at  Fields  Corner  and 
Codman  Square.  The  investment  of  city  money 
helped  Dorchester  House  secure  federal  funding  for 
a  new,  full-service,  community  center.  In  addition 
,eleven  miles  of  streets,  nine  miles  of  sidewalks,  and 
eight  miles  of  sewer  and  eleven  miles  of  streets,  nine 
miles  of  sidewalks,  and  eight  miles  of  sewer  and  three 
major  commercial  centers  as  a  part  of  an  overall 
effort  to  improve  the  business  climate. 

Recent  public  investment  in  housing  has 
included  new  elderly  housing  developments  built  by 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  on  Meeting  House 


Hill  and  on  Washington  Street,  south  of  Codman 
Square. 

The  MBTA  has  recently  completed  Phase  I  of  the 
modernization  of  Ashmont  Station,  and  will  soon 
undertake  Phase  II.  Improvements  are  planned  for 
Ashmont,  Shawmut,  and  Fields  Corner  Stations  to 
allow  six-car  trains  in  the  future. 

For  the  past  two  and  one  half  years,  the  Housing 
Improvement  Program  has  been  providing  cash 
rebates  to  homeowners  who  rehabiliate  owner- 
occupied  buildings.  The  program  has  been  very 
successful  in  many  sections  of  the  city,  including 
the  more  affluent  sections  of  Dorchester.  As  of 
August,  1977,  1,330  cases  have  been 
completed. 

Beginning  last  summer,  the  city,  along  with  the 
Dorchester  Gardenlands  Preserve,  Inc.,  sponsored  a 
Farmer's  Market  in  Fields  Corner.  The  market  was 
open  every  Saturday  from  June  to  September  and 
proved  to  be  so  successful  that  there  are  plans  to 
continue  this  program  in  the  future. 
Past  Private  Investment 

A  review  of  building  permits  (1970-1977)  for 
major  construction  or  renovation  showed  substan- 
tial private  investment  in  all  sectors  except  housing. 
No  new  apartment  buildings  and  few  major 
renovations  were  undertaken  without  the  subsidy  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  or  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency.  This  reflects  the  fact  that 
Dorchester  is  built  up  primarily  with  single-to 
three-family  houses  which  require  a  low  level  of 
continuous  maintenance  rather  than  major  rehab- 
ilitation, and  that  little  land  is  available  and  suitable 
for  apartment  construction.  The  lack  of  major  con- 
struction activity  also  reflects  the  housing  market, 
which  generally  does  not  have  a  high  demand  for 
apartment-type  housing  at  the  rents  required  to 
support  new  construction.  The  older  housing 
available  frequently  provides  superior  housing  at 
about  half  the  cost  of  new  housing.  Although  the 
survey  of  building  permits  does  not  show  it, 
private     investment     in     housing     is     substantial, 

consisting  of  large  numbers  of  owners  making  small 
investments  from  $500  to  $5,000,  to  continuously 
maintain  and  improve  their  property,  a  process 
which  is  not  susceptible  to  monitoring  or 
quantification.  The  substantial  expenditures  under 
the  Housing  Improvement  Program  identify  only  a 
part  of  this  investment  over  a  short  period  of  time. 
Investment  for  commercial,  industrial,  and 
institutional  uses  shows  a  pattern  of  renovation  and 
expansion  of  existing  facilities  rather  than 
construction  of  new  facilities  for  new  businesses. 
Substantial  capital  investment  in  Dorchester  were 
made  by  the  First  National  Bank,  New  England 
Telephone  Company,  Dorchester  House,  Blinst- 
rub's,  First  National  Stores,  Meeting  House  Hill 
Cooperative  Bank,  Carney  Hospital,  Gino's  Rest- 
aurant, Puritan  Mall,  Kentucky  Fried  Chicken,  and 
Dorchester  Savings  Bank.  Recent  concern  for  the 
efficient  use  of  land,  energy,  and  fuel  and  the  fact 
that  commercial  rehabilitation  is  simply  cheaper 
than  new  construction  has  resulted  in  city  and 
community  concern  toward  the  improvement  of 
Dorchester's  older  commercial  areas  such  as  Fields 
Corner,  Codman  Square,  Lower  Mills,  and  Adams 
Street. 
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1977  Investment  Program 

The  1977  Neighborhood  Investment  Program  is 
a  continuation  of  the  1975  and  1976  programs. 
The  Meeting  House  Hill  area  is  again  targeted  as  a 
ho  me  steading  area.  The  foot  patrol  program 
received  increased  funding.  The  Housing 
Improvement  Program  is  going  into  its  third  year, 
with  two  elements  this  year:  a  40  percent  rebate 
for  major  system  repair  is  available  in  portions  of 
Dorchester,  and  a  50  percent  rebate  for  the  elderly 
will  soon  be  initiated.  The  Emergency  Demolition 
Program  has  received  increased  funding. 

A  number  of  programs  have  been  funded  that 
should  improve  the  physical  appearance  of  the 
neighborhood.  Among  them  are  the  Victory 
Graden  and  vacant  lot  programs;  the  street  tree 
program,  improved  street  lighting  on  several 
streets,  and  selected  street  reconstruction. 
Improvements  will  be  made  to  several  parks 
through  several  funding  sources. 

The  business  district  program  is  starting  in  Fields 
Corner  and  is  planned  for  Codman  Square. 
Preliminary  planning  is  on  the  way  for  Dorchester 
Avenue  which  will  hopefully  result  in  future 
physical  improvements. 
Current  and  Future  Investment  -  Resources 

Fields  Corner  is  targeted  for  a  number  of  city 
programs  and  is  scheduled  for  a  major  investment 
in  public  improvements  in  coming  years. 

The  goal  of  the  Fields  Corner/Dorchester 
Neighborhood  Improvement  Program  is  to 
maintain  and  strengthen  the  character  of  the  area 
by:  continuing  housing  programs  to  encourage 
homeownership  and  home  improvement;  upgrading 
the  physical  environment  through  capital 
improvements  like  street  lighting,  sidewalk 
reconstruction,  and  park  landscaping;  revitalization 
the  commercial  area  through  the  Marketing  and 
Brokerage  Program  and  by  continuing  police 
patrols  as  a  method  of  crime  prevention;  and  by 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  elderly  population 
through  social  programs  and  the  Senior  Shuttle. 

There   are   a   number   of  resources  potentially 
available    in    carrying    out    the    Fields    Corner 
revitalization  program.  They  are  as  follows:

Fields  Corner  CARD  Strategy 

The  largest  and  most  significant  problem  in  the 
Fields  Corner  Business  District  is  the  lack  of 
connection  between  its  northern  and  southern 
boundaries.  Contributing  to  this  lack  of  parking 
and  lack  of  available  land  for  providing  additional 
space,  vacant  building,  deteriorated  stores,  a  poor 
retail  mix,  and  unsophisticated  merchandising 
techniques. 

A  comprehensive  strategy  which  addresses  these 
issues  has  been  designed.  Implementation  will  be 
contingent  upon  the  public  sector's  continued 
commitment  and  the  private  sector's  willingness  to 
invest  in  Fields  Corner  Highlights  of  the  CARD 
plan  strategy  are  as  follows: 

Aggressive  business  marketing  to  make 
sure  that  Fields  Corner  has  the  stores  necessary 
to  attract  shoppers. 

Substantial  and  well-timed  investment  in 
necessary  public  facilities  like  sidewalks,  streets, 
public  transportation  facilities,  and  parking 
areas. 

Offering  private  investors  the  incentives 
necessary  to  secure  new  development  such  as 
tax  reductions,  low  interest  loans  to  start-up 
businesses,  new  sidewalks,  lighting,  and 
landscaping. 

City  organized,  merchant-financed 
advertising  and  special  event  programs. 

Targeting  programs  and  resources  for  the 
greatest  storefront  inprovement  programs 
which  emphasize  a  coordinated  design  between 
stores.  A  single  set  of  design  standards  or 
common  theme  will  be  encouraged. 

Provision  of  specialized  services  to 
businesses,  assisting  in  such  areas  as 
merchandising,  marketing,  promotion,  and 
design. 

The  designation  of  Fields  Corner  as  a  CARD 
would  provide  an  additional  and  crucial 
component  to  the  strategy.  The  vacant  store  at 
1500  Dorchester  Avenue  and  burned-out  building 
at  1468  Dorchester  Avenue  are  prime  development 
parcels.  To  date,  little  interest  has  been  expressed 
by  the  private  sector  to  acquire  or  lease  these 
properties.  A  CARD  designation,  coupled  with 
substantial  public  commitment,  may  well  be  the 
appropriate  combination  to  result  in  action. 
Likewise,  the  area's  designation  would  serve  to 
encourage  a  supportive  retail  mix  by  offering 
major,  anchor-type  tenants  the  incentive  of 
tax-exempt,   bond   financing.

Minutes  of  Meeting 

On  December  14, 1978,  a  public  hearing  was  held 
at  the  Boston  Gun  and  Rifle  Association,  1483 
Dorchester  Avenue,  Fields  Corner,  at  10  a.m.  Those 
attending  included  members  of  the  community 
groups,  neighborhood  groups,  the  BRA,  Office  of 
Program  Development,  members  of  the  local 
merchants  association,  members  of  various  civic 
groups  and  city  agencies. 

The  meeting  began  with  Lenny  Katler,  president 
of  the  Fields  Corner  Merchants  Association 
introducing  Tina  Aronson  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Program  Development.  Ms.  Aronson  briefly  gave  a 
synopsis  of  all  the  available  programs  on  a  city,  state, 
and  federal  level  for  the  revitalization  of  the  Fields 
Corner  business  district.  She  went  on  to  detail  the 
CARD  program,  explaining  its  relevance  to  the 
Fields  Corner  business  district.  She  decribed  the 
history  of  the  program;  how  it  operates;  and  what 
the  potential  could  be  for  the  development  of  Fields 
Corner  as  a  result.  The  floor  was  then  open  to 
discussion  regarding  the  proposed  boundaries  which 
were  defined  in  the  draft  application.  The  group 


expressed  some  concern  over  the  eastern  boundary, 
indicating  they  felt  it  should  inglude  the  eastern 
intersection  of  Adams  and  Park  Streets.  They 
indicated  there  was  additional  vacant  land  and  retail 
establishments  located  within  this  block,  which  are 
integral  to  the  Fields  Corner  business  district.  Upon 
discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  triangular  parcel 
bounded  by  the  MBTA  lines  on  the  north,  Adams 
Street  on  the  east,  Park  Street  on  the  south,  and 
Dorchester  Avenue  on  the  west  be  included  in  the 
Fields  Corner  CARD  boundary.  This  was  agreed 
upon  by  all  at  the  meeting. 

The  group  responded  favorably  to  the  CARD 
program  and  felt  it  to  be  a  positive  resource  for  the 
commercial  revitalization  of  Fields  Corner.  Ms. 
Aronson  went  on  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
forming  a  Lo  cal  Development  Corporation 
(LDC),  which  could  operate  in  concert  with  the 
designation  of  Fields  Corner  as  a  CARD  area.  The 
group  felt  this  was  an  appropriate  next  step  and 
arranged  for  a  meeting  to  be  held  soon  after  the  first 
of  the  year  regarding  the  formation  of  an  LDC. 

The  meeting  closed  at  12:30  with  a  unanimous 
vote  to  proceed  with  the  application  to  designate 
Fields  Corner  as  a  commercial  area  revitalization 
district.

Program  (CARD)  Fact  Sheet 

What  is  a  CARD? 

A  CARD  is  a  Commercial  Area  Revitalization 
District.  A  business  district  or  commercial  area  must 
have  a  revitalization  plan  and  be  approved  as  a 
CARD  before  it  is  eligible  for  use  of  the  program. 
What  is  the  program? 

The  program  will  allow  commercial  ventures  to 
use  tax-exempt  revenue-bond  financing  within  the 
CARD  boundaries.  Designation  as  a  CARD  will  also 
make  the  area  eligible  for  use  of  the  Urban  Job 
Incentive  Program  which  serves  to  compensate  a 
commercial  enterprise  which  pays  higher  property 
taxes. 
Who  runs  the  program? 
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The  CARD  program  was  included  in  a  package  of 
economic  development  and  urban  revitalization  bills 
which  were  passed  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
legislature  this  summer.  It  is  an  extension  of  a 
program  already  in  existence,  but  previously  only 
applicable  to  industrial  development.  The  MIFA 
(Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Agency)  will  be 
the  state  agency  which  runs  the  program. 

Once  a  CARD  is  approved,  an  interested 
commercial  venture  contacts  the  MIFA  and  arranges 
the  sale  of  bonds  with  them.  A  firm  may  also  contact 
the  Industrial  Development  Finance  Authority 
(IDFA)  who  will  act  as  the  local  implementing 
agency. 
Are  there  any  checks  of  what  types  of  firms  apply? 

Yes,  every  commercial  venturer  who  arranges  a 
bond  sale  with  the  MIFA  must  also  be  approved  by 
City  Council  and  the  IDFA.  This  assures  compliance 
with  the  CARD  plan. 

What  can  the  CARD  program  do  for  Fields  Corner? 

The  CARD  program  can  be  an  important 
revitalization  tool  for  Fields  Corner.  Larger 
commercial  enterprises  who  might  otherwise  be 
reluctant  to  invest  in  urban  areas  are  offered 
incentives  to  do  so  through  this  program.  If  their 
project  is  consistent  with  the  CARD  plan,  a  new 
investor  in  Fields  Corner  can  be  eligible  for  reduced 
interest  rates  and  a  longer  term  on  their  loan. 

A  new  private  development  in  the  Fields  Corner 
business  district  has  the  potential  of  bring  new 
customers  to  the  area;  serving  existing  customers 
better;  creating  additional  business  for  area 
merchants;  and  linking  the  northern  and  southern 
ends  of  the  commercial  area  along  Dorchester 
Avenue. 

In  addition,  new  public  services  and  facilities 
would  be  scheduled  for  the  area  designed  to  support 
the  revitalization  scheme.  These  may  include 
off-street  parking,  streetscaping,  and  security,  as 
well  as  the  neighborhood  Retail  Marketing  Program 
and  Neighborhood  Business  Program  already 
operating  in  Fields  Corner. 

What  can  tax-exempt  revenue  financing  be  used  for? 
The  financing  can  be  used  for  all  costs  associated 
with  acquisition  of  land,  buildings,  and  construction 
of  new  facilities  and/or  expansion  or  rehabilitation 
of  existing  facilities.  Bond  financing  may  not  be  used 
for  inventory. 
Are  there  other  CARD  areas  in  Boston? 

Besides  Fields  Corner,  this  application  will 
include:  Grove  Hall,  Roxbury;  Dudley  Station, 
Roxbury;  Columbia  Point,  Bay  Side  Mall  Area, 
Dorchester;  Roslindale  Square,  Roslindale;  Cleary 
Square,  Hyde  Park;  Broadway,  South  Boston. 
Are  there  any  catches  in  the  program? 

No.  The  program  requires  nothing  but  a 
commitment  to  revitalize  urban  commercial  areas. 
However,  as  it  is  set  up  now,  the  program  is  generally 
designed  for  a  substantial  commitment  of  at  least  $1 
million.  This  is  because  the  costs  and  criteria  of 
selling  bonds  would  make  the  ultimate  cost 
prohibitive  for  a  smaller  investment.  The  state 
anticipates  that  this  may  change  as  the  program  gets 
underway.

A  Local  Development  Company  as  a 


Resource  for  Fields  Corner  Small  Businessess 
(LDC  -  Local  Development  Company)

The  LDC  is  the  financial 
intermediary  for  small  businesses  within  its  area. 
Relation  to  Small  Business 

1)  The  LDC  can  own  property  and  lease  to  the 
individual  business. 

2)  The  LDC  can  also  help  a  small  business  in  the 
area  acquire  a  loan  by  providing  a  guarantee  through 
the  SBA.  These  funds  can  be  used  for  purchase, 
renovation,  improvements,  equipment,  etc.  The 
LDC  organizes  the  project,  coordinates  the 
paperwork,  and  applies  for  the  financing  from  the 
SBA  and  banks,  etc.,  on  behalf  of  and  for  the 
individual  business.

During  the  past  state  legislative  session,  chapter 
40D,  which  governs  tax-free,  industrial,  revenue- 
bond  financing,  was  amended  to  allow  commercial 
enterprises  to  avail  themselves  of  this  financing 
mechanism.  If  Boston  takes  advantage  of  this 
legislative  change,  the  potential  impact  on 
commercial  activity  in  Boston  can  be  significant. 
Industrial  and  manufacturing  businesses  in  the  city 
have  found  the  lower  costs  of  tax-free  financing  to 
be  an  important  factor  in  their  decision  to  expand 
and  renovate  operations  within  the  city  limits.  Now 
this  same  incentive  can  be  made  available  to 
commercial  enterprises  in  the  city. 

The  amended  legislation  requires  that  commer- 
cial enterprises  that  use  tax-free,  revenue  bonding  be 
located  in  what  is  called  a  Commercial  Area 
Revitalization  District  (CARD).  Regulations  require 
that  a  proposed  CARD  area  first  be  subject  to  a 
public  hearing  and  then  receive  approval  of  the  City 
Council.  This  requirement  will  ensure  that 
commercial  activity  takes  place  in  those  areas  that 
are  compatible  with  the  aspirations  and  plans  of  the 
community,  as  well  as  those  of  the  municipal 
government. 


Let  me  clarify  here  that  establishment  of  the 
CARD  is  only  a  first  step.  Like  all  industrial, 
revenue-bond  requests,  each  project  to  be  financed 
must  be  approved  by  our  board,  you,  and  the  City 
Council  before  receiving  state  approval.  All  the 
normal  market  restraints  of  funds  availability  and 
financial  feasibility  continue  to  apply  to  the 
revenue-bond  financing  program,  regardless  of  the 
type  of  business,  industrial  or  commercial,  which 
wishes  to  use  this  financing  mechanism. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  city  staffs  this  Authority, 
and  for  this  project  the  Authority  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  help  of  staff  from  a  number  of 
agencies.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
Office  of  Program  Development,  and  the  Boston 
Plan  Office  joined  our  normal  staffing  arm,  the 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Corporation. 
These  agencies  worked  in  concert  and  grappled  with 
the  problem  of  which  areas  of  the  city  to  propose  for 
CARD  designation.  The  orginal  list  was  lengthy  and 
reflected  the  diversity  of  commercial  concentration 
in  the  city.  A  decision  was  made  to  proceed  with 
"rounds"  of  designations. 

The  general  emphasis  on  neighborhoods  led  to  a 
decision  to  pursue  the  designation  of  seven, 
neighborhood,  commercial  districts  in  this  first 
round  of  CARD  designations.  Looking  then  at  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  first 
application  of  this  program  should  reinforce  the 
city's  previous  activities  to  target  efforts  and 
assistance  to  specific  neighborhoods  as  articulated  in 
the  Boston  Plan.  Therefore,  five  commercial  areas  in 
Boston  Plan  neighborhoods  were  chosen.  Added  to 
these  areas  were  two,  neighborhood,  commercial 
centers  where  development  possibilities  appear  to  be 
ripe. 

The  other  prime  consideration  in  choosing  this 
first  round  of  CARD  designations  was  the  existence 
of  previous  studies  and  a  background  of  public 
discussion  on  commercial  development  strategy. 
Open  and  thorough  discussion  of  land  use  and 
development  plans  is  a  important  consideration  that 
has  been  incorporated  into  the  state  qualification 
requirements.  With  one  exception,  all  of  the  areas 
seeking  designation  have  been  the  subject  of 
numerous  studies  and  public  discussion.  Building  on 
existing  documents  not  only  allowed  compliance 
with  state  regulations,  it  also  allowed  the  staff  to 
move  quickly  in  compiling  the  information  required 
to  back  up  a  CARD  designation  request. 

We  have  attached  the  seven  CARD  applications 
which  we  intend  to  submit  to  the  state.  In  six  cases 
these  applications  are  attached  to  supporting 
documents,  all  of  which  have  also  been  included. 

In  accordance  with  state  regulations,  all  these 
proposed  CARD  designations  have  been  the  subject 
of  public  hearings  before  being  forwarded  to  you  for 
review.  One  hearing  was  held  for  the  six  areas  that 
had  been  subjects  of  previous  public  discussion.  A 
separate  hearing  was  held  for  the  Fields  Corner 
CARD.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  public 
comment  to  date  has  been  positive  and  supportive 
not  only  of  the  specific  areas  being  designated  now, 
but  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

Please  be  assured  that  our  efforts  to  make 
revenue-bond  financing  available  to  commercial 
businesses     will     not     stop     with     these     seven 
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designations.  As  you  consider  these  seven  areas,  the 
staff  is  preparing  a  second  and  third  set  of  CARD 
designations.  The  ensuing  CARD  designations  will 
pursue  the  intent  of  designating  as  much  of  Boston's 
commercial  property  as  is  feasible.

Introduction 

Roslindale  Square  is  an  older  commercial  district 
that  is  located  in  the  largely  residential  area  of 
southwest  Boston.  It  is  a  well-defined,  commercial 
area  that  has  depended  for  its  economic  vitality  on 
the  surrounding  residential  community.  The 
economic  stability  in  Roslindale  Square  has 
diminished  in  recent  years  as  a  result  of  its  limited 
traffic  and  parking  capability,  the  resultant  closing 
of  major  businesses  of  long-standing  in  the  square, 
and  the  lack  of  any  development  to  replace  these 
businesses. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  a  plan  to  deal  with 
Roslindale's  economic  distress,  several  agencies  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  cooperation  with  the 
businessmen  in  Roslindale  collaborated  on  the 
Roslindale  Square  Revitalization  Study,  performed 
by  the  Ryan,  Elliot  Appraisal  and  Consulting 
Company,  Inc.  Since  the  study  is  a  product  of  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  community  and  government 
and  since  it  is  very  thorough  in  its  treatment  of  the 
economic  life  of  Roslindale  Square,  and  since  it  is 
still  timely  in  that  it  was  presented  only  a  year  ago, 
the  City  of  Boston  belives  that  this  study  is  sufficient 
basis  for  the  designation  of  Roslindale  Square  as  a 
Commercial  Area  Revitalization  District. 
CARD  Area  Characteristics 

Roslindale  is  a  largely  residential  community  in 
southwest  Boston,  bordered  by  other  residential 
Boston  neighborhoods  such  as  Jamaica  Plain,  Hyde 
Park,  and  West  Roxbury.  Its  population  of  37,000 
people  represents  a  broad  cultural  and  ethnic  mix 
and  its  housing  stock  ranges  from  public  housing 
projects  at  Archdale  Road  and  Washington-Beech,  to 
comfortable  residential  areas,  of  one-and  two-family 
homes  on  tree-lined  streets,  very  suburban  in  nature. 

The  commercial  area  of  Roslindale  Square  is 
located  in  the  geographic  center  of  the  neighbor- 
hood and  is  defined  (see  map)  by  Washington  Street, 
Cummins  Highway,  South  Street,  Corinth  Street, 
Poplar  Street,  and  Belgrade  Avenue. 

Although  there  is  some  scattered  residential  use, 
the  square  is  a  commercial  district  of  historic 
standing  that  serves  a  symbolic  as  well  as  an 
economic  position  of  importance  in  the  life  of 
Roslindale  residents. 


Roslindale  Square's  physical  boundaries  as 
shown  on  the  accompanying  map,  conform  quite 
closely  to  those  areas  appropriately  zoned  for 
commercial  uses,  i.e.,  L-l,  L-5,  B-l,and  B-2.  Whilea 
small  number  of  residential  units  are  contained 
within  the  boundaries,  the  predominant  land  use  is 
commercial  with  a  concentration  of  public 
institutions  as  well.  Roslindale  Square,  unlike  many 
of  the  city's  older,  commercial  districts,  is  a 
compact,  well-defined,  retail  area  and  easily  lends 
itself  to  pedestrian  circulation.  The  present  building 
and  traffic  configuration  of  Roslindale  Square 
presents  an  opportunity  to  effectively  combine  the 
concepts  of  cosmetic  improvements  with  major 
capital  development  projects  to  achieve  commercial 
revitalization  which  essentially  retains  the  small- 
scale,  commercial  atmosphere  of  Roslindale  Square 
and  yet  encourages  major  private  investment  in  this 
commercial  sector. 

Public  Support 

City  investment  in  Roslindale  Square  in  the 
recent  past  has  been  directed  towards  alleviating  the 
demand  for  parking  and  toward  increasing  safety 
and  visibility.  The  Taft  Hill,  eighty-car,  municipal 
parking  lot  was  reconstructed  and  an  abandoned, 
heavily  vandalized,  movie  theater  was  demolished 
and  replaced  by  a  needed,  off-street  parking  lot. 
Sodium  vapor  lighting  was  installed  along  Washing- 
ton Street,  Corinth,  and  Poplar  Streets  and  the  foot 
patrol  program  has  been  instituted  to  curb  vandalism 
and  burglary  rates.  The  city's  RESTORE  program, 
which  offers  a  20  percent  cash  rebate  for  exterior 
improvements,  has  been  made  available  on  a  limited 
basis  in  Roslindale  Square.  In  addition,  capital 
improvements  have  been  made  to  Adams  Park  which 
is  located  in  the  square  and  selected  streets  have  been 
resurfaced. 

At  the  request  of  the  Roslindale  Association  for 
Community  Development  (RACD),  the  city  hired 
Ryan,  Elliot/Charles  Hilgenhurst  to  prepare  a 
revitalization  program  for  Roslindale  Square.  Since 
its  completion,  in  fall,  1977,  the  city  has  agreed  to  go 
forward  with  the  redesign  of  South  Street  and  other 
selected  traffic  improvements.  Construction  funds 
have  not  yet  been  identified.  The  city  through  the 
use  of  CDBG  funds,  has  provided  seed  money  to  the 
RACD  for  staff  services  so  that  it  can  oversee  the 
implementation  of  program  recommendations  for 
Roslindale  Square's  revitalization.  The  City  of 
Boston  also  included  the  development  of  a  needed 
supermarket  facility  in  Roslindale  Square  in  its 
recent  submission  of  a  Comprehensive  Economic 
Development  Strategy  to  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment Administration.  The  potential  exists  for  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  funding  and/or  EDA 
assistance  to  facilitate  the  ultimate  development  of  a 
modern  supermarket  in  Roslindale  Square. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  1977  Ryan,  Elliott 
program  for  Roslindale  Square's  revitalization, 
private  developer  interest  in  carrying  out  two  of  the 
recommended  programs  has  surfaced.  Efforts  to 
assemble  the  land  needed  for  the  construction  of  a 
supermarket  by  private  real  estate  developers  have 
failed  to  produce  an  economically  supportable  land 
cost,  and  the  project  has  not  materialized.  A  more 
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recent  interest  on  the  part  of  a  local  bank  to  develop 
the  pedestrian  mall  area  as  recommended  in  the 
report  appears  more  promising,  and  yet  is  contingent 
upon  the  development  of  the  supermarket  facility 
which  would  act  as  a  major  consumer  draw  to 
Roslindale  Square. 

The  city's  commitment  to  move  forward  with 
the  South  Street  redesign  process  should  greatly 
improve  the  investment  climate  and  open  up 
development  opportunities  on  the  northern  side  of 
South  Street.  If  UDAG  or  EDA  funding  were  made 
available  to  defray  acquisition  and  development  cost 
on  the  supermarket  site,  commercial  revitalization 
of  Roslindale  Square  would  be  assured.  The 
development  of  the  Ryan,  Elliott  program  was  made 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  RACD  and  the  final 
program  recommendations  were  endorsed  by  this 
group.  Any  future  program  development,  whether 
of  a  long-or  short-term  nature,  will  undoubtedly 
occur  either  at  their  initiative  or  with  their  support.

These  agencies  worked  in  concert  and  grappled  with 
the  problem  of  which  areas  of  the  city  to  propose  for 
CARD  designation.  The  original  list  was  lengthy  and 
reflected  the  diversity  of  commercial  concentration 
in  the  city.  A  decision  was  made  to  proceed  with 
"rounds"  of  designations. 

The  general  emphasis  on  neighborhoods  led  to  a 
decision  to  pursue  the  designation  of  seven, 
neighborhood,  commercial  districts  in  this  first 
round  of  CARD  designations.  Looking  then  at  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston,  it  was  agreed  that  the  first 
application  of  this  program  should  reinforce  the 
city's  previous  activities  to  target  efforts  and 
assistance  to  specific  neighborhoods  as  articulated  in 
the  Boston  Plan.  Therefore,  five  commercial  areas  in 
Boston  Plan  neighborhoods  were  chosen.  Added  to 
these  areas  were  two,  neighborhood,  commercial 
centers  where  development  possibilities  appear  to  be 
ripe. 

The  other  prime  consideration  in  choosing  this 
first  round  of  CARD  designations  was  the  existence 
of  previous  studies  and  background  of  public 
discussion   on  commercial  development  strategy. 
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Open  and  thorough  discussion  of  land  use  and 
development  plans  is  an  important  consideration 
that  has  been  incorporated  into  the  state 
qualification  requirements.  With  one  exception,  all 
of  the  areas  seeking  designation  have  been  the 
subject  of  numerous  studies  and  public  discussion. 
Building  on  existing  documents  not  only  allowed 
compliance  with  state  regulations,  it  also  allowed  the 
staff  to  move  quickly  in  compiling  the  information 
required  to  back  up  a  CARD  designation  request. 

We  have  attached  the  seven  CARD  applications 
which  we  intend  to  submit  to  the  state.  In  six  cases 
these  applications  are  attached  to  supporting 
documents,  all  of  which  have  also  been  included. 

In  accordance  with  State  regulations,  all  these 
proposed  Card  designations  have  been  subject  of 
public  hearings  before  being  forwarded  to  you  for 
review.  One  hearing  was  held  for  the  six  areas  that 
had  been  subjects  of  previous  public  discussion.  A 
separate  hearing  was  held  for  the  Fields  Corner 
CARD.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  public 
comment  to  date  has  been  positive  and  supportive 
not  only  of  the  specific  areas  being  designated  now, 
but  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

Please  be  assured  that  our  efforts  to  make 
revenue-bond  financing  available  to  commercial 
businesses  will  not  stop  with  these  seven 
designations.  As  you  consider  these  seven  areas,  the 
staff  is  preparing  a  second  and  third  set  of  CARD 
designations.  The  ensuing  CARD  designations  will 
pursue  the  intent  of  designating  as  much  of  Boston's 
commercial  property  as  is  feasible.

Introduction

In  addition,  the  plan  has 
chosen  to  focus  on  developing  a  specific, 
geographical  area  in  order  to  maximise  the  impact  of 
investment  and  focus  development  opportunities. 
The  city  has  chosen  specific  boundaries  to 
concentrate  development  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  and 
thereby  discourage  the  haphazard  strip  development 
that  has  occurred  to  date. 
Public  Support 

The  city  is  currently  undertaking  a  number  of 
steps  which  will  positively  affect  the  future 
development  of  Grove  Hall.  The  city  is  in  the  process 
of  surveying  commercial  shopping  patterns  of 
Roxbury  residents  as  part  of  a  larger  marketing 
study  for  the  area.  In  addition,  the  city  is  negotiating 
with  a  local  developer  and  tenant  to  construct  a  new 
80,000-square-foot,  shopping  mall  in  the  center  of 
Grove  Hall.  If  these  negotiations  are  successful,  the 
city  will  seek  out  federal  funding  to  assist  the 
development  process.  Finally,  the  city  is  examining 
the  needs  of  the  surrounding  residential  housing  and 
will  be  submitting  an  application  to  HUD  for  federal 
assistance  to  upgrade  the  housing. 

The  city  is  currently  undertaking  a  series  of 
efforts  to  strenghen  commercial  activity  in  this  area. 
The  city  was  awarded  a  $1.8  million  UDAG  from 
HUD  to  provide  business  assistance  to  commercial 
activities  already  located  in  the  Grove  Hall  area.  The 
city  will  open  up  a  site  office  this  January  and  begin 
to  process  business  loans.  The  city  is  also 
implementing  an  SBA  guaranteed  loan  assistance 
program  in  which  $2  million  in  SBA  loans  will  be 
available  for  commercial  businesses  throughout  the 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  area  and  Grove  Hall. 

Over  the  past  year  the  city  has  spent  $5,253,379 
in  Roxbury  itself;  over  the  previous  three  years  the 
total  Community  Development  Block  Grant  and 
capital  budget  funds  for  Roxbury  has  been 
approximately  $10  million. 

The  Blue  Hill  Avenue  Commission  is  in  the 
process  of  putting  together  an  extensive,  six-month, 
land-use  plan  for  the  entire  length  of  the  avenue.

Introduction 

The  City  of  Boston  is  requesting  that  the  area 
known  as  Dudley  Station  be  designated  as  a  CARD 
area.  The  attached  reports  are  submitted  as 
background  information  and  substantiate  our 
rationale  in  selecting  this  area  of  CARD 
designation: 

The  Boston  Plan  Blue  Hill  Avenue;  Blue  Hill 
Avenue,  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
proposal  to  HUD. 

Each  of  these  reports  describes  the  Dudley 
Station  commercial  area  and  have  been  reviewed  and 
approved  by  representative  community  groups,  as 
well  as  the  Boston  City  Council. 

CARD  Area  Characteristics 

Dudley  Station  is  primarily  a  commercial 
shopping  area.  The  Majority  of  the  land  is 
commercially  zoned  and  has  a  number  of  major 
retail  stores  coupled  with  a  variety  of  smaller 
shopping  facilities  (see  attached  map).  It  is  the 
primary  shopping  area  for  lower-income  Blacks  and 
Hispanic  residents  in  Roxbury. 

The  boundaries  that  have  been  selected  for  the 
CARD  will  reinforce  recent  attempts  to  focus 
commercial  activity  in  this  area.  The  Boston  Plan 
strategy  for  Blue  Hill  Avenue  is  designed  to  focus 
city,  state,  federal,  and  private  monies  on 
developing  two  critical  commercial  nodes  along 
Blue  Hill  Avenue.  This  concentrated  attention  will 
strengthen  existing  businesses  and  encourage  new 
businesses  to  locate  in  this  area. 

A  number  of  other  activities  which  will 
strengthen  this  CARD  are  currently  in  the  planning 
stages.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
currently  negotiating  with  GSA  to  relocate  a  Post 
Office  on  Shawmut  Avenue  and  combine  this 
relocation  with  additional  narking  facilities  for 
shopper's  use.

for  Roxbury  has  been  approximately  $10  million. 

The  city  has  committed  itself  to  strengthen  the 
commercial  character  of  Dudley  Station.  The  city's 
Office  of  Program  Development  has  recently  set  up  a 
small  unit  which  undertaking  concentrated  com 
mercial  planning  and  marketing  for  the  city's 
commercial  areas;  this  unit  will  work  with  the 
-  existing  neighborhood  planners  to  assure  that  city 
monies  are  targeted  for  the  maximum  positive 
impact  on  a  business  area. 

In  addition,  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  Commission,  a 
neighborhood-based,  community  group,  is  currently 
undertaking  a  land  use  plan  for  all  of  Blue  Hill 
Avenue.  The  Commission's  subcommittee  on 
business  development  is  preparing  a  variety  of  plans 
to  strengthen  the  commercial  area.

If  Boston  takes  advantage  of 
this  legislative  change,  the  potential  impact  on 
commercial  activity  in  Boston  can  be  significant. 
Industrial  manufacturing  businesses  in  the  city 
have  found  the  lower  costs  of  tax-free  financing  to 
be  an  important  factor  in  their  decision  to  expand 
and  renovate  operations  within  the  city  limits.

This  requirement  will  ensure  that 
commercial  activity  takes  place  in  those  areas  that 
are  compatible  with  the  aspirations  and  plans  of 
the  community  as  well  as  those  of  the  municipal 
government. 

Let  me  clarify  here  that  establishment  of  the 
CARD  is  only  a  first  step.  Like  all  industrial, 
revenue-bond  requests,  each  project  to  be  financed 
must  be  approved  by  our  board,  you,  and  the  City 
Council  before  receiving  state  approval.  All  the 
normal  market  restraints  of  funds  availability  and 
financial  feasibility  continue  to  apply  to  the 
revenue-bond  financing  program,  regardless  of  the 
type  of  business,  industrial  of  commercial,  which 
wishes  to  use  this  financing  mechanism. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  city  staffs  this  Authority, 
and  for  this  project  the  Authc  ./  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  help  of  staff  from  a  number  of 
agencies.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Office  of  Program  Development,  and  the 
Boston  Plan  Office  joined  our  normal  staffing  arm, 
the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation.  These  agencies  worked  in  concert  and 
grappled  with  the  problem  of  which  areas  of  the 
city  to  propose  for  CARD  designation.

A  decision 
was  made  to  proceed  with  "rounds"  of 
designations. 

The  general  emphasis  on  neighborhoods  led  to  a 
decision  to  pursue  the  designation  of  seven, 
neighborhood,  commercial  districts  in  this  first 
round  of  CARD  designations,  Looking  then  at  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
first  application  of  this  program  should  reinforce 
the  city's  previous  activities  to  target  efforts  and 
assistance  to  specific  neighborhoods  as  articulated 
in  the  Boston  Plan.  Therefore,  five  commercial 
areas  in  Boston  Plan  neighborhoods  were  chosen. 
Added  to  these  were  two,  neighborhood, 
commercial  centers  where  development 
possibilities  appear  to  be  ripe. 

The  other  prime  consideration  in  choosing  this 
first  round  of  CARD  designations  was  the 
existence  of  previous  studies  and  a  background  of 
public    discussion    on    commercial    development 
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strategy.  Open  and  thorough  discussion  of  land  use 
and  development  plans  is  an  important 
consideration  that  has  been  incorporated  into  the 
state  qualification  requirements.  With  one 
exception,  all  of  the  areas  seeking  designation  have 
been  the  subject  of  numerous  studies  and  public 
discussion.  Building  on  existing  documents  not 
only  allowed  compliance  with  state  regulations,  it 
also  allowed  the  staff  to  move  quickly  in  compiling 
the  information  required  to  back  up  a  CARD 
designation  request. 

We  have  attached  the  seven  CARD  applications 
which  we  intend  to  submit  to  the  state.  In  six  cases 
these  applications  are  attached  to  supporting 
documents,  all  of  which  have  also  been  included. 

In  accordance  with  state  regulations,  all  these 
proposed  CARD  designations  have  been  subject  of 
public  hearings  before  being  forwarded  to  you  for 
review.  One  hearing  was  held  for  the  six  areas  that 
had  been  subjects  of  previous  public  discussion.  A 


separate  hearing  was  held  for  the  Fields  Corner 
CARD.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  public 
comment  to  date  has  been  positive  and  supportive 
not  only  of  the  specific  areas  being  designated 
now,  but  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

Please  be  assured  that  our  efforts  to  make 
revenue-bond  financing  available  to  commercial 
businesses  will  not  stop  with  these  seven 
designations.  As  you  consider  these  seven  areas,  the 
staff  is  preparing  a  second  and  third  set  of  CARD 
designations.  The  ensuing  CARD  designations  will 
pursue  the  intent  of  designating  as  much  of 
Boston's  commercial  property  as  is  feasible.

Introduction 

The  proposed  South  Boston  CARD  area  includes 
an  elongated  strip  of  commercial  properties  along 
West  and  East  Broadway  from  the  Broadway 
MBTA  Station  to  L  Street.  It  includes  both  the 
West  Broadway  and  East  Broadway  business 
districts  from  A  to  L  Streets. 

The  attached  reports  are  submitted  as 
background  materials  and  substantiate  the 
rationale  for  requesting  CARD  designation  for  this 
area: 

South  Boston:  Background  Information, 
Planning  Issues,  and  Preliminary  Neighborhood 
Improvement  Strategies. 

South  Boston:  District  Profile  and  Proposed 
1978-1980  Neighborhood  Improvement  Program. 
CARD  Area  Characteristics 

As  the  neighborhoods  surrounding  both  the 
West  and  East  Broadway  business  districts  are 
viewed  separately  by  both  the  community  and  city 
each  will  be  described  separately.  The 
neighborhood  immediately  surrounding  the  East 
Broadway  business  district,  known  as  the  "Point," 
is  predominantly  white,  exhibiting  some  housing 
deterioration  to  the  north,  and  is  part  of  one  of  the 
finest  subneighborhoods  in  South  Boston.  Included 
in  this  area  are  public  and  private  schools, 
churches,  open  space,  and  elderly  housing. 

For  the  most  part,  the  neighborhood 
surrounding  the  West  Broadway  business  district 
contains  housing  that  is  noticeably  deteriorated 
with  some  homes  abandoned  and  many  vacant  lots. 
There  are  a  few  blocks  with  decent  housing  but 
overall  this  "Lower  End"  neighborhood  contains 
some  of  the  most  deteriorated  housing  in  South 
Boston.  Over  the  years,  industrial  encroachment, 
increased  truck  traffic,  the  deterioration  of  the  D 
Street  Housing  Project,  and  the  age  of  the  housing 
stock  has  caused  housing  disinvestment.  During 
these  years,  those  commercial  centers  located  near 
the  D  Street  Project  (between  A  and  E  Streets) 
have  suffered  the  most.  This  area  lacks  open  space 
and  adequate  services.  However,  the  city  has 
recently  constructed  a  new  $1.1 -million  fire 
station,  and  a  $9-million  Condon  Community 
School  in  the  area. 

The  proposed  West-East  Broadway  CARD  area  is 
a  predominantly  neighborhood  retail  center  —  the 
"main  street"  of  South  Boston.  Examples  of  the 
types  of  commercial  establishments  located  in  this 
area  include:  four  banks;  three  major 
supermarkets,  all  with  parking;  a  new  cinema;  the 
local  newspaper;  Gino's  Restaurant;  department 
stores;  taverns  and  small  restaurants;  a  large  candy 


distributor;  dry  cleaning  shops;  flower  shops;  drug 
stores;  a  travel  agency;  and  other  retail  concerns. 
There  are  scattered  residential  uses  located  above 
some  of  the  commercial  uses  but  the  total  square 
footage  of  commercial  uses  easily  surpasses 
residential  uses. 

These  commercial  boundaries  selected  (see  map) 
for  this  proposal  were  selected  because  the  area  has 
served  the  majority  of  South  Boston  residents  for 
over  seventy  years;  is  accessible  to  transportation 
and  falls  within  L-l  (local  business),  B-l,  B-2 
(business  zoning)  classifications. 

Both   areas  have   been  reinforced  through  the 
elimination  of  excessive  commercially  zoned  areas 
elsewhere  in  South  Boston  (see  map). 
Public  Support 

Both  commercial  centers  have  enjoyed  city 
support  through  public  monies  and  publicly 
assisted  improvements  and  adequate  city  services. 
For  example,  within  the  West  Broadway  business 
district  there  has  always  been  a  lack  of  parking  and 
the  city,  recognizing  this  problem,  constructed  a 
$200,000-sixtyeight-parking  lot  in  1976.  This  lot 
alleviated  double  parking  and  attracted  additional 
shoppers.  The  city  has  also  provided  new  street 
lighting  along  the  heart  of  this  district  and  has 
planned  over  $1  million  in  lighting  improvements 
around  the  perimeter  of  the  D  Street  Project  which 
fronts  West  Broadway  and  other  nearby  streets. 
The  RESTORE  Program  offering  renovation 
incentives  has  also  been  very  successful  in 
promoting  storefront  rehab. 

The  East  Broadway  business  district  is  generally 
more  aestetically  pleasing  than  West  Broadway  and 
also  has  utilized  the  RESTORE  Program.  The  city 
has  proposed  over  $100,000  for  new  decorative 
lighting  for  the  district.  Both  business  districts  in 
the  past  have  received  street  amenities,  trees,  etc. 
through  Community  Development  Block  Grants 
program  and  local  capital  budget  and  are  subject  to 
existing  zoning  controls.  The  RESTORE  Program 
also  offers  design  assistance  and  cash  rebates  to  all 
qualified  storeowners.  In  the  future,  both  areas  will 
continue  to  receive  C.D.B.G.  and  capital 
budget-related  improvements. 

As  previously  mentioned  the  city  has 
programmed  $1  million  for  1979  in  lighting 
improvements  and  trees  for  the  D  Street  Project 
area  to  coincide  with  a  $6-million,  State 
Modernization  Grant  to  revitalize  the  project. 
These  major  investments  should  positively  effect 
area  and  homeowners  and  will  spur  additional 
private  investment  within  the  West  Broadway 
business  district. 

Both  of  the  most  active  community  groups,  the 
South  Boston  Residents'  Groups  and  the  South 
Boston  Citizens'  Association,  have  been  active 
since  its  inception,  and  will  continue  in  the  CDBG 
planning  process.  Both  groups  were  also  active  in 
discussions  concerning  the  Boston  Plan  and  UDAG 
meetings  in  South  Boston.  South  Boston  is  part  of 
the  Harbor  section  of  the  Boston  Plan.

Introduction 

The  City  of  Boston  requests  that  the  area  known 
as  the  Bay  Side  Mall  be  designated  a  CARD  area. 
The  attached  reports  are  submitted  as  background 
documents  and  substantiate  our  rationale  on 
naming  this  area  as  a  CARD  area: 

The  Boston  Plan,  Columbia  Point,  Urban 
Partnership  Proposal  to  HUD. 

Each  of  these  reports  describes  Columbia  Point 
and  Bay  Side  Mall  "subdevelopment"  in  detail.  It 
should  be  noted  that  these  reports  have  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  representative 
community  groups,  as  well  as  the  City  Council. 

Columbia  Point  is  included  in  the  Boston  Plan, 
which  means  that  this  area  of  the  city  has  received 
priority  designation  for  the  targeting  of  city,  state, 
and  federal  monies  to  upgrade  the  entire  area. 
CARD  designation  of  the  proposed  area  will 
increase  the  commercial  development  potential  of 
the  Bay  Side  Mall  and  benefit  the  Columbia  Point 
peninsula  as  a  whole. 
CARD  Area  Characteristics 

Bay  Side  Mall  is  a  41 -acre,  shopping  area  that 
now  is  defunct.  It  borders  the  Columbia  Point 
peninsula  which  is  the  site  of  a  1 ,500  unit  housing 
project,  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Harbor 
campus,  and  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Library.  The 
State  Archives  Building  is  scheduled  for 
construction  here  also.  Other  immediate  neighbors 
to  the  south  include  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston  Computer  Center,  the  Boston  College  High 
School,  and  the__  Boston  Globe. 
The  mall  also  boarders  on  two  heavily  residential 
neighborhoods:  South  Boston  to  the  north  and 
Dorchester/Columbia  Road-Savin  Hill  sections  to 
the  southwest. 

The  CARD  district  is  designed  to  encompass  the 
entire  Bay  Side  Mall,  a  1,170,250-square-foot, 
commercial  shopping  center.  The  mall,  developed 
by  private  interest  in  1966,  originally  contained 
thirty  three  stores  in  five  free-standing  buildings 
with  280,000  square  feet  of  floor  area.  At  present 
there  is  one  tenant,  the  Boston  Teachers  Union.  In 
1977,  the  union  signed  a  five-year  lease,  with  a 
five-year  option,  on  33,000  square  feet;  the  lease 
also  has  a  purchase  option.  The  present  conditions 
at  the  mall  make  it  an  ideal  area  for  commercial 
development;  however,  given  past  history,  it 
appears  that  private  investors  require  the  type  of 
incentive  and  financing  available  in  a  CARD  in 
order  to  make  redevelopment  financially  viable. 

The  location  of  the  mall  presently  provides 
potential  merchants  with  a  market  area  of  almost 
100,000  consumers;  with  the  adjacent  recycling  of 
the  Columbia  Point  housing  project,  the  size  as 
well  as  the  composition  of  the  available  market  will 
be  upgraded. 
Public  Support 


Bay  Side  Mall  itself  has  received  no  city  money 
over  the  past  ten  yearss  because  it  is  privately 
owned  and  operated.  However,  since  1970 
Columbia  Point  peninsula  has  received  over  $183 
million  in  public  'and  private  investment.  The 
majority  of  this  was  used  to  construct  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Harbor  Campus;  more 
recent  investments  include  construction  of  the 
John  F.  Kennedy  Memorial  Library,  a  new 
gymnasium  for  the  University,  and  a  $10  million 
investment  by  HUD  to  rehabilitate  the  existing 
public  housing.  Consequent  infrastructure 
improvements  in  the  surrounding  areas  have  also 
been  made  by  both  the  city  and  the  state.  Private 
investment  is  most  notable  in  the  cases  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Boston,  John  Hancock  Insurance, 
and  the  Boston  Globe. 

Community  representatives  from  Columbia 
Point,  as  well  as  neighboring  Dorchester  and  South 
Boston,  have  a  strong  voice  in  the  development  of 
the  peninsula  and  Bay  Side  Mall.  In  1973-1974  a 
Columbia  Point  Task  Force  made  up  of  broad 
community  representation  participated  in  a 
preliminary  design  for  the  peninsula;  the  Peninsula 
Planning  Committee,  which  existed  from 
1976-1977,  consisted  of  community,  business,  and 
institutional  representatives  which  laid  out  the 
existing  plan  for  the  development  of  the  peninsula. 
In  addition,  the  Columbia  Point  Housing  Tenants 
Task  Force  has  played  an  active  role  in  overseeing 
the  revitalization  of  the  public  housing  as  well  as 
the  adjacent  land  use.  Finally,  the  selection  of 
Columbia  Point  as  one  of  the  four  Boston  Plan 
neighborhoods  meant  that  the  community  also  had 
input  into  the  plan  and  reviewed  the  document 
before  it  was  released. 

Future  plans  for  the  development  of  Bay  Side 
Mall  are  in  the  developmental  stages,  but  it  is  to 
say  that  the  recent  influx  of  federal  dollars  to  the 
Columbia  Point  public  housing  project,  as  well  as 
the  promise  for  additional  assistance  has  increased 
developer  interest  in  the  mall.  One,  large-scale, 
retail  business  has  expressed  preliminary  interest 
and  other  smaller  companies  are  beginning  to 
surface  as  well. 

The  development  of  Columbia  Point  is  a  major 
city  priority.  The  peninsula  will  be  developed  and 
revitalized  over  the  coming  five  years  and  potential 
for  a  strong,  new,  commercial  development  at  Bay 
Side  Mall  is  there.  However,  an  area  as  large  as  this 
one  requires  continued  public  attention  and  public 
assistance.  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  the 
designation  of  the  Bay  Side  Mall  as  a  Commercial 
Aiea  Revitalization  District  because  of  the  impetus 
it  will  lend  to  this  redevelopment  process.

During  the  past  state  legislative  session,  chapter 
40D,  which  governs  tax-free,  industrial, 
revenue-bond   financing,   was  amended  to  allow 


commercial  enterprises  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
financing  mechanism.  If  Boston  takesadvantage  of 
this  legislative  change,  the  potential  impact  on 
commercial  activity  in  Boston  can  be  significant. 
Industrial  and  manufacturing  businesses  in  the  city 
have  found  the  lower  costs  of  tax-free  financing  to 
be  an  important  factor  in  their  decision  to  expand 
and  renovate  operations  within  the  city  limits. 
Now  this  same  incentive  can  be  made  available  to 
commercial  enterprises  limits.  Now  this  same 
incentive  can  be  made  available  to  commercial 
enterprises  in  the  city. 

The  amended  legislation  requires  that 
commercial  enterprises  that  use  tax-free,  revenue 
bonding  be  located  in  what  is  called  a  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  (CARD).  Regulations 
require  that  a  proposed  CARD  area  first  be  subject 
to  a  public  hearing  and  then  receive  approval  of  the 
City  Council.  This  requirement  will  ensure  that 
commercial  activity  takes  place  in  those  areas  that 
are  compatible  with  the  aspirations  and  plans  of 
the  community  as  well  as  those  of  the  municipal 
government. 

Let  me  clarify  here  that  establishment  of  the 
CARD  is  only  a  first  step.  Like  all  industrial 
revenue  bond  requests,  each  project  to  be  financed 
must  be  approved  by  our  board,  you,  and  the  City 
Council  before  receiving  state  approval.  All  the 
normal  market  restraints  of  funds  availability  and 
financial  feasibility  continue  to  apply  to  the 
revenue-bond  financing  program,  regardless  of  the 
type  of  business,  industrial  or  commercial,  which 
wishes  to  use  this  financing  mechanism. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  city  staffs  this  Authority, 
and  for  this  project  the  Authority  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  help  of  staff  from  a  number  of 
agencies.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Office  of  Program  Development,  and  the 
Boston  Plan  Office  joined  our  normal  staffing  arm, 
the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation.  These  agencies  worked  in  concert  and 
grappled  with  the  problem  of  which  areas  of  the 
city  to  propose  for  CARD  designation.  The  original 
list  was  lengthy  and  reflected  the  diversity  of 
commercial  concentration  in  the  city.  A  decision 
was  made  to  proceed  with  "rounds"  of 
designations. 

The  general  emphasis  on  neighborhoods  led  to  a 
decision  to  pursue  the  designation  of  seven, 
neighborhood,  commercial  districts  in  this  first 
round  of  CARD  designations.  Looking  then  at  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
first  application  of  this  program  should  reinforce 
the  city's  previous  activities  to  target  efforts  and 
assistance  to  specific  neighborhoods  as  articulated 
in  the  Boston  Plan.  Therefore,  five  commercial 
areas  in  Boston  Plan  neighborhoods  were  chosen. 
Added  to  these  were  two  neighborhood 
commercial  centers  where  development 
possibilities  appear  to  be  ripe. 

The  other  prime  consideration  in  choosing  this 
first  round  of  CARD  designations  was  the 
existence  of  previous  studies  and  a  background  of 
public  discussion  on  commercial  development 
strategy.  Open  and  thorough  discussion  of  land  use 
and  development  plans  is  an  important 
consideration  that  has  been  incorporated  into  the 
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state  qualification  requirements.  With  one 
exception,  all  of  the  areas  seeking  designation  have 
been  the  subject  of  numerous  studies  and  public 
discussion.  Building  on  existing  documents  not 
only  allowed  compliance  with  state  regulations,  it 
also  allowed  the  staff  to  move  quickly  in  compiling 
the  information  required  to  back  up  a  CARD 
designation  request. 

We  have  attached  the  seven  CARD  applications 
which  we  intend  to  submit  to  the  state.  In  six  cases 
these  applications  are  attached  to  supporting 
documents,  all  of  which  have  also  been  included. 

In  accordance  with  state  regulations,  all  these 
proposed  CARD  designations  have  been  the  subject 
of  public  hearings  before  being  forwarded  to  you 
for  review.  One  hearing  was  held  for  the  six  areas 
that  had  been  subjects  of  previous  public 
discussion.   A   separate  hearing  was  held  for  the 


Fields  Corner  CARD.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
all  public  comment  to  date  has  been  positive  and 
supportive  not  only  of  the  specific  areas  being 
designated  now,  but  of  the  program  as  a  whole. 

Please  be  assured  that  our  efforts  to  make 
revenue-bond  financing  available  to  commercial 
businesses  will  not  stop  with  these  seven 
designations.  As  you  consider  these  seven  areas,  the 
staff  is  preparing  a  second  and  third  set  of  CARD 
designations.  The  ensuing  CARD  designations  will 
pursue  the  intent  of  designaing  as  much  of 
Boston's  commercial  property  as  is  feasible.

Introduction 

Cleary  Square  is  both  symbolically  and 
geographically  the  hub  of  Hyde  Park.  Over  27,000 
people  drive  through  it  daily,  utilizing  the 
community's  two  main  roads.  The  Municipal 
Building,  Police  Headquarters,  Lowney  Medical 
Building,  and  the  three  main  banks  in  Hyde  Park 
are  also  located  there,  as  well  as  over  150  retail  and 
office  uses.  Like  many  other  neighborhood 
commercial  centers,  it  has  exhibited  symptoms  of 
decline.  The  attached  document,  "Cleary  Square: 
A  Cross-Roads  with  a  Future"  examines  this 
decline  and  presents  a  detailed  plan  for 
revitalization;  as  such  it  takes  the  place  of  a 
detailed  CARD  submission.  This  document  was 
available  for  public  inspection  at  the  1976 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG) 
hearing,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  local  Board 
of  Trade,  many  of  whose  members  belong  to  the 
newly  founded  Hyde  Park  Development 
Corporation. 
CARD  Area  Characteristics 

Hyde  Park  is  distinctly  more  suburban  than 
many  of  Boston's  older  neighborhoods.  Most  of 
the  housing  stock  falls  in  the  category  of 
owner-occupied,  single-and  two-family  structures; 
open  space  and  recreational  opportunities  are 
unparalleled  in  the  city;  most  of  its  economy  is 
based  on  the  large  number  of  industrial  and 
manufacturing  firms  located  there. 

In  1970,  median' family  income  for  Hyde  Park 
was  $10,693,  about  $1,500  above  the  city  median. 
Since  1970,  however,  Hyde  Park  has  lost  over  900 
manufacturing  jobs,  experienced  the  effects  of 
racial  transition  in  its  homes  and  schools,  and  seen 
the  decay  of  its  commercial  district. 

Although  the  1977  Hart  Survey  reported  that  26 
percent  of  the  residents  were  fairly  confident  they 
would  move  in  the  next  three  years,  housing  prices 
have  remained  stable,  and  several  new 
neighborhood  groups  have  become  active.  Clearly, 
Hyde  Park  is  in  a  delicate  state  of  balance. 

Cleary  Square  is  Hyde  Park's  major  commercial 
center.  The  square's  problems  include  high 
store-vacancy  and  turnover  rates,  traffic 
congestion,  vandalism,  and  obsolescent 
merchandising  techniques.  Like  most  of  Boston's 
older  commercial  centers,  Cleary  Square  has  had 
problems  in  holding  its  customers  because  of 
competition  from  nearby  suburban  centers  in 
Quincy,  Braintree,  and  Dedham,  which  are  both 
convenient  and  attractive  to  shoppers. 

A  recent  study  indicated  that  40  percent  of  the 
retail  space  is  devoted  to  convenience  stores  -  drug 
stores,  bars,  fast-food  establishments,  and  personal 
services.  In  addition  to  municipal  facilities  and 
banks,  Cleary  Square  contains  the  area's  public 
schools,  and  local  services  of  professionals  such  as 


lawyers,  doctors,  and  realtors.  It  is  the  center  for  a 
commuter  rail  stop  to  Boston,  and  several  bus 
lines.  These  attractions  assure  continued  usage  of 
the  square;  however,  continued  investment  is 
needed  to  ensure  the  vitality  of  its  retail 
component.  As  shown  on  the  attached  map,  the 
business  district  is  shaped  like  the  letter  H.  Hyde 
Park  Avenue  is  the  left  vertical,  River  Street  the 
crossbar,  and  the  combination  of  River  Street  and 
Fairmount  Avenue  is  the  right  vertical,  this 
configuration  has  traditionally  weakened  the 
central  intersections  of  the  H;  fringe  land  use 
consists  of  auto  body  repair  shops,  light 
manufacturing  shops,  and  other  conditional  uses. 

Boundaries  for  the  CARD  area  have  been 
selected  to  encourage  investment  in  the  bar  portion 
of  the  H.  Zoning  reinforces  these  boundaries,  by 
surrounding  the  square  with  residential  or 
manufacturing  uses.  Public  and  private  investment 
also  checks  unwarranted  commercial  expansion 
beyond  the  central  portion  of  the  H.  The  BHA  is 
building  a  104-unit,  elderly  housing  development 
on  Summer  Street.  This  will  discourage  commercial 
growth  on  the  eastern  side  of  Penn  Central  tracks. 
A  275-unit  elderly  housing  project,  currently  being 
developed  by  private  interests,  will  be  located 
on  the  triangular  piece  of  land  between  Hyde  Park 
Avenue  and  Dana  Avenue.  This  will  prevent 
commercial  spread  down  Hyde  Park  Avenue.  In 
addition,  this  development  of  almost  400  new 
housing  units  within  a  1/4-mile-radius  of  Cleary 
Square  will  expand  consumer  usage  of  this 
commercial  district. 
Public  Support 

All  city  investment,  as  recommended  by  the 
1976  plan,  has  been  centered  in  the  bar  of  the  H. 
From  1975  to  1977,  the  city  responded  to 
community  concerns  over  crime  by  installing 
sodium  vapor  lighting  along  Hyde  Park  Avenue  and 
River  Street.  The  RESTORE  Program,  which  offers 
a  20  percent  rebate  for  exterior  improvements  and 
is  administered  by  the  city's  Business  District 
Program,  is  functioning  effectively  and  has 
expanded  $40,000  in  a  two-year  period  in  Cleary 
Square.  In  1977,  Hyde  Park  was  designated  as  one 
of  the  four  Boston  Plan  neighborhoods.  Cleary 
Square  was  an  important  component  of  the  Hyde 
Park  Boston  Plan  and  commercial  revitalization 
was  urgently  recommended.  CDBG  funds  have 
been  used  to  enhance  centralized  investment  in  the 
H  bar.  Based  on  the  1976  study's 
recommendations,  the  city  built  two,  new, 
off-street  parking  lots.  This  not  only  met  parking 
needs,  but  also  further  reinforced  commercial 
activity  in  the  bar  of  the  H.  The  Local  Public 
Works  Bill  provided  funds  to  renovate  the  District 
V  Police  Station,  also  in  that  intersection.  Public 
investment  in  the  Winthrop  Street  parking  lot,  and 
in  the  RESTORE  Program,  resulted  in  major,  new, 
private  investment  in  the  1 245  River  Street  block. 
Neighboring  merchants  also  utilized  RESTORE. 
Other  private  investment  leverage  was  by  the  three 
banks,  who  either  renovated  or  expanded.  The 
River  Street/Fairmount  Avenue  side  of  the  H  were 
helped  by  CDBG  renovation  funds  for  the  YMCA 
and    city    construction    of    a    new    fire    station. 
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Other  federal  funds  include  a  $15,000  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  for 
new  signage.

Future  Boston  Plan  efforts  are  designed  to  effect 
many  of  the  program  Bridge  would  relieve 
congestion  at  the  eastern  entrance  to  the  square. 
Realignment  of  the  Hyde  Park  Avenue/River  Street 
intersection  would  relieve  congestion  as  well  as 
increase  shopper  accessibility  to  the  shops  at  that 
site.  Trees,  street  furniture,  and  other  amenities 
would  help  create  an  attractive  image  for  Cleary 
Square.  Under  way  is  a  feasibility  analysis  of  a 
major,  new,  retail  site  development  in  the  H  bar 
area.  If  possible,  a  transportation  terminal  could  be 
incorporated  in  the  site  plans  to  provide  a  bus 
turnaround,  as  well  as  service  commuter  rail 
passenger  needs,  and  taxi  stand.

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  has  voted 
to  designate  the  Charles  Street  Jail  as  a  Landmark 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  772  of  the  Acts  of 
1975,  creating  this  Commission.  This  designation, 
which  is  supported  by  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
other  agencies,  organizations,  and  individuals  (list 
attached),  represents  a  very  important  historic 
resource  in  the  city. 

The  Suffolk  County  Jail  is  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  examples  of  Boston  Granite  School 
architecture,  designed  by  the  architect  historically 
associated  with  this  style,  Gridley  J.  F.  Bryant.  In 
addition,  its  design  as  a  jail  is  evidence  of  changing 
attitudes  in  mid-nineteenth  century  America 
toward  effective  and  humane  penology. 
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According  to  statute,  a  designation  approved  by 
the  Commission  is  presented  to  the  Mayor  for 
signing.  If  the  Mayor  disapproves,  he  is  to  file  the 
designation  form  with  the  City  Clerk  with 
objections  noted  in  writing.  A  designation  neither 
signed  nor  filed  shall  be  deemed  approved  by  the 
Mayor  after  the  sixteenth  day. 

The  statute  also  provides  that  within  thirty  days 
following  the  Mayor's  approval,  the  City  Council 
can  override  a  designation  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  In 
the  absence  of  action,  the  designation  is  approved 
after  the  thirty-first  day. 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission  urges  that 
you  approve  this  designation.

General  Characteristics  of  the  Property:  The 
Suffolk  County  Jail  is  a  penal  institution  used  for 
the  housing  of  persons  acused  of  crimes  who 
cannot  or  are  not  allowed  to  pay  bail  to  stay  free 
until  trial;  or  for  persons  who  are  sentenced  to  less 
than  one  year.  It  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
examples  of  Boston  Granite  School  architecture, 
designed  by  Gridley  J.  F.  Bryant.  Its  design  is 
evidence  of  changing  attitudes  in  the 
mid-nineteenth  century  America  toward  effective 
and  humane  penology.  It  is  situated  on  a  roughly 
rectangular  yard  of  2.88  acres,  enclosed  by  a  brick 
wall.  Completed  in  1851,  the  structure  is  of 
granite-faced  masonry  with  a  cruciform  plan.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  3469,  ordinance  (referred 
April  19)  concerning  the  salary  of  certain  officers 
of  the  City  Council;  Docket  No.  3499,  ordinance

Board  on  Municipal  Compensation;  Docket  No.

Docket  No.  3658,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  (referred  November  1)  concerning  salary 
of  the  Mayor;  and  Docket  No.  3659,  message  of 
the  Mayor  and  ordinance  (referred  November  1) 
concerning  the  salary  of  the  President  and 
members  of  the  City  Council  —  recommending  that 
the  forgoing  dockets  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  the  Council  recess  at  the  end 
of  its  regular  business  today  in  order  to  go  into 
Executive  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
said  dockets. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  foregoing  were 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  hearing 
today. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
McDONOUGH  offered  the  following  Minority 
Report: 

The  above-referred  dockets  have  been  pending 
before  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordinances  for 
various  periods  of  time,  some  for  several  months, 
others  for  less.  During  that  time  a  number  of 
public  hearings  have  been  held  by  this  Committee 
regarding  them.  Numerous  conferences  involving 
members  of  this  Committee  and  the  entire  Council 
have  also  been  held  to  discuss  these  matters.  No 
resultant  consensus  evolved. 

Recently,  I  have  been  in  touch  with  the  United 
States  Federal  Council  on  Wage  and  Price  Stability 
seeking  its  guidance  on  the  matter.  In  a  reply 
addressed  to  the  Mayor  on  December  14  last,  its 
Chairman,  Alfred  Kahn,  has  indicated,  based  on 
information  supplied  by  the  Mayor,  that  his  agency 
would  not  object  to  the  increase  called  for  in  the 
various  dockets  since  they  would  average  7  percent 
for  the  entire  municipal  management  group. 

After  much  thought,  I  have  concluded  that  the 
most  sensible  course  this  City  Council  can  take  is 
to  approve  a  7  percent  increase  for  all  positions 
named  in  the  attached  proposed  ordinance 
effective  January  1,  1979,  with  a  second  7  percent 
increase  effective  January  1,  1980. 

Such  a  course,  I  am  fully  aware,  will  not  win  the 
Council  any  accolades  from  people  who  were 
hoping  for  much  more  from  us;  but,  if  there  ever 
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was  a  time  for  the  Council  to  show  restraint  and 
responsibility  in  spending  city  funds,  it  would 
appear  to  be  now.  The  fact  that  the  Councillors  are 
willing  to  make  a  sacrifice  in  rejecting  a  proposed 
$5,000  raise  for  themselves  in  favor  of  the 
considerably  more  modest  7  percent,  will  not  be 
lost  on  those  who  think  the  taxpayers'  pockets  are 
a  bottomless  well  of  United  States  currency.  If  the 
Council  were  to  play  the  hog  and  grab  a  $5,000 
raise  at  this  time,  the  message  would  not  be  lost  on 
others  with  equal  or  greater  need. 

Under  this  proposal,  the  Mayor,  who  has  not 
received  an  increase  in  eleven  years,  would  be 
granted  $2,800  now  and  an  additional  7  percent  in 
1980.  This  is  a  long  way  from  the  $25,000  he 
requests  now,  but  it  isn't  exactly  a  kick  in  the 
teeth  either  and  will  serve  to  promote  the  idea  that 
this  Council  is  sensitive  to  the  need  to  keep  city 
expenditures  in  check. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
above  four  dockets  provided  that  they  are 
amended  so  as  to  provide,  in  the  case  of  Docket 
No.  3530,  for  a  Category  V  to  be  made  up  of  the 
member  of  the  Board  of  Review  in  the  Assessing 
Department  appointed  from  the  public  at-large  and 
the  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners,  and  for  the  addition  to  Category 
III  of  the  Chief  of  the  Licensing  Division  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  further  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  a  7  percent  increase  in  all  cases  to  be 
effective  on  January  1,  1979,  with  an  additional 
increase  of  7  percent  of  the  1979  salaries  to  be 
effective  January  1,  1980.

The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ord.  2,  sec.  752,  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  Title  5,  section  105,  the 
following  section: 
Section  105  A: 
Advisory  Board  of  Municipal  Compensation. 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  a  board  to 
be  called  the  Advisory  Board  on  Municipal 
Compensation  consisting  of  seven  members  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  Members-  of 
the  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  and  a 
member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city 
shall  be  removed  by  operation  of  law  upon  the 
date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence.  No  member 
shall  be  a  conpensated  employee  of  the  city, 
except  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Commission  or 
designated  substitute.  No  elected  offical  shall  serve 
on  this  board. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  One 
member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  or  designated 
substitute.  One  member  shall  be  a  representative  of 
organized  labor.  One  member  shall  be 
representative  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  One  member  shall  be  experienced  in 
setting  salary  schedules  and  in  salary 
administration  for  management-level  employees. 
One  member  shall  be  a  representative  of  the 
established  citizen-consumer  advocacy  group;  and 
one  member  shall  have  no  particular  affiliation. 
From  time  to  time  the  board  will  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  chairperson  and  another  as 
vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  March  1979,  two  for  two  years 
from  said  date,  two  for  three  years  from  said  date, 
and  two  for  four  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the 


expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such 
member  or  any  subsequent  member,  his  or  her 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a 
term  of  four  years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  member,  his  or  her  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  within  eight  weeks  to 
serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  expenses 
of  the  Mayor,  the  city  council  members  and  staff, 
and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordinance.  On  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
the  board  shall  report  recommendations,  if  any,  of 
adjustments  of  salaries  and  expenses  to  the  mayor 
and  to  the  city  council  for  their  consideration. 
These  recommendations  shall  include  a  current 
assessment  and  evaluation  of  these  figures  as  they 
relate  to  other  municipalities  of  similar  size  and 
their  compensation  patterns  for  employees  not 
covered  by  collective  bargaining.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 
AND  NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  FLYNN,  for  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development,  submitted  the 
following: 

Report  relative  to  the  truck  transport  of 
liquefied  energy  gases  through  Boston 
neighborhoods,  2nd  ordinance  regulating  the  truck 
transport  of  liquefied  energy  gases  within  the  City 
of  Boston: 

On  July  21,  1978,  the  Committee  on  Housing 
and  Neighborhood  Development  conducted  a 
daylong  hearing  relative  to  the  safety  hazards 
posed  to  Boston  neighborhoods  as  a  result  of  the 
transportation  and  storage  of  Liquefied  Natural 
Gas  (LNG),  and  Liquefied  Propane  Gas  (LPG)  and 
Liquefied  Propelyne  Gas  (LPG)  through  Boston 
city  streets.  At  that  hearing,  extensive  testimony 
was  presented  from  representatives  of  federal, 
state,  and  local  governmental  agencies,  impacted 
citizen  groups,  industrial  leaders,  and  concerned 
scientists  about  the  potentially  devastating 
consequences  of  insufficiently  regulated  storage 
and  transportation  of  liquefied  energy  gases  within 
the  City  of  Boston. 

One  recurrent  theme  expressed  at  that  hearing 
was  the  present  lack  of  adequate  safeguards  to 
protect  Boston  residents  from  the  consequences  of 
an  accident  involving  LNG.  This  current  lack  of 
response  on  the  part  of  responsible  governmental 
agencies  to  the  urgent  public  health  and  safety  risk 
to  Boston  residents  caused  by  LNG  transportation 
and  storage  was  summarized  in  the  federal  General 
Accounting  Office  (GAO)  report  to  the  Congress 
("Liquefied  Energy  Gases  Safety,"  3  vols.,  July  31, 
1978)  which  stated  that  in  the  area  of  liquefied 
energy  gas  transport  and  storage  regulation  across 
the  country  the  "government  has  not  acquired 
sufficient  knowledge  or  competence  before  making 
decisions,  and  thus  has  been  unable  to  adequately 
communicate  with  the  public,  or  to  act  prudently. 
It  has  not  adequately  protected  the  public  health 
and  safety." 

In  response  to  these  concerns  raised  at  the  July 
hearing  and  at  other  public  hearings  conducted  in 
neighborhoods  most  severely  affected  by  the 
storage  and  transportation  of  liquefied  energy 
gases,  the  Committee  on  Housing  and 
Neighborhood  Development  recommended 
creation  of  a  Special  Committee  on  Emergency 
Preparedness  to  conduct  a  thorough  and  detailed 
investigation  to  insure  every  possible  safeguard  for 


the  citizens  of  Boston  in  the  storage  and 
transportation  of  these  necessary  energy  resources. 
The  committee  was  pleased  that  the  Council 
approved  establishment  of  the  Special  Committee 
and  that  the  Special  Committee  has  begun  to 
investigate  the  adoption  of  regulations,  rules,  and 
laws  necessary  to  insure  public  safety  against  a 
potentially  dangerous  liquefied  energy  gas  accident 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  feels  that  such  a  unified  approach  as 
the  Special  Committee,  which  involves 
representives  from  the  Boston  Fire,  Police,  Public 
Works,  and  Health  and  Hospitals  Department,  the 
Civil  Defense,  the  Boston  City  Council,  the 
scientific  community,  and  impacted  neighborhood 
groups,  is  the  most  responsible  way  of  protecting 
public  health  and  safety  in  this  complex  problem. 

As  part  of  its  final  report  to  the  Council  on  the 
hazards  of  LEG  transport  and  storage,  the 
Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  has  prepared  the  enclosed  ordinance 
"Regulating  the  Truck  Transport  of  Liquefied 
Energy  Gases  within  the  City  of  Boston"  which  it 
will  submit  to  the  Special  Committee  on 
Emergency  Preparedness  for  its  professional  review 
and  analysis. 

The  major  highlights  of  the  ordinance  call  for  a 
ban  on  the  nonlocal  truck  transport  of  liquefied 
energy  gases  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  regulation 
of  the  hours  and  routes  of  LEG  trailers  making 
deliveries  within  the  city. 

The  need  for  such  an  ordinance  to  protect  the 
safety  of  Boston  residents  from  the  potential 
calamity  of  an  LEG  accident  was  highlighted  in  the 
above-mentioned  General  Accounting  Office  report 
which  concluded  that  the  government  has  a 
responsibility  to  enact  stricter  regulations  for  both 
the  storage  and  transportation  of  liquefied  energy 
gases. 

In  that  report,  the  GAO  warned  that  while  a 
typical  LNG  truck  trailer  carries  only  about  40 
cubic  meters  of  LNG,  even  this  relatively  small 
amount  could  have  a  catastrophic  impact  if  spillage 
occurred.  For  example,  if  vaporized  and  mixed 
with  ah  in  flammable  proportions,  the  40  cubic 
meters  of  LNG  contained  in  a  single  LNG  trailer, 
could  expand  enough  to  fill  more  than  110  miles 
of  a  6-foot  diameter,  sewer  line,  or  15  miles  of  a 
16-foot  diameter,  subway  system. 

For  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  these 
alarming  statistics  about  the  potential  danger  in  the 
case  of  an  LNG  truck  accident  are  especially 
frightening  because  approximately  6,000 
shipments  of  LNG  by  truck  carriers  are  made 
through  Boston  city  streets  each  year.  What  further 
aggravates  the  potential  safety  hazard  for  Boston 
residents  is  the  fact  that  only  about  1,500  (or  25 
percent)  of  these  shipments  are  actually  unloaded 
for  use  in  Boston.  The  remaining  75  percent  of  the 
shipments  simply  pass  through  city  streets  on  route 
for  destinations  as  far  away  as  Providence,  Rhode 
Island. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  and  Neighborhood 
Development  feels  that  it  is  extremely  unfair  that 
Boston  neighborhoods  should  have  to  suffer  such 
disproportionately    high    safety  risks  when   safer 
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alternate  routes  are  readily  available. 

The  protection  of  public  health  and  safety 
should  be  the  paramount  concern  of  government. 
The  present  lack  of  adequate  safety  regulations  for 
the  transport  of  LNG  in  the  City  of  Boston 
continues  to  pose  a  dangerous  safety  hazard  to 
every  resident  in  this  city.  We  feel  that  this 
proposed  ordinance  will  significantly  reduce  the 
unnecessarily  high  danger  risk  to  Boston  residents 
without  crippling  the  vital  need  to  expand  our 
energy  resources  in  the  New  England  area.  We  hope 
the  Special  Committee  on  Emergency  Preparedness 
will  act  quickly  and  favorably  on  this  ordinance. 


ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  TRUCK 
TRANSPORT  OF  LIQUEFIED  ENERGY 
GASES  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Whereas,  Liquefied  Energy  Gases  ("LEG")  are 
extremely  volatile  and  flammable  substances  which 
can  cause  severe  and  widespread  damage  if  released 
into  the  air;  and 

Whereas,  LEG  truck  transport  is  found  to  be 
particularly  hazardous;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  regulate  LEG  truck 
transport  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety, 
property,  environment,  economic  welfare  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  as 
follows: 

Section  1:  Definitions 

(A)  Carrier:  a  person  engaged  in  the  business  of 
transporting  LEG  by  LEG  trailer;  if  the  trailer  is 
leased,  the  lessee  is  the  carrier. 

(B)  City:  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  exception 
that  this  ordinance  does  not  apply  to  that  section 
of 

(i)  Dexter  Street  which  extends  from  Alford 
Street  to  the  Everett  boundary  line;  nor 

(ii)  Alford  Street  which  extends  from 
Dexter  Street  to  the  Everett  boundary  line. 

(C)  Commissioner:  the  Boston  Fire 
Commissioner  or  his  designee. 

(D)  LEG:  Liquefied  Energy  Gases,  which 
represents  the  class  of  materials  including  both 
LNG  and  LPG. 

(E)  LEG  trailer:  a  tank  trailer  designed  for  the 
bulk  transport  of  LNG  or  a  tank  trailer  designed 
for  the  bulk  transport  of  LPG. 

(F)  LNG:  Liquefied  Natural  Gas  which  is  a  gas 

(i)  cooled  to  a  liquid,  semisolid,  or  solid 
state;  and 

(ii)  composed  predominately  or  entirely  of 
methane;  and 

(iii)  which  may  contain  minor  quantities  of 
ethane,  propane,  nitrogen  or  other  components 
common  to  natural  gas. 

(G)  LPG:  Liquefied  Petroleum  Gas  which  is  a 
gas 

(i)  cooled  to  a  liquid,  semsolid,  or  solid 
state;  and 

(ii)  composed  predominately  of  the 
following  hydrocarbons  individually  or  in 
mixture: 


(a)  Propane 

(b)  Propylene 

(c)  Butane,  normal  or  iso-butanol 

(d)  Butylene 

(e)  Ethylene 

(H)  Person:  any  individual,  corporation,  firm, 
partnership,  society,  association,  joint  venture,  or 
any  other  legal  entity. 

Section  2:  Promulgation  of  Regulations 
(A)    The    commissioner    shall,    after    public 
hearing,  promulgate  regulations  implementing  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance 

(i)  in  accord  with  protecting  the  public 
health  and  safety,  property,  environment,  and 
economic  welfare  of  the  city;  and 

(ii)  pursuant  to  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  title  2,  section  754,  Adoption  and 
Promulgation  of  Forms  and  Regulations;  and 

(iii)  within  ninety  days  of  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance;  and 

(iv)  accompanied  by  written  findings  which 
show  how  the  regulations  promulgated  comply 
with  the  requirement  of  subsection  (A)  (i)  of 
this  section. 
Section  3:  Issuance  of  Permits 

(A)  A  carrier  may  not  operate  within  the  city 
without  a  valid  permit. 

(B)  The  commissioner  may  issue  a  permit  to  a 
carrier  seeking  to  operate  within  the  city  if 

(i)  the  carrier  submits  an  application,  on  a 
form  to  be  furnished  by  the  commissioner, 
indicating: 

(a)  the  name  and  address  of  the 
carrier;  and 

(b)  the  vehicle  registration  number  of 
each  LEG  trailer  to  be  operated  by  the 
carrier  within  the  city  and  the  name  and 
license  number  of  each  individual  who  may 
be  driving  those  LEG  trailers;  and 

(c)  the  location  of  all  sites  within  the 
city  where  the  carrier  intends  to  load  or 
unload  his  LEG  trailers;  and 

(d)  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  commissioner  and  certifying 
that  the  carrier 

(e)  fully  understands  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
regulations  issued  hereunder;  and 

(f)  will  fully  comply  with  those 
provisions  and  regulations. 

(ii)  the  carrier  submits  with  the  application 
certificates  of  public  liability  insurance 

(a)  affording  not  less  than 
$30,000,000  in  combined,  single-limit 
coverage  for  bodily  and  property  damage 
per  accident  occurrence;  and 

(b)  endorsed  by  the  carrier  that  he  will 
not  cancel  or  reduce  the  amount  of 
insurance  coverage  provided  once  a  permit 
has  been  issued. 

(iii)  the  carrier  submits  with  the  application 

an  application  fee  in  the  amount  of  $100. 

(Q  Permits   are   effective   for   one  year.  The 

commissioner  may  renew  the  permit  of  a  carrier  if 

(i)  the   carrier   submits   a  new  application 

pursuant  to  the  conditions  in  subsection  (B)  of 

the  section;  and 
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(ii)  the  commissioner  makes  a  written 
finding  that  the  carrier  has,  since  first  issued  a 
permit,  very  substantially  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  regulations 
issued  hereunder. 

(D)  The  commissioner  shall  issue  to  a  permittee 
a  separate  permit  decal  for  each  LEG  trailer  to  be 
operated  by  that  permittee  within  the  city.  The 
permittee  shall  affix  a  permit  decal  in  the  upper 
left-hand  area  on  the  rear  of  the  cargo  tank  of  each 
LEG  trailer  he  operates  within  the  city. 

(E)  If  there  is  any  change  in  the  information 
provided  by  a  permittee  pursuant  to  subsection  (B) 
(i)  (a)  through  (d)  of  this  section,  that  permittee 
shall  notify  the  commissioner  in  writing  within  ten 
days  of  the  occurrence  of  the  change.  If  the 
commissioner  determines  the  change  to  be 
material,  he  may  require  the  carrier  to  apply  for  a 
permit  renewal  pursuant  to  the  conditions  in 
subsection  (C)  of  this  section. 

(F)  The  commissioner  may 

(i)  upon  his  own  initiative;  or 

(ii)  upon  a  petition  submitted  by  any 
resident  of  the  city;  revoke  a  permit  for  cause, 
after  a  public  hearing.  Violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  of  the 
regulations  issued  hereunder  is  cause  for  the 
revocation    of  a   permit. 

Section  4:  Compliance  with  Other  Applicable 
Iaws  and  Regulations 

(A)  A  carrier  or  driver  shall  operate  an  LEG 
trailer  within  the  city  in  compliance  with: 

(i)  applicable  state  and  federal  laws  and 
regulations 

(ii)  other  applicable  city  ordinances  and 
regulations. 

Section  5:  Ban  on  Nonlocal  Transport  of 
LEG 

A  carrier  or  driver  may  operate  an  LEG  trailer 
within   the   city   only  if  he  will  be  loading  or 
unloading  the  LEG  trailer  within  the  city. 
Section  6 :  Restricted  Hours  of  Operation 
(A)  A   carrier  or  driver  may  operate  an  LEG 
trailer  within  the  city  only 

(i)  during  the  hours  of  7  p.m.  to  7  a.m.  on 
weekdays;  and 

(ii)  all  day  long  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 
Section  7 :  Restricted  Routes  of  Operation 

(A)  A  carrier  or  driver  may  operate  an  LEG 
trailer  within  the  city  only  upon  restricted  routes 
designated  by  the  commissioner. 

(B)  Unless  there  is  no  practicable  alternative, 
the  commissioner  shall  designate  routes  which  do 
not  go  through  or  near  heavily  populated  areas, 
places  where  crowds  are  assembled,  tunnels, 
narrow  streets,  or  alleys. 

Section  8:  Maximum  Speed  Limit 

A  carrier  or  a  driver  may  not  operate  an  LEG 
trailer  within  the  city  at  a  rate  of  speed  in  excess  of 
the  posted  speed  limit,  in  any  event,  not  in  excess 
of  fifty  miles  per  hour. 

Section  9:  Restricted  Stopping  Places 

(A)  Unless  the  LEG  trailer  is  disabled,  a  carrier  or 
a  driver  may  stop  an  LEG  trailer  within  the  city 
only 


(i)  to  load  or  unload  that  trailer;  or 
(ii)  to    comply    with    the    orders    of    the 
commissioner;  or 

(iii)  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  a  peace 
officer;  or 

(iv)  to  comply  with  an  offical  traffic  control 
device. 

Section  10:  Minimum  Distance  Between  LEG 
Trailers 

(A)  A  carrier  or  a  driver  shall  operate  an  LEG 
trailer  at  a  minimum  distance  of  2,000  feet  from 
all  other  LEG  trailers  within  the  city  unless 

(i)  the  LEG  trailer  is  being  loaded  or 
unloaded;  or 

(ii)  the  Leg  trailer  is  passing  another  LEG 
trailer  approaching  in  traffic  from  the  opposite 
direction. 
Section  11:  Attending  of  LEG  Trailers 

(A)  Except  in  dire  emergency,  a  carrier  or  a 
driver  may  operate  an  LEG  trailer  within  the  city 
only  if  that  LEG  trailer  is  continuously  attended. 

(B)  A  LEG  trailer  is  attended  when  the  driver  is 
awake  and 

(i)  occupies  any  part  of  his  vehicle  except 
the  sleeper  berth;  or 

(ii)  has  an  unobstructed  view  of  the  LEG 
trailer  from  within  an  area  of  1 00  feet  from  the 
vehicle. 
Section  12:  Suspension  of  Operations 

(A)  A  carrier  or  a  driver  may  not  operate  an 
LEG  trailer  within  the  city  when  the  operation  of 
that  LEG  trailer  has  been  temporarily  suspended. 

(B)  The  commissioner  may  temporarily  suspend 
the  operation  of  some  or  all  LEG  trailers  within 
the  city,  without  notice,  whenever  road,  weather, 
traffic,  or  other  special  circumstances  warrant  that 
action. 

Section  13:  Reporting  of  Accidents 

(A)  A  carrier  shall  report  to  the  commissioner 
every  accident  within  the  city  involving  that 
carrier's  LEG  trailer  which  results  in  any  of  the 
following: 

(i)  Injury  or  fatality 

(ii)  continuing  danger  to  life  or  health  at  the 
scene  of  the  accident 

(iii)  the  disabling  of  the  LEG  trailer 

(iv)  estimated  property  damage  exceeding 
$50 

(v)  an  unintentional  release  of  LEG  from  the 
LEG  trailer. 

(B)  The  carrier  shall  report  the  accident 

(i)  by  phone  or  in  person  immediately  after 
the  occurrence  of  the  accident;  and 

(ii)  in  writing  within  ten  days  following  the 
accident   on   a  form   to  be  furnished  by  the 
commissioner. 
Section  14:  Prior  Notification 

(A)  A  carrier  shall  notify  the  commissioner  in 
advance  of  all  trips  to  be  taken  within  the  city  by 
that  carrier's  LEG  trailer. 

(B)  The  carrier  may  notify  the  commissioner  of 
more  than  one  intended  trip  at  a  time. 

(Q  Notification  shall  consist  of 

(i)  a  written  submittal,  on  a  form  to  be 
furnished  by  the  commissioner,  indicating: 

(a)  the   time  frame(s)   of  the  trip(s), 
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approximating  the  parameters  of  the  time 
frame(s)  to  within  one  hour 

(b)  the  route(s)  within  the  city  to  be 
used  during  the  trip(s) 

(c)  the  destination  (s)  within  the  city 
of  the  trip(s) 

(d)  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  commissioner. 

(ii)  received  by  the  commissioner 

(a)  no  less  than  one  day  before  the 
soonest  trip; 

(b)  not  more  than  seven  days  before 
the  latest  trip  for  which  notification  is  being 
given. 

(D)  If,  after  notifying  the  commissioner,  the 
carrier  decides 

(i)   to  cancel;  or 

(ii)  change  by  more  than  one  hour  the  time 
parameters;  or 

(iii)  change  the  route  or  destination  of  a 
particular  trip,  he  shall  inform  the 
commissioner  immediately  of  this  fact  by 
phone  or  in  person. 

(E)  Upon  the  receipt  of  information  pursuant 
to  subsection  (C)  and  (D)  of  this  section,  the 
Commissioner  shall  expeditiously  convey  that 
information  to  the  city  Police  Commissioner,  or  his 
designee. 

Section  15:    Waiver  of  Ordinance  Application 

(A)  During  an  emergency,  the  Commissioner 
may  temporarily  waive  application  of  some  or  all 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(B)  Within  seven  days  from  the  start  of  a  waiver 
under  this  section,  the  Commissioner  shall  report 
in  writing  to  the  Boston  City  Council  the  nature  of 
that  waiver  and  the  justification  for  it. 

Section  16:  Annual  Report 

(A)  By  February  1  of  each  year,  the 
Commissioner  shall  compile  and  submit  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  a  written  report  describing  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance, 
and  the  regulations  issued  hereunder,  in  the 
calender  year  just  concluded. 

(B)  This  report  shall  include: 

(i)  a  list  of  permits  granted,  expired  or 
renewed; 

(ii)  a  list  of  accidents  reported  pursuant  to 
section  13  of  this  ordinance; 

(iii)  a  statistical  analysis,  broken  down  by 
month,  of  the  LEG  trailer  trips  taken  within 
the  city; 

(iv)  a  list  of  all  noted  violations  of  this 
ordinance  or  of  the  regulations  issued 
hereunder,  and  a  discussion  of  the  response  to 
these  violations  taken  under  either  section  3(F) 
or  section  16  of  this  ordinance; 

(v)    other    information    the    commissioner 
considers  pertinent. 
Section  1 7 :   Criminal  Penalty 
A  carrier  or  a  driver  who  violates  any  provision 
of    this    ordinance,    or    any    regulations    issued 
hereunder,  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$200. 

Section  18:   Severability 

If  any  provision  or  clause  of  this  ordinance  or 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance 
is  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  other 


provisions  or  applications  of  this  ordinance  which 
can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision  or 
application,  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  are  declared  to  be  severable.

Development  and  Industrial  Commission  be 
requested  to  appear  before  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  City  Council  to  report  on  the 
plans  and  progress  made  on  the  so-called  North 
Station  Development  Plan;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  project  be  extended  to 
include  the  merchants  in  the  Portland  Street, 
Friend  Street,  and  Canal  Street  areas  as  far  as 
Haymarket  Square.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
SECTION  1,  CHAPTER  159A,  AS 
AMENDED 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Add  to  section  1,  chapter  159 A  of  M.G.L.  A.,  as 
amended  the  following: 

Section  1 .  Except  in  the  City  of  Boston  where 
any  application  for  a  license  to  operate  a  motor 
vehicle  under  this  section  may  be  issued  by  the 
City  Council  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 
Said  applications  shall  be  acted  upon  favorably  or 
unfavorably  within  1 20  days.  In  the  event  that  the 
license  is  not  acted  upon  by  the  City  Council  and 
Mayor,  said  applicant  may  petition  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  who  then  may  grant  said 
application  for  a  license  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
over  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston.  However,  in 
the  event  that  the  license  is  acted  upon 
unfavorably,  the  petitioner  may  appeal  this 
decision  to  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

If  uny  application  for  a  license  under  this  section  is  not  favorably  acted  ui>on 
within  a  jteriod  of  sixty  days  after  the  filing  thereof,  the  applicant  may  appeal 
to  the  department  of  public  utilities  within  five  days  following  the  expiration  of 
said  period  or,  if  notice  of  unfavorable  action  is  sooner  given,  within  five  days  of 
said  notice,  u|m>ii  a  jK'tition  in  writing  setting  forth  all  the  material  facts  in  the 
case.  The  commission  shall  bold  a  bearing  on  each  such  appeal,  requiring  due 
notice  to  l>e  given  to  nil  interested  parties.  If  the  commission  approves  the  ac- 
tion of  the  licensing  authority,  it  shall  issue  notice  to  that  effect,  but  if  the 
commission  disapproves  of  said  action,  it  shall  act  as  a  licensing  authority  and  may 
issue  a  license  which  shall  s|>eeify  the  route  or  routes  on  which  a  motor  vehicle 
subject  to  this  section  may  l>e  oj>erated  and  the  number  of  vehicles  which  muy  be 
oj)erated  under  such  license.

Joint  resolution  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
general  courL" 

1975  Related  Laws.  St.1975,  c.  306.  ap- 
proved June  9,  1975,  provided: 

"Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of 
chapter  one   hundred   and   fifty-nine   A   of 


the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  department 
of  public  utilities  may.  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston,  issue  li- 
censes for  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles 
carrying  passengers  for  hire  to  and  from  a 
major  regional  transportation  terminal  in 
the  city  of  Boston  and  locations  outside  the 
city  of  Boston  along  the  following  public 
ways:  all  streets  In  the  city  of  Boston  be- 
tween such  terminal  and  the  entrance  and 
exit  ramps  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Extension,  of  the  John  F.  Fitzgerald  High- 
way, or  of  interstate  highway  Route  93  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  provided  that  such  pub- 
lic ways  are  already  in  use  by  through, 
commercial  passenger  bus  or  truck  traffic. 
Any  license  issued  pursuant  to  this  act 
shall  stipulate  that  the  licensee  may  re- 
ceive or  discharge  passengers  within  the 
city  of  Boston  for  operations  carried  out 
under  authority  of  such  license  only  at  one, 
specified,  major  regional  transportation 
terminal."
